THIRTY-FIFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT 

OF  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE 

OF  AMERICA 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

I  beg  to  report  to  you  upon  the  affairs  of  the  Institute  from 
November  15,  1913,  to  November  15,  1914. 

THE  SCHOOLS 

Full  reports  of  the  activities  of  the  American  School  of  Classical 
Studies  in  Athens,  of  the  School  for  Oriental  Research  in  Jerusa- 
lem, of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology  in  Santa  Fe,  and  of 
the  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies  are  printed 
in  this  issue  of  the  BULLETIN.  They  speak  for  themselves  of  the 
character  of  the  work  which  is  being  done  in  the  schools  and  de- 
tailed comment  in  this  report  is  therefore  unnecessary.  The  impor- 
tance of  the  services  performed  by  these  centres  for  research  and 
for  the  training  of  investigators  in  the  various  fields  of  archaeology 
can  hardly  be  overestimated.  But,  as  the  results  of  these  efforts 
are  felt  here  at  home  only  in  an  indirect  way,  their  real  influence 
is  not  always  appreciated  to  the  full.  Most  of  us  fail  to  realize 
how  large  a  proportion  of  the  men  who  have  already  become,  or 
are  becoming,  the  leaders  in  the  various  fields  of  archaeology  rep- 
resented by  the  schools  either  cooperating  with  or  founded  by  the 
Institute,  and  their  numbers  are  increasing  yearly,  have  received 
their  inspiration  and  training  in  these  schools.  For  the  work 
which  they  are  doing  the  schools  deserve  the  interested  and  sym- 
pathetic support  of  the  Institute,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  reports 
will  be  read  with  care. 

The  death  of  Gardiner  M.  Lane,  for  twenty-three  years  the 
treasurer  of  the  School  at  Athens,  deprives  the  School  and  the 
Institute  of  a  man  whose  services  have  been  invaluable  as  an 
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officer  and  as  a  friend,  and  one  who  has  been  a  generous  contri- 
butor to  the  activities  of  both. 

Early  in  1914  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  School  in  Jeru- 
salem inaugurated  plans  for  the  enlarging  of  the  staff  of  the 
School  by  the  addition  to  it  of  a  permanent  director,  and  organized 
a  campaign  for  the  raising  of  additional  funds  for  this  purpose. 
Progress  was  made  in  spite  of  adverse  financial  conditions.  The 
additional  depression  in  this  country  due  to  the  crisis  in  Europe 
and  the  temporary  effect  which  the  entry  of  Turkey  into  the  war 
may  have  upon  the  School,  may  delay  somewhat  the  carrying  out 
of  the  committee's  program,  but  it  will  no  doubt  be  resumed  as 
soon  as  conditions  improve. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Institute  held  in  Washington  in  Decem- 
ber, 1912,  the  Council  approved  the  formation  of  a  committee  to 
investigate  and  report  upon  the  advisability  of  establishing  an 
American  School  of  Archaeology  in  China.  This  committee  was 
organized  on  January  3,  1913,  with  Charles  D.  Walcott,  Secretary 
of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  as  chairman  and  Charles  Henry 
Butler  as  secretary  (BULLETIN  OF  THE  INSTITUTE,  Vol.  IV,  No.  1, 
p.  15).  Mr.  Langdon  Warner  of  the  Boston  Museum  of  Fine  Arts 
was  sent  to  China  as  the  representative  of  the  committee,  with  the 
title  of  director,  with  instructions  to  make  an  archaeological  survey 
of  the  Chinese  empire.  The  expenses  of  this  preliminary  expedition 
were  covered  by  the  generous  contributions  of  Mr.  Chas.  L.  Freer, 
and  Mr.  Eugene  Meyer.  After  an  absence  of  a  year  and  a  half 
upon  this  mission  Mr.  Warner  has  now  returned  to  this  country, 
via  Russia,  and  has  in  preparation  an  exhaustive  report  which  will 
be  laid  before  the  committee  at  an  early  date. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  resolutions  were  presented 
asking  that  it  take  initial  steps  looking  toward  the  formation  of 
two  new  permanent  committees,  one  in  the  field  of  Egyptian 
archaeology,  and  the  other  in  the  archaeology  of  Mesopotamia. 
The  President  was  authorized  to  appoint  provisional  committees  to 
consider  each  of  these  proposals  and  to  report  at  the  next  annual 
meeting.  In  accordance  with  this  action  I  have  constituted  these 
provisional  committees  as  follows : 

On  Egyptian  Archaeology:  Prof.  James  H.  Breasted,  Mr.  Eck- 
ley  B.  Coxe,  Ex-Provost  Harrison,  President  Benjamin  Ide 
Wheeler,  Mr.  Theodore  M.  Davis,  and  the  President  of  the 
Institute. 
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On  Mesopotamian  Archaeology:  Prof.  George  A.  Barton,  Prof. 
A.  T.  Clay,  Dr.  William  Hayes  Ward,  Prof.  Morris  Jastrow,  and 
the  General  Secretary  of  the  Institute. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  by  each  committee,  but  in  view  of 
the  recent  entrance  of  Turkey  into  the  war  and  the  inclusion  of 
Egypt  in  the  war  zone,  a  final  report  at  this  time  will  necessarily 
be  postponed. 

THE  INSTITUTE  FELLOWSHIPS 

To  encourage  investigation  in  the  various  fields  of  archaeology 
the  Institute  has  regularly  maintained  a  number,  of  graduate  fel- 
lowships. One  of  these  is  placed  at  the  disposal  of  each  of  the 
various  Managing  Committees,  to  be  awarded,  by  competitive 
examination  or  other  test,  to  the  graduate  student  who  best  satis- 
fies the  committee  of  his  equipment  and  of  his  ability  to  do  original 
work  in  his  chosen  subject.  The  holders  of  these  fellowships  have 
done  unusually  good  work  as  will  be  seen  from  the  records  given 
below : 

Sylvanus  G.  Morley,  Fellow  in  the  School  of  American  Archae- 
ology: A.B.,  University  of  Pennsylvania.  In  recognition  of  the 
scholarly  work  done  by  Mr.  Morley  while  the  holder  of  this  fellow- 
ship, he  has  been  appointed  to  the  position  of  Research  Associate 
by  the  Carnegie  Institution.  Reports  of  his  years  of  research  in 
Central  America  have  been  referred  to  in  previous  reports.  The 
last  year  of  his  tenure  of  the  Institute  fellowship  was  devoted  to 
exploration  in  the  Peten  district  in  Guatemala,  with  fruitful 
results  in  the  recovery  of  hieroglyphic  inscriptions.  Thirty-three 
new  initial  series  were  discovered  as  compared  with  eighty-seven 
previously  known,  besides  a  number  of  calendar  round  dates. 
The  publication  of  a  monograph  in  Mayan  chronology  will  con- 
clude the  work  of  his  fellowship. 

Richard  Offner,  Fellow  in  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies: 
A.B.,  Harvard,  1911.  He  spent  the  second  year  of  his  fellowship 
chiefly  at  Vienna,  where  he  received  with  distinction  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  Archaeology  and  the  History  of  Art 
in  July,  1914.  The  subject  of  his  thesis,  which  will  be  published 
by  the  Ministry  of  Public  Instruction  of  Austria  was  "The  Prob- 
lems of  Form  as  Revealed  in  the  Florentine  Drawings  of  the  Transi- 
tion from  the  Fifteenth  to  the  Sixteenth  Centuries."  He  also  stud- 
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led  Italian  paintings  under  Mr.  Bernard  Berenson.  He  spent  a 
summer  in  England  examining  the  Florentine  drawings  at  the 
British  Museum,  Christ  Church  College,  the  Ashmolean  Museum 
and  Windsor  Castle,  and  devoted  some  time  to  the  examination 
of  private  collections  in  France. 

John  B.  Shapley,  Fellow  in  Early  Christian  Archaeology:  A.B., 
University  of  Missouri,  1912;  University  Fellow  in  Archaeology  at 
Princeton,  1912-13.  He  spent  the  period  of  his  fellowship  partly 
at  Ravenna,  studying  the  early  Christian  and  Byzantine  mosaics 
of  that  city,  and  partly  at  the  University  of  Vienna  where  he 
studied  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Strzygowski.  He  took 
part  in  the  seminar  of  the  Kunsthistorisches  Institut,  reading 
papers  on  Byzantine  and  Armenian  architecture,  Asiatic  orna- 
ment, and  Leonardo's  Saint  Anne  cartoons.  He  received  the 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  from  the  University  of  Vienna, 
July  15,  1914.  The  title  of  his  thesis  was  "The  Early  Decorative 
Mosaics  of  Ravenna." 

Louise  Pettibone  Smith,  Fellow  in  the  School  in  Jerusalem : 
A.B.,  Bryn  Mawr,  1908,  A.M.,  ib.  1914,  Fellow  in  Semitic  Lan- 
guages, ib.  1912-13.  In  addition  to  the  regular  work  required  by 
the  school  Miss  Smith  presented  informal  reports  on  the  Harvard 
excavations  at  Samaria,  on  the  excavations  of  the  Palestine  Ex- 
ploration Fund  at  Bethshemesh,  on  the  ruins  and  caves  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Beit  Jibrin,  and  the  evidences  for  the  site  of 
Modein.  She  also  presented  a  formal  report  on  the  subject 
"Traces  of  Egyptian  Influence  in  Palestine/'  and  a  detailed  de- 
scription of  the  Palmyrene  funeral  bust,  purchased  for  the  school 
by  Professor  Robinson,  with  a  translation  of  the  inscription. 

Emerson  Howland  Swift,  Institute  Fellow  in  the  School  at 
Athens:  A.B.,  Williams  College,  1912;  holder  of  the  Williams  Col- 
lege Greek  Fellowship,  1912-13.  Mr.  Swift  has  devoted  much 
time  to  a  study  of  the  fortifications  of  the  Acrocorinth  and  of 
Greek  fortifications  in  general.  He  has  also  been  responsible  for  a 
good  deal  of  work  at  the  excavation  in  Corinth.  He  has  written 
a  report  of  a  fine  female  head  recently  found  at  Corinth  which  will 
be  published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology. 

The  plans  for  three  of  the  fellows  for  1914-15  have  been  greatly 
disarranged  by  the  war.  The  Thayer  fellow  hi  the  School  in 
Jerusalem  is  the  one  whose  work  will  be  most  seriously  affected 
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inasmuch  as  Turkey  is  now  one  of  the  belligerents.  Of  the  fel- 
lows in  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  archaeology,  and  in  Early 
Christian  art,  who  ordinarily  pursue  their  work  in  Vienna  and 
Florence,  the  former  has  been  obliged  to  pursue  his  studies  in 
England,  while  the  latter,  with  the  consent  of  the  managing  com- 
mittee, has  remained  in  this  country  and  is  now  prosecuting  his 
studies  at  Harvard  University.  The  continuance  of  the  war  be- 
yond July  1  may  necessitate  some  readjustment  in  the  fellowships 
for  next  year. 

LECTURES 

The  lecture  system  of  the  Institute  is  under  the  direction  of  the 
General  Secretary  and  the  lectures  given  during  1913-14  are  fully 
covered  in  his  report. 

I  take  this  opportunity,  however,  of  expressing,  on  behalf  of 
the  Institute,  to  the  men  and  women  who  lectured  before  its 
societies  during  the  year  1913-14  its  deep  appreciation  of  their 
service  to  the  Institute :  Hiram  W.  Bingham,  Frances  S.  Brewster, 
Mitchell  Carroll,  Edward  W.  Clark,  Herbert  R.  Cross,  H.  R. 
Fairclough,  Richard  Fuller,  Edgar  L.  Hewett,  Francis  W.  Kelsey, 
Gordon  Jennings  Laing,  George  Grant  MacCurdy,  Edward  K. 
Rand,  David  M.  Robinson,  Oliver  S.  Tonks,  Charles  H.  Weller. 
Its  sense  of  obligation  is  rendered  all  the  greater  for  the  reason  that, 
in  most  cases,  the  service  was  performed  without  remuneration. 

The  tour  of  Mrs.  S.  Arthur  Strong,  Assistant  Director  of  the 
British  School  of  Archaeology  in  Rome,  the  Norton  Memorial 
Lecturer  on  the  Loeb  Foundation,  came  early  enough  in  the  year 
1913-14  to  be  referred  to  in  last  year's  report. 

EXPLORATION  AND  EXCAVATION 

During  the  year  the  School  at  Athens  continued  its  excavations 
at  Corinth,  and  conducted  a  minor  excavation  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Erectheum  on  the  Acropolis  at  Athens.  The  American  School 
of  Archaeology,  continuing  the  work  upon  which  it  has  been  en- 
gaged for  seven  seasons  at  Quirigua,  Guatemala,  excavated  the 
buildings  on  the  north  and  east  sides  of  the  Temple  Court;  it 
further  conducted  explorations  in  the  Peten  district  of  Guatemala, 
and  made  a  survey  of  the  ruins  at  Quarai  in  New  Mexico.  A  more 
detailed  account  of  this  work  will  be  found  in  the  Reports  of  the 
Chairmen  of  the  Managing  Committees  of  these  two  schools. 
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Plans  for  new  excavations  under  the  auspices  of  the  Institute 
on  the  shores  of  the  eastern  Mediterranean  are  necessarily  post- 
poned on  account  of  war  conditions  now  prevailing  in  the  two 
regions  of  greatest  archaeological  interest. 

PUBLICATION 

In  the  field  of  publication  the  most  significant  event  of  the  year 
has  been  the  final  launching  of  the  new  non-technical  magazine 
ART  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY.  The  preliminary  steps  toward  the  foun- 
dation of  this  magazine  appear  in  the  minutes  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  1912-13  held  in  Washington,  and  in  my  report  of  last  year. 
At  the  meeting  of  the  Institute  held  last  January  in  Montreal 
the  Council  approved  the  title  ART  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY,  placed  the 
general  policy  of  the  new  magazine  and  the  appointment  of  the  edi- 
torial staff  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  consisting  of  the  President, 
the  General  Secretary,  Allan  Marquand,  W.  H.  Holmes,  and 
D.  M.  Robinson,  with  full  power.  The  Council  authorized  the  com- 
mittee to  begin  publication  as  soon  as  four  thousand  dollars  of  the 
guaranty  fund  should  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  with  the 
recommendation  that  for  the  year  1914  the  magazine  be  published 
as  a  bi-monthly.  By  the  middle  of  February  $4,000  of  the  guar- 
anty fund  had  been  collected,  and  on  February  20  the  committee 
met  in  Washington  and  took  the  final  steps  toward  the  inaugura- 
tion of  the  magazine.  David  M.  Robinson  was  appointed  Gen- 
eral Editor,  W.  H.  Holmes  Art  Editor,  R.  V.  D.  Magoffin  Asso- 
ciate Editor,  and  Mitchell  Carroll,  as  General  Secretary  of  the 
Institute,  Managing  Editor. 

The  first  number  appeared  on  July  1  and  the  magazine  has 
appeared  promptly  in  alternate  months  since  that  date.  The 
reception  accorded  to  the  three  numbers  already  issued  has  dem- 
onstrated beyond  question  that  the  magazine  is  meeting  a  real 
need  and  that  it  will  serve  to  create  a  larger  interest  in  the  subject 
outside  of  the  present  membership  of  the  Institute.  The  experi- 
ence of  the  first  half  year  has  set  at  rest  two  fears  which  were 
expressed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council:  (1)  that  the  supply 
of  articles  might  prove  inadequate,  and  (2)  that  the  specialists  in 
the  various  fields  might  not  care  to  write  for  a  magazine  intended 
primarily  for  the  general  reader.  The  editors  have  now  in  their 
hands  an  abundance  of  material,  and  men  who  are  authorities  in 
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their  special  fields  have  shown  not  only  their  ability  but  their 
willingness  to  write  articles  which  will  appeal  to  the  general 
reader. 

While  the  work  of  promotion  has  been  hampered  considerably 
by  the  preoccupation  of  the  public  mind  with  the  crisis  in  Europe, 
which  has  tended  to  divert  attention  to  magazines  dealing  with 
war  subjects,  by  the  end  of  the  fourth  month  subscriptions  out- 
side the  Institute  membership  had  passed  the  $1,000  mark,  and 
at  this  rate  should  reach  $3,000  before  the  end  of  the  first  year. 
This  figure  must  be  somewhat  more  than  doubled  before  the  maga- 
zine can  be  self  supporting,  but,  with  the  active  cooperation  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Institute  at  large,  who  can  do 
much  in  the  way  of  arousing  local  interest  in  the  magazine,  it 
should  be  possible  to  make  it  so  before  the  end  of  its  second  year. 
When  this  stage  has  once  been  reached  it  will  not  only  prove  a 
valuable  asset  in  creating  a  more  general  interest  in  archaeology, 
but  will  become  a  source  of  revenue,  greatly  relieving  the  budget 
of  the  Institute,  and  release  some  of  our  funds  for  purposes  of 
research. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  again  thanking  those  members  of 
the  Institute  who  have  made  possible  the  launching  of  the  maga- 
zine by  their  generous  contributions  to  the  guaranty  fund,  and 
also  of  thanking  the  Board  of  Editors  who  have  devoted  much 
time  and  effort  to  making  the  magazine  a  success,  without  remun- 
eration of  any  sort. 

During  the  year  certain  changes  have  been  made  in  connection 
with  the  publication  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology  ef- 
fecting a  considerable  reduction  in  the  cost  of  manufacture.  It 
has  therefore  been  possible  to  reduce  the  appropriation  in  the 
budget  without  impairing  in  any  way  the  efficiency  of  the  Journal, 
which  continues  as  heretofore  to  be  the  organ  of  the  Institute  for 
the  publication  of  the  results  of  the  research  of  the  investigator 
and  the  scholar  in  the  archaeological  field.  Its  high  standing  as 
a  magazine  for  the  scholar  will  continue  to  be  maintained.  It  is 
gratifying  to  report  a  substantial  increase  in  the  subscriptions  to 
the  Journal  outside  of  the  Institute  membership. 
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FINANCES 

The  details  of  income  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  June  30,  1914,  are  given  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  on 
page  52-56. 

As  in  last  year's  report,  in  accordance  with  the  action  taken  by 
the  Council  at  the  Washington  meeting  (Bull.  IV,  1,  p.  20),  each 
side  of  the  main  balance  sheet  has  again  been  divided  into  two 
parts  in  order  to  segregate  what  may  fairly  be  considered  as  annual 
income  from  the  rest  of  the  year's  receipts,  such  as  life  member- 
ships, special  funds,  etc.,  and  to  distinguish  the  regular  budgetary 
expenditures  of  the  year  from  expenditures  from  special  funds. 

The  budget  for  the  year  just  closed,  made  at  the  Washington 
meeting  December,  1911  (see  Bull.  IV,  1,  25),  authorized  an  expen- 
diture of  $23,050.  At  the  Montreal  meeting  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee authorized  an  additional  expenditure  of  $452.75  for  unpaid 
accounts  belonging  to  previous  years,  making  the  authorized  ex- 
penditure $23,502.75.  The  actual  current  expenditures  were 
$21,092.71,  which,  with  the  honorarium  and  expenses  of  the  Loeb 
lecturer,  amounting  to  $1715.40,  the  above  mentioned  expenses 
authorized  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  $452.75,  and  mis- 
cellaneous items  amounting  to  $127.69,  make  a  total  of  $23,388.55. 
The  expenses  of  the  year  were  therefore  less,  by  $114.20, 
than  the  amounts  authorized  by  the  Council  and  the  Executive 
Committee,  although  the  administration  has  further  taken  care 
of  the  initial  expenses  of  ART  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY  which  were 
not  provided  for  in  the  Washington  budget.  On  the  side  of 
expense  the  showing  is  therefore  good.  On  the  side  of  receipts  it 
is  less  favorable,  due  to  the  disturbance  in  financial  conditions  for 
the  past  eighteen  months,  which  has  greatly  affected  collections. 
The  estimate  of  receipts  in  the  Washington  budget  was  $22,850, 
while  the  actual  receipts  were  $20,749.99.  The  receipts  therefore 
fall  short  of  the  estimate  by  $2,100.01.  The  falling  off  in  receipts 
for  annual  dues,  which  were  $16,413.30  as  against  $19,000  esti- 
mated in  the  Washington  budget,  is  responsible  for  this  shortage. 
The  greatest  decrease  in  annual  dues  was  in  the  Department  of 
Canada,  which  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  only  $2087.50  as  against 
$4,389.95  last  year.  The  showing  in  the  United  States  is  more 
favorable,  being  $14,325.00  as  against  $15,167.63  last  year. 
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Since  the  closing  of  the  books  on  June  30,  about  $600  in 
arrears  of  dues  have  been  collected  from  societies  in  the  United 
States,  which  reduces  the  shortage  in  the  states  to  less  than  $300. 

In  spite  of  the  decrease  in  the  year's  receipts  due  to  the  pre- 
vailing financial  conditions  the  bank  balance  after  deducting  life 
memberships  and  special  funds  was  $2087.19,  and  the  Institute 
would  feel  no  inconvenience  were  it  not  for  a  practice  which  has 
grown  up  in  a  number  of  societies  of  not  remitting  until  near  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year.  Few  remit  before  November,  and  some 
wait  until  June.  As  the  expenses  of  the  Institute  for  journals, 
lecturers,  schools,  fellowships,  etc.  are  continuous,  this  delay  in 
collecting  and  remitting  is  cramping  to  the  administration  when 
the  balance  is  small.  At  the  annual  meeting  I  shall  ask  the  Coun- 
cil to  provide  a  way  of  meeting  this  difficulty. 

The  fiscal  year  closed  on  June  30.  The  outbreak  of  the 
European  war,  coming  as  a  climax  to  the  depression  of  the  year 
before,  produced  financial  conditions  such  as  this  country  has  not 
seen  since  the  founding  of  the  Institute.  It  is  as  yet  too  early  to 
know  what  effect  this  will  have  upon  our  receipts.  But  in  the 
United  States  at  least  there  are  signs  that  it  will  not  be  as  great 
as  was  at  first  anticipated  and  that  conditions  will  begin  to  im- 
prove after  the  beginning  of  1915.  The  participation  of  Canada 
in  the  war  will  nevertheless  serve  to  keep  down  receipts  from 
Canadian  societies.  In  view  of  the  uncertainty  it  has  seemed  the 
part  of  wisdom  to  cut  down  expenses  wherever  possible  on  this 
year's  budget,  and  to  recommend  a  reduction  of  the  budget  for 
next  year. 

THE  OFFICE  IN  WASHINGTON 

The  routine  work  of  the  Washington  office  has  been  greatly 
increased,  if  not  actually  doubled,  by  the  inauguration  of  ART 
AND  ARCHAEOLOGY,  since  the  responsibility  for  its  financial  man- 
agement and  the  promotion  of  the  campaign  for  subscriptions 
have  now  been  added  to  the  duties  of  the  General  Secretary. 
This  additional  work  is  being  taken  care  of  by  the  office  force  with 
no  additional  cost  to  the  Institute  except  for  extra  clerical  help 
amounting  to  half  the  time  of  one  stenographer.  The  book- 
keeping of  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology  has  also  been 
transferred  to  the  Washington  office.  A  full  statement  of  the 
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work  of  the  office  for  the  year  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the 
General  Secretary. 

In  view  of  disturbed  conditions  it  does  not  seem  wise  at  this 
time  to  recommend  new  activities.  It  is  not  impossible,  however, 
that  these  conditions  may  change  within  the  year,  and  for  this 
reason  large  powers  should  be  delegated  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  dealing  with  such  opportunities  for  a  forward  movement 
as  may  arise  without  the  necessity  of  awaiting  action  by  the 
Council.  In  the  meantime  the  Institute  should  concentrate  all 
its  efforts  upon  ensuring  the  success  of  ART  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY, 
the  one  new  activity  of  the  year  which  has  not  been  directly 
affected  by  the  war.

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AFFILIATED  SOCIETIES  AND  MEMBERSHIP 

The  above  tables  give  the  membership  of  the  Institute  together 
with  the  sums  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  from 
the  Affiliated  Societies  for  the  fiscal  year  closing  June  30,  1914. 
The  Financial  Statements  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  Societies  follow 
that  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute. 

It  appears  from  these  statements  that  the  gross  receipts  in 
annual  fees  in  the  United  States  were  more  than  $17,000  or 
about  85  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  annual  fees  to  be  expected 
from  the  total  enrollment.  The  special  effort  made  to  collect 
from  members  in  arrears  will  largely  reduce  this  percentage 
considerably  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council,  so  that  the  remit- 
tances of  1913-14  dues  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  will 
doubtless  reach  $15,000,  the  budget  estimate  for  the  U  S. 

New  members  enrolled  before  June  30,  whose  membership 
begins  with  the  present  fiscal  year,  are  not  included  in  the  table. 
Among  these  are  members  of  two  new  Societies  which  will  doubt- 
less apply  for  admission  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  Taken  as  a 
whole  the  aggregate  membership  in  the  U.  S.  indicates  a  health- 
ful growth.  The  considerable  increase  in  the  Pennsylvania, 
Washington  and  Rochester  Societies  is  deserving  of  special 
mention. 

This  is  the  thirty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  Archaeological  Insti- 
tute of  America.  A  brief  retrospect  gives  some  idea  of  its 
growth  in  membership,  power  and  usefulness. 

The  Archaeological  Institute  was  organized  in  Boston  in  1879  with 
134  members;  in  1884  it  had  1  Society  and  a  membership  of  347; 
in  1894  it  had  9  Societies  and  473  members;  in  1904  it  had  9  So- 
cieties and  712  members;  and  in  1914  it  consists  of  42  Societies 
with  an  aggregate  membership  of  2,893. 

Receipts  and  expenditures  increased  with  this  growth.  In  1884 
the  total  funds  reported  by  the  Treasurer  were  $7,325.19;  in 
1894,  $8,095.17;  in  1904  they  were  $15,283.99;  in  1909,  $31,826.29; 
in  1914  the  amount  is  $41,708.12. 

PUBLICATIONS 

The  financial  statement  of  the  AMERICAN  JOURNAL  OF  ARCHAE- 
OLOGY appears  on  p.  57-58  after  the  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of 
the  Institute.  The  transfer  of  publication  from  the  Norwood  to  the 
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Rumford  Press  in  January,  1914,  has  resulted  in  a  considerable 
saving  as  is  shown  by  a  comparison  of  the  cost  of  the  first  two 
numbers  of  Volume  XVIII  (1914)  with  similar  numbers  of  Volume 
XVII  (1913).  (Cf.  Bull.  IV,  nos.  2,  3,  page  59,  and  Bull.  V,  p. 
58.) 

This  has  been  a  year  of  transition  for  the  BULLETIN  OF  THE 
ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  since  the  non-technical  matter  in 
the  first  three  volumes  finds  its  natural  place  in  the  new  maga- 
zine. Hence  the  contents  of  the  four  numbers  of  Volume  IV 
consist  largely  of  Annual  Reports,  the  Directory,  Minutes  and 
announcements.  This  has  considerably  diminished  the  cost  of 
the  BULLETIN,  the  total  cost  of  the  four  numbers  being  only 
$1082.31.  The  experience  of  the  year  has  also  demonstrated  the 
wisdom  of  publishing  the  BULLETIN  as  a  Year  Book,  containing 
the  Annual  Reports,  the  Minutes  of  the  Council  and  the  Di- 
rectory, and  Volume  V  will  appear  in  this  form  as  a  single  number, 
dated  December,  1914. 

The  President  in  his  Report  has  sketched  the  legislation  and 
history  of  the  new  non-technical  magazine,  ART  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY, 
the  first  (July)  number  of  which  appeared  in  May.  It  remains 
only  to  present  the  list  of  Guarantors  enrolled  up  to  June  30, 
whose  generous  support  has  made  the  new  venture  possible:

THE  LECTURE  SYSTEM 

The  "Extension  Lectures"  conducted  by  Affiliated  Societies, 
an  interesting  development  of  the  lecture  system  mentioned  in 
the  last  report  of  the  General  Secretary,  continue  to  grow  in 
popularity  and  the  San  Francisco,  Detroit,  Minnesota  and  Syra- 
cuse Societies  are  especially  worthy  of  mention  for  what  they  have 
accomplished  hi  this  important  field. 

Summer  Schools  of  Archaeology  were  conducted  during  July 
and  August,  1913,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Colorado  Society  and 
its  branches  at  Denver,  Colorado  Springs,  Pueblo  and  Boulder, 
and  in  San  Diego  by  the  San  Diego  Society  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  State  Normal  School.  Courses  of  lectures  were  given  in 
Greek,  Roman,  Oriental  and  American  Archaeology,  and  in 
Renaissance  Art. 

The  event  of  the  year  in  the  lecture  system  was  naturally  the 
visit  in  the  fall  of  1913  of  Mrs.  Arthur  Strong  of  the  British 
School  in  Rome  as  the  Charles  Eliot  Norton  Memorial  Lecturer 
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on  the  Loeb  Foundation,  who  addressed  twenty-five  of  the  Affil- 
iated Societies,  as  given  in  the  list  of  lectures  for  the  year. 

While  mentioning  especially  Mrs.  Strong,  we  cannot  express 
too  gratefully  our  great  debt  of  obligation  also  to  the  lecturers 
from  our  own  ranks  who  have  given  so  freely  of  their  time,  their 
energies  and  their  scholarship  for  the  benefit  of  the  Societies 
and  the  general  public. 

FIELD  WORK 

The  General  Secretary  has  spent  several  months  in  the  field 
visiting  during  the  year  all  except  six  of  the  Affiliated  Societies 
in  the  United  States.  The  Secretary  of  the  Western  States, 
Professor  Fairclough,  presents  his  own  report  of  the  activities  and 
needs  of  the  Societies  in  his  territory.  Likewise  the  Secretary 
of  the  Department  o£  Canada  presents  a  report  showing  the  con- 
dition of  the  Canadian  Societies.  I  feel  under  many  obligations 
to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Institute  and  the  officers  of  the  Affiliated 
Societies,  whose  effective  cooperation  and  untiring  patience  and 
zeal  have  maintained  the  work  of  the  Institute  during  the  past  year. 

Membership  in  the  Institute  was  never  more  desirable  than  now, 
with  its  two  illustrated  periodicals,  its  growing  lecture  system, 
and  its  varied  activities  embracing  all  parts  of  the  United  States 
and  Canada,  and  extending  to  Central  America,  Italy,  Greece,  and 
distant  China.  May  we  not  well  enlist  all  the  Societies  in  an 
undertaking  to  secure  at  least  five  hundred  new  members  during 
the  present  year? 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  General  Secretary  necessarily  coin- 
cides with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Institute.  A  supplementary 
report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council  to  cover  briefly  the  first 
half  of  the  present  fiscal  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  FOR  THE  WESTERN 

STATES 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

GENTLEMEN — As  my  last  report  dated  December  24,  1913,  and 
published  in  the  BULLETIN  for  December,  1913,  No.  4,  Vol.  4, 
embraces  half  of  the  fiscal  year  closing  June  30,  1914,  the  present 
report,  covering  a  period  of  only  six  months,  need  not  be  lengthy. 
The  special  observations  made  in  that  report  apply  equally  well 
to  the  additional  period  now  under  review. 

In  the  end  of  May  last,  the  Pacific  Association  of  Scientific 
Societies  held  sessions  in  the  University  of  Washington  at  Seattle. 
One  of  the  constituent  societies  represented  was  the  Washington 
State  Society  of  the  Institute.  I  enjoyed  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing the  session  of  this  Society  which  was  held  in  conjunction  with 
the  Philological  Association  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  There  was 
a  large  attendance.  Papers  were  read  by  Dr.  Gowen  and  Professor 
Sidey  of  the  University  of  Washington,  and  myself. 

Gatherings  such  as  these  seem  to  stimulate  the  life  of  the  So- 
ciety cooperating,  and  it  would  be  very  desirable  if  every  affili- 
ated Society  of  the  Institute  could  have  such  an  annual  gathering 
with  a  program  of  papers  by  its  members. 

It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  Institute  will  join  forces  with  the 
many  other  learned  bodies  that  are  to  hold  conventions  in  San 
Francisco  in  1915  in  connection  with  the  Panama-Pacific  Expo- 
sition. The  convention  of  the  Institute  would  most  fittingly, 
perhaps,  be  held  at  the  same  time  as  the  meeting  of  the  American 
Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science  which  will  take  place 
in^  San  Francisco  August  the  second  to  the  sixth,  1915.  The 
general  committee  on  Scientific  program  appointed  by  the  Ameri- 
can Association  for  these  1915  meetings  has  formulated  the  follow- 
ing recommendation: 

Resolved  that: — In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  occurrence  of  scientific  meet- 
ings in  San  Francisco  in  1915  is,  in  a  manner,  a  part  of  the  celebration  com- 
memorating the  opening  of  the  Pacific  to  the  peoples  bordering  on  the  At- 
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lantic  it  seems  fitting  that  the  program  of  meetings  held  in  connection 
with  this  celebration  should  relate,  so  far  as  possible,  to  problems  of  world 
interest,  the  material  basis  of  which  pertains  especially  to  the  Pacific  area. 

It  is  desirable  that  there  should  convene  at  about  the  same 
time  all  organizations  dealing  with  anthropology,  ethnology, 
folk  lore  and  archaeology,  especially  as  it  is  expected  that  one  side 
to  be  emphasized  will  be  the  problems  of  American  Archaeology 
and  the  development  of  culture  among  the  peoples  of  the  Pacific 
area. 

Since  the  San  Diego  Exposition  is  to  be  chiefly  historical  and 
archaeological  in  its  exhibits,  and  will  have  abundant  illustrative 
material  of  ancient  American  life  in  the  Southwest  and  in  Central 
America,  all  who  attend  the  scientific  sessions  in  San  Francisco 
will  naturally  desire  to  visit  San  Diego.

The  decrease  in  membership  is  entirely  due  to  the  temporary 
suspension  of  three  of  the  Western  Societies  and  a  reduction  of 
membership  in  the  remaining  two.  Financial  depression  is  the 
main  cause  of  this  unfortunate  situation,  though  the  lack  of  any 
archaeological  activity  in  Canada  has  produced  an  unfavorable 
impression. 

The  Societies  of  the  Eastern  Circuit  have  held  their  own  and 
have  been  placed  on  a  more  permanent  financial  basis  by  the 
elimination  of  all  non-paying  members  whose  names  had  been 
continued  on  the  roll  for  several  years  past.  I  have  visited  all 
the  Societies  of  the  East  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  local  secre- 
taries in  the  revision  and  extension  of  membership.  As  a  result

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the  report  shows  that  about  80  per  cent  of  the  members  have, 
during  the  past  financial  year,  paid  their  annual  fees.  In  spite 
of  the  financial  depression  the  receipts  in  annual  fees  are  almost 
normal.  The  decrease  in  revenue,  which  appears  when  a  com- 
parison is  made  with  receipts  of  1912-1913,  is  due  to  the  ob- 
servance of  the  rule  that  membership  should  be  granted  only  on 
the  prepayment  of  fees.  The  fees  of  a  number  of  new  members 
enrolled  at  the  close  of  the  year  of  1912-1913,  were  transmitted 
to  the  treasurer  of  the  Institute  and  added  to  the  receipts  of  that 
year.  If  these  receipts  were  deducted  from  1912-13  and  included 
in  the  revenue  of  the  present  fiscal  year,  the  total  would  compare 
favorably  with  any  previous  year. 

During  the  past  six  years  since  the  inauguration  of  the  De- 
partment of  Canada,  it  has  contributed  to  the  funds  of  the  In- 
stitute $24,292.84  (Life  fees  $10,400,  Annual  $13,892.84).  This 
does  not  include  the 'proceeds  from  the  invested  and  uninvested 
life  membership  fees,  the  income  of  which,  under  the  Regulations 
of  the  Department  of  Canada,  is  devoted  to  such  purposes  as 
may  be  recommended  by  the  Council  of  Canada.  As  some 
concessions  may  have  to  be  made  during  the  present  year  owing 
to  the  war,  the  Council  of  Canada  may  be  compelled  to  make  use 
of  a  part  of  such  accrued  revenue  to  offset  any  deficit  that  may 
arise. 

That  there  is  a  great  deal  of  inherent  vitality  in  the  Department 
of  Canada  is  evident  in  view  of  the  statement  made  above.  The 
inspiration  that  is  needful  to  build  up  a  strong  organization  in 
Canada,  in  affiliation  with  the  Institute,  must  come  from  within, 
from  its  unity  of  purpose,  and  the  entire  direction  of  the  activi- 
ties and  expenditures  within  its  own  borders.

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THIRTY-THIRD  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  AMERI- 
CAN SCHOOL  OF  CLASSICAL  STUDIES  AT  ATHENS 
1913-1914 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  American  School  of  Classical  Studies  at 
Athens  and  to  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of 
America: 

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  report  on  the  affairs  of  the 
School  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1914. 

The  Managing  Committee  has  lost  two  of  its 'older  members 
during  the  past  year,  Prof.  Rufus  B.  Richardson  and  Prof.  J.  R. 
S.  Sterrett.  Professor  Richardson  died  on  March  10,  1914.  He 
served  the  School  as  Annual  Director  in  1890-91,  and  in  1893  he 
was  elected  to  the  Directorship,  which  he  held  with  high  credit 
for  ten  years.  His  name  will  thus  go  down  in  the  annals  of  the 
School  as  that  of  one  of  its  most  devoted  supporters  and  faithful 
servants.  The  distinction  won  also  by  many  of  his  pupils  is  an 
abiding  honor  to  his  name.  He  was  a  man  of  singularly  generous 
and  lovable  nature,  careful  and  considerate  of  the  rights  of  others 
in  all  the  relations  of  life. 

The  death  of  Professor  Sterrett  took  place  on  June  16, 1914.  He 
was  a  student  at  the  School  during  the  first  year  of  its  existence, 
and  Annual  Professor  in  1906-07.  At  different  times,  he  repre- 
sented Amherst  College  and  Cornell  University  on  the  Managing 
Committee.  For  many  years  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fellowships,  and  he  has  also  represented  the  School  on 
the.  Editorial  Board  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology. 
From  its  very  beginning,  therefore,  Professor  Sterrett  has  been  in 
one  capacity  or  another  connected  with  the  School.  The  third 
volume  of  the  "Papers"  is  devoted  to  his  explorations  in  Asia 
Minor,  which  was  always  the  land  of  his  heart's  desire.  Rarely, 
as  those  who  have  been  with  him  in  Greece  will  testify,  has  the 
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affection  of  an  ardent  nature  for  the  very  soil  of  the  ancient  land 
found  more  complete  expression  than  in  his  enthusiasm. 

A  third  serious  loss  that  the  School  has  suffered  may  be  men- 
tioned here,  though  it  falls  outside  the  period  covered  by  this  re- 
port. On  October  3,  1914,  the  death  of  Gardiner  M.  Lane, 
Treasurer  of  the  Trustees  and  of  the  Managing  Committee  oc- 
curred. The  treasurership  of  the  Trustees  Mr.  Lane  has  held  for 
twenty-three  years,  that  of  the  Managing  Committee  for  nine- 
teen years.  This  period  of  service  is  longer  than  that  of  any  other 
officer  who  has  ever  been  connected  with  the  School.  Through 
all  these  years  Mr.  Lane  has  given  freely  of  his  time-r-time  taken 
from  an  extraordinarily  busy  life — to  further  the  School's  inter- 
ests. In  countless  ways  he  has  helped  the  Chairman  of  the 
Managing  Committee  with  his  counsel  and  sympathy.  Through 
care  and  wise  economy  he  has  increased  the  funded  property  of  the 
School,  and  he  has  himself  often  given  money,  generally  anony- 
mously. His  genuine  passion  to  help  others  wherever  oppor- 
tunity offered  was  shown  in  so  many  directions  and  to  so  many 
people  that  his  death  is  like  a  public  calamity. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  chosen  Prof.  Eugene  P.  Andrews 
to  succeed  Professor  Sterrett  as  representative  of  Cornell  on  the 
Managing  Committee.  The  Trustees  of  the  School  have  elected 
Mr.  Allen  Curtis  of  Boston  to  succeed  Mr.  Lane  as  Treasurer  of 
the  Trustees,  and  by  authority  of  the  Executive  Committee,  Mr. 
Curtis  has  been  appointed  Treasurer  of  the  Managing  Committee 
also. 

The  work  on  the  addition  to  the  School  building,  under  the  very 
skillful  superintendence  of  Mr.  Thompson,  the  Fellow  in  Archi- 
tecture, has  been  most  efficiently  done.  Had  it  been  possible  to 
furnish  him  with  material  more  rapidly,  everything  would  have 
been  finished  by  now,  but  the  delays  entailed  by  the  war  have  been 
most  embarrassing.  In  spite,  however,  of  these,  the  outside  of 
the  structure  and  the  Library  will  shortly  be  completed,  so  that 
the  interior  finishing  of  some  of  the  rooms,  and  the  heating  and 
plumbing  are  all  that  remain  to  be  attended  to.  The  Director 
gave  up  his  vacation  to  the  selection  and  purchase  in  this  country 
of  needed  building  material,  and  through  his  careful  management 
considerable  saving  has  been  effected.  The  great  rise  in  prices, 
however,  has  materially  increased  the  cost  of  the  building  above 
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the  original  estimates,  so  that  in  the  end  the  School  is  likely  to 
need  from  $6,000  to  $7,000  more  than  has  been  collected. 

The  steady  rise  in  Athens  of  the  cost  of  living  is  constantly 
making  the  question  more  and  more  pressing  whether  the  School 
should  eventually  arrange  to  furnish  lodging  for  women  students 
and  for  the  Annual  Professor  and  his  family.  This  would  require 
the  erection  of  a  modest  building  somewhere  probably  on  the 
School  grounds.  For  such  a  plan  money  would  have  to  be  spe- 
cially raised,  since  our  income  is  at  present  insufficient  adequately  to 
meet  certain  imperative  needs,  both  administrative  and  scientific. 

The  enrollment  at  Athens  includes  seven  students  who  have 
been  connected  with  six  different  institutions  in  this  country. 
Miss  Walker,  too,  and  Miss  Goldman  have  done  work  at  the  School 
during  a  part  of  the  year  in  connection  with  their  excavations. 
The  year's  work  has  gone  on  quietly  and  successfully,  gaining 
much  from  the  efficient  cooperation  of  Professor  Ferguson.  There 
has  been  rather  more  travelling  than  usual  and  both  the  Director 
and  Professor  Ferguson  lay  special  emphasis  on  the  value  of  this 
part  of  the  work,  especially  when  careful  preparation  is  made  for 
the  journeys.  Such  preparation  of  late  years  has  been  growing 
more  common  among  the  students,  and  the  School  trips  to  Delphi 
have  tended  more  and  more  to  take  on  the  character  of  archaeo- 
logical exercises.  In  Athens  itself  the  work  has  for  the  most  part 
been  done  in  connection  with  the  Director's  course  on  the  build- 
ings of  the  Acropolis  and  a  valuable  course  on  historical  inscrip- 
tions given  by  Professor  Ferguson.  Mr.  Blegen  also  gave  a  few 
lectures  on  sculptures  in  the  National  Museum.  As  usual  the 
German  and  Austrian  Institutes  have  been  most  hospitable  in 
permitting  our  students  to  attend  their  lectures. 

Of  the  two  Fellows  (there  was  no  appointment  this  year  to  the 
Fellowship  of  the  School),  Mr.  Swift  has  spent  much  time  in  the 
study  of  the  fortifications  of  the  Acrocorinth  and  of  Greek  forti- 
fications in  general.  He  has  also  been  responsible  for  a  good  deal 
of  work  at  the  excavations  in  Corinth.  Mr.  Thompson,  Fellow  in 
Architecture,  has  been  primarily  engaged  in  superintending  the 
addition  to  the  School  building,  for  which  duty  he  was  originally 
appointed.  He  has,  however,  found  time  for  some  general  work 
besides. 

Mr.  Dinsmoor  has  given  his  time  almost  entirely  to  the  Propy- 
laea.  His  study  of  the  approach  and  neighboring  structures  has 
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yielded  some  interesting  facts,  such  as  that  the  base  of  the  Agrippa 
monument  is  much  older  than  the  time  of  Agrippa,  and  had  been 
put  to  an  earlier  use,  and  that  the  errors  in  reerecting  the  Temple 
of  Athena  Nike  are  such  as  to  make  its  entire  demolition  and  re- 
erection  desirable.  This  would  of  course  make  possible  a  thorough 
investigation  of  the  pyrgos — a  much  needed  piece  of  work. 

During  the  winter  the  Director  went  to  Rome  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  with  Mr.  Stevens  and  Dr.  Paton  the  state  of  the  work 
on  the  publication  of  the  Erechtheum.  Dr.  Paton  reports  that 
the  result  of  this  conference  has  advanced  his  editorial  work  very 
materially.  That  Mr.  Stevens  might  secure  certain,  data  hidden 
while  he  was  at  work  on  the  temple,  some  excavation  was  insti- 
tuted in  January  and  February.  On  this  the  Director  reports 
as  follows:  "As  was  naturally  to  be  expected,  we  secured  no 
startling  results,  nearly  all  the  earth  lifted  having  been  turned 
over  several  times  already.  We  did,  however,  secure  two  small 
fragments  of  the  frieze  of  the  Erechtheum,  a  late  Mycenaean  gem, 
and  some  sixteen  fragments  of  inscriptions — one  of  the  second 
century  B.C.,  one  of  the  sixth,  the  rest  of  the  fifth  and  fourth. 
These  last  belong  to  I.  G.  I  273,  II  959  and  II  945  etc.  or  to  sim- 
ilar inscriptions.  We  expect  Mr.  Blegen  to  have  them  ready  for 
publication  soon.  Concerning  the  building  two  facts  not  hitherto 
surely  known  have  been  made  clear:  The  structure  a  little  earlier 
than  the  Erectheum,  of  which  there  are  remains  in  the  northeast 
part  of  the  Pandroseum,  stood  on  a  very  shallow  foundation  under 
which  was  earth — in  strata  with  prehistoric  potsherds  close  above 
the  rock — and  the  crypt  entered  through  the  little  door  under 
the  North  Porch  extended  along  the  north  wall  of  the  temple  to 
very  near  the  northeast  corner;  it  was  covered  before  the  base  of 
the  north  wall  (the  moulded  base  outside),  perhaps  even  before 
the  three-step  'Krepis/  was  laid."  All  this  of  course  has  some 
bearing  upon  theories  regarding  earlier  structures  upon  the  site 
of  the  present  Erechtheum. 

On  March  23,  the  Director  began  work  at  Corinth,  and  this 
was  carried  on  for  a  little  over  two  months,  chiefly  in  the  region 
of  the  Peribolus  of  Apollo.  The  excavations  were  interrupted 
in  the  early  summer  because  of  the  necessity  that  the  Director 
should  come  to  this  country  to  purchase  materials  for  the  building 
in  Athens.  Since  his  return  in  September  digging  has  been  re- 
sumed. Earlier  in  the  year  Miss  Walker  obtained  some  inter- 
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esting  material  at  Corinth  near  the  Temple  of  Apollo,  where  she 
came  upon  some  apparently  undisturbed  strata  containing  pot- 
sherds of  varieties  known  from  Boeotian  and  Thessalian  excava- 
tions, in  normal  sequence. 

The  Committee  on  Fellowship  reports  the  reappointment  of 
Mr.  Emerson  Rowland  Swift  as  Fellow  of  the  Institute,  and  the 
appointment  of  Dr.  Lindley  Richard  Dean  as  Fellow  of  the  School. 
Professor  Bassett  has  been  appointed  to  succeed  Professor  Ster- 
rett  on  this  Committee.  Mr.  Dinsmoor  by  his  work  of  recent 
years  has  so  greatly  added  to  his  own  reputation  and  that  of  the 
School  that  the  Managing  Committee  are  glad  to  be  able  to  retain 
his  services  as  Architect  for  another  year.  It  ought  to  be  possible 
to  make  his  position  a  permanent  one,  and,  it  is  only  the  uncer- 
tainty of  the  School's  income  which  has  thus  far  rendered  this 
impossible.  If  he  should  be  obliged  to  bring  his  work  in  Athens 
to  an  end,  it  would  be  a  misfortune. 

During  the  coming  year,  there  are  likely  to  be  few  students  in 
Athens,  and  for  a  time  it  has  seemed  doubtful  whether  the  war 
would  not  make  it  unwise  to  open  the  School  this  autumn.  The 
Fellows,  however,  were  ready  to  go  out  and,  though  there  may  be 
no  other  students,  we  can  hope  for  a  comfortable  winter's  work. 
Owing,  however,  to  the  great  uncertainty  of  the  whole  situation 
it  has  been  arranged  with  the  Annual  Professor,  Prof.  Charles 
Forster  Smith  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  that  he  shall  take 
up  his  duties  next  year  rather  than  now.  The  absence  of  the 
Annual  Professor  this  year  will  under  all  the  circumstances  be  a 
less  severe  loss  than  would  be  the  case  in  ordinary  years,  and  we 
may  hope  that  in  another  year  peace  will  have  restored  the  nor- 
mal conditions. 

During  the  spring  and  early  summer  the  former  Secretary  of 
the  School,  Mr.  Ashton  Sanborn,  was  able  to  be  in  Athens  for 
some  time.  His  familiarity  with  all  the  conditions  of  life  at  the 
School  enabled  him  to  help  the  Director  greatly  at  the  excavations 
and  in  other  ways.  For  this  service  we  owe  him  hearty  thanks. 

Various  gifts  which  have  been  received  during  the  year  will  be 
acknowledged  under  the  regular  list  of  "  Contributors  to  the 
School."

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THIRTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGING 
COMMITTEE  OF  THE  AMERICAN  SCHOOL  OF  ORIEN- 
TAL RESEARCH  IN  JERUSALEM 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America 

GENTLEMEN — The  most  noteworthy  feature  of  the  year's  work 
at  home  has  been  the  progress  made  in  the  attempt  to  enlarge 
the  work  of  the  School,  by  appointing  a  Field  Director  to  reside 
in  Jerusalem,  and  by  oeginning  a  campaign  to  raise  funds  for  this 
specific  purpose.  After  considerable  searching  for  the  right  man, 
the  Committee  was  at  last  enabled  to  appoint  Mr.  Clarence  S. 
Fisher,  a  trained  architect  and  excavator,  who  had  already  done 
important  field  work  in  Babylonia,  Palestine,  and  Egypt.  The 
campaign  for  raising  funds  was  thus  given  a  definite  direction, 
and  very  encouraging  progress  had  already  been  made,  when 
Mr.  Fisher  received  an  offer  from  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
which  both  he  and  the  Committee  (to  whom  he  left  the  final 
decision)  thought  an  opportunity  too  important  to  be  neglected. 
The  loss  of  Mr.  Fisher  was  disappointing,  but  the  Committee  is 
proceeding  with  the  campaign  in  the  expectation  of  making  another 
appointment  at  once,  so  that  the  year  1915-1916  may  see  both 
the  Field  Director  and  the  Annual  Instructor  in  Jerusalem.  This 
will  require  an  addition  of  about  $4,000  to  our  yearly  income, 
but  we  have  good  reason  to  believe  that  the  addition  will  be  made 
when  the  appointment  is  assured. 

In  a  circular  issued  in  the  early  spring,  the  Committee  empha- 
sized anew  the  necessity  of  having  a  permanent  officer  in  Pales- 
tine, and  indicated  in  some  detail  the  nature  of  the  field  work 
which  the  School  is  ready  to  undertake  so  soon  as  this  addition 
to  the  staff  can  be  made. 

The  real  estate  belonging  to  the  School  has  received  further 
improvement;  and  since  the  application  for  permission  to  build, 
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accompanied  with  the  necessary  plans,  has  already  been  made 
at  Constantinople,  the  whole  matter  of  acquiring  formal  title, 
as  well  as  the  question  of  authorization  to  put  up  a  building, 
seems  in  a  fair  way  to  be  settled  very  soon. 

The  Director  for  1914-1915  is  Prof.  James  A.  Montgomery, 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Divinity  School  in  Philadelphia,  also 
Instructor  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  The  Thayer  Fellow 
is  Mr.  James  P.  Duncan,  a  graduate  student  and  candidate  for 
the  degree  of  Ph.D.  in  Semitic  Languages  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania.

REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 
1913-1914 

To  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental 
Research  in  Jerusalem: 

GENTLEMEN — Allow  me  to  submit  my  report  of  the  School  for 
the  season  of  1913-1914. 

I  arrived  in  Jerusalem  September  24,  1913,  and  remained  in 
residence  till  May  26,  1914.  Owing  to  Mrs.  Robinson's  need  of 
medical  treatment  not  available  in  Jerusalem,  and  to  her  mother's 
residing  in  Cairo,  she  and  the  children  spent  the  winter  in  Egypt, 
excepting  two  brief  visits  during  the  Christmas  and  Easter  holi- 
days.

The  School  was  fortunate  in  having  among  its  students  so  many 
holding  graduate  fellowships.  All,  with  the  single  exception  of 
Dr.  Spoer  who  resides  in  Jerusalem,  continued  their  travels  and 
explorations  in  Palestine  and  Syria,  or  Egypt,  after  leaving  the 
Holy  City.  During  the  session  three  gave  systematic  study  to 
the  Arabic  language  under  the  very  efficient  instruction  of  Rev. 
Farhud  Kurban,  who  is  associated  with  Probst  Jeremias,  pastor 
of  the  Erlosungs  Kirche,  Jerusalem.  We  would  commend  Mr. 
Kurban  to  our  successors  as  a  capital  instructor  in  Arabic. 

Increased  emphasis  was  placed  during  the  session  by  the  Direc- 
tor on  public  lectures  for  the  benefit  both  of  the  students  and  of 
the  English  speaking  community  in  Jerusalem.  Accordingly  the 
following  open  lectures  were  arranged  for,  and  delivered  by  those 
whose  names  stand  affixed,  as  follows: 

Thursday,  October  16,  1913  (the  opening  lecture  of  the  session), 
"The  Bible  an  Oriental  Book,"  by  the  Director.  Wednesday, 
November  12,  1913,  " Diseases  and  Hygiene  in  the  Bible,"  by 
Dr.  E.  W.  G.  Masterman  of  Jerusalem.  Wednesday,  November 
19,  1913,  "The  Bible  and  Modern  Discoveries,"  by  the  Director. 
Friday,  December  26,  1913,  "Family  Life  Among  the  Hebrews," 
by  the  Director.  Friday,  January  16,  1914,  "The  Religion  of 
Islam;"  and  Saturday,  January  17,  "The  Koran,"  by  President 
R.  S.  McClenahan,  LL.D.;  both  lectures  delivered,  and  advertised 
as  under  the  School's  auspices,  in  Cairo.  Monday,  February  23, 
1914,  "The  History  of  Antioch,"  (Illustrated);  and  Tuesday, 
February  24,  "Life  and  Religion  in  Antioch;"  both  by  Prof. 
William  H.  Hall,  M.A.,  of  the  Syrian  Protestant  College,  Beirut. 
Tuesday,  March  3,  1914,  "Some  Traces  of  Assyro-Babylonian 
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Influence  in  Palestine  and  Syria/'  by  the  Rev.  Willard  H.  Robin- 
son, Jr.,  B.D.;  and  "Some  Traces  of  Egyptian  Influence  in  Pales- 
tine," by  Miss  Louise  Pettibone  Smith,  A.M.  Wednesday,  April 
15,  1914,  "The  Locality  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre,"  by  the  Rev. 
Hans  H.  Spoer,  B.D.,  Ph.D.  All  were  well  attended  and  greatly 
appreciated. 

Besides  these  more  formal  lectures,  the  students  who  visited 
Sinai  were  addressed,  after  their  return  to  Cairo,  by  Dr.  W.  F. 
Hume,  of  the  Survey  Department  of  the  Anglo-Egyptian  Govern- 
ment, on  "The  Geology  of  the  Sinai  Peninsula."  On  two  occa- 
sions Mr.  Herbert  Clark  entertained  the  School  in  Jerusalem, 
giving  explanations  of  his  collection  of  flints.  The  retiring  Direc- 
tor can  not  repress  the  hope  that  some  day  Mr.  Clark's  really 
valuable  collection  may  find  a  place  in  the  Museum  of  the  School. 

In  addition  to  these,  the  Director  delivered  two  brief  courses 
of  five  lectures  each  before  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the  United 
Presbyterian  Mission,  Cairo,  and  the  Newman  Biblical  Institute 
and  Missionary  Training  School,  Jerusalem. 

Much  of  the  school  year  was  spent  in  travel  and  exploration. 
Many  sites  especially  interesting  to  the  student  of  archaeology 
were  visited.  The  Director  and  his  students  spent  a  morning 
passing  through  and  investigating  the  Tunnel-Aqueduct  connect- 
ing the  Virgin's  Fountain  and  the  Pool  of  Siloam.  They  were 
also  conducted,  on  two  separate  occasions,  through  the  Temple 
Area  and  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  by  Mr.  A.  T.  Gelat 
of  the  United  States  Consulate.  On  another  occasion,  Father 
Barnabas  Meisterman  kindly  explained  to  us  the  excavations  in 
recent  years  by  the  Franciscans  and  Assumptionists  on  the  tra- 
ditional S.  W.  hill,  or  Mount  Zion.  Captain  Weill,  also,  kindly 
took  us  over  the  S.  E.  hill,  known  as  Ophel,  which  he,  during  the 
winter  months,  had  excavated  for  the  Hebrews,  hoping  to  find  the 
tomb  of  David.  In  like  manner,  Dr.  Sellin's  assistants  at  Shechem 
explained  the  work  of  the  season  in  the  mound  at  Balata  close  to 
Jacob's  well,  where  they  believe  they  have  found  the  site  of  ancient 
Shechem.  And,  finally,  at  Carchemish,  Messrs.  Woolley  and 
Lawrence,  who  are  in  charge  of  the  extensive  excavations  of  the 
British  Museum  at  that  place,  showed  us  personally  and  with 
considerable  detail  the  "finds"  of  the  season. 

The  city  of  Jerusalem  was  thoroughly  investigated,  especially 
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the  course  of  the  second  wall,  and  the  water  supply.  Short  trips 
were  also  made  to  the  surrounding  villages  and  places  of  interest, 
the  excursions  in  several  instances  being  made  on  foot.  Nothing 
is  more  profitable  than  walking  through  Palestine,  at  the  proper 
season  and  with  adequate  protection.  Mr.  Ephraim  Aboosh  we 
found  a  most  satisfactory  dragoman. 
More  formal  trips  were  taken  as  follows: 

1.  Through  Samaria  and  Galilee;  not  following  the  tourist  route 
of  travel,  but  visiting  Biblical  sites  of  greatest  interest,  and  taking 
time  to  investigate  what  we  saw;  returning  by  the  crest  of  Mt. 
Carmel  and  along  the  sea-coast  (Oct.  23-Nov.  8). 

2.  Through  Judea  and  the  edge  of  Negeb;  visiting  the  five  cities 
of  the  Philistines,  Beersheba  and  Beit-Jibrin,  going  as  far  as 
Raphia  on  the  Egyptian  border  (Nov.  24-Dec.  6). 

3.  To  Egypt;  some  of  the  students  turning  at  Aswan  and  the 
First  Cataract;  others  going  on  as  far  as  Wady  Haifa  and  the 
Second  Cataract  (Dec.  30-Jan.  16). 

4.  To  Mt.  Sinai;  going  by  the   Red  Sea  as  far  as  Tor,  and 
journeying  from  that  point  on,  by  means  of  camels,  via  the  Mines 
of  Maghara  and  Serabit  el-Khadim  to  Suez  (Jan.  19-Feb.  6). 

5.  From  Jerusalem  to  Petra;  via  Masada  and  Jebel  Maderah, 
returning  by  Kerak,   Machaerus,  Medeba,  Mt.  Nebo,  Amman, 
Jerash,  Es-Salt,  Arak  el-Amir  and  Jericho  (March  9-April  3). 

6.  To  the  Euphrates;  overland  via  el-Ghor  and  Bethshean,  en- 
circling on  horseback  the  Sea  of  Galilee,  visiting  Safed,  Banias, 
Damascus,  Baalbek,  Aleppo,  Carchemish,  Antioch,  Alexandretta, 
Beirut  and  Sidon  (April  29-May  20).     In  all  these  tours  much 
attention  was  given  to  the  true  location  of  ancient  place-names. 

Another  memorable  excursion  (made  by  the  Director  only, 
however,  as  permission  for  his  students  to  join  the  party  was 
four  times  formally  declined)  was,  at  the  invitation  of  United 
States  Ambassador  Morgenthau,  to  the  Mosque  Enclosure  over 
the  Cave  of  Macphelah  at  Hebron  (April  9,  1914).  An  account 
of  what  was  seen  will  probably  appear  in  The  National  Geographic 
Magazine. 

Still  another  brief  trip  was  made  by  the  Director  and  his  family 
north  from  Jerusalem  through  Palestine  and  Syria,  to  Damascus 
and  Beirut,  just  following  the  Christmas  holidays,  while  the  stu- 
dents of  the  School  were  visiting  Upper  Egypt  (Dec.  3Q-Jan.  12). 
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A  matter  which  interested  the  Director  immensely  from  first  to 
last  was  the  rapid  growth  and  multiplication  of  the  Jewish  Colonies 
in  Palestine,  over  twenty  of  which  he  visited  in  person. 

No  special  discovery  of  any  importance  was  made,  though  our 
party  was  the  first  of  English  speaking  people  to  visit,  copy  and 
photograph  the  newly  found  mosaic  near  the  summit  of  Mt.  Nebo, 
discovered  by  an  Arab  while  building  a  house  for  his  grain  and 
teben.  A  full  description  of  this  mosaic,  with  a  copy  of  the  Greek 
inscription  and  a  translation  of  it  and  notes,  will  soon  appear  from 
the  pen  of  the  Rev.  Willard  H.  Robinson,  Jr.,  in  the  American 
Journal  of  Archaeology. 

Coming  to  temporalities  and  the  domestic  life  of  the  School, 
Mr.  A.  T.  Gelat  and  his  son,  Elias  Thos.,  have  given,  as  in  pre- 
vious years,  their  most  hearty  assistance  to  the  Director  in  every 
possible  way.  The  two-year  contract  for  the  lease  of  the  present 
premises  was  renewed  in  November,  1913.  The  land  owned  by 
the  School,  and  on  which  the  Committee  hopes  soon  to  build,  has 
been  left  under  cultivation  according  to  Turkish  requirements,  and 
the  ancient  cistern  on  the  lot  is  being  repaired  as  the  Committee 
directed.  Formal  application  has  been  filed  with  the  United  States 
Embassy  in  Constantinople,  accompanied  by  provisional  plans  of 
the  building  to  be  erected,  in  order  to  obtain  from  the  Turkish 
government  a  firman  to  build. 

To  the  Library  over  one  hundred  new  volumes  have  been  added, 
and  to  the  collection  of  antiques  several  important  pieces  of  glass 
and  pottery.  The  most  striking  addition  to  the  Museum  during 
the  year  is  a  beautiful  bust  bearing  a  Palmyrene  inscription.  The 
Director  saw  fit  also  to  hang  upon  the  walls  of  the  School's  long 
hall,  which  is  often  used  as  an  assembly  room,  a  new  and  most 
tastefully  colored  picture  of  Petra  and  her  Rock  Tombs,  pur- 
chased from  the  American  Colony;  also  a  large  Map  of  Palestine, 
in  Hebrew,  recently  published  by  the  Jiidischer  Verlag  of  Berlin.

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I.  RESEARCH  WORK 
A.  Central  America 

The  work  at  Quirigua  was  continued  during  the  first  five  months 
of  the  year.  Those  participating,  in  addition  to  the  Director, 
were  Earl  Morris,  State  University,  Boulder,  Colorado;  Neil  M. 
Judd,  National  Museum,  Washington,  D.  C.;  Wesley  Bradfield, 
Museum  of  New  Mexico,  Santa  F6;  Ralph  Linton,  Swarthmore 
College,  Pennsylvania;  Carlos  Vierra  and  Ruth  Laughlin,  Santa  Fe\ 

The  work  consisted  of — 

1.  Excavation  of  the  buildings  on  the  east  and  north  sides  of 
the  Temple  Court.     This  yielded  no  new  inscriptions,  but  a  con- 
siderable body  of  new  information  on  the  architecture  of  the 
city  was  recovered. 

2.  A  number  of  shafts  were  sunk  in  various  parts  of  the  great 
plaza.     These  were  extended  to  a  depth  of  twelve  feet,  disclosing 
the  historical  stratification  of  the  site.     At  an  average  depth  of 
one  meter,  as  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  were  found  a  pave- 
ment and  numerous  remains  pertaining  to  the  period  of  the  great 
monuments  and  larger  temples.     This  condition  is  widely  extended 
over  the  Motagua  Valley,  as  shown  by  the  exploration  of  miles 
of  ditches  and  railway  cuts,  showing  that  there  has  been  a  silting 
up  of  the  valley  to  the  depth  of  about  one  meter  in  the  fifteen 
to  eighteen  centuries  that  have  elapsed  since  the  abandonment 
of  Quirigua.     At  a  depth  of  six  to  seven  feet  is  found  a  second 
culture  stratum,  corresponding  probably  to  the  epoch  of  the 
older  buildings  which  lie  under  and  in  part  form  the  sub-structure 
of  the  later  buildings.     This  may  be  the  stratum  to  which  the 
lesser  monuments  belong.     At  a  depth  of  ten  to  twelve  feet 
was  found  a  stratum  containing  potsherds,  charcoal,  and  chipped 
stone.     Between  the  various  culture  strata  are  layers  of  silt,  indi- 
cating long-continued  deposition  from  the  slow  movement  of  flood 
waters.     The  importance  of  these  new  facts  is  obvious. 

3u  Further  exploration  of  the  Motagua  Valley  has  brought 
to  light  one  sculptured  stela,  heretofore  unknown.  It  stands 
at  a  distance  of  one  mile  from  the  north  end  of  the  great  plaza 
at  Quirigua,  being  surrounded  by  the  small  mounds  of  an  ancient 
village.  The  initial  series  seems  to  place  the  monument  among 
the  earliest  in  the  Quirigua  district. 
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4.  The  making  of  casts  of  eight  of  the  monuments  occupied 
a  considerable  part  of  the  season.  The  glue  process  was  used  in 
making  the  moulds,  resulting  in  a  perfection  of  reproduction 
heretofore  un attained  in  the  making  of  casts  in  the  tropics. 

Mr.  Sylvanus  G.  Morley,  Fellow  in  Central  American  Archae- 
ology, devoted  the  first  half  of  the  year  to  an  exploring  trip  in 
the  Peten  district  in  Guatemala,  with  fruitful  results  in  the  re- 
covery of  hieroglyphic  inscriptions.  On  the  first  of  July  Mr. 
Morley  retired  from  the  staff  of  the  School  to  become  a  Research 
Associate  in  the  Carnegie  Institution  of  Washington.  Mr.  Mor- 
ley has  been  connected  with  the  School  from  its  beginning  and 
under  its  auspices  has  been  engaged  for  about  seven  years  in 
research  in  Central  America.  He  is  now,  fortunately,  enabled 
to  continue  his  work  in  the  same  field  under  exceptionally  favor- 
able conditions.  The  publication  of  a  monograph  on  Maya  chron- 
ology will  conclude  his  work  with  the  School. 

B.  New  Mexico 

There  were  two  field  expeditions  in  New  Mexico.  The  work  of 
the  first  was  in  continuation  of  that  of  former  years  at  the  old  mis- 
sion pueblo  of  Quarai.  A  survey  of  the  ruins  was  completed  and 
a  model  of  the  mission  is  now  being  made.  Attached  to  this  ex- 
pedition were  the  Director  and  Mrs.  Hewett;  Dr.  E.  H.  Parker, 
Phoenix,  Arizona;  Prof.  J.  C.  Troutman,  Roswell,  New  Mexico; 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Wesley  Bradfield  and  Mr.  J.  P.  Adams,  Santa  Fe*. 
While  the  work  at  Quarai  was  in  progress,  arrangements  were 
consummated  whereby  a  portion  of  the  site  of  Gran  Quivira  in 
the  same  district  became  the  property  of  the  School.  The  owner- 
ship of  the  entire  area  covered  by  these  famous  ruins  is  now  vested 
in  the  School  and  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

The  second  expedition  in  New  Mexico  had  as  its  objective 
point  the  ruins  of  Kwasteyukwa  on  the  plateau  west  of  the  Jemez 
mountains.  The  work  here  was  a  continuation  of  that  pre- 
viously done  by  the  School  in  collaboration  with  the  Bureau  of 
American  Ethnology  and  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  of  Toronto. 
A  feature  of  this  expedition  was  the  archaeological  excursion 
starting  from  Santa  F£,  and  touching  the  points  of  interest  at  El 
Rito  de  los  Frijoles,  Tchirege,  Tsankawi,  Otowi,  Valle  Grande, 
Jemez  Hot  Springs,  and  ending  at  the  ruins  where  the  excavations 
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were  conducted.  The  party,  limited  to  ten,  consisted  of  Director 
and  Mrs.  Hewett;  Dr.  E.  H.  Parker,  Phoenix,  Arizona;  Prof.  J.  C. 
Troutman,  Roswell,  New  Mexico;  Dr.  W.  P.  Wilson,  Commercial 
Museum,  Philadelphia;  Mrs.  L.  L.  Wilson,  Girls'  Training  School, 
Philadelphia;  Mrs.  Lydia  Trowbridge,  Lakeview  High  School, 
Chicago;  Wesley  Bradfield,  Santa  Fe;  Miss  Laura  W.  Wood, 
Santa  Fe,  and  Miss  Azelia  Austry,  St.  Joseph,  Missouri.  Addi- 
tional members  at  the  Rito  de  los  Frijoles  and  on  the  Pajarito 
Plateau  were  Dr.  Alexander  Janowsky,  University  of  Warsaw, 
Poland;  Dr.  C.  S.  Brown,  State  University,  Oxford,  Mississippi; 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Lawrence  Larson,  State  University,  Champaign, 
Illinois;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lansing  Bloom,  Albuquerque,  New  Mexico; 
Mrs.  I.  H.  Rapp,  Santa  Fe;  and  Mrs.  E.  A.  Fyke,  Centralia,  Illinois. 
The  success  of  the  archaeological  excursion  makes  it  probable 
that  this  will  be  one  of  the  regular  summer  features  of  the  School. 

C.  California 

The  research  work  in  California  was  continued  by  Mr.  John  P. 
Harrington,  bringing  to  a  conclusion  his  investigation  of  the  rem- 
nant of  the  Chumashan  stock  near  the  coast  and  the  Mohave 
tribe  in  the  Colorado  Basin.  Mr.  Harrington  will  bring  to  publi- 
cation as  promptly  as  possible  a  monographic  report  on  each  of 
these  fields. 

II.   THE  MUSEUM 

The  State  of  New  Mexico  has  more  than  complied  with  the 
conditions  of  its  contract  with  the  Archaeological  Institute  of 
America.  The  legislature  has  provided  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  Museum,  not  only  the  five  thousand  dollars  annually  as 
stipulated,  but  has  appropriated  an  additional  five  thousand  a 
year  for  the  restoration  and  improvement  of  the  Governer's  Palace 
and  for  the  extension  of  the  Museum  work. 

The  records  of  the  Secretary  show  about  eight  thousand  visi- 
tors during  the  year.  The  research  work  of  the  School  has  added 
substantially  to  the  Museum  collections,  and  the  list  of  donors 
of  valuable  specimens,  works  of  art,  books  and  other  contributions 
is  too  long  for  publication  in  this  report. 

A  valued  auxiliary  of  the  School  and  Museum  is  the  New 
Mexico  Archaeological  Society,  which  has  been  active  from  the 
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beginning  of  the  establishment  in  Santa  Fe.  The  Society  now 
has  a  membership  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-nine.  Its  most 
noteworthy  achievement  has  been  the  publication  of  the  scientific 
newspaper  El  Palacio,  the  edition  of  which  is  now  about  two 
thousand  copies.  The  files  of  El  Palacio  constitute  a  report, 
in  non-technical  form,  of  the  activities  of  the  School  and  Museum, 
and  furthermore  serve  to  inform  the  public  of  the  work  of  the 
Institute  and  its  affiliated  schools,  as  well  as  of  other  institutions 
having  to  do  with  archaeological  science.  Its  editor  is  Mr.  Paul 
A.  F.  Walter,  Secretary  of  the  School  and  Museum,  formerly 
editor  and  proprietor  of  The  New  Mexican  of  Santa  Fe\ 

At  the  joint  meeting  of  the  Managing  Committee  and  Board 
of  Regents  held  in  Santa  F6  in  August,  the  Woman's  Museum 
Committee,  which  has  for  some  years  rendered  invaluable  service 
to  the  School  and  Museum,  was  constituted  a  permanent  auxiliary 
body  to  consist  of  eighteen  representative  women  citizens  of  New 
Mexico.  This  Committee  has  been  alive  to  every  interest  of  the 
institution  from  the  beginning,  and  now  contemplates  still  more 
important  activities. 

III.  ARCHAEOLOGY,  ANTHROPOLOGY,  AND  ART  AT  THE  PANAMA- 
CALIFORNIA  EXPOSITION 

The  work  for  the  San  Diego  Exposition  has  occupied  much 
of  the  time  of  the  Director  and  staff  of  the  School  during  the  past 
three  years.  They  have  received  invaluable  assistance  from 
Mr.  Holmes  and  Dr.  Hrdlicka  of  the  National  Museum  of  the 
United  States. 

The  plan  of  the  exhibit  is  as  follows : 

A.  Physical  Anthropology 

1.  Physical  history  of  man  in  the  course  of  the  ages.     Man's 
evolution.     Illustrated  by  casts  of  ancient  human  remains,  and 
busts  presenting  early  human  beings  of  different  epochs.     Primate 
crania,  showing  various  stages  in  human  ancestry. 

2.  Development  and  growth  of  present  man.     Based  on  the 
three  principal  races  of  the  United  States,  namely,  the  oldest 
Americans,  the  pure-blood  Indian,  and  the  pure-blood  American 
Negro. 
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3.  Human  variations.     Illustrating  various  groups  of  humanity, 
differences  between  races,  groups,  and  individuals;  geographical 
distribution  of  human  types;  variation  in  different  parts  of  the 
body. 

4.  Man's  decline.     Pre-Columbian  American  pathology,  artifi- 
cial deformations,  and  surgery. 

5.  Methods    of    investigation.      Anthropological     laboratory, 
library,  and  field  outfit. 

B.  Culture  History 
(Based  on  the  native  American  race) 

1.  Industries  connected  with  mining,  quarrying,  and  shaping 
stone,   illustrated  by  lay  figures,  working  groups,  and  the  art 
product  of  the  general  activities. 

2.  Art.     Ceramics,  modeling,   vase  painting,  systems  of  dec- 
oration, symbolism.      Illustrated   by   collections  and  artists  at 
work. 

3.  Language.     Modern  methods  of  linguistic  study.     Labora- 
tory and   mechanical   devices   for   investigating   and   recording 
language.     Geography  and  descent  of  languages  of  the  world. 
Evolution  of  various  methods  of  writing. 

4.  Social    order.     Tribal    and    family   groups,    clan    systems. 
Illustrated  by  models  of  houses  and  villages,  and  families  from 
various  tribes. 

5.  Ceremonies  and  music.     Illustrated  by  living  performers, 
photographic  and  phonographic  records. 

C.  Art 

1.  Ancient  American  Art. 

a.  Architecture  of  Central  American  cities,  shown  by  means 

of  models  and  paintings. 
6.  Relief  sculpture.     Most  noted  bas-reliefs  from  ancient 

American  cities. 

c.  Sculptured  monuments;  replicas  of  the  great  stela  and 
zoomorphic  sculptures  of  Quirigua, 

d.  Arts  of  ancient  Pueblos  and  Cliff  Dwellers. 

2.  Modern  American  Art. 

a.  Mural  paintings,  based  on  ancient  and  modern  Indian 
life  and  art. 
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b.  Mural  sculpture,  based  on  ancient  Indian  life  and  art. 

c.  Exhibition  by  modern  American  painters. 

d.  Spanish-American  architecture. 

The  greater  part  of  the  material  for  the  exhibits  here  outlined 
has  been  acquired  for  permanent  museum  use  following  the  Ex- 
position. Important  loan  collections  are  acknowledged  repre- 
senting the  researches  of  the  Bureau  of  American  Ethnology,  the 
Southwest  Museum,  the  University  of  Utah,  the  Museum  of  New 
Mexico,  and  numerous  private  individuals. 

The  work  of  the  Exposition  has  involved  a  considerable  amount 
of  new  research.  It  will  occupy  four  of  the  main .  Exposition 
buildings,  namely,  the  California  Quadrangle,  which  comprises 
the  California  Building  and  the  Fine  Arts  Gallery;  the  Science 
Building  and  the  Indian  Arts  Building. 

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  very  important  exhibit 
by  the  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  consisting  of  a  complete 
Indian  town  of  the  ancient  pueblo  style,  as  seen  at  Taos  and  Zuni, 
New  Mexico.  The  design  was  prepared  with  the  assistance  of 
the  staff  of  the  School,  and  Mr.  Jesse  L.  Nusbaum  was  released 
from  the  staff  for  two  years  to  become  the  constructor  and  director.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEDIAEVAL  AND 
RENAISSANCE  STUDIES 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  . 

GENTLEMEN — Your  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance 
Studies  records  with  sorrow  the  death  of  Prof.  Louise  R.  Jew- 
ett  of  Mount  Holyoke  College,  who  served  as  a  member  of  the 
Committee  from  the  time  of  its  organization. 

In  the  field  of  early  Christian  Archaeology,  Professor  Marucchi 
as  usual  gave  a  series  of  lectures  before  the  members  of  the  Acad- 
emy in  Rome.  Our  Fellow  in  this  department,  Mr.  John  Shapley, 
A.B.,  University  of  Missouri,  1912,  University  Fellow  in  Archae- 
ology at  Princeton,  1912-1913,  spent  the  summer  of  1913  chiefly 
at  Ravenna,  studying  the  early  Christian  and  Byzantine  mosaics 
of  that  city.  He  then  entered  the  University  of  Vienna  and  put 
himself  under  the  direction  of  Professor  Strzygowski.  Besides 
listening  to  several  courses  of  lectures,  he  took  part  in  the  Seminar 
of  the  Kunsthistorisches  Institut,  reading  papers  on  Byzantine  and 
Armenian  Architecture,  Asiatic  Ornament,  and  Leonardo's  Saint 
Anne  Cartoons.  He  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  East  European 
section  of  the  library  of  the  Institute,  a  function  which  he  dis- 
charged to  the  benefit  of  the  library  and  his  own  experience.  For 
his  sake,  Professor  Strzygowski  gave  a  special  course  of  lectures 
in  Ravenna,  and  was  much  pleased  with  the  contributions  which 
Mr.  Shapley  had  made  to  the  knowledge  of  the  mosaics  of  Ravenna. 
These  studies  formed  the  subject  of  a  Doctor's  thesis.  Mr. 
Shapley  was  made  a  Doctor  of  Philosophy  by  the  University  of 
Vienna  on  July  15,  1914. 

Our  Fellow  in  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Archaeology,  Mr. 
Richard  Offner,  A.B.,  Harvard  1911,  spent  the  second  year  of 
his  Institute  Fellowship  chiefly  in  Vienna,  where  he  obtained  a 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Philosophy  in  July,  1914.  During  the  winter 
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of  1913-1914  he  had  studied  Italian  paintings  and  drawings  under 
the  direction  of  Mr.  Bernhard  Berenson.  In  the  spring  he  took 
a  walking  trip  through  Tuscany,  visiting  such  places  as  Empoli, 
San  Miniato  al  Tedesco,  Castelfiorentino,  Colle  Val  d'Elsa,  San 
Gimignano,  Monte  Oliveto,  Poggibonsi,  Certaldo,  with  stays  at 
Siena  and  Arezzo.  Leaving  Italy  he  went  by  Bologna  and  Milan 
to  Dijon  and  Paris,  spending  the  summer  in  England,  where  he 
examined  the  Florentine  drawings  at  the  British  Museum,  Christ 
Church  College,  the  Ashmolean  Museum,  and  Windsor  Castle. 
Later  he  visited  Paris  and  through  Mr.  Solomon  Reinach  had 
access  to  the  more  important  private  collections. 

At  Vienna  he  took  courses  in  Greek  Bronzes  under  Professor 
Schrader,  in  Quellenbrauch  under  Professor  von  Schlosser,  in 
Austrian  Art  under  Dr.  Tietze,  and  especially  in  Western  Art 
during  the  Middle  Ages  and  in  the  History  of  Art  under  Pro- 
fessor Dvorak. 

In  July  1914  he  received  his  Doctor's  degree  with  distinction 
both  in  Archaeology  and  the  History  of  Art.  His  thesis  on  the 
Problems  of  Form  as  revealed  in  the  Florentine  drawings  of  the 
Transition  from  the  Fifteenth  to  the  Sixteenth  Centuries  will  be 
published  by  the  Ministry  of  Public  Instruction  of  Austria. 

For  the  year  1914-1915  your  Committee  received  three  appli- 
cations for  the  Early  Christian  and  seven  for  the  Mediaeval  and 
Renaissance  Fellowship.  The  Early  Christian  Fellowship  was 
assigned  to  Mr.  Thomas  Macoughtry  Judson,  Harvard  1914,  and 
the  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Fellowship  to  George  E.  Plaisted, 
Jr.,  Harvard  1914.

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REGULATIONS 

Adopted  October  11, 1884.    Revised  May  8, 1897,  May  10, 1902,  December  30, 

1907,  December  31, 1908,  December  31, 1909,  December  28,  1910, 

December  29,  1911,  December  29,  1914. 

I.  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA,  consisting  of 
a  number  of  Affiliated  Societies,  is  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  and  directing  archaeological  investigation  and  research, 
—by  sending  out  expeditions  for  special  investigation,  by  aiding 
the  efforts  of  independent  explorers,  by  publication  of  archaeo- 
logical papers  and  of  reports  of  the  results  of  the  expeditions  which 
the  Institute  may  undertake  or  promote,  and  by  any  other  means 
which  may  from  time  to  time  appear  desirable. 

II.  The  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  consists  of  members 
duly  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Institute  or 
of  one  of  the  Affiliated  Societies,  of  the  following  classes: 

(a).  Annual  Members,  who  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  ten 
dollars  ($10),  receive  the  publications  in  accordance  with  Regu- 
lation XVIII,  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  membership  in  the 
Institute. 

(b) .  Life  Members,  who  shall  contribute  at  one  time  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  the  funds  of  the  Institute,  and 
shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  membership. 

Persons  who  shall  have  contributed  five  hundred  dollars  ($500) 
or  more  to  the  endowment  of  the  Institute  or  to  any  of  the 
undertakings  directly  controlled  by  the  Institute  may  be  classed 
as  Patrons  by  vote  of  the  Council  and  shall  have  all  the  privileges 
of  life  members. 

Foreign  Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Council,  but 
the  number  shall  not  exceed  twelve. 

III.  The  government  of  the  Institute  shall  be  vested  in  a  Council, 
consisting  of  the  following  ex-offido  members:  the  President,  the 
Honorary  Presidents,  the  Vice-Presidents  (one  of  whom  shall  be 
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the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Canada) ,  the  Treasurer,  the 
General  Secretary,  the  Secretaries  and  the  Recorder  of  the  Insti- 
tute; the  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archae- 
ology, the  Presidents  of  the  Affiliated  Societies;  the  Chairmen 
of  the  Managing  Committees  of  the  Schools  of  Classical  Studies 
at  Athens,  of  the  School  in  Jerusalem,  of  the  School  of  Ameri- 
can Archaeology,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
School  of  Classical  Studies  in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome; 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance 
Studies;  the  four  elective  members  of  the  Executive  Committee; 
and  of  additional  members  annually  chosen  by  the  members  of 
the  Affiliated  Societies  as  follows: 

Any  local  archaeological  society,  consisting  of  not  less  than  fifty 
members  of  the  Institute,  may,  by  vote  of  the  Council,  be  affili- 
ated with  the  Institute,  and  shall  then  have  the  right  to  elect  one 
member  to  the  Council  in  addition  to  any  ex-officio  member  or  mem- 
bers, provided  the  Society  shall  contribute  in  fees  to  the  treasury 
of  the  Institute  not  less  than  four  hundred  dollars  annually  (life 
members  shall  be  counted  as  contributing  eight  dollars  annually) . 
When  the  members  of  such  society  shall  reach  the  number  of  one 
hundred,  and  their  contribution  is  annual  fees  shall  be  not  less 
than  eight  hundred  dollars  annually,  calculated  on  the  same  basis 
as  above,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  select  a  second  member  to 
the  Council,  and  similarly  another  member  for  each  additional  fifty. 

IV.  The  officers  of  the  Institute  and  of  the  Council  shall  be  a 
President,  Honorary  Presidents,  not  less  than  five  Vice-Presidents, 
a  Treasurer,  Associate  Treasurers,  a  General  Secretary,  not  less 
than  three  Secretaries,  and  a  Recorder.     The  President  and  Vice- 
Presidents  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council, 
and  shall  be  eligible  for  reelection.     The  Honorary  Presidents 
shall  be  the  former  Presidents  of  the  Institute.     The  Treasurer, 
the  General  Secretary,  the  Secretaries,  and  the  Recorder  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Council,  and  shall  hold  office  at  its  pleasure.     A 
Treasurer  of  a  Managing  Committee  may  become  an  Associate 
Treasurer  of  the  Institute  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Manag- 
ing Committee  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Council. 

V.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the 
President,  Vice-Presidents  (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Canada),  General  Secretary,  Secretaries, 
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Treasurer,  and  Recorder  of  the  Institute,  ex-officio,  of  the  Chair- 
men of  the  Managing  Committees  of  the  Schools  at  Athens, 
and  Jerusalem,  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology,  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  School  of  Classical  Studies 
in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome,  ex-officio,  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies,  ex-officio, 
of  the  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology, 
ex-officio,  and  of  four  members  of  the  Council,  each  to  serve  for 
the  period  of  four  years,  one  to  retire  annually. 

VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  in  general,  to  act  as 
the  Executive  head  of  the  Institute  in  all  departments  of  admin- 
istration; and  in  particular,  to  supervise  its  work  of  investigation 
and  publication.     He  shall,  moreover,  audit  all  bills  for  expendi- 
tures authorized  by  the  Council  or  Executive  Committee,  or  see 
that  such  bills  are  audited  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  author- 
ized by  him  or  by  tRe  Executive  Committee.     He  shall  preside 
at  meetings  of  this  Committee  and  of  the  Council,    and  shall 
present  a  Report  on  the  affairs  of  the  Institute  annually  to  its 
members. 

VII.  The  General  Secretary  shall  have  in  charge  all  matters 
relating  to  the  membership  of  the  Institute.     It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  see  that  the  membership  of  existing  societies  shall  be  maintained 
and  if  possible  extended;  to  undertake  the  formation  of  new  socie- 
ties when  and  where  such  shall  be  authorized  by  the  President  or 
Executive  Committee;  to  see  that  the  dues  of  members  are  col- 
lected and  remitted  to  the  treasury  of  the  Institute;  and  to  keep 
the  roll  of  members  in  the  interim  of  publication  in  the  Annual 
Reports. 

The  Recorder  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Council  of  the  Institute  and  also  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

VIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect,  receive,  and  keep  account 
of  all  assessments,  subscriptions,  and  gifts  of  money  to  the  In- 
stitute, shall  make  payments  on  orders  approved  in  writing  by 
the  President  or  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents   acting  under  the 
authority  of  the  President  or  of  the  Council,  and  shall  present 
to  the  Council  at  its  annual  meeting  a  written  statement  of  ac- 
counts.    The  Associate  Treasurers  shall  collect,  receive,  and  dis- 
burse funds  for  the  Managing  Committees  which  they  serve  as 
Treasurers. 
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All  funds  contributed  to  the  Institute  for  endowment  shall  be 
set  aside  as  trust  funds  and  shall  be  invested  under  the  advice 
and  direction  of  a  special  board  of  men  of  financial  ability  and 
standing,  nine  in  number,  who  shall  be  designated  as  ''Board  of 
Investment."  Of  this  Board  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  shall 
be  a  member  ex-officio.  The  income  of  the  funds  invested  by  said 
Board  shall  be  available  only  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  fund 
shall  have  been  designated  in  the  conditions  accompanying  the 
gift. 

The  Board  of  Investment  is  authorized  to  make  its  own  by- 
laws for  the  administration  of  its  trust. 

IX.  The  accounts  of  the  Institute  shall  be  submitted  annually 
by  the  Treasurer 'to  two  Auditors,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, who  shall  attest  by  their  signatures  the  correctness  of  said 
accounts,  and  report  the  same  at  the  annual  meeting. 

X.  The  Council  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  in  connection  with 
the  general  meeting  of  the  Institute,  in  the  week  following  Christ- 
mas, unless  some  other  time  shall  be  voted  by  the  Council,  at  such 
place  as  may  be  selected  by  its  "members  at  the  previous  annual 
meeting.    Any  member  of  the  Council  unable  to  be  present  at 
any  meeting  may  appoint  by  writing  any  other  member  of  the 
Institute  to  act  as  his  proxy.     One-third  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Council  registered  as  present  at  a  meeting  shall  form  a  quorum. 

The  use  of  proxies  shall  be  limited  as  follows:  Proxies  shall  be 
voted  only  on  such  questions  as  have  been  previously  submitted 
to  all  members  of  the  Council  in  a  docket,  which  shall  be  issued 
by  the  officers  of  the  Institute  not  later  than  December  10.  On 
questions  not  contained  in  such  docket  no  proxies  shall  be  voted; 
on  such  questions  a  three-fourths  vote  of  those  present  shall  decide. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  receive  proxies  sent  to  him, 
tabulate  instructions  sent  with  the  proxies,  and  vote  them  when 
necessary. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  called  by  the  General 
Secretary,  upon  direction  of  the  President,  or  at  the  written  request 
of  one-third  of  its  members. 

XI.  The  Institute  shall  meet  annually,  as  a  whole,  for  the  read- 
ing and  discussion  of  scientific  papers  by  its  members.     The  exact 
time  and  the  place  of  this  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Council  at  its  annual  meeting. 
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General  meetings  of  the  Institute  may  be  called  from  time  to 
time,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council. 

XII.  The  Council  shall  have  full  power  to  determine  the  work 
to  be  undertaken  by  the  Institute,  and  the  mode  of  its  accomplish- 
ment; to  employ  agents,  and  to  expend  all  the  available  funds  of 
the  Institute  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  formed;  but  it  shall 
not  have  the  power  to  incur  any  debt  on  behalf  of  the  Institute. 
It  shall  have  no  other  jurisdiction  over  the  regulations  or  actions 
of  the  Affiliated  Societies  than  that  these  Societies  shall  not 
undertake  any  formal  publication  without  its  consent;  and  any 
moneys  contributed  for  any  object  promoted  by  an  Affiliated 
Society,  approved  by  the  Council,  shall  be  strictly  appropriated 
to  that  object. 

XIII.  Any  collection  of  antiquities  which  may  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  Institute  through  the  explorations  undertaken 
by  it,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Committee  receiving 
the  collection  or  by  the  Council  in  case  of  a  collection  not  received 
through  a  Committee.     The  Institute  has  no  right  of  ownership 
in  any  property  or  collection  of  objects  of  art  or  antiquity  acquired 
by  an  Affiliated  Society. 

XIV.  The  names  of  all  Affiliated  Societies  and  the  officers 
shall  be  printed  with  the  Annual  Reports  which  shall  be  distributed 
to  all  members  of  the  Council. 

XV.  Each  Affiliated  Society  shall  be  designated  by  its  local 
name  in  the  following  style: 

ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA 
BALTIMORE  SOCIETY 

And  it  shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  seal  of  the  Institute  on  its 
official  papers. 

XVI.  Assessments,  subscriptions,  and  donations  may  be  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  or  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Affiliated 
Society   to   which   the   contributing   member   belongs.    Annual 
Members  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  consecutive 
years  shall,  unless  special  action  be  taken  by  the  Affiliated  Society 
to  the  contrary,  be  dropped  from  the  list  of  the  Institute.     The 
year  shall  be  considered  as  closed  on  the  30th  of  June,  and  from  this 
time  the  assessments  of  the  year  then  ensuing  shall  become  due. 
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XVII.  Ten  per  cent  of  all  annual  dues  received  by  each  Affili- 
ated Society  shall  be  held  by  its  Treasurer  for  the  discharge  of 
local  expenses.     In  case  any  Society  does  not  in  any  year  require 
the  whole  of  this  sum,  the  balance  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  be 
passed  into  the  general  funds  of  the  Institute.     Grants  in  aid  of 
Affiliated  Societies  may  be  made  by  the  Council. 

XVIII.  Members  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  two  regular 
publications  of  the  Institute,  the  American  Journal  of  Archae- 
ology and  Art  and  Archaeology,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  Art  and  Archaeology  will  be  sent  to  all  members.     The  sub- 
subscription  to  the  magazine,  which  is  $1.00  for  members  of  the 
Institute,  or  fifty  per  centum  of  the  published  price,  is  included 
in  the  $  10.00  annual  dues  paid  by  members  of  the  Institute; 

(2)  The  American  Journal  of  Archaeology  will  be  sent  to  members 
of  the  Institute  only  on  request.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
General  Secretary  to  notify  members  of  the  Institute  once  each 
year  of  this  privilege  and  the  condition  attached  thereto. 

XIX.  The  Institute  commits  to  the  Managing  Committee  of  the 
American  School  of  Classical  at  Athens  the  entire  administration 
of  this  School,  including  the  expenditure  of  its  income,  under  the 
following  provisions: 

1.  The  Chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School 
shall  make  a  report  to  the  Council  annually  on  the  work  of  the 
School  during  the  preceding  year. 

2.  The  President  of  the  Institute  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Managing  and  Executive  Committees  of  the  School,  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School  shall  be  ex- 
officio  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Institute. 

3.  A  copy  of  all  ordinary  publications  of  the  School  shall  be 
sent  to  each  member  of  the  Council  and  the  Institute  shall  bear  a 
proportionate  share  of  the  expense  of  publication  of  the  Papers 
and  Reports  of  the  School. 

4.  The  Institute  shall  maintain  in  the   School  a  fellowship, 
to.be  administered  by  the  Managing  Committee,  of  the  annual 
value  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  for  the  encouragement  of  archae- 
ological studies. 

XX.  Amendments  to  these  regulations  may  be  proposed  by  any 
three  members  at  any  annual  meeting,  and  shall  require  for  adop- 
tion the  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  present  and  voting. 
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ACTS  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 
1.  RELATING  TO  TRAVELLING  EXPENSES  OP  COUNCILLORS 

Enacted  at  the  Meeting  in  Boston,  December  30,  1904. 

A  sum  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  may  be  appropriated  to  apply 
on  the  railway  expenses,  in  attending  the  Annual  Meeting,  of  one  or  more 
Councillors  representing  any  Affiliated  Society  which  shall  have  paid  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  Institute  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  not  less  than  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1000.00). 

2.  RELATING  TO  THE  PUBLICATION  OF  BOOKS 

Enacted  at  the  Meeting  in  Toronto,  December  31,  1906. 

No  book  shall  be  published  under  the  authority  of  the  Institute  unless 
the  manuscript  has  previously  been  read  and  approved  by  at  least  two  ex- 
perts in  the  special  field  in  which  the  book  belongs. 

3.  RELATING  TO  THE  CONDUCT  OF  WORK  IN  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES 

Enacted  at  the  Meeting  in  Baltimore,  December  31,  1909. 

It  shall  be  the  general  policy  of  the  Institute  to  require  that  all  funds 
which  are  to  be  expended  under  its  auspices  for  exploration  and  excavation 
in  foreign  countries  in  any  year  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
Institute  before  debts  shall  be  contracted  for  the  payment  of  which  such 
funds  shall  be  needed. 
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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION 
An  Act  Incorporating  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,

associates  and  successors  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body  corporate  and  politic  in  the  District  of  Columbia  by  the 
name,  title,  and  style  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  Amer- 
ica, and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  archaeological  studies  by  investigation 
and  research  in  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries,  by 
sending  out  expeditions  for  special  investigation,  by  aiding  the 
efforts  of  independent  explorers,  by  publication  of  archaeo- 
logical papers,  and  reports  of  the  results  of  the  expeditions 
which  the  Institute  may  undertake  or  promote,  and  by  any 
other  means  which  may  from  time  to  time  be  desirable. 

SEC.  2.  That  the  government  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
vested  in  a  council  consisting  of  the  following  ex  officio  mem- 
bers: The  president,  the  honorary  presidents,  the  vice-presi- 
dents, the  treasurer,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Institute  and  the 
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editor-in-chief  and  the  business  manager  of  its  journal,  the 
presidents  of  affiliated  societies  and  the  chairmen  of  the  man- 
aging committees  of  any  American  schools  founded  by  the 
Archaeological  Institute  of  America  in  foreign  countries  for 
classical  or  archaeological  studies  and  research  (including  those 
now  affiliated  with  the  voluntary  association  known  as  the 
Archaeological  Institute  of  America),  and  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  American  Archaeology,  and  of  additional  mem- 
bers annually  chosen  by  the  members  of  affiliated  societies,  as 
may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws. 

SEC.  3.  That  said  corporation  may  make  all  by-laws,  rules, 
and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law  that  may  be  neces- 
sary or  expedient  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  its  creation; 
and  it  may  hold  real  estate  and  personal  property  in  the  United 
States  and  any  foreign  country  for  the  necessary  use  and  pur- 
poses of  said  organisation  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one 
million  dollars.  The  principal  office  of  said  corporation  shall 
be  in  Washington,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  its  annual 
meetings  may  be  held  in  such  places  as  its  by-laws  may  provide.

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GENERAL  MEETING   OF   THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  IN- 
STITUTE IN  PHILADELPHIA  AND  HAVERFORD 

The  Sixteenth  General  Meeting  of  the  Archaeological  Insti- 
tute and  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council  were 
held  in  Philadelphia  and  Haverford,  Pa.,  Tuesday,  Wednesday 
and  Thursday,  December  29-31,  1914.  The  Belle  vue-Strat- 
ford  Hotel  was  headquarters  in  Philadelphia.  The  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Council  occurred  Tuesday  morning  at  9.30  o'clock 
in  Houston  Hall  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  the 
afternoon  at  three  o'clock  there  was  a  joint  session  of  the  Archaeo- 
logical Institute  and  the  American  Anthropological  Association 
in  the  University  Museum.  The  rest  of  the  exercises  were  held 
in  conjunction  with  the  American  Philological  Association  in 
Haverford  College  except  the  final  joint  meeting  on  Thursday 
evening  which  took  place  in  Houston  Hall.  The  hosts  of  the 
occasion  were  Haverford  College  and  the  Pennsylvania  Society 
of  the  Archaeological  Institute. 

In  the  various  sessions  44  papers  were  presented,  abstracts 
of  which  appear  in  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology,  Vol- 
ume XIX  (1915),  No.  1.  Other  features  of  the  meeting  were 
the  luncheon  Tuesday  in  the  University  Museum;  the  recep- 
tion Tuesday  evening  at  Haverford  after  the  annual  address  of 
the  President  of  the  American  Philological  Association,  tendered 
to  the  members  by  President  and  Mrs.  Isaac  Sharpless  in  the 
Haverford  Union;  the  luncheon  Wednesday  in  the  College  Din- 
ing Hall  as  guests  of  Haverford  College;  the  reception  Wednes- 
day evening  to  visiting  ladies  given  by  the  ladies  of  the  Classical 
Faculties  of  Haverford  and  Bryn  Mawr  College,  Haverford  Union; 
the  smoker  the  same  evening  at  the  Merion  Cricket  Club;  and 
the  reception  Thursday  evening  given  by  the  Pennsylvania  Society 
of  the  Institute  in  Houston  Hall,  Philadelphia,  after  the  final 
joint  session. 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council  was  presided  over  by 
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President  Shipley  who  was  unanimously  reflected  for  another 
term.  The  attendance  of  Councillors  was  large.  Important 
actions  of  the  Council  were  the  revison  of  the  Regulations  in  re- 
gard to  membership  and  publications,  the  admission  of  the 
Minneapolis  and  Indiana  Societies,  and  the  authorization  of  a 
special  session  of  the  Institute  in  connection  with  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Exposition  in  San  Francisco,  August  2-7,  1915.  Reso- 
lutions in  memory  of  Gardiner  M.  Lane,  for  many  years  treas- 
urer of  the  Boston  Society  and  of  the  American  School  at  Athens, 
were  adopted  by  a  rising  vote.  Other  official  actions  are  re- 
corded in  the  minutes  which  follow.

Davis,  of  the  Los  Angeles  Society;  W.  Peterson,  proxy  for  John  Macnaugh- 
ton,  of  the  Montreal  Society;  H.  M.  Ami,  proxy  for  Sir  Louis  H.  Davies, 
of  the  Ottawa  Society;  William  Peterson,  proxy  for  J.  C.  McCorkill,  of  the 
Quebec  Society;  A.  J.  Eaton,  proxy  for  A.  O.  MacRae,  of  the  Calgary  Society. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Meeting,  which  were 
already  in  print  (Bulletin,  Vol.  IV,  No.  IV,  pp.  5-14),  were  laid 
before  the  Council,  and  on  the  motion  of  C.  H.  Butler,  seconded 
by  G.  H.  Chase,  were  approved  with  one  correction,  as  follows, 
as  printed,  namely,  that  the  words  "was  confirmed, "  in  the  res- 
olution of  the  Department  of  Canada  as  printed  in  the  Bulletin 
on  page  13  of  the  Minutes,  be  corrected  to  read,  "be  confirmed 
was  approved."  The  annual  reports  of  the  officers  of  the  In- 
stitute and  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Managing  Committees  were 
presented  in  printed  form  and  ordered  to  be  placed  on  file  (see 
Bulletin,  Vol.  V,  1914). 

Two  newly  organized  societies  of  the  Institute  were  formally 
presented  to  the  Council.  On  the  motion  of  Mitchell  Carroll, 
seconded  by  D.  M.  Robinson  the  Minneapolis  Society  was  unan- 
imously admitted  as  an  affiliated  society  of  the  Archaeological 
Institute.  On  the  motion  of  H.  A.  Sanders,  seconded  by  Mitchell 
Carroll,  the  Indiana  Society  was  unanimously  admitted  as  an 
affiliated  society  of  the  Institute  subject  to  the  completion  of  the 
minimum  requirement  of  membership. 

President  F.  W.  Shipley,  after  a  brief  speech  of  welcome  to  the 
Council,  brought  in  the  following  supplementary  report: 

That  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the  bequest  of  the  late  Ruth  Emer- 
son Fletcher  to  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America,  and  the  action 
taken  by  the  Council  of  the  Institute  at  its  thirty-second  Annual  Meeting, 
the  President  of  the  Institute  has  authorized  the  Treasurer  to  pay  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  School  at  Athens  the  capital  sum  of  this  bequest  with  ac- 
crued interest,  to  be  used  by  the  Director  of  the  School  for  the  fittings  of 
the  room  for  women  students  in  the  addition  to  the  School  building,  this 
room  to  constitute  a  permanent  memorial  to  Ruth  Emerson  Fletcher,  and 
to  be  so  designated  by  an  inscribed  tablet,  or  in  some  other  suitable  endur- 
ing manner. 

Or  the  motion  of  D.  M.  Robinson,  seconded  by  H.  A.  Sanders, 
the  report  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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President  Shipley  then  asked  Mitchell  Carroll  to  make  a  supple- 
mentary report  as  General  Secretary. 

At  the  request  of  President  Shipley,  the  Treasurer  of  the  Insti- 
tute, Willard  V.  King,  spoke  of  the  state  of  the  country  as  regards 
finance.  Mr.  King  felt  that  the  present  financial  depression  might 
be  felt  for  some  time  to  come,  and  he  was  sure  that  the  best 
interests  of  the  Institute  demanded  that  a  permanent  endowment 
be  secured  as  soon  as  possible  in  order  that  the  inception  and 
continuance  of  great  archaeological  projects  be  not  too  dependent 
upon  the  fluctuation  of  business. 

Vice-President  D.  M.  Robinson,  in  his  capacity  as  Vice-Presi- 
dent  and  General  Editor  of  Art  and  Archaeology  presented  the 
following  report  upon  the  affairs  of  the  magazine: 

There  is  hardly  any  need  of  my  presenting  a  formal  report  on  the  new 
non-technical  magazine  which  we  decided  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council 
to  call  Art  and  Archaeology.  Four  numbers  have  appeared,  and  they  speak 
for  themselves.  The  first  number  appeared  in  July,  the  second  in  Sep- 
tember, the  third  in  November,  and  the  fourth  in  January,  making  the 
journal  bi-monthly  from  June  1914  to  January  1915.  There  has  been  an 
abundance  of  riches  in  the  way  of  material,  so  that  it  was  difficult  to  select 
articles  from  the  large  number  submitted,  but  the  general  editor  has  tried 
to  provide  variety  and  to  have  in  each  number  articles  in  the  different 
fields  of  archaeology  and  art.  The  general  editor  has  now  on  hand  manu- 
script for  28  articles,  and  there  are  several  more  promised.  He  has  given 
much  time  and  work  to  the  magazine,  and  has  endeavored  to  make  it  schol- 
arly and  of  a  high  tone.  The  general  editor  has  found  that  Art  and  Archae- 
ology, as  published  so  far,  appeals  very  strongly  to  the  general  public  as 
well  as  to  academic  circles;  and  he  feels  confident  that  if  proper  time  were 
devoted  to  it,  several  thousand  subscribers  could  easily  be  secured,  especi- 
ally if  the  members  of  the  Council  in  their  respective  localities  would  make 
a  point  to  get  subscribers.  There  have  been  many  favorable  reviews  and 
criticisms  made  of  the  journal,  both  in  print  in  the  Nation,  Dial,  American 
Journal  of  Philology,  Classical  Journal,  El  Palacio,  etc.,  and  in  private 
letters. 

Upon  the  motion  of  Charles  Knapp,  seconded  by  H.  A.  Sanders, 
the  report  was  received. 

The  General  Secretary,  Mitchell  Carroll,  as  Managing  Editor 
of  Art  and  Archaeology,  presented  his  report  on  the  financial  status 
of  the  magazine. 

Upon  the  motion  of  A.  J.  Eaton,  seconded  by  D.  F.  Platt,  the 
report  was  received. 
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Gilbert  H.  Grosvenor,  Editor  of  the  National  Geographic  Maga- 
zine, was  called  upon  by  President  Shipley  to  make  a  few  remarks 
upon  Art  and  Archaeology.  Mr.  Grosvenor  said  that  the  new 
magazine,  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  finance  and  of  subscrip- 
tions, had  done  remarkably  well.  He  commended  the  general 
make-up  of  the  new  magazine,  and  spoke  of  the  value  of  the 
illustrations.  His  approbation  of  Art  and  Archaeology  was  re- 
ceived with  applause,  and  he  was  given  unanimously  the  thanks 
of  the  Council. 

An  Act  of  the  Executive  Committee  which  offered  an  amend- 
ment to  Regulation  XVIII  in  order  to  bring  that  regulation  into 
harmony  with  the  rules  of  the  Post  Office  Department  of  the 
United  States  was  recommended  to  the  Council  for  its  confirmation. 
The  amendment  was: 

Members  shall  be  entitted  to  receive  the  two  regular  publications  of  the 
Institute,  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology  and  Art  and  Archaeology, 
subject  to  the  following  conditions:  (1)  Art  and  Archaeology  will  be  sent 
to  all  members.  The  subscription  to  the  magazine,  which  is  $1  for  members 
of  the  Institute,  or  fifty  per  centum  of  the  published  price,  is  included  in 
the  $10  annual  dues  paid  by  members  of  the  Institute;  (2)  The  American 
Journal  of  Archaeology  will  be  sent  to  members  of  the  Institute  only  on 
request.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Secretary  to  notify  members 
of  the  Institute  once  each  year  of  this  privilege  and  the  condition  attached 
thereto. 

Upon  the  motion  of  C.  H.  Butler,  seconded  by  E.  B.  Coxe,  Jr., 
the  amendment  was  unanimously  confirmed. 

The  following  recommendation  in  regard  to  special  classes  of 
membership  was  presented  by  J.  R.  Wheeler,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Revision  of  Regulations  as  a  revision  of  Regu- 
lation II: 

CLASSES  OF  MEMBERSHIP 

REVISION  OF  REGULATION  II 

THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA  consists  of  members  duly 
approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Institute  or  of  one  of  the 
Affiliated  Societies  of  the  following  classes: 

Class  A-l.  Life  Members,  who  shall  contribute  at  one  time  not  less 
than  $100  to  the  funds  of  the  Institute. 

A-2.  Regular  Members,  who  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  $10,  receive  the 
publications  in  accordance  with  Regulation  XVIII,  and  enjoy  all  the 
privileges  of  membership  in  the  Institute. 
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B.  Associate  Members,  who  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  $5,  including  the 
subscription  to  one  of  the  two  regular  publications  of  the  Institute.  The 
adoption  of  this  class  shall  be  at  the  option  of  the  Affiliated  Societies,  with 
such  restrictions  as  they  may  care  to  impose.  It  is  intended  primarily 
to  apply  to  localities  where  there  are  not  at  present  Affiliated  Societies,  and 
does  not  carry  with  it  the  privilege  of  election  to  the  Council. 

C-l.     Patrons,  same  as  now. 

C-2.    Foreign  Honorary  Members,  same  as  now. 

C-3.  Sustaining  Members,  who  shall  contribute  not  less  than  $25  per 
annum  to  the  current  funds  or  to  any  of  the  undertakings  directly  con- 
trolled by  the  Institute. 

The  motion  of  G.  A.  Barton,  seconded  by  H.  A.  Sanders,  that 
the  recommendation  be  taken  up  section  by  section  was  unani- 
mously carried. 

Upon  the  motion  of  W.  V.  King,  seconded  by  E.  B.  Coxe,  Jr., 
Section  1  under  Class  A  was  unanimously  adopted.  Upon  the 
motion  of  D.  F.  Platt,  seconded  by  W.  V.  King,  Section  2  under 
Class  A  was  unanimously  adopted. 

After  a  discussion  on  Class  B,  in  which  Messrs.  Barton,  Butler, 
Grosvenor,  West,  Wheeler,  Wulfing,  and  Zimmerman  took  part, 
it  was  moved  by  A.  F.  West,  seconded  by  J.  T.  Dennis,  and  car- 
ried, that  the  recommendation  of  Class  B  be  recommitted. 

Sections  1  and  2  under  Class  C  were  adopted  unanimously. 
After  various  motions  to  recommit  and  to  amend  Section  3  it 
was  moved  by  A.  F.  West,  seconded  by  J.  T.  Dennis,  that  Section 
3  of  Class  C  be  adopted.  The  motion  was  lost. 

W.  F.  Harris  brought  in  the  following  resolution  upon  the  death 
of  Gardiner  M.  Lane: 

The  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  desires  to  record 
its  high  appreciation  of  the  services  of  Gardiner  M.  Lane,  who  died  October 
3,  1914.  A  member  of  the  Boston  Society  of  the  Institute  for  many  years, 
and  long  its  Treasurer  he  was  one  of  its  most  active  and  influential  members. 
In  spite  of  the  wide  variety  of  his  interests  and  the  multitude  of  the  demands 
made  upon  him,  he  was  never  too  busy  to  give  time  to  the  discussion  of 
Institute  matters,  and  only  the  officers  know  how'  often  his  advice  was 
asked  and  how  often  it  was  followed.  His  wide  experience  and  knowledge 
of  the  world  of  affairs  made  him  invaluable  as  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  his  patience  in  dealing  with  the  often  unimportant  details 
of  the  Society's  business  endeared  him  personally  to  his  fellow-members. 
His  place  in  the  Society  is  one  which  it  will  be  impossible  to  fill. 

Son  of  one  great  scholar,  son-in-law  of  another,  himself  a  student  of  the 
Liberal  Arts  and  man  of  large  affairs,  friend  of  many  men  of  learning  and 
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all  good  causes,  his  modesty  was  equalled  by  his  achievements.  His  con- 
stancy in  friendship,  his  great  though  unheralded  generosity,  his  sterling 
honor  and  his  scorn  of  untruths,  marked  him  as  a  true  and  loyal  man  who 
can  ill  be  spared  by  individuals  and  the  community.  Harvard  University, 
the  American  School  of  Classical  Studies  in  Athens,  the  Archaeological 
Institute  of  America,  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  many  philanthropies, 
all  will  miss  him,  and  especially  the  Boston  Society  of  the  Institute. 

Upon  the  motion  of  W.  N.  Bates,  seconded  by  G.  H.  Grosvenor, 
it  was  ordered  that  the  resolution  be  incorporated  in  the  Minutes. 

It  was  moved  by  Jeremiah  Zimmerman,  seconded  by  H.  A. 
Sanders,  and  carried,  that  the  following  resolution  presented  by 
Principal  Peterson  on  the  death  of  J.  B.  Learmont  be  incorporated 
in  the  Minutes.  The  resolution  is  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  death  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Learmont  the  Canadian 
Council  resolve  to  place  041  record  an  expression  of  their  sense  of  the  great 
loss  which  has  been  sustained  both  by  the  Department  of  Canada  and  the 
parent  Institute. 

The  late  Mr.  Learmont  was  an  admirable  type  of  the  cultured  citizen, 
who,  though  engrossed  in  business  occupations,  takes  a  real  interest  in  the 
Archaeological  work  of  the  Institute;  and  his  kindly  presence  at  our  annual 
meetings,  where  he  was  always  a  familiar  figure,  will  be  greatly  missed. 

President  Shipley  called  upon  Mr.  Allison  V.  Armour  to  address 
the  Council  upon  the  possibility  of  new  sites  for  excavation.  Mr. 
Armour  spoke  of  several  sites  which  might  become  available  for 
future  operations,  and  said  that  the  Gyrene  indemnity  paid  by 
the  Italian  government  was  being  held  for  excavation  of  what- 
ever place  seemed  to  offer  the  best  possibilities.  It  was  moved 
by  D.  M.  Robinson,  and  seconded  by  several  of  the  Council,  and 
carried,  that  the  following  resolution  be  incorporated  in  the 
Minutes: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Council  of  the  Institute  be  given  to  Mr. 
Allison  V.  Armour  for  his  services  in  the  recovery  of  the  Gyrene  Indemnity 
Fund,  and  for  his  investigations,  since  the  cessation  of  work  at  Cyrene, 
looking  toward  the  choice  of  another  site  for  excavation. 

At  the  suggestion  of  President  Shipley,  it  was  moved  by  H.  A. 
Sanders,  seconded  by  Jeremiah  Zimmerman,  and  carried,  that 
for  the  ensuing  year  large  discretionary  powers  be  given  to  the 
Executive  Committee. 
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President  Shipley  announced  that  in  accordance  with  the  action 
of  the  Council  at  its  last  meeting  (Bulletin,  Vol.  IV,  No.  IV,  p.  11), 
he  had  appointed  as  a  committee  on  time  and  place  of  next  meet- 
ing W.  F.  Harris,  G.  J.  Laing,  Walter  Dennison;  and  as  a  committee 
on  resolutions,  D.  M.  Robinson. 

At  the  request  of  President  Shipley,  the  Recorder  read  to  the 
Council  the  four  following  supplementary  recommendations  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  which  were  voted  upon  separately  and 
all  unanimously  adopted: 

I.  WHEREAS  the  budgetary  expenditures  for  periodicals,  lectures,  fellow- 
ships, and  the  like,  are  continuous  throughout  the  year,  while  the  payments 
from  Societies  are  often  deferred  until  the  middle,  or  even  the  end,  of  the 
fiscal  year,  the  Executive  Committee  recommends  to  the  Council  that  the 
President  and  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  meet  such  occasional  deficits 
as  may  arise  from  this  cause  by  raising  temporary  loans,  offering  as  collateral 
the  bonds  which  represent  the  life  membership  investments;  but  under  no 
circumstances  shall  the  total  of  the  amounts  borrowed  exceed  the  sum  of 
$6,000,  nor  shall  the  loans  be  allowed  to  run  for  a  longer  period  than  eight 
months. 

II.  The  Executive  Committee  recommends  to  the  Council  the  creation 
of  a  permanent  committee  of  five  to  be  known  as  the  committee  on  "ways 
and  means."    This  committee  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  President 
from  the  Institute  membership,  and  the  chairman  shall  be  ex-officio  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee. 

III.  The  Executive  Committee  recommends  to  the  Council  that  Art 
and  Archaeology  continue  to  be  published  as  a  bi-monthly  magazine  until 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  otherwise  authorize. 

IV.  The  Executive  Committee  recommends  to  the  Council  the  creation 
of  a  Finance  Committee  from  among  the  Guarantors  of  Art  and  Archaeology 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  aid  in  the  promotion  of  the  magazine.    And, 
further,  that  the  President,  with  the  advice  of  the  editors,  be  authorized 
to  appoint  such  a  committee. 

Principal  Peterson  in  presenting  a  report  of  the  Department 
of  Canada  spoke  of  the  question  which  had  arisen  about  the 
investment  of  Canadian  Life  Membership  funds.  It  was  moved 
by  William  Peterson,  seconded  by  W.  F.  Harris,  and  carried,  that 
the  question  be  referred  to  a  committee  composed  of  the  President 
of  the  Institute,  W.  V.  King,  Treasurer  of  the  Institute,  and  Wil- 
liam Peterson,  President  of  the  Department  of  Canada,  who  were 
to  bring  in  a  report  which  would  be  satisfactory  to  the  Council. 

The  reports  of  the  Managing  Committees  of  the  Schools  at 
Athens,  Jerusalem,  and  Santa  Fe,  and  of  the  Committee  on  Mediae- 
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val  and  Renaissance  Studies,  as  published  in  reports  distributed 
at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  (Bulletin,  Vol.  V,  1914),  were  received. 

J.  R.  Wheeler,  in  presenting  the  report  of  the  School  at 
Athens,  made  a  brief  supplementary  oral  report  on  recent  finds  of 
sculpture. 

On  behalf  of  W.  H.  Holmes,  Charles  Peabody,  in  presenting 
the  report  of  the  School  at  Santa  Fe*,  asked  to  have  added  as  a 
supplement  to  the  report,  the  following  resolution  adopted  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School  of  American 
Archaeology  in  Santa  Fe,  August  15,  1914: 

Upon  motion  of  Frank  Springer,  seconded  by  R.  W.  Corwin,  it  was  re- 
solved that  the  Managing  Committee  of  THE  SCHOOL  OF  AMERICAN  ARCHAE- 
OLOGY respectfully  recommend  to  the  Council  of  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL 
INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA  that  an  annual  appropriation  of  at  least  $1800  be 
made  to  the  School. 

A.  F.  West  spoke  about  the  American  School  in  Rome,  and 
moved  that  a  report  upon  the  American  School  of  Classical 
Studies  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome  be  placed  for  the 
future  upon  the  docket.  This  motion  was  seconded  by  H.  A. 
Sanders,  and  carried.  Mr.  West  then  spoke  regarding  the  status 
of  the  School  at  Rome.  It  was  moved,  seconded,  and  carried,  that 
the  Council  refer  to  the  President  and  Messrs.  Egbert  and  West 
the  matter  of  ascertaining  the  official  relation  of  the  Institute  to 
the  American  Academy  in  Rome. 

G.  A.  Barton,  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the  appointment 
of  a  permanent  committee  on  Mesopotamian  Archaeology,  pre- 
sented the  following  report : 

The  Committee  to  which  was  intrusted  the  consideration  of  the  formation 
of  a  permanent  committee  on  Mesopotamian  Archaeology  is  convinced  that 
such  a  committee  should  be  formed,  but  has  found  its  way  impeded  this 
year  by  the  financial  depression  incident  to  the  outbreak  of  the  great  war. 
Nevertheless  the  Committee  has  received  encouragement.  Rev.  Dr. 
William  Hayes  Ward  has  donated  his  valuable  Assyriological  library  to  an 
American  School  of  Mesopotamian  Archaeology,  promising  to  deliver  the 
library  to  the  Archaeological  Institute  for  transmission  to  the  school, 
when  such  a  school  shall  be  founded.  From  another  source,  which  the 
Committee  is  not  at  liberty  to  name,  encouragement  has  also  been  received. 
It  is  the  belief  of  the  Committee  that  an  American  School  can  in  time  be 
established  in  Mesopotamia  and  that  Dr.  Ward's  offer  should  be  thankfully 
accepted. 
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The  Committee  requests  that  it  be  continued  another  year,  to  further 
develop  plans  for  the  promotion  of  work  in  Mesopotamian  archaeology, 
and  that  it  be  granted  power  to  add  to  its  numbers,  if  it  should  seem  advis- 
able to  do  so. 

The  report  was  adopted. 

Upon  the  motion  of  H.  A.  Sanders,  seconded  by  Jeremiah 
Zimmerman,  and  carried,  the  following  resolution  of  thanks  was 
unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  The  Council  accepts  with  gratitude  the  generous  gift  from  the 
Reverend  William  Hayes  Ward,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  of  his  valuable  Assyriological 
library  for  an  American  School  of  Mesopotamian  Archaeology,  the  same 
to  be  delivered  to  the  Institute  for  transmission  to  the  School  when  it  shall 
be  established,  and  places  on  record  its  appreciation  of  this  liberal  gift, 
so  important  for  the  equipment  of  a  school  of  research,  from  the  pioneer 
of  American  explorers  of  Mesopotamia. 

On  behalf  of  C.  D.  Walcott,  Chairman,  C.  H.  Butler,  Secretary, 
reported  progess  on  the  proposed  American  School  in  China. 
It  was  moved  by  A.  F.  West,  seconded  and  carried,  that  the 
committee  be  continued. 

There  being  no  report  from  the  Committee  on  Museums, 
the  present  Committee,  Charles  T.  Currelly,  Chairman,  was 
continued. 

On  behalf  of  J.  H.  Breasted,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
appointment  of  a  permanent  Committee  in  Egyptian  Archaeology, 
President  Shipley  reported  that  owing  to  war  conditions  the 
committee  was  not  in  a  position  to  present  a  definite  report  at  this 
time.  It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  present  Committee 
be  continued. 

Upon  the  motion  of  A.  F.  West,  seconded  by  D.  F.  Platt,  and 
carried,  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Revising  the  Regulations 
was  adopted  without  being  read,  and  the  Committee  was  con- 
tinued. (The  regulations  as  amended  are  printed  as  an  appendix 
to  the  minutes  of  the  meeting.) 

On  behalf  of  H.  R.  Fairclough,  W.  F.  Harris  reported  on  the 
Summer  Meeting  of  the  Institute  in  connection  with  the  Panama 
Exposition.  It  was  moved  and  carried  that  the  President  of  the 
Institute  be  empowered  to  make  arrangements  for  such  a  meet- 
ing in  August  1915. 
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The  Budget  as  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee  was 
next  taken  up,  and  upon  the  motion  of  C.  H.  Butler,  seconded  by 
Charles  Knapp,  was  unanimously  adopted  in  the  following  form:

Your  Committee  appointed  to  consider  and  report  on  the  relation  of 

THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA  to  the  American  Academy  in 

Rome  begs  to  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Council  as  follows : 

1.  By  the  consolidation  agreement  dated  February  11,  1913,  the  Ameri- 
can School  of  Classical  Studies  in  Rome,  which  has  been  one  of  the  auton- 
omous affiliated  schools  of  the  Institute,  became  one  of  the  schools  of  the 
American  Academy  in  Rome. 

2.  The  School  of  Classical  Studies  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome 
is  therefore  an  integral  part  of  the  Academy,  subject  to  its  jurisdiction 
under  the  terms  of  the  consolidation  agreement. 

3.  The  relations  of  friendly  affiliation,  however,  naturally  continue. 
This  is  shown  by  the  action  of  the  Academy  in  choosing  Professor  Jesse 
Benedict  Carter,  a  member  of  the  Institute  and  former  Director  of  the 
School  of  Classical  Studies  in  Rome,  as  Director  of  the  Academy,  the  crea- 
tion of  a  Committee  on  the  School  of  Classical  Studies  and  a  Classical 
Jury  on  Fellowships  composed  almost  entirely  of  members  of  the  Institute, 
and  the  establishment  of  a  plan  for  cooperating  colleges  and  universities, 
with  corresponding  privileges. 

4.  To  emphasize  this  friendly  affiliation  on  the  part  of  the  Institute  we 
recommend  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  School  of  Classical 
Studies  in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  of  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute 
of  America.

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ANNOUNCEMENT 

The  special  session  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America 
authorized  by  the  Council  at  the  Philadelphia  meeting  (see  page 
102)  will  be  held  in  San  Francisco,  August  2-7,  1915.  This  is 
the  week  when  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement 
of  Science  will  convene  and  some  joint  sessions  will  be  held  with 
the  American  Anthropological  Association,  the  American  Folk- 
lore Society  and  other  learned  bodies  whose  interests  are  more 
or  less  associated  with  archaeology.  The  Director  of  Congresses 
for  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  will  provide  a  suitable  hall 
for  the  meetings  of  the  Institute  in  the  Exposition  Memorial  Audi- 
torium in  San  Francisco,  while  both  the  University  of  California 
and  Stanford  University  will  offer  the  use  of  their  buildings  for 
Institute  gatherings. 

The  trans-continental  railways  have  agreed  upon  liberal  return 
rates  from  all  eastern  centers,  the  basis  being  a  first  class  fare 
from  Chicago  to  San  Francisco  for  $62.50,  good  for  three  months 
and  allowing  stop-overs  at  all  points  on  going  and  return  trips. 
With  tickets  reading  in  one  or  both  directions  from  Los  Angeles 
a  free  side  trip  from  Los  Angeles  to  San  Diego  will  be  allowed, 
"  provided  the  same  is  included  in  ticket  at  tune  of  purchase." 

The  programme  of  papers  is  in  charge  of  a  joint  committee 
on  which  the  Institute  is  represented  by  Benjamin  Ide  Wheeler 
and  H.  Rushton  Fairclough.  Prominence  will  be  given  to  those 
sides  of  archaeological  research  which  especially  concern  the 
American  west  and  southwest,  such  as  the  problems  of  race  rela- 
tionship and  cultures  in  the  Pacific  area.  Oriental  and  Classi- 
cal Archaeology,  however,  will  find  a  place  on  the  programme. 

After  the  sessions  in  San  Francisco  are  over,  special  exercises 
for  members  will  be  conducted  by  the  Los  Angeles  Society  of 
the  Institute  in  the  halls  of  the  new  Southwest  Museum,  and 
part  of  the  work  of  the  Summer  Session  of  the  School  of  American 
Archaeology  will  doubtless  take  place  in  San  Diego  in  connec- 
tion with  the  important  and  picturesque  archaeological  and  ethno- 
logical collections  of  the  Panama-California  Exposition.  Mem- 
bers of  the  Institute  will  also  be  welcomed  at  the  School  of  Amer- 
ican Archaeology  at  Santa  Fe  during  the  month  of  August. 
Those  who  find  it  convenient  to  visit  the  Exposition  at  the  time 
of  this  special  session  are  requested  to  notify  H.  R.  Fairclough, 
Stanford  University,  California,  who  as  Secretary  of  the  Western 
States  is  in  charge  of  the  meeting;  and  also  the  General  Secretary, 
The  Octagon,  Washington,  D.  C.,  who  will  arrange  for  a  special 
car  from  Chicago  to  San  Francisco  in  case  the  number  expecting 
to  go  about  the  first  of  August  justifies  it. 
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THIRTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRESI- 
DENT OF  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF 
AMERICA 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

I  beg  to  report  to  you  on  the  affairs  of  the  Institute  from  No- 
vember 15,  1914,  to»November  15,  1915. 

At  the  time  of  writing  my  last  report,  presented  at  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Council  at  Philadelphia,  the  Institute  had  just  entered 
upon  a  year  of  unusual  conditions  at  home  as  well  as  abroad. 
It  was  evident  at  the  outset  that,  as  a  reflex  of  the  European 
conflict,  economic  conditions  in  this  country  might  seriously 
affect  the  membership  of  the  Institute,  and  its  revenues,  while 
political  conditions  abroad  would  unquestionably  affect  adverse- 
ly its  activities  and  relations  in  foreign  lands.  Precautions  were 
taken  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  to  reduce  expenditures 
to  meet  the  anticipated  reduction  of  income,  but  the  close  of 
the  year  was  naturally  awaited  by  the  administration  with  some 
anxiety.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that,  thanks  to  the  precaution- 
ary measures  taken,  the  Institute  has  ended  the  year  with  an 
excess  of  income  over  expenditure,  and  that  economic  conditions 
in  the  United  States,  at  least,  have  now  so  improved  that  there 
is  every  reason  for  optimism  as  regards  the  immediate  future. 
While  we  have  suffered  considerable  inconvenience,  by  reason 
of  conditions  abroad  in  the  promulgation  of  certain  new  Regu- 
lations of  the  Turkish  Empire,  which  will  delay  the  reopening 
of  the  School  in  Jerusalem,  in  the  necessity  of  postponing,  tem- 
porarily at  least,  our  plans  in  regard  to  the  establishment  of  two 
foreign  schools,  and  in  other  minor  ways,  this  inconvenience 
is  but  temporary  and  the  conclusion  of  peace  will  open  up  larger 
opportunities  than  existed  before  the  war.  It  is  clear  that  the 
economic  exhaustion  of  the  countries  engaged  in  the  European 
conflict  will  necessarily  curtail,  for  the  time  at  least,  their  usual 
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activity  in  the  field  of  archaeological  research.  It  will  not  only 
be  the  opportunity,  but  also  the  duty  of  the  Institute  to  assume 
a  larger  share  in  the  investigation  of  the  archaeology  of  the 
Old  World.  In  the  meantime  we  are  left  free  to  devote  our 
efforts  to  establishing  on  a  sounder  basis  those  activities  which 
are  not  affected  by  the  war. 

THE  SCHOOLS 

Full  reports  of  the  activities  of  the  American  School  of  Classi- 
cal Studies  in  Athens,  of  the  School  for  Oriental  Research  in 
Jerusalem,  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology  at  Santa 
EC*,  and  of  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies 
are  printed  in  this  issue  of  the  Bulletin  and  detailed  comment 
in  this  report  is  unnecessary. 

In  spite  of  perturbed  conditions  in  Europe,  the  School  at 
Athens  was  able  to  continue  its  work  both  of  instruction  and  in- 
vestigation, but  with  a  considerably  reduced  attendance;  but 
the  other  foreign  foundations,  existing  and  proposed,  have  all 
been  seriously  affected.  Plans  for  the  proposed  School  in  Peking, 
for  a  School  for  Mesopotamian  Archaeology,  and  for  a  permanent 
committee  on  Egyptian  Archaeology  have  been  brought  to  a 
temporary  standstill,  and  progress  may  be  deferred  until  after 
peace  is  restored. 

The  work  of  the  School  in  Jerusalem  has  been  temporarily 
stopped  by  a  series  of  events  connected  with  the  European  war. 
First  came  the  abrogation  of  the  Capitulations  in  October;  then 
followed  the  entrance  of  the  Turkish  Empire  into  the  conflict 
soon  after  the  date  at  which  the  School  would  normally  have 
opened  for  the  year;  the  enforced  departure  of  the  Director  from 
Jerusalem,  in  December;  and  finally  the  promulgation  of  the 
new  Regulations  in  regard  to  foreign  educational  institutions  in 
the  Ottoman  Empire,  which  went  into  effect  September  18. 
By  the  new  Regulations  no  foreign  educational  institution  will 
be  allowed  to  exist  without  a  firman.  While  the  School  was  on 
the  official  List  of  Recognized  Foreign  Educational  Institu- 
tion, published  in  1907,  this  List  is  no  longer  recognized  by  the 
Regulations  of  1915.  Application  for  the  necessary  firman 
has  been  made  through  the  Department  of  State,  and  as  the 
School  meets  the  conditions  for  the  granting  of  such  a  firman, 
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its  issuance  will  no  doubt  be  merely  a  matter  of  time.  In  any 
event  the  conditions  described  render  somewhat  indefinite  the 
reopening  of  the  School,  and  have  ended  for  the  time  being  the 
organized  campaign  for  endowment  which  was  begun  just  before 
the  opening  of  the  war. 

As  economic  conditions  in  this  country  are  now,  for  the  first 
time  since  1912,  favorable  for  the  raising  of  money  for  educa- 
tional and  scientific  projects,  it  would  seem  to  be  the  part  of 
wisdom,  pending  the  return  of  normal  conditions  abroad,  to 
concentrate  our  efforts  upon  raising  endowment  for  the  School 
of  American  Archaeology  at  Santa  Fe.  This  School,  like  that 
in  Jerusalem,  is  without  permanent  endowment.  In  its  con- 
tract with  the  Institute,  made  at  the  time  of  the  foundation  of 
the  School,  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico  agreed  to  place  at 
the  disposal  of  the  School  the  Old  Palace  of  the  Governors  at 
Santa  Fe  and,  at  its  own  expense,  to  maintain  it  as  a  home  for 
the  School  and  as  a  Museum  of  American  Archaeology.  Since 
its  entry  into  statehood  New  Mexico  has  more  than  fulfilled  the 
terms  of  its  agreement  by  making  a  permanent  appropriation 
of  $10,000  a  year  and  by  setting  aside  $30,000  toward  an  addi- 
tional building  for  the  School  and  Museum.  The  Institute,  on 
its  part,  agreed  to  contribute,  at  its  expense,  the  services  of  the 
director,  and  of  field  assistants,  fellows,  etc.  The  Institute 
cannot  adequately  carry  out  its  share  of  the  contract  from  its 
current  income  and,  as  in  the  case  of  other  schools,  endow- 
ment must  be  raised  to  meet  the  annual  expense  to  which,  by 
its  contract,  it  is  obligated.  Aside  from  the  favorable  turn  in 
financial  conditions  throughout  the  United  States,  the  time 
is  now  especially  opportune  for  raising  endowment  for  this 
school,  by  reason  of  the  wide  interest  aroused  in  the  subject  of 
American  Archaeology  through  the  splendid  archaeological 
exhibit  at  the  Panama-California  Exposition,  credit  for  which 
is  due  to  the  Director  and  former  Fellows  of  the  School.  The 
Director  has  consented  to  devote  a  portion  of  his  time  during 
the  coming  year  to  the  task  of  raising  this  endowment,  and  it 
is  hoped  that  his  efforts  will  be  seconded  by  the  officers  of  the 
Institute  and  its  various  societies. 
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THE  INSTITUTE  FELLOWSHIPS 

To  encourage  investigation  in  the  various  fields  of  archaeology 
the  Institute  has  regularly  maintained  a  number  of  graduate 
fellowships.  One  of  these  is  placed  at  the  disposal  of  each 
of  the  various  Managing  Committees  to  be  awarded,  by  compet- 
itive examination  or  other  test,  to  the  graduate  student  who  best 
satisfies  the  Committee  of  his  equipment  and  of  his  ability  to 
do  original  work  in  his  chosen  subject.  The  growing  impor- 
tance of  these  Fellowships  in  furnishing  trained  investigators 
in  the  field  of  archaeology  is  shown  by  the  fact  that,  of  the  Fel- 
lows of  1913-1914  mentioned  in  my  last  report,  Sylvanus  G. 
Morley  has  been  appointed  to  the  position  of  Research  Associate 
by  the  Carnegie  Institution,  Richard  Offner  has  been  appointed 
Instructor  in  Art  in  the  University  of  Chicago,  and  John  Shap- 
ley  has  been  appointed  to  a  similar  position  in  Brown  University. 

The  plans  of  three  of  the  Fellows  for  1914-1915  have  been 
greatly  disarranged  by  the  war.  The  fellowships  most  affected 
are  that  in  the  School  in  Jerusalem,  the  Fellowship  in  Mediaeval 
and  Renaissance  Studies,  and  to  a  lesser  degree  the  Fellowship 
in  Early  Christian  Archaeology.  The  Chairman  of  the  Manag- 
ing Committee,  of  the  School  at  Athens  reports  that  the  Fellow 
of  the  Institute  for  1915-1916  has  decided  not  to  go  out.  The 
plans  of  the  holders  of  Fellowships  are  likely  to  be  disarranged 
until  peace  is  restored. 

The  holders  of  Institute  Fellowships  for  1914-1915  were: 

Emerson  Rowland  Swift,  Institute  Fellow  in  the  School  at 
Athens;  A.B.,  Williams  College,  1912;  holder  of  the  Williams 
College  Greek  Fellowship  1912-1913.  Mr.  Swift  was  also 
Institute  Fellow  for  1913-1914  and  an  account  of  his  work  for 
that  year  is  given  in  last  year's  report.  In  1914-1915  he  had 
charge  of  the  excavations  at  Corinth  in  the  absence  of  the  Di- 
rector. He  now  has  in  preparation  a  study  of  the  recently 
discovered  sculptures. 

James  P.  Duncan,  Thayer  Fellow  in  the  School  in  Jerusalem; 
A.B.,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  candidate  for  the  degree 
of  Ph.D.,  ibid.  Mr.  Duncan  began  work  in  the  Lebanon  dis- 
trict in  company  with  the  Director,  and  continued  his  studies 
in  Beirut  for  several  months  after  the  departure  of  the  Director 
for  Jerusalem.  He  was  finally  obliged  to  leave  Syria  in  con- 
sequence of  the  entry  of  Turkey  into  the  war. 
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Thomas  M.  Judson,  Fellow  in  Early  Christian  Archaeology; 
A.B.,  Harvard  1914.  Mr.  Judson  was  on  his  way  to  Europe 
when  war  was  declared.  After  several  weeks  in  England  spent 
in  studying  the  Christian  monuments  and  the  collections  in  the 
British  Museum  he  left  for  Italy  in  October  where  he  continued 
his  studies  under  Marucchi,  Wilpert,  Duchesne  and  Lanciani. 
He  had  the  opportunity  of  examining  at  leisure  the  collection 
of  reliquaries  in  the  Pope's  private  chapel.  He  is  now  making 
his  special  field  of  study  the  early  mediaeval  monuments- 
frescoes,  mosaics,  and  sculptures — of  the  Roman  school,  having 
been  reappointed  Fellow  for  1915-1916. 

George  E.  Plaisted,  Jr.,  Fellow  in  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance 
Studies:  A.B.,  Harvard  1914.  Mr.  Plaisted  had  not  started  for 
Europe  before  the  declaration  of  war.  He  was  permitted  to 
remain  at  Harvard  and  pursue  his  studies  there,  where  he  re- 
ceived his  A.M.  degree  in  June,  1915.  During  the  year  he  wrote 
two  papers,  one  on  Nicola  d' Apulia,  and  the  other  on  the  En- 
throned Madonna  in  Venetian  Art. 

LECTURES 

The  lecture  system  of  the  Institute  is  under  the  direction  of 
the  General  Secretary,  and  the  lectures  given  during  1914-1915 
are  fully  covered  in  his  report. 

I  take  this  opportunity,  however,  of  expressing,  on  behalf  of 
the  Institute,  to  those  who  have  lectured  before  its  various  socie- 
ties during  the  year  1914-1915  its  deep  appreciation  of  their 
services  to  the  Institute:  Eugene  P.  Andrews,  Edgar  J.  Banks, 
Clarence  P.  Bill,  Mrs.  J.  H.  Brewster,  George  Bryce,  Mitchell 
Carroll,  E.  W.  Clark,  Albert  T.  Clay,  Charles  T.  Currelly, 
Walter  Dennison,  H.  Rushton  Fairclough,  Richard  Fuller,  H.  H. 
Gowen,  Edith  Hall  Dohan,  Ales  Hrdlicka,  George  Grant  Mac- 
Curdy,  I.  J.Peritz,  Garrett  Chatfield  Pier,  L.  Earle  Rowe,  Wallace 
N.  Stearns,  Clarence  Ward,  Langdon  Warner,  John  G.  Winter. 
Its  sense  of  obligation  is  all  the  greater  for  the  reason  that,  in 
most  cases,  the  service  was  performed  without  remuneration. 

Secretaries  of  the  various  societies  report  a  very  successful  lec- 
ture season,  and  that  the  lectures  offered  proved  unusually  in- 
teresting both  in  subject  matter  and  in  presentation. 
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EXCAVATION  AND  EXPLORATION 

In  spite  of  war  conditions  in  Europe,  the  School  at  Athens 
was  able  to  complete  its  usual  campaign  of  excavation  at  Corinth. 
The  Excavation  Fund  proved  a  real  relief  fund  in  providing  labor 
for  the  peasants  who  were  suffering  both  from  the  economic 
stagnation  due  to  the  war  and  the  increased  cost  in  the  necessa- 
ries of  life,  due  to  the  same  conditions.  Excavation  was  carried 
on  in  the  region  of  the  Peribolus  of  Apollo,  and  the  eastern 
limit  of  the  Agora  was  also  determined,  while  in  the  vicinity 
an  early  settlement  was  found  with  traces  of  a  building  of  the  Meg- 
aron  type,  and  pottery  remains  which  show  an  extensive  range 
of  Mycenaean  forms. 

The  Director  of  the  School  at  Santa  F£  reports  upon  three 
expeditions  in  the  vicinity  of  Santa  F£,  in  two  of  which  the 
School  participated.  These  were  the  inauguration  of  an  exca- 
vation at  Pecos  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  A.  V.  Kidder,  of  the 
archaeological  department  of  Philips  Academy,  and  of  another 
at  Otowi  for  the  Commercial  Museum  at  Philadelphia  in  charge 
of  Mrs.  L.  W.  W.  Wilson,  with  Mr.  Wesley  Bradfield,  Museum 
Assistant  in  Santa  Fe*,  in  direct  supervision  of  the  work.  Mr. 
Frank  Springer,  accompanied  by  Carlos  Vierra  and  K.  M. 
Chapman,  artists  of  the  School,  explored  two  hundred  caves  in 
the  Rito  de  los  Frijoles  and  examined  a  large  number  of  mural 
decorations  graven  upon  the  walls  with  bone  needles  or  stone 
awls.  Interesting  excavations  were  also  carried  on  near  Aztec, 
New  Mexico,  under  the  auspices  of  the  St.  Louis  Society  of  the 
Institute,  with  Mr.  Earle  Morris,  formerly  of  the  School,  in 
charge. 

As  stated  in  my  last  report,  plans  for  new  excavations  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Institute  on  the  eastern  shores  of  the  Medi- 
terranean are  necessarily  postponed  on  account  of  war  conditions. 
The  Institute,  however,  has  at  its  disposal  a  fund  sufficient  for 
a  year's  campaign  on  some  important  site,  and  work  can  be  begun 
as  soon  as  peace  has  been  declared  and  permits  can  be  obtained. 

PUBLICATION 

Concerning  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology  there  is 
need  of  adding  little  to  what  has  been  said  in  previous  reports. 
It  continues  to  maintain  the  high  standards  already  set,  which 
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have  won  for  it  a  recognized  place  on  both  sides  the  Atlantic 
as  an  organ  for  the  publication  of  the  results  of  the  research  of 
the  investigator  and  the  scholar  in  the  archaeological  field.  Con- 
siderable improvement  has  been  made  in  the  illustrations  with- 
out adding  to  the  budget  appropriation. 

Art  and  Archaeology,  now  in  its  second  year,  is  proving  a 
valuable  asset  to  the  Institute  not  only  by  stimulating  a  more 
general  interest  in  archaeology  outside  of  the  Institute  mem- 
bership, but  by  retaining  the  interest  of  its  members.  To 
this  cause  is  largely  due  the  increase  in  membership  in  the 
United  States  during  the  past  year,  when,  by  reason  of  un- 
favorable economic  conditions,  we  had  every  reason  to  ex- 
pect a  shrinkage.  The  intrinsic  merit  of  the  articles  is  shown 
by  the  requests  for  permission  to  reprint  which  have  come 
from  other  magazines,  some  of  them  foreign.  The  editors 
report  an  abundance  of  material,  more  in  fact  than  can  find 
a  place  in  the  magazine  with  only  six  issues  a  year  of  the 
present  size.  It  is  very  desirable  that  it  be  converted  into  a 
monthly  as  soon  as  possible.  The  administration  has  now  be- 
fore it  the  proposal  of  a  publisher  who  offers  to  convert  the  mag- 
azine into  a  monthly,  increase  the  size  of  the  page,  the  number 
of  pages  and  of  the  illustrations,  at  the  same  time  improving 
the  quality,  and  to  relieve  the  Institute  in  large  measure  of  the 
burden  of  promotion.  This  proposal  will  be  laid  before  the 
Executive  Committee  at  its  next  meeting,  and,  if  accepted 
with  such  modifications  as  have  already  been  suggested  by  both 
sides,  will  not  only  furnish  an  improved  magazine,  but  will  make 
it  not  only  self  supporting  but  also  a  source  of  revenue  before 
the  end  of  five  years. 

The  BULLETIN  has  now  been  converted  into  a  year  book  con- 
taining the  Minutes  and  Reports,  printed  in  a  very  limited  edi- 
tion, and  issued  only  to  members  of  the  Council,  the  officers 
listed  in  the  Directory,  and  other  members  who  request  it. 

FINANCES 

The  fiscal  year  covered  by  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  began 
July  1,  1914.  The  outbreak  of  the  European  war  on  August 
4,  coming  as  a  climax  to  the  depression  of  the  year  before,  pro- 
duced financial  conditions  such  as  the  country  had  not  experienced 
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since  the  founding  of  the  Institute.  From  the  outset  it  was 
apparent  that  the  income  of  the  Institute  for  the  year  would 
be  affected  to  a  considerable  degree,  and  that  it  must  inevitably 
fall  below  the  estimated '  figures  of  the  Budget  of  1914-1915 
passed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  in  Montreal  on  January 
3,  1914.  (BULL.,  Vol.  IV.)  Steps  were  at  once  taken  to  cut 
down  expenditures  to  meet  the  probable  loss  of  income,  as  in- 
dicated in  my  last  report  (BULL.,  V,  p.  9).  It  is  gratifying  to 
be  able  to  state  that  the  Institute  has  come  through  a  most 
critical  year  without  having  to  draw  upon  its  capital  and  without 
a  deficit  of  any  sort.  This  result  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
generous  cooperation  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Institute  to  whom 
the  thanks  of  the  Council  are  due. 

The  details  of  income  and  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1915,  are  given  in  full  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  on 
pp.  50-55. 

In  accordance  with  the  procedure  of  the  last  two  reports  each 
side  of  the  main  balance  sheet  has  been  divided  into  two  parts 
in  order  to  segregate  what  may  fairly  be  considered  as  current 
income  from  the  rest  of  the  year's  receipts,  such  as  life  member- 
ship fees,  and  to  distinguish  the  current  expenditures  of  the  year 
from  expenditures  from  special  funds  and  expenditures  which 
fall  outside  of  the  budget. 

The  total  current  receipts  were  $22,556.22  and  the  total  cur- 
rent expenditures  $24,882.97,  but  in  order  to  make  a  true  com- 
parison between  receipts  and  expenditures  it  is  necessary  to 
subtract  from  both  sides  that  portion  of  the  accounts  of  Art 
and  Archaeology  not  covered  by  subscriptions  and  the  budget 
appropriation,  since  this  portion  of  the  expenditures  for  Art 
and  Archaeology  was  covered  by  a  guarantee  fund,  the  greater 
part  of  which  was  collected  in  the  fiscal  year  1913-1914  but  not 
spent  until  the  fiscal  year  of  1915-1916;  these  accounts  will  be 
analyzed  in  the  report  of  the  Managing  Editor  and  will  be  found 
to  show  a  balance  of  income  over  expenditure.  Including  that 
part  of  the  accounts  of  Art  and  Archaeology  which  are  based 
upon  subscriptions  and  the  Institute  appropriation,  the  current 
receipts  for  the  year  were  $21,506.22  and  the  current  expenditures 
$20,636.40,  leaving  a  balance  of  $869.92.  If  we  turn  to  the  second 
division  of  expenditures  entitled  Expenditures  for  Special  Pur- 
poses, the  Ruth  Emerson  Fletcher  bequest,  and  the  account  of 
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the  School  of  Archaeology  in  China  have  to  do  with  special  funds 
deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  and  disbursed  by 
him.  They  figure  in  the  bank  balance  but  form  no  part  of  the 
Institute's  current  accounts.  The  two  other  non-budgetary 
items  of  $47.61  and  $15.79  were  paid  out  of  Institute  funds  and 
should  be  deducted  from  the  above  balance,  reducing  it  to 
$806.52.  The  balance  in  the  bank  on  June  30,  1915,  was 
$7,203.00.  This  figure  includes  $3,000.00  of  life  membership 
fees  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  invested  during  the  current  year. 
The  receipts  in  annual  dues  were  $15,730.70  as  against  $19,000, 
estimated  in  the  budget  made  at  the  Montreal  meeting  of  the 
Council.  The  greatest  decrease  was  in  the  Department  of 
Canada,  where  the  effect  of  war  has  naturally  been  greater 
than  in  the  United  £tates.  The  receipts  from  Canada  were 
$1,304.25  for  1914-15,  as  against  $2,087.50  in  1913-1914,  and 
$4,389.95  in  1912-13.  On  the  other  hand  the  receipts  from  the 
Societies  in  the  United  States  were  $14,426.45  as  against  $14,- 
325.00  last  year.  With  financial  conditions  in  the  United  States 
showing  constant  improvement,  there  is  every  reason  for  opti- 
mism, and  the  receipts  for  1915-1916  should  show  a  decided 
increase. 

THE  SPECIAL  MEETING  IN  CALIFORNIA 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Council  at  the  Montreal 
meeting,  which  was  confirmed  at  its  meeting  in  Philadelphia, 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Institute  for  the  reading  of  papers  was 
held  in  San  Francisco,  August  2  to  4,  and  an  adjourned  session 
at  San  Diego  in  the  early  part  of  the  following  week.  In  both 
places  the  Institute  was  the  guest  of  the  Exposition  authorities 
and  of  the  local  societies  of  the  Institute.  By  the  Panama- 
Pacific  Exposition  the  Institute  was  presented  with  a  com- 
memorative bronze  medal,  and  August  2  was  designated  as 
Archaeological  Institute  of  America  Day  at  the  Exposition. 
Owing  to  the  date  of  the  meeting,  which  fell  in  the  middle  of 
the  summer  vacation,  the  attendance  from  the  eastern  sections  of 
the  United  States  was  small.  The  societies  on  the  Pacific  slope 
were,  however,  well  represented.  The  program  was  unusually 
interesting  both  in  the  number  of  quality  and  papers  read,  and  the 
meeting  served  to  stimulate  the  interest  of  the  societies  west  of 
the  Rockies. 
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THE  OFFICE  IN  WASHINGTON 

The  work  of  the  office  in  Washington  has  been  unusually 
heavy  during  the  past  year,  since  the  business  management  of 
Art  and  Archaeology,  and  also  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archae- 
ology, has  been  added  to  the  usual  routine.  A  full  statement  of 
the  work  of  the  office  for  the  year  will  be  found  in  the  report  of 
the  General  Secretary. 

THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  TREASURER 

Mr.  Willard  V.  King,  after  serving  the  Institute  for  many 
years,  first  as  Treasurer  of  the  American  School  of  Classical 
Studies  in  Rome,  and  then  as  Treasurer  of  the  Institute,  found 
himself  compelled  by  pressure  of  other  duties  to  resign  the  Treas- 
urership.  It  was  with  deep  regret,  and  with  grateful  apprecia- 
tion for  his  services  to  the  Institute  that  his  resignation  was 
accepted  by  the  Executive  Committee.  In  his  place  it  elected 
Mr.  Charles  Hallem  Keep,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Columbia  Trust  Company  of  New  York.  Mr.  Keep  was 
one  of  the  Assistant  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury  at  Washington 
during  the  Roosevelt  administration,  and  is  a  man  of  wide  ex- 
perience in  the  financial  world.  His  position  as  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Columbia  Trust  Company  renders 
unnecessary  any  transfer  of  the  Institute  accounts  or  any  dis- 
turbance of  existing  arrangements. 

In  conclusion  let  me  say  that  conditions  in  the  country  at 
large  are  now  more  favorable  than  at  any  time  since  the  depres- 
sion of  1912-1913,  that  the  Institute  has  already  begun  to  feel 
the  reaction,  that  there  is  now  every  reason  for  optimism,  and 
that,  should  the  close  of  the  war  come  in  the  near  future,  the 
Institute  will  be  in  a  position  to  take  advantage  of  the  larger 
opportunities  which  will  be  open  to  it  after  the  conclusion  of 
peace.

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SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL 
SECRETARY  OF  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  IN- 
STITUTE OF  AMERICA 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  work  of 
the  office  of  the  General  Secretary  for  the  fiscal  year,  July  1, 
1914,  to  June  30,  1915. 

THE  WASHINGTON  OFFICE 

Owing  to  the  increase  of  work  incident  to  the  publishing  of 
Art  and  Archaeology,  we  greatly  feel  the  need  of  larger  quarters 
and  of  a  larger  clerical  staff.  At  present  we  occupy  two  rooms 
on  the  third  floor  of  the  Octagon  and  have  three  regular  clerks; 
additional  clerical  help  is  necessary  from  time  to  time.  The 
summary  of  the  correspondence  during  the  past  fiscal  year, 
July  1,  1914  to  June  30,  1915,  compared  with  that  of  the  previous 
year  gives  some  idea  of  the  expansion  of  our  activities.  The 
total  number  of  pieces  handled  during  1913-1914  was  13,118 
(See  BULL.  V,  p.  13);  during  1914-1915,  it  was  26,736.  This  is 
one  evidence  that  the  work  of  the  office  has  more  than  doubled 
within  twelve  months.

The  above  tables  give  the  membership  of  the  Institute  together 
with  the  sums  received  by  the  Affiliated  Societies  and  those  trans- 
mitted to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  from  the  treasurers  of 
the  Affiliated  Societies  for  the  fiscal  year  closing  June  30,  1915. 
The  Financial  Statements  of  the  Treasurers  of  the  Societies 
follow  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  in  spite  of  the  uncertain  financial 
conditions  incident  to  the  war,  there  has  been  in  the  United 
States  a  net  increase  of  38  in  annual  members  over  1913-1914 
and  a  considerable  increase  in  the  receipts  from  annual  fees  and 
the  sums  transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute.  The 
Department  of  Canada,  however,  has  suffered  seriously  because 
of  the  direct  personal  interest  of  our  Canadian  members  in  the 
progress  of  the  European  War.  The  statement  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  Canada  points  this  out.  It  has  seemed 
wise  to  retain  on  our  rolls  members  of  Societies  which  have  felt 
compelled  to  suspend  their  activities,  and  to  defer,  for  the  pres- 
ent, request  for  payment  of  the  annual  fee.  Doubtless  all  our 
Canadian  Societies  will  enter  again  into  full  participation  in 
the  work  of  the  Institute  after  peace  is  restored.

-The  "Extension  Lectures"  inaugurated  by  the  San  Francisco, 
Syracuse  and  Rochester  Societies  in  previous  years  have  been 
maintained  and  are  meeting  with  increasing  favor.  Owing  to 
the  distractions  of  the  war  and  of  the  two  expositions  on  the 
Pacific  Coast,  the  Summer  Schools  of  Art  and  Archaeology  were 
omitted,  but  they  will  be  resumed  during  the  summer  of  1916. 
We  cannot  express  too  gratefully  our  debt  of  obligation  to  the 
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many  lecturers  who  have  given  freely  of  their  time,  their  ener- 
gies, and  their  scholarship  for  the  benefit  of  the  Societies  and  the 
general  public.  The  total  of  lectures  given  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Institute  during  1914-1915  was  more  than  two  hundred, 
and  if  our  lecturers  received  the  usual  university  honorarium  of 
fifty  dollars  per  lecture,  the  Department  of  Lectures  would  rep- 
resent a  capitalization  of  ten  or  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  The 
lectures  more  than  anything  else  maintain  the  effectiveness  of 
the  Societies,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  note  that  a  steadily  increasing 
number  of  them  are  arranging  monthly  lectures  from  November 
to  April  inclusive. 

III.  DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLICATIONS 
1.  American  J ournal  of  Archaeology 

The  Financial  Statement  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeol- 
ogy appears  on  page  56  after  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Institute.  The  transfer  of  publication  to  The  Rumford  Press 
has  resulted  in  a  considerable  saving,  as  is  shown  by  a  comparison 
of  the  cost  of  the  four  numbers  mentioned  in  this  report  with 
similar  numbers  mentioned  in  previous  reports.  (Compare 
BULL.  IV,  p.  59,  and  BULL.  VI,  p.  56.) 

The  decline  in  receipts  from  subscriptions  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  many  of  our  foreign  subscribers  have  been  compelled  to 
postpone  payment  on  account  of  the  war.  The  receipts  from 
subscriptions  and  publications,  July  1,  1914-June  30,  1915,  were 
as  follows:

2.  Bulletin  of  the  Archaeological  Institute 

Beginning  with  Volume  V,  the  BULLETIN  has  been  published 
as  an  Annual  dated  in  December  and  containing  the  annual 
reports.  This  has  greatly  reduced  the  cost,  the  BULLETIN  of 
1914  costing  $514.18  as  compared  with  $1082.31  for  the  preced- 
ing year. 

3.  Art  and  Archaeology 

The  principal  event  of  the  year  in  the  work  of  the  Institute 
has  been  the  steady  progress  made  by  the  new  non-technical 
magazine,  Art  and  Archaeology,  the  first  number  of  which  ap- 
peared July,  1914.  We  wish  to  add  to  the  list  of  Guarantors 
published  in  the  last  number  of  the  BULLETIN  (See  BULL.  Vol. 
V,  p.  17)  the  following:

Owing  to  the  fact  that  four-fifths  of  the  first  installment 
was  collected  during  the  year  preceding  the  first  number  of  the 
magazine,  it  was  not  necessary  to  call  in  the  second  installment 
before  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  thousand  dollars  that 
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was  added,  making  a  total  of  $5,250,  represents  generally  the  first 
payment  of  individual  guarantors. 

The  assets  of  Art  and  Archaeology  in  the  treasury  of  the  Insti- 
tute for  the  fiscal  year  closing  June  30, 1915,  were:  Guaranty  Fund, 
$5,250;  Institute  Appropriation,  $750;  Subscriptions  remitted 
Treasurer,  $2,250.  The  total  cost  of  Volume  I  was  $4,765.73 
and  General  Expenses,  $2,030.84,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  July 
1,  1915,  of  $1,453.43.  (For  tables,  see  statement,  BULLETIN, 
pp.  58-59).  The  circulation  of  Volume  I,  No.  6  (May,  1915)  was 
as  follows :

The  steady  increase  in  subscribers  during  the  first  year  is  very 
gratifying,  as  the  magazine  has  been  only  on  a  bi-monthly 
basis.  In  order  that  our  subscription  list  may  grow  with  ever 
increasing  ratio,  it  is  essential  that  the  magazine  become  a  month- 
ly at  the  earliest  possible  date. 

The  College  Art  Association  at  its  annual  meeting  in  Buffalo, 
May,  1915,  adopted  Art  and  Archaeology  as  the  organ  of  the 
Association.  We  have  also  acquired  the  subscription  list  of 
the  Records  of  the  Past  which  suspended  publication  about  the 
tune  that  the  first  number  of  Art  and  Archaeology  was  issued. 
We  have  already  in  cash  and  bills  receivable  more  than  enough 
to  cover  the  initial  obligation  involved,  and  we  have  thus  added 
to  our  list  a  number  of  subscribers  who  for  years  have  been  tak- 
ing an  archaeological  magazine  and  whom  we  may  regard  as  a 
valuable  and  permanent  portion  of  our  constituency. 

We  have  a  valued  file  of  appreciations  of  the  magazine 
sent  us  by  guarantors,  subscribers  and  others,  and  Art  and 
Archaeology  more  than  any  other  agency  has  maintained  and 
increased  the  membership  of  the  Institute  during  the  unsettled 
financial  conditions  since  the  beginning  of  the  European  War. 
If  the  Institute  paid  even  half  the  subscription  price  for  every

member  who  receives  it,  Art  and  Archaeology  would  be  already 
almcst  self-sustaining. 

When  the  magazine  becomes  a  monthly,  and  we  so  recommend 
beginning  with  the  January  1916  number,  and  appears  in  a  larger 
and  more  elegant  form,  the  prospects  of  its  becoming  the  leading 
art  magazine  of  the  country  will  be  greatly  enhanced.  It  will 
be  well  also  to  give  some  recognition  to  the  subscribers,  all  of 
whom  are  potential  members,  by  organizing  them  into  an  Art 
and  Archaeology  League  or  otherwise  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Institute.  This  will  remove  the  demand  for  an  associate  mem- 
bership at  a  smaller  annual  fee,  and  will  greatly  facilitate  the 
securing  of  subscribers.  Recommendations  to  this  effect  will  be 
presented  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

FIELD  WORK 

The  General  Secretary  has  spent  considerable  time  in  the  field 
visiting  most  of  the  Societies  on  the  Eastern  and  Central  circuits. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Western  States  presents  his  own  report 
of  the  activities  and  needs  of  the  Societies  in  his  territory  and 
tells  of  the  Special  Sessions  in  San  Francisco  and  San  Diego  in 
connection  with  the  two  expositions.  I  feel  under  many  obliga- 
tions to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Institute  and  the  officers  of  the 
the  Affiliated  Societies,  whose  whole-hearted  and  effective  co- 
operation have  maintained  the  work  of  the  Institute  during 
the  past  year. 

Membership  in  the  Institute  was  never  more  desirable  than 
now,  and  with  the  improved  financial  conditions  throughout 
the  country  I  feel  that  we  should  enter  upon  an  organized  cam- 
paign to  double  our  membership  and  financial  resources,  and 
to  secure  10,000  subscribers  for  Art  and  Archaeology  within  the 
next  few  years.  By  united  effort  this  can  surely  be  accom- 
plished by  the  time  of  our  fortieth  anniversary  in  1919. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  General  Secretary  necessarily 
coincides  with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Institute.  A  supplementary 
report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council,  outlining  the  work  of 
the  first  half  of  the  present  fiscal  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY  FOR  THE 
WESTERN  STATES 

To  the  President  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

The  chief  event  in  the  life  of  the  western  Societies  in  the  past 
year  has  been  the  Special  Meeting  of  the  Institute,  held  last  August 
in  San  Francisco,  and  at  the  neighboring  universities,  in  conjunc- 
tion with  the  American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science.  Representatives  of  most  of  the  Societies  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  were  present. 

Four  sessions  for  the  reading  of  papers  were  held,  and  at  two 
evening  meetings  two  addresses  on  archaeological  subjects  were 
delivered.  At  the  first  evening  session,  held  in  the  California 
Building,  Exposition  ^Grounds,  August  2,  when  about  two  hun- 
dred people  were  present,  President  Shipley,  on  behalf  of  the 
Institute,  received  from  the  Exposition  authorities,  a  bronze 
commemorative  medal.  The  second  evening  session  was  com- 
bined with  a  dinner  at  which  outside  members  were  guests  of 
the  San  Francisco  Society.  There  were  forty-four  present. 
The  attendance  at  the  ordinary  sessions  varied  from  fifty  to  one 
hundred  people.  Nineteen  papers  were  presented. 

An  Adjourned  Session  of  the  Special  Meeting,  held  at  the 
invitation  of  the  President  of  the  Panama-California  Exposition, 
took  place  on  August  11  and  12,  1915,  in  San  Diego,  California. 
Three  meetings  were  held,  two  in  the  Exposition  Grounds,  and 
one  in  the  Open-Air  Greek  Theatre,  Point  Loma.  Visiting 
members  enjoyed  an  automobile  excursion,  a  luncheon  and  a 
reception  given  by  the  San  Diego  Society;  also  a  reception  with 
garden  party  and  supper,  given  by  Mme.  Katherine  Tingley  and 
the  Faculty  of  Raja  Yoga  College,  who  also  provided  the  Greek 
Theatre  and  invited  the  members  of  the  Institute  to  be  special 
guests  at  a  performance  of  "A  Midsummer  Night's  Dream." 

Of  the  six  papers  presented,  one  was  in  the  form  of  a  lecture- 
excursion,  conducted  by  Dr.  Edgar  L.  Hewett.  Abstracts  of  the 
others  will  be  published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology. 

The  Los  Angeles  Society  also  tendered  delightful  courtesies 
to  visiting  members  on  August  10,  giving  them  an  automobile 
trip  which  included  a  visit  to  the  La  Brea  pits  and  the  Southwest 
Museum,  a  luncheon  and  a  dinner,  while  Charles  F.  Lummis 
furnished  hospitality  at  his  home  in  an  afternoon  reception. 
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The  interest  aroused  in  Archaeology  by  the  architecture  and 
the  special  exhibits  secured  for  the  Panama-California  Exposi- 
tion by  the  School  of  American  Archaeology,  will  doubtless  be 
felt  to  some  extent  by  all  Societies  of  the  Institute,  but  chiefly 
by  those  in  the  west.  The  San  Diego  Society  itself  has  become 
a  model  for  others.  Though  one  of  the  youngest,  it  now  has  a 
membership  of  nearly  one  hundred.  Another  fact  to  be  recog- 
nized is  that  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  at  San  Francisco 
also  furnished  an  interesting  archaeological  exhibit  in  architec- 
tural types  and  decorative  motifs,  while  some  special  features, 
such  as  the  Canessa  collection  in  the  Italian  Pavilion,  had  a 
distinct  value  for  students  of  Greek  and  Mediaeval  art.

The  year  covered  by  this  report  has  been  most  unsatisfactory 
from  a  financial  point  of  view.  Four  of  our  societies  have  found 
it  necessary  to  suspend  active  operations  until  the  close  of  the 
war;  and  in  all  cases  collection  of  fees  has  been  rendered  difficult 
by  the  fact  that  many  members  are  in  active  service  abroad, 
and  there  are  others  who  feel  the  burden  of  the  many  calls  made 
upon  them  to  aid  in  the  various  works  of  relief. 

It  is  probable  that  there  will  be  a  further  decrease  in  receipts 
during  the  fiscal  year  1915-1916.  It  is  advisable  therefore  that 
the  Institute  should  limit  expenditures  in  Canada  by  cancelling 
the  course  of  lectures  that  involves  any  direct  expenditure  and 
also  by  limiting  the  distribution  of  the  Journal  and  Art  and 
Archaeology  to  life  members  and  such  annual  members  as  have 
paid  their  fees  for  the  past  fiscal  year.  It  has  been  found  im- 
possible to  make  any  definite  statement  of  the  membership  of 
our  societies  owing  to  the  circumstances  already  stated.

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  on  the  affairs 
of  the  School  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1915. 

The  death  of  Professor  J.  Irving  Manatt,  Professor  in  Brown 
University,  took  place  on  February  13,  1915.  Professor  Manatt 
became  a  member  of  the  Managing  Committee  in  1£03,  shortly 
after  his  appointment  to  his  professorship  in  Frown  University. 
For  years  before  this,  however,  when  he  was  U.  S.  Consul  in 
Athens,  he  had  been  familiar  with  the  School,  and  had  often 
shown  his  interest  in  its  work.  Fis  profound  and  enthusiastic 
belief  in  the  permanent  value  of  the  contribution  of  Greek  civili- 
zation to  the  world,  and  his  power  of  presenting  this  belief  in  an 
interesting  and  lively  way  made  him  a  persuasive  advocate  of 
classical  stud'es.  The  adny'rable  manner,  too,  in  which  he  trans- 
lated and  edited  Tsountas's  work  on  Mycenaean  antiquities 
placed  a  large  circle  of  scholars  and  readers  under  obligation  to 
him. 
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By  the  death,  on  June  9,  1915,  of  Professor  William  R.  Ware, 
Professor  Emeritus  in  Columbia  University,  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee has  lost  one  of  its  oldest  members  and  one  who  rendered 
most  important  service  to  the  School  in  its  earlier  years.  Profes- 
sor Ware  was  elected  to  the  Committee  in  1885,  at  the  time  when 
the  plan  of  erecting  a  building  on  the  slopes  of  Lycabettus  was 
first  proposed.  He  planned  the  house  (see  fifth  and  sixth  Annual 
Reports)  which  has  been  occupied  by  the  School  for  nearly  thirty 
years,  and,  since  the  recent  addition  to  the  building  conforms 
closely  in  style  to  the  original  part  and  was  indeed  thought  of  by 
Mr.  Ware  at  the  beginning,  he  may  be  said  to  have  determined 
the  general  character  of  the  enlarged  structure.  In  1890  Pro- 
fessor Ware  was  in  Athens  for  a  considerable  time,  and  gave  his 
services  to  carry  ou,t  certain  improvements  in  the  house  and 
grounds,  which  were  much  needed.  For  a  good  many  years  he 
made  the  arrangements  for  the  meetings  of  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee in  the  rooms  of  the  School  of  Architecture,  at  Columbia,  and 
in  many  ways  he  showed  an  unfailing  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  School. 

A  third  krs  to  the  Committee,  though  strictly  falling  outside 
the  p:riod  covered  by  this  report,  may  be  mentioned  here.  On 
September  12,  1915,  the  death  of  Professor  Martin  L.  D'Ooge 
of  the  University  of  Michigan  occurred.  Professor  D'Ooge  was 
elected  to  the  Managing  Committee  in  1883;  he  was  Director  of 
the  School  in  1886-1887,  when  he  laid  the  cornerstone  of  the 
present  building.  Almost  exactly  twenty-six  years  later  he  laid 
the  corner-stone  of  the  recent  addition.  For  over  thirty  years 
he  has  kept  in  close  touch  with  the  actual  work  of  the  school  both 
in  this  country  and  in  Greece  where  he  spent  much  time,  especially 
in  connection  with  work  for  his  excellent  book  on  the  Acropolis. 
His  frank  and  kindly  nature,  and  quiet  enthusiasm  made  him  a 
ready  helper  in  all  things  that  concerned  the  School,  and  he  will 
be  sorely  missed  in  its  management. 

Two  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee within  the  year — Professor  Caroline  M.  Gait  of  Mt. 
Holyoke  College  and  Professor  Alice  Walton  of  Wellesley. 

The  Managing  Committee  welcomes  most  heartily  the  desire 
for  a  closer  relation  with  your  Board  in  the  management  of  the 
School,  and  they  have  amended  their  Regulations  to  bring  them 
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into  harmony  with  the  revised  by-laws  of  the  Trustees.  The 
off  ce  of  a  special  Treasurer  of  the  Managing  Committee  has  been 
abolished,  thereby  greatly  simplifying  the  keeping  of  the  books. 
Regulation  II,  inasmuch  as  the  Committee  no  longer  has  a  sepa- 
rate treasurer,  has  been  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
"shall  disburse  the  annual  income  of  the  School,"  but  since  some 
further  changes  in  regard  to  arrangements  for  preparing  the  bud- 
get have  been  proposed,  the  Regulation  has  in  this  report  been 
left  in  its  original  form,  and  will  be  revised  in  the  rext  one. 

It  is  a  great  satisfaction  that  the  addition  to  the  School  building 
is  now  finished.  The  Director  reports  the  library  as  being  once 
more  in  order,  with  ample  room  for  its  normal  expansion.  The 
fact  that  the  original  part  of  the  building  was  found,  after  work 
had  been  started,  to  be  structurally  in  a  bad  condition  has  quite 
doubled  the  expense  of  the  whole  undertaking,  but  no  one  can 
question  the  economic  wisdom  of  providing  for  radical  repairs 
when  the  building  operations  were  going  on.  Every  possible  care 
has  been  taken  by  the  Director  and  Mr.  Thompson  that  all  the 
work  should  be  carefully  done,  and  we  may  feel  confident  that  the 
School  is  now  housed  in  a  thoroughly  serviceable  building. 

In  spite  of  the  perturbed  conditions  of  life  in  Europe,  the  work 
of  the  year  has  gone  forward  quietly  and  with  a  reasonable  de- 
gree of  regularity.  There  have  been,  however,  but  four  regular 
students  in  attendance,  Dr.  L.  R.  Dean,  Fellow  of  the  School, 
Mr.  E.  H.  Swift,  Fellow  of  the  Institute,  Dr.  Stephen  B.  Luce, 
Norton  Fellow  of  Harvard  University,  and  Mr.  W.  S.  Thompson, 
Fellow  in  Architecture,  the  latter  superintending  the  work  of 
construction  on  the  building.  Miss  Alice  Leslie  Walker,  former 
Fellow  of  the  School,  has  also  been  at  work  in  Greece  for  much  of 
the  year. 

Journeys  have  been  made  to  Crete,  to  Aetolia,  Acarnania  and 
Epirus,  and  of  course  to  the  sites  of  importance  nearer  Athens. 
Of  the  Fellows  Mr.  Swift  has  been  at  work  in  the  management  of 
the  excavations  and  in  the  preparation  of  a  study  of  the  recently 
discovered  sculptures;  he  was  also  in  Rome  for  a  time  during  the 
winter.  Dr.  Dean  has  been  engaged  in  the  study  of  the  Latin 
inscriptions  found  at  Corinth.  This  being  his  first  year  in  Athens, 
he  has  also  spent  much  time  in  more  general  work.  Since  the 
students  have  all  been  persons  of  considerable  maturity,  much 
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formal  lecturing  has  not  been  called  for,  but  during  the  winter 
the  Director  held  exercises  on  the  Acropolis  and  in  the  Epigraph- 
ical  Museum,  and  Messrs.  Dinsmoor  and  Blegen  have  given 
some  lectures  on  monuments  outside  the  Acropolis.  For  a  time 
during  the  spring  much  work  in  Corinth  fell  to  the  latter  and  to 
Mr.  Swift,  since  the  Director  was  for  several  weeks  confined  to 
his  room  with  an  injured  leg. 

The  excavations  at  Corinth  were  resumed  in  the  autumn  of 
last  year  and  carried  on  until  Christmas  time.  These  have  been 
mainly  in  the  region  of  the  Peribolus  of  Apollo,  the  location  of 
which  agrees  perfectly  with  the  description  of  Pausanias.  The 
discovery  also  of  the  eastern  limit  of  the  Agora  is  a  topographical 
result  of  importance.  The  excavations  of  1914  and  1915  have 
brought  to  light  an  interesting  and  impressive  series  of  Roman 
portrait  statues  of  Augustan  times.  Some  of  these  are  in  an 
excellent  state  of  preservation  and  are  of  good  workmanship. 

The  perseverance  of  the  excavators  in  seeking  for  a  Mycenaean 
site  in  the  neighborhood  of  Corinth  has  at  least  been  rewarded  by 
the  discovery,  on  a  slight  elevation  near  the  sea  and  the  line  of 
the  railway  to  the  south  and  west,  of  an  early  settlement.  There 
are  apparently  clear  traces  of  a  building  of  the  "Megaron"  type, 
and  the  pottery  exhibits  an  extensive  range  of  Mycenaean  forms. 
A  very  interesting  series  of  potsherds  has  been  obtained  by  sinking 
a  deep  trench  (some  5  metres)  down  to  hard-pan.  The  deposit  is 
regularly  stratified  and  reaches  back  to  neolithic  times,  thus 
yielding  valuable  specimens  of  early  pottery  in  regular  sequence. 
Mr.  Blegen,  who  has  had  charge  of  these  excavations,  and  to 
whom  much  credit  is  due  for  all  his  work,  has  had  the  great  ad- 
vantage of  help  from  Mr.  Wace,  the  Director  of  the  British 
School.  Mr.  Wace  most  generously  placed  his  unusual  knowl- 
edge of  prehistoric  pottery  at  the  service  of  our  excavators,  and 
our  sincere  thanks  are  due  him. 

In  commenting  upon  the  excavations  the  Director  makes  the 
following  remark,  which  sheds  light  on  the  conditions  in  Greece: 

In  one  aspect  our  work  has  a  new  character — as  a  recognized  means  of 
saving  the  poorer  people  of  one  small  community  from  acute  distress. 
The  economic  stagnation  due  to  the  European  war  coming  before  recovery 
had  more  than  begun  from  the  great  strain  of  the  two  Balkan  wars,  to- 
gether with  the  increase  in  the  cost  of  necessaries  of  life — due  also  to  the 
European  war — has  made  conditions  very  difficult  throughout  the  country. 
The  Excavation  Fund  this  year  comes  very  near  being  a  War  Relief  Fund. 
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In  the  matter  of  publication  the  following  facts  may  be  noted: 
The  Journal  of  Archaeology  will  shortly  print  a  report  of  Miss 
Walker's  and  Miss  Goldman's  excavations  at  Halae,  and  soon 
also  an  account  of  the  recent  discoveries  at  Corinth  may  be  ex- 
pected. Mr.  Dinsmoor's  extensive  study  of  the  Propylaea  and 
western  slope  of  the  Acropolis  has  gone  forward  satisfactorily, 
and  he  now  expects  to  be  able  to  complete  his  task  in  another 
year.  There  is  still  vexatious  delay  in  completing  the  book  on 
the  Erechtheum.  This  is  due  to  the  great  difficulty  of  uniting 
the  efforts  of  several  different  authors,  who  are  extremely  busy 
with  their  own  pressing  occupations.  The  editor  of  the  publica- 
tion, Dr.  Paton,  however,  reports  progress,  and  he  is  certainly 
doing  all  in  his  power  to  finish  his  work.  Meanwhile  he  has 
himself  gathered  a  good  deal  of  new  and  valuable  historical 
material. 

Visitors  have  naturally  been  few  during  the  year,  but  the 
Director  has  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  Professor  and  Mrs. 
Montgomery  of  the  School  in  Jerusalem,  Rev.  Willard  Reed  of 
the  Brown  and  Nichols  School  in  Cambridge,  Mass.,  Professor  E. 
V.  Robinson  of  the  University  of  Minnesota,  and  Messrs.  Gordon 
Allen  and  R.  B.  Seager,  former  members  of  the  School. 

The  officers  and  students  have  greatly  appreciated  the  friendly 
courtesy  of  the  Minister  of  the  Unites  States  and  Mrs.  Droppers, 
with  whose  household  our  relations  have  been  most  pleasant. 

We  are  as  usual  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs.  J.  Montgomery 
Sears  for  the  renewal  of  her  contribution  of  $1,500.  Sincere 
thanks  are  also  due  Mrs.  A.  C.  McGiffert,  Miss  Dorothy  Rich- 
ardson and  Mrs.  W.  S.  Ferguson  for  collecting  money  to  be  used 
in  the  purchase  of  a  piano  for  the  School.  About  $230  has  been 
sent  in  for  this  purpose. 

The  Secretary  reports  the  following  names  of  those  who  have 
contributed  books  and  pamphlets  to  the  library:  Professor  Percy 
Gardner  (1  vol.),  British  Museum  (1),  James  Loeb,  Esqr.

College  (3),  University  of  Colorado  (1),  Philological  Society 
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"Parnassos"  (1),  Messrs.  M.  C.  Crispi  (1),  A.  K.  Orlando  (1),  A. 
J.  B.  Wace  (1). 

For  the  coming  year  the  Committee  on  Fellowships  reports  the 
appointment  of  Ralph  Walter  Scott  of  Washington  and  Jefferson 
College,  a  graduate  student  at  Princeton,  as  Fellow  of  the  School, 
and  as  Fellow  of  the  Institute  that  of  Miss  Eleanor  Ferguson 
Rambo,  a  graduate  of  Bryn  Mawr  College,  Mr.  Scott  started 
out  on  the  ill-fated  "Athinai"  and  was  obliged  to  return  to  this 
country.  He  soon  after  sailed  again.  Miss  Rambo,  owing  to 
the  war,  will  not  go  out  this  year. 

Professor  Charles  Forster  Smith,  who  was  to  serve  as  Annual 
Professor  last  year  has  decided,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
authorities  of  the  School,  to  wait  another  year  before  entering 
upon  his  duties.  It  is,  not  likely  that  there  will  be  more  than  one 
or  at  most  two  students  in  residence  next  year,  and  the  disturbed 
state  of  affairs  is  of  course  not  favorable  to  a  scholar's  work.  We 
may  however  hope  that  the  scientific  occupations  of  the  School's 
officers  can  be  continued  without  excessive  interruption. 

The  Managing  Committee  has  learned  with  much  satisfaction 
of  Dr.  J.  C.  Hoppin's  plan  to  continue  excavation  at  deeper  levels 
on  the  site  of  the  Argive  Heraeum.  It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that 
this  plan  may  be  carried  out,  as  soon  as  the  European  situation  is 
more  favorable,  for  Dr.  Hoppin's  experience,  and  knowledge  of 
the  site,  render  him  peculiarly  fitted  to  carry  out  this  much  needed 
work. 

In  conclusion  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  in  this  time  of  interna- 
tional bitterness  that  the  German  Institute  has  elected  Mr.  Hill 
and  Mr.  Dinsmoor  to  its  membership.

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FOURTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGING 
COMMITTEE  OF  THE  AMERICAN  SCHOOL  OF 
ORIENTAL  RESEARCH  IN  JERUSALEM. 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

GENTLEMEN — During  the  year  which  has  just  closed,  the  work 
of  the  School  in  Jerusalem  has  temporarily  been  brought  to  a 
standstill  by  a  series  of  events  connected  with  the  European  war. 
First  came  the  abrogation  of  the  Capitulations,  in  October;  then 
followed  the  entrance  of  the  Turkish  Empire  into  the  conflict, 
soon  after  the  date  at  which  the  School  year  would  normally  have 
begun;  the  enforced  departure  of  our  Director,  Professor  Mont- 
gomery, from  Jerusalem,  in  December;  and  finally,  the  promul- 
gation of  the  new  Regulations  in  regard  to  foreign  educational 
institutions  in  the  Ottoman  Empire,  formally  made  in  April,  1915, 
but  not  to  go  into  effect  until  September. 

The  principal  provisions  of  the  new  Regulations  of  1915,  in  so 
far  as  they  concern  our  School,  are  the  following:  Henceforth,  no 
foreign  educational  institution  will  be  allowed  to  exist  in  the 
Ottoman  Empire  without  a  firman.  Institutions  not  having  such 
authorization,  but  in  active  existence  in  the  Empire  before  Octo- 
ber, 1912,  may  receive  the  necessary  firman  if  application  to  the 
proper  authorities  is  made  within  two  months  after  September 
18,  the  date  on  which  the  new  Regulations  go  into  effect.  Our 
School,  although  it  was  never  able  to  obtain  legitimation  under  the 
old  order,  should  have  no  difficulty  now  in  proving  that  it  was 
actually  "in  existence"  before  1912.  Unfortunately,  the  Capitu- 
lations were  abrogated  just  in  time  to  prevent  our  School  from 
receiving  the  full  official  authorization  which  under  the  old  "six 
months  clause"  it  seemed  certain  to  obtain  within  a  few  weeks 
without  further  effort  or  formality.  The  transfer  of  the  title  to 
the  School  property  is  thus  once  more  put  off.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  our  School  was  on  the  official  List  of  Recognized  For- 
eign Educational  Institutions  published  by  the  Turkish  Govern- 
ment in  1907.  This  List,  however,  is  expressly  disowned  in  the 
Regulations  of  1915,  with  the  statement  that  the  appearance  of 
the  name  of  an  institution  in  this  List  cannot  now  be  used  as  evi- 
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dence  that  the  institution  was  really  established  in  the  Empire 
at  that  time. 

The  obstacles  encountered  by  Professor  Montgomery,  in  at- 
tempting to  fulfill  the  duties  of  his  office,  are  described  in  his  re- 
port. All  that  a  Director  of  the  School  could  do  was  done  by 
him,  and  we  are  grateful  to  him  for  the  faithfulness  and  energy 
with  which  he  attended  to  our  interests,  making  his  way  to  Jeru- 
salem in  the  face  of  such  serious  difficulties,  and  remaining  at  his 
post  up  to  the  last  possible  moment.  To  Consul  Glazebrook  and 
Mr.  Gelat,  also,  our  warmest  thanks  are  due. 

The  Thayer  Fellow,  Mr.  Duncan,  began  work  in  the  Lebanon 
district  in  company  with  the  Director;  and  after  the  departure 
of  the  latter  for  Jerusalem,  he  continued  his  studies  in  Beirut  for 
several  months,  until  he  was  finally  obliged  to  leave  Syria  and  re- 
turn to  this  country!  He  submitted  a  detailed  report  to  the 
Managing  Committee,  and  received  a  portion  of  the  Fellowship 
fund  which  seemed  to  the  Committee  and  to  him  to  be  a  just 
award  under  the  circumstances. 

Among  the  events  of  the  year  in  the  home  administration,  it  is 
pleasant  to  chronicle  the  addition  of  the  University  of  Michigan 
to  the  list  of  our  Supporting  Institutions.  Some  new  circulars  of 
the  School,  printed  early  in  the  season,  were  held  back  temporarily 
from  distribution,  because  of  the  unfavorable  conditions  in  this 
country  as  well  as  abroad.  Dr.  Martin  Sprengling,  who  while 
Instructor  in  Harvard  University  was  provisionally  appointed  by 
our  Committee  as  Permanent  Director  in  Jerusalem,  has  now, 
with  our  hearty  approval,  taken  the  position  of  Assistant  Professor 
of  Semitic  Languages  in  the  University  of  Chicago.  We  are  glad 
to  keep  in  view  the  possibility  that  he  may  still  be  available  for 
us  in  the  future,  when  conditions  have  improved. 

Prof.  William  J.  Hinke,  of  Auburn  Theological  Seminary,  is 
now  under  appointment  as  the  next  annual  Director  of  the 
School.  We  can  only  hope  that  it  may  soon  be  possible  for  him 
to  assume  the  duties  of  his  post.  The  Thayer  Fellowship  has  not 
been  awarded  for  the  year  1915-1916.  The  examination  of 
candidates  for  the  year  1916-1917  will  be  announced  at  the  usual 
time,  however.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTOR 
1914-1915 

To  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental 
Research  in  Jerusalem: 

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows  upon  my 
activities  as  Director  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental  Re- 
search in  Jerusalem  for  1914-1915. 

With  Mrs.  Montgomery  and  my  three  children  I  sailed  from 
New  York  on  May  30,  1914,  and  travelled  as  directly  as  possible 
to  our  summer  destination  in  the  Lebanon.  I  was  accompanied 
on  the  voyage  by  James  P.  Duncan,  A.B.,  the  Thayer  Fellow, 
graduate  student  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  and  student 
in  the  Philadelphia  Divinity  School,  and  by  Mr.  Charles  A.  Cum- 
ings,  of  the  Philadelphia  Divinity  School,  and  his  family.  We 
reached  Beirut  within  three  weeks,  landing  June  19,  and  thence  I 
went  immediately  to  quarters  we  had  engaged  in  a  pension  at 
Abeih,  a  delightful  village  about  2300  ft.  above  the  Mediterranean. 
On  July  3  Prof.  Kemper  Fullerton,  of  Oberlin  Seminary,  arrived 
with  Mrs.  Fullerton  and  their  child.  They  remained  our  asso- 
ciates almost  all  the  time  until  the  spring,  and  their  companion- 
ship was  always  a  great  pleasure. 

Here,  in  this  half-Druze,  half-Christian  village,  we  settled  most 
comfortably  for  the  summer.  I  devoted  myself  to  vernacular 
Arabic  with  a  tutor  and  to  excursions  in  the  neighborhood.  There 
is  a  great  deal  of  archaeological  interest  in  southern  Lebanon,  and 
I  had  the  good  fortune  to  discover  a  Latin  votive  inscription,  a 
unicum  for  this  region,  and  to  make  some  other  finds.  The  latter 
part  of  the  summer  I  had  intended  to  spend  seeing  the  Lebanon 
and  northern  Syria,  but  the  outbreak  of  the  European  war  at  the 
beginning  of  August  rudely  interrupted  my  plans.  Apart  from 
the  uncertainties  which  always  prevail  in  the  Orient  in  such  condi- 
tions, we  at  once  felt  the  stringency  of  money,  as  no  gold  could  be 
obtained  on  letters  of  credit,  and  I  had  to  husband  the  small  stock 
I  had  with  me,  which  would  hardly  carry  me  through  the  sum- 
mer. Travel  was  also  impeded  by  the  general  confiscation  of 
horses  by  the  government.  Nevertheless  I  was  able  to  take  a 
week's  trip  by  stage  and  horse  about  southern  Lebanon,  by  way 
of  Sidon  and  Tyre,  the  Litany  and  Upper  Jordan  valleys,  and 
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back  through  the  center  of  Lebanon.  My  guide  was  Yusif 
Kan 'an,  who  has  been  associated  for  years  with  the  Palestine 
Exploration  Fund. 

The  Ottoman  Empire  mobilized  her  army  at  the  beginning  of 
the  war,  and  it  became  increasingly  probable  that  she  would  be 
drawn  into  it.  It  was  a  question  whether  I  should  venture  to 
Jerusalem.  But  I  determined  at  least  to  get  there.  Leaving 
Abeih  September  23,  we  made  a  short  excursion  to  Baalbek, 
where  we  spent  three  delightful  days,  the  only  sightseers  there  for 
months,  and  sailed  from  Beirut  on  the  27th,  reaching  Jaffa  the 
next  day.  Here  we  were  disturbed  by  the  reports  given  us  by 
some  English  missionaries,  friends  of  ours,  who  were  fleeing  the 
country;  they  urged  us  not  to  go  to  Jerusalem.  However,  we 
decided  to  go  up,  if  .only  for  a  day.  We  entered  the  Holy  City 
alongside  of  some  thousands  of  Turkish  troops,  who  had  been  out 
for  manoeuvres,  affording  us  a  dramatic  entrance. 

We  were  met  by  Mr.  Thomas  Gelat  and  his  son  Elias,  who  es- 
corted us  to  the  School.  Here  we  found  all  in  readiness  for  us, 
thanks  to  Mrs.  Stahel  and  her  niece,  who  proved  good  servants. 
Ten  days  later  Professor  Fullerton  and  his  family  arrived  and 
settled  at  the  American  colony.  The  School  thus  was  formally 
opened  with  the  Director  and  one  student,  in  addition  to  Dr. 
Spoer,  our  well-known  former  student.  Actually  the  School  was 
rather  a  faculty  with  three  professors  and  no  students.  Mr. 
Duncan  remained  in  the  Lebanon  and  did  not  come  to  Jerusalem. 

To  my  great  disappointment  I  have  to  record  the  things  which 
interfered  with  our  activities  rather  than  what  we  did.  The  lack 
of  ready  money  still  dogged  us.  I  reached  Jerusalem  with  but  a 
few  dollars,  but  was  fortunate  to  obtain  $500  from  home  by  ca- 
bling, although  with  a  discount  of  10  per  cent.  A  subsequent  tele- 
gram sent  shortly  before  my  departure  calling  for  more  money 
never  went  through,  and  I  do  not  know  what  I  should  have  done, 
had  I  stayed  longer.  With  these  small  funds  I  had  also  to  meet 
the  necessary  expenses  of  the  School,  taxes,  rent,  repairs. 

Political  events  developed  rapidly.  The  abrogation  of  the 
"Capitulations"  went  into  effect  October  1.  Practically  this 
meant  abolition  of  the  excellent  European  post  offices,  uncer- 
tainty of  rights  of  foreign  residents  and  of  the  privileges  of  foreign 
institutions.  Since  coming  home  I  have  received  a  copy  of  the 
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new  governmental  regulations  concerning  alien  institutions;  this 
I  append  and  recommend  to  your  legal  consideration. 

At  the  end  of  the  same  month  Turkey  went  to  war,  although 
formal  announcement  was  delayed  for  some  weeks.  However, 
it  was  signalized  by  the  closing  of  the  consulates  of  the  hostile 
powers  and  the  seizure  of  the  consuls  as  hostages.  Jerusalem 
now  became  avowedly  one  of  the  chief  garrison  towns  on  the  line 
of  the  expedition  against  Egypt.  The  government  levies  of 
money,  beasts  of  burden  and  food  supplies  grew  heavier  and  heav- 
ier, to  the  impoverishment  of  the  population.  About  the  middle 
of  November  the  Jihad  (Holy  War)  was  proclaimed,  without  much 
response  on  the  part  of  the  Muslims  but  to  the  consternation  of  all 
Christian  and  Jewish  natives;  the  current  gossip  talked  massacres, 
which  the  more  sensible  ones  easily  and  rightly  discounted.  The 
Jihad  was  celebrated  on  December  20  by  the  entry  into  the  city 
with  great  solemnities  of  an  ostensible  holy  banner  brought  from 
the  Prophet's  tomb  at  Medina.  Preparations  for  the  campaign 
against  Egypt  went  on  apace,  martial  law  came  more  and  more  to 
be  strictly  observed. 

Thus  expeditions  of  any  extent  on  our  part  were  prevented ;  we 
had  to  give  up  plans  we  had  formed  for  trips  to  Hebron  and 
Nablus.  We  were  able  to  go  to  Jericho  and  the  Dead  Sea, 
with  a  soldier  as  an  escort  for  fear  our  equipage  might  be  confis- 
cated. The  fear  was  well  grounded,  as  a  certain  incident  proved. 
We  got  to  Bethlehem,  to  Mar  Saba,  and  to  the  towns  north 
and  west  of  Jerusalem  within  a  day's  journey.  Otherwise  we 
were  confined  to  Jerusalem,  which  Dr.  Fullerton  and  I  saw  very 
thoroughly.  I  often  went  about  alone  in  the  neighborhood  and 
was  never  molested,  and  took  photographs  with  impunity,  al- 
though there  was  some  order  out  against  it,  as  I  afterwards  heard. 
But  even  in  Jerusalem  we  were  limited;  some  of  the  museums 
were  closed,  the  most  important  native  library  hid  its  books  away 
from  fear  of  seizure,  the  Dominican  Library  had  to  close;  it  was 
difficult  to  see  the  Muslim  shrines,  like  the  Haram  and  the  Tomb 
of  David.  But  I  am  happy  to  record  that  we  were  in  no  way 
personally  disturbed,  the  officials  treating  us  with  great  courtesy, 
and  that  there  was  no  disorder  or  violence.  The  government  in 
Jerusalem  kept  strict  discipline.  And  according  to  latest  advices 
I  have  had  thence,  we  could  have  remained  on  indefinitely  in  per- 
fect security. 
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Dr.  Fullerton  and  I,  very  naturally,  paid  special  attention  to 
the  topography  of  the  city.  We  also  had  the  opportunity  to 
study  at  our  leisure  the  remarkable  excavations  in  the  grounds 
of  the  Assumptionists — a  miniature  Roman  Palestinian  Pompeii; 
of  Captain  Weil  on  Ophel;  and  those  in  the  Greek  Convent  of 
Holy  Zion.  I  made  special  studies  of  some  high  places  in  the 
Valley  of  Hinnom,  so  far  as  I  know  hitherto  unnoticed,  and  of  a 
recently  excavated  subterranean  church  on  the  Mount  of  Of- 
fence. Unfortunately  I  had  to  leave  my  photographs  behind  in 
Jerusalem  upon  my  departure,  as  it  was  announced  that  all  such 
things,  as  also  all  papers,  would  be  seized.  I  was  fortunate  to  get 
my  manuscripts  through  by  having  them  visaed  by  the  censor. 

Socially,  and  I  might  add,  diplomatically,  our  relations  were 
most  delightful.  Many  of  the  well-known  scholars  were  away; 
the  German  School  was  not  opened,  that  of  the  Dominicans  was 
closed  by  the  war,  other  minor  schools  were  never  opened.  But 
the  smaller  circle  made  all  the  better  acquaintances,  and  our 
happiest  memories  will  be  of  our  friends  in  Jerusalem.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  speak  of  the  splendid  work  of  Dr.  Glazebrook,  Amer- 
ican Consul  in  Jerusalem.  Most  courteous  to  us  as  to  everyone, 
he  did  credit  to  the  American  nation  by  the  high  diplomatic  abil- 
ity he  showed  under  trying  circumstances.  While  protecting 
British  interests,  he  remained  persona  grata  with  the  government; 
he  had  much  to  do  with  the  distribution  of  the  large  sums  of  money 
poured  into  Palestine  for  Jewish  relief;  he  was  resorted  to  by  peo- 
ple of  all  nationalities.  Messrs.  Thomas  and  Elias  Gelat  were  all 
that  I  had  been  led  to  expect  of  them,  they  were  always  helpful 
and  thoughtful  of  us  in  the  busiest  year  that  ever  befell  the  Con- 
sulate. I  would  acknowledge  the  courtesies  of  the  Greek  and 
Armenian  Patriarchs,  of  P£re  Lagrange,  Canon  Hichens,  Probst 
and  Frau  Jeremias,  the  Rev.  Timotheos  Themelis,  librarian  to 
the  Greek  Patriarch,  Afrem  Barsom,  librarian  of  the  Syriac 
library,  and  the  fathers  of  the  Dormitiokloster.  Of  those  more 
in  private  life  I  would  name  Mahmud  Effendi  Husseiny,  the  Rev. 
Dr.  and  Mrs.  Spoer,  who  showed  us  the  way  on  some  charming 
excursions,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Herbert  E.  Clark,  whose  splendid  an- 
tique collections  were  at  our  service,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Selameh.  I 
had  most  pleasant  relations  with  the  Jewish  colony,  which  was 
less  disturbed  than  other  communities  by  the  war,  and  saw  much 
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of  Ben  Yehuda,  Professor  Leibschiitz  of  the  Jewish  Seminary, 
and  Dr.  Schazak.  Both  Dr.  Fullerton  and  I  wish  to  record  the 
great  kindness  and  helpfulness  shown  us  by  the  American  Colony. 
Without  their  most  intelligent  help  much  of  our  sojourn  would 
have  been  shorn  of  its  profit.  Mrs.  Montgomery  was  4<at  home" 
one  day  a  week  and  this  brought  quite  a  cosmopolitan  company  to 
the  School,  sometimes  with  queer  assemblages  of  political  enemies. 
The  School  was  neutral. 

During  the  three  months  we  spent  at  Jerusalem  we  had  many 
alarms  and  uncertainties,  and  never  knew  how  soon  we  should 
have  to  leave  the  country.  This  was  a  constant  barrier  to  sys- 
tematic and  connected  work.  Finally  on  December  21  I  heard 
that  orders  were  issued  that  all  foreign  residents  who  wished  to 
leave  must  go  before  the  28th.  The  next  day  I  saw  the  Consul 
and  he  advised  me  to  go  the  same  week.  Still  we  could  not  make 
up  our  minds  to  this,  and  Mrs.  Montgomery  and  I  visited  him  the 
next  day  to  learn  if  there  was  not  a  loophole  for  staying.  But 
with  all  courtesy  he  bade  us  leave.  The  reasons  were:  lack  of 
money,  shortage  in  the  necessities  of  life,  possible  disorders  in 
certain  military  contingencies.  We  had  to  obey.  We  left  Jeru- 
salem on  Thursday,  spent  the  next  day,  Christmas,  at  Jaffa,  and 
sailed  for  Alexandria  the  following  day,  being  accompanied  by  a 
large  number  of  English  missionaries  and  teachers  and  French 
nuns.  There  were  some  tense  scenes  at  the  embarkation  of  these 
refugees,  but  all  got  off  safely.  My  family  and  I  spent  three 
months  at  Cairo,  and  made  thence  a  trip  to  Luxor,  where  we 
stayed  ten  days,  Dr.  Fullerton  and  I  also  getting  as  far  as  Assouan. 
Thence  we  went  to  Athens  and  to  Rome.  I  acknowledge  grate- 
fully the  courtesies  of  Directors  Hill  and  Carter  of  our  Schools  in 
these  cities,  who  gave  me  the  full  privileges  of  their  institutions. 
We  sailed  from  Naples  on  June  5  and  reached  America  June  18. 

The  building  rented  by  the  School  proved  very  convenient  even 
for  "our  good-sized  family,  and  we  kept  house  most  comfortably. 
Mr.  Gelat  had  finished  the  work  upon  the  School  property  to  the 
north  of  the  city,  the  walls  are  built  and  the  fine  ancient  cistern 
repaired.  Since  then  he  has  planted  some  trees.  There  is  no 
reason  just  now  to  discuss  renting  other  quarters. 

My  all  too  short  stay  does  not  allow  me  to  offer  any  very  im- 
portant suggestions.  I  would  call  the  attention  of  a  future  per- 
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man  en  t  administration  to  the  eligibility  of  the  Lebanon  as  a  field 
of  research.  If  only  a  superficial  archaeological  survey  were 
made,  along  with  the  summing  up  of  all  the  known  data,  we  should 
lay  the  foundation  for  much  useful  work  in  a  comparatively  un- 
known region.  Some  visits  I  made  to  Tell  el-Ful  to  the  north 
of  Jerusalem  impressed  me  with  the  importance  of  making  exca- 
vations at  that  site,  which  has  not  been  sufficiently  studied. 

Within  the  School  I  would  urge  the  necessity  of  an  early  sys- 
tematic classification  of  the  books.  A  proper  library  system 
should  be  adopted,  and  there  should  be  continuity  in  method  and 
style  of  registering  accessions  and  other  library  details.  I  spent 
a  good  deal  of  time  in  rearrangement  of  the  shelves,  and  was  able 
to  make  space  and  system  in  our  confined  quarters.  But  the 
work  should  be  instituted  by  some  one  experienced  in  library  man- 
agement, and  I  suggest  that  the  authorities  look  out  for  a  student 
who  might  go  fitted  to  take  up  this  service.  The  libraries  of  our 
Schools  at  Athens  and  Rome  both  have  their  well  elaborated  classi- 
fications, and  these  should  be  studied  as  our  models.  Indeed, 
with  copies  of  these  systems  before  us  and  our  duplicate  library 
cards  at  hand,  there  is  no  reason  why  our  system  should  not  be 
devised  at  home.  The  classifications  of  those  two  Schools  I 
found  to  be  individualistic,  centering  about  the  main  purpose  of 
the  library,  and  this  is  in  agreement  with  the  idea  I  had  formed 
as  to  what  should  be  done  in  our  library. 

From  lack  of  money  I  made  very  few  additions  to  the  library. 
One  small  order  of  books  I  sent  was  very  properly  held  back  by 
the  German  bookseller  until  the  posts  were  more  secure.  A  new 
director  should  order  the  books  he  desires  in  advance  so  as  to 
have  them  when  he  arrives;  he  should  correspond  early  with  his 
predecessor  to  learn  what  the  deficiencies  are.  This  leads  me  to 
suggest  that  there  be  more  direction  of  the  purchase  of  books 
exercised  from  the  central  management  at  home.  It  is  impos- 
sible with  our  limited  funds  to  keep  up  with  every  branch  of 
oriental  literature;  but  we  can  select  the  needy  departments,  one 
after  the  other,  in  order  of  importance,  and  see  that  in  progress 
of  time  each  of  them  is  represented  by  the  fundamental  literature. 
No  director  could  be  jealous  of  this  supervision,  for  no  student 
in  Palestinian  archaeology  dare  be  merely  a  specialist. 
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Considerable  unevenness  characterizes  our  collection.  There 
is  a  good  assemblage  of  the  standard  works  in  Palestinian  ar- 
chaeology, but  with  lack  of  monographs.  The  department  of  As- 
syrian texts  is  also  satisfactory.  The  collection  of  journals  is 
good;  I  missed  the  Jewish  Quarterly  Review,  now  an  American 
publication.  The  most  striking  deficiency  is  in  the  period  of 
Christian  history;  there  is  very  little  of  the  Fathers,  the  Pilgrim 
texts,  Christian  and  Jewish,  also  of  the  literature  of  the  Crusades 
and  Byzantine  art.  While  the  School  would  appear  to  be  pri- 
marily Semitic  in  its  scope,  we  must  recognize  that  the  Semitic 
origins  can  only  be  reached  through  the  upper  Greek  and  Christian 
strata,  and  that  at  many  points  it  is  only  these  that  remain.  In 
large  parts  Palestine  is  more  a  field  of  Graeco-Roman  than 
Semitic  archaeology,  unless  the  student  can  go  under  the  soil. 
Also  the  departments  of  Judaic  and  of  Syriac  literature  (with  all 
branches  of  Aramaic)  are  almost  vacant.  The  Jewish  and  Chris- 
tian-Semitic fields  are  for  the  School's  work  only  second  in  im- 
portance to  the  Bible  and  its  contemporary  literature. 

There  are  also  missing  the  files  of  the  great  archaeological  series 
published  by  museums  and  universities.  Some  of  the  American 
publications  of  this  kind  are  conspicuous  by  their  absence;  I 
might  name  the  two  great  sets  of  the  Princeton  expeditions  to 
Syria.  Our  library  should  be  representative  at  least  of  American 
archaeology. 

My  visit  later  in  the  year  to  our  Schools  in  Athens  and  Rome 
suggested  to  me  the  idea  that  we  should  open  the  way  for  secur- 
ing students  who  have  studied  there  in  classical  and  Christian 
archaeology  for  a  period  of  work  in  connection  with  the  School. 
This  connection  would  be  vivifying  to  our  own  interests,  .and  would 
be  of  scientific  value  in  coordinating  oriental  and  occidental 
archaeology. 

Dr.  Fullerton  and  I  came  to  the  spontaneous  conclusion  that  at 
least  until  a  permanent  administration  is  established,  more  use 
might  be  made  of  some  members  of  the  American  Colony.  Sev- 
eral of  the  younger  men  there  are  fitting  themselves  out  in  a  very 
admirable  way  as  architects  and  engineers,  photographers,  and 
dragomans  acquainted  with  the  language  and  the  people.  Of  all 
the  numerous  colonies  in  Palestine,  none  is  better  acquainted 
with  the  country.  It  would  be  profitable  to  science  to  make  use 
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of  these  men's  trained  ability  and  to  develop  them  further,  as 
well  as  a  convenience  to  us  in  the  present  inadequacy  of  our  staff. 
Of  course  arrangements  would  have  to  be  made  whereby  their 
services  as  individuals  might  be  secured  by  the  School  to  such  an 
extent  as  is  deemed  desirable.

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EIGHTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF 
AMERICAN  ARCHAEOLOGY 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

GENTLEMEN — As  chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the 
School  of  American  Archaeology,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  the  report  of  the  Director  of  the  School  for  1914-15. 
The  activities  of  the  School  have  been  associated  very  largely 
with  the  Panama-California  Exposition  at  San  Diego,  where  a 
most  important  work  has  been  accomplished  in  developing  the 
American  interests  of  the  Institute  and  in  awakening  a  much 
needed  national  appreciation  of  American  antiquities.  Perhaps 
the  most  noteworthy  features  of  the  varied  achievements  of  the 
Director  are  the  well-assured  foundation  of  an  anthropological 
museum  in  San  Diego,  and  the  establishment  of  a  station  of  the 
School  which  is  to  be  equipped  with  laboratories  for  the  several 
departments  of  the  Science  of  Man.

The  activities  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology  during 
the  year  1915  included  field  work  in  the  Southwest,  participation 
in  the  Panama-California  Exposition,  art  exhibits,  lectures  and 
summer  school  work. 

I.  RESEARCH  WORK 

The  amount  of  research  work  in  the  Southwestern  field  under 
various  auspices  was  extensive.  In  two  expeditions,  the  School 
participated. 
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On  the  site  of  Pecos,  owned  by  the  Museum  of  New  Mexico, 
work  was  inaugurated  by  Dr.  A.  V.  Kidder,  Field  Director,  for 
the  archaeological  department  of  Phillips  Academy,  Andover, 
Mass.  Dr.  Charles  Peabody,  head  of  the  archaeological  depart- 
ment of  Andover,  visited  the  Pecos  excavations  and  the  School 
and  Museum,  on  his  way  to  the  Pacific  Coast.  Mr.  Jesse  L.  Nus- 
baum,  of  the  School  staff,  was  detailed  to  assist  Dr.  Kidder,  par- 
ticularly to  look  after  the  repair  of  the  ruins  of  the  Pecos  Mission. 

Mrs.  L.  W.  W.  Wilson,  of  the  Normal  School  for  Girls  in  Phila- 
delphia, was  in  charge  of  an  expedition  of  the  Commercial  Museum 
of  Philadelphia  at  Otowi,  on  the  Pajarito  Plateau.  Mr.  Wesley 
Bradfield,  Museum  Assistant,  had  direct  supervision  of  the  work, 
and  Captain  C.  J.  Troutman,  who,  like  Mrs.  Wilson,  had  been  last 
year  on  the  expedition  in  the  Jemez  region,  assisted  hi  the  Otowi 
excavations.  The  work  will  be  continued  next  summer. 

Most  interesting  were  the  results  of  an  expedition  of  the  School 
in  charge  of  Mr.  Frank  Springer,  accompanied  by  Carlos  Vierra 
and  K.  M.  Chapman,  artists  of  the  School,  Mrs.  Vierra,  Miss 
Kate  Mueller,  Miss  Myrtle  Boyle,  all  of  Santa  Fe,  and  Miss  Elea- 
nor Johnson  of  New  York.  Caves  in  the  Rito  de  los  Frijoles  were 
explored,  and  mural  decorations  of  an  extraordinary  nature  were 
found  graven  upon  the  walls  with  bone  needles  or  stone  awls. 
Two  hundred  caves  were  explored.  In  some  cases  nine  coats  of 
plastering  covered  the  designs.  Copies  of  a  large  number  of  the 
decorations  were  made.  A  description  of  these  interesting  finds 
with  illustrations  will  be  prepared  by  Mr.  Chapman  for  early 
publication  in  a  BULLETIN  of  the  School. 

Because  of  an  adverse  claim  to  the  ruins  of  Cuarai,  no  excava- 
tions were  made  upon  that  site  this  year,  although  the  Museum 
appropriated  $1500  for  that  purpose. 

II.  THE  MUSEUM 

The  number  of  visitors  to  the  Museum  this  year  will  be  close  to 
30,000,  almost  four  times  as  many  as  last  year.  The  State  Legis- 
lature has  made  permanent  the  appropriation  of  $10,000  a  year 
for  maintenance. 

The  Legislature  also  appropriated  $30,000  toward  the  erection 
of  an  additional  building  for  the  School  and  Museum.  It  will  be 
a  replica  of  the  New  Mexico  Building  at  the  Panama-California 
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Exposition.  This  appropriation  is  conditional  upon  the  contri- 
bution of  $30,000  from  private  sources,  and  the  donation  of  a  suit- 
able site  by  the  people  of  Santa  Fe.  The  desired  site  has  been 
granted,  and  friends  of  the  School  are  now  engaged  in  raising  the 
additional  required  funds.  Mr.  Frank  Springer,  who  was  mainly 
instrumental  in  securing  the  favorable  legislative  action,  has  laid 
the  foundation  for  the  Art  Gallery  which  is  to  be  part  of  the  new 
Museum,  by  having  finished  by  Messrs.  Chapman  and  Vierra, 
the  mural  decorations  for  the  auditorium  that  were  left  uncom- 
pleted by  the  death  of  Donald  Beauregard. 

III.  SUMMER  SCHOOL 

The  summer  session  of  the  School  was  held  this  year  at  San 
Diego.  One  hundred  and  seventy-six  students  took  the  courses 
offered  in  Archaeology,  Anthropology,  and  related  subjects. 

IV.  EXPOSITION  WORK 

The  paper  published  in  the  November  number  of  Art  and  Arch- 
aeology, sets  forth  in  part  the  work  done  by  the  School  in  Central 
American  Archaeology,  and  may  be  referred  to  as  part  of  this 
report. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  exhibits  at  the  Panama-California 
Exposition  relating  to  the  culture  history  of  the  native  American 
race  and  the  division  devoted  to  Ancient  America,  the  Director 
was  in  personal  charge.  The  foundation  for  the  culture  history 
exhibit  was  laid  by  the  preparation,  under  the  personal  super- 
vision of  Mr.  William  H.  Holmes,  of  a  series  of  groups,  illustrating 
by  means  of  lay  figures,  such  important  steps  in  the  beginning  of 
native  American  culture  as  the  manufacture  of  stone  implements, 
the  working  of  ancient  soapstone  quarries  of  Catalina  Island,  the 
prehistoric  obsidian  workers  of  California,  the  beginnings  of  sculp- 
ture among  the  ancient  Mexicans,  primitive  copper  mining  on 
Isle  Royal,  Lake  Superior,  and  prehistoric  iron  mining  in  the  state 
of  Missouri.  This  exhibit  was  further  extended  to  include  col- 
lections representing  the  evolution  of  the  stone  art  from  its  sim- 
plest forms  to  the  highest  achievements  of  the  shaping  of  stone 
and  the  manipulations  of  metal. 

A  series  of  village  group  models,  illustrating  houses  and  house 
life  in  the  most  important  culture  areas  from  Greenland  and  Alaska 
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to  Patagonia,  were  prepared  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Walter 
Hough  of  the  Unites  States  National  Museum.  Like  the  series 
just  described,  representing  the  evolution  of  art  in  stone,  this  has 
proved  to  be  of  exceptional  educational  value. 

Field  work  extending  over  a  period  of  three  years,  carried  on  by 
Mr.  John  P.  Harrington,  resulted  in  the  preparation  and  installation 
in  the  Indian  Arts  Building  of  important  exhibits  reproducing  the 
houses  and  house  life  of  the  Mohave  Indians  of  the  Colorado  basin 
and  of  the  coast  and  island  peoples  of  California.  These  repro- 
ductions are  accurate  in  every  detail,  and  invaluable  in  preserv- 
ing phases  of  native  material  culture  which  must  in  their  normal 
habit  soon  completely  disappear. 

The  highly  elaborated  exhibit  illustrating  the  physical  history 
and  relative  status  o£  the  races  of  man  occupies,  with  the  labora- 
tory pertaining  to  it,  five  rooms  in  the  Science  and  Education 
Building.  It  was  prepared  and  installed  by  Dr.  Ales  Hrdlicka  of 
the  United  States  National  Museum,  who,  with  the  sanction  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  undertook  the 
arduous  task  of  collecting  the  material  from  many  sources  near 
and  remote.  After  close  observation  of  the  attention  paid  to  this 
exhibit  by  the  general  public  and  by  scholarly  visitors  from  many 
countries,  it  may  be  confidently  stated  that  among  existing  ex- 
hibits within  this  important  field  of  research,  it  is  without  a  rival 
and  constitutes  a  distinct  and  eminent  achievement  in  science. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Santa  Fe  Railway  Company,  it 
became  feasible  to  construct  a  full-size  replica  of  a  typical  Indian 
pueblo  and  to  fill  it  with  representatives  of  living  tribes,  the 
Pueblo,  Navaho,  Apache,  and  Havasupai,  engaged  in  their  cus- 
tomary occupations.  This  exhibit  proved  to  be  one  of  the  most 
attractive  and  important  features  of  the  Exposition,  and  is  cred- 
ited to  the  genius  of  Mr.  Jesse  L.  Nusbaum.  The  extent  of  the 
work,  the  accuracy  of  the  reproduction  of  the  rocky  site,  and 
the  completeness  of  every  detail  of  arrangement  and  construc- 
tion, place  this  exhibit  on  a  plane  of  achievement  above  anything 
of  the  kind  ever  before  undertaken. 

New  Mexico  stands  foremost  among  the  states  of  the  Union  in 
recognizing  the  value  of  its  antiquities  and  in  making  them  an 
asset  in  the  welfare  and  development  of  the  state.  Extensive 
collections  brought  together  in  the  State  Building  comprise 
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archaeological  and  ethnological  models  prepared  by  Mr.  Percy 
Adams,  besides  extensive  series  of  specimens,  photographs, 
transparencies,  and  other  exhibits  illustrating  the  history,  ar- 
chaeology and  ethnology  of  New  Mexico.  The  building  in  the 
archaic  mission  style  of  the  Rio  Grande  Valley,  antedating  the 
oldest  California  missions  by  a  century  and  a  half,  is  one  of  the 
most  effective  in  the  Exposition  city. 

There  has  been  formed  by  leading  citizens  of  San  Diego  a 
Museum  Association,  which  has  for  its  object  the  development 
and  maintenance  of  a  public  museum  for  the  city.  After  the 
close  of  the  Exposition  it  is  expected  that  adequate  buildings  will 
be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Museum  by  the  City  Park  Board, 
and  that  the  Exposition  stockholders  may  turn  over  the  valuable 
permanent  collections  to  the  Museum,  as  contemplated  in  the 
original  plans  agreed  upon  by  the  officers  of  the  Exposition  and  the 
Institute.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MEDIAEVAL  AND 

RENAISSANCE  STUDIES 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

GENTLEMEN — Your  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renais- 
sance Studies  receives  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  C. 
Howard  Walker  of  Boston,  and  announces  the  election  of  Prof. 
George  Harold  Edgell  of  Harvard  University,  and  of  Prof.  Wil- 
liam Sargent  Kendall  of  Yale  University. 

Professor  Marucchi  conducted  his  usual  series  of  lectures  in  the 
field  of  Early  Christian  Archaeology  and  of  visits  to  the  Cata- 
combs. The  compensation  for  these  lectures  was  paid  for  from 
the  fund  of  $400  given  by  the  Institute  five  years  ago,  which 
however  is  now  exhausted.  Our  Fellow  in  Early  Christian 
Archaeology,  Mr.  Thomas  M.  Judson,  B.A.,  Harvard,  1914, 
left  for  Europe  at  the  end  of  July,  1914.  Before  his  arrival 
the  European  war  had  been  declared.  He  arrived  in  Glasgow 
on  the  tenth  of  August  and  immediately  began  the  study  of 
Saxon  and  Celtic  remains,  visiting  lona,  Hexaham,  Durham, 
Ripon,  Fountains  Abbey,  York,  Beverly,  Lincoln,  Peterborough 
and  Ely,  having  interested  himself  in  ornamental  sculpture 
and  illuminated  manuscripts  as  well  as  in  early  architecture. 
In  London  he  had  the  guidance  of  Mr.  Dalton  of  the  British 
Museum  in  the  study  of  Early  Christian  and  Byzantine  archae- 
ology, which  led  to  visits-  to  Oxford,  Cambridge  and  Win- 
chester. On  the  advice  of  Director  Carter  of  the  American 
Academy  at  Rome  he  left  London  for  Genoa  on  October  17, 
visiting  Genoa  and  Pisa  before  going  on  to  Rome.  At  Rome  he 
was  soon  put  in  communication  with  Professors  Marucchi, 
Wilpert,  Duchesne  and  Lanciani,  who  directed  his  studies  in 
Early  Christian  Archaeology.  At  the  Vatican  he  had  the  excep- 
tional opportunity  of  examining  at  leisure  the  collection  of  reliqua- 
ries in  the  Pope's  private  chapel.  In  Rome  and  the  neighboring 
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towns  from  Orvieto  to  Subiaco  his  attention  was  occupied  with 
the  Early  Mediaeval  monuments — frescoes,  mosaics,  sculptures — 
of  the  Roman  School.  These  aroused  his  enthusiasm  to  such 
extent  as  to  become  a  special  field  of  study  for  the  second  year  of 
his  stay  in  Rome.  He  received  a  reappointment  as  Institute 
Fellow  in  Early  Christian  Archaeology  for  the  year  1915-1916. 

Our  Fellow  in  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies,  Mr.  George 
E.  Plaisted,  Jr.,  B.A.,  Harvard,  1915,  had  not  started  for  Europe 
before  the  declaration  of  war.  He  was,  therefore,  granted  the 
exceptional  privilege  of  pursuing  his  studies  in  this  country.  He 
preferred  to  remain  at  Harvard,  where  he  followed  six  graduate 
courses  of  study  in  Renaissance  Art  and  History  and  received  his 
M.A.  degree  in  June,  1915.  During  the  year  he  produced  two 
theses:  one  on  Nicola  d'Apulia,  the  other  on  The  Enthroned 
Madonna  in  Venetian  Art.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  learn  that  he 
was  appointed  to  hold  the  Parker  Fellowship  in  Graduate  Studies 
at  Harvard,  with  a  stipend  of  $750,  which  will  enable  him  to  go 
abroad.  In  view  of  the  disparity  in  the  stipends  of  foreign  fel- 
lowships your  Committee  a  year  ago  resolved  to  petition  the  Insti- 
tute to  increase  the  stipends  of  the  two  fellowships  under  its 
charge  to  $800  apiece.  Your  committee  has  appointed  as  Fellow 
in  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies  for  1915-1916  Mr.  Ernest 
T.  Dewald,  B.A.,  Rutgers,  1913;  M.A.,  Princeton,  1914.  Owing 
to  the  disturbed  political  conditions  abroad  the  tenure  of  this 
Fellowship  has  been  postponed. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  that  our  Fellows  for  1913-1914  have 
already  received  appointments.  Dr.  John  Shapley  has  been 
appointed  Instructor  in  Art  at  Brown  University,  and  Dr.  Rich- 
ard Offner  has  received  a  similar  appointment  in  the  University 
of  Chicago.  At  the  Academy  in  Rome  Mr.  Stanley  B.  Lathrop 
has  been  appointed  Associate  Librarian,  his  special  field  being 
Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Art.  One  of  his  first  actions  after 
his  new  appointment  was  to  secure  a  gift  of  one  thousand  dol- 
lars for  Renaissance  books  and  photographs.

APPENDIX 

THE  SCHOOL  OF  CLASSICAL  STUDIES  OF  THE  AMERICAN 
ACADEMY  IN  ROME 

To  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA, 

Gentlemen:  Although  the  School  of  Classical  Studies  in  Rome  is  now 
no  longer  officially  connected  with  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America, 
being  now  one  of  the  two  Schools  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome,  the 
friendly  affiliation  of  the  School  of  Classical  Studies  of  the  American 
Academy  in  Rome  with  the  Institute  remains  as  close  and  intimate  as  ever. 
The  Institute  has  recognized  this  in  voting  that  the  Chairman  of  the 
School  of  Classical  Studies  should  be  ex-officw  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Institute,  and  the  American  Academy  in  Rome  on  its  side 
has  created  a  Jury  on  Classical  Fellowships  consisting  of  nine  persons, 
nearly  every  one  of  them  a  member  of  the  Institute.  For  the  same  reason 
the  American  Academy  in  Rome  desires  as  a  matter  of  friendly  courtesy  to 
transmit  to  the  Institute  the  appended  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Pro- 
fessor Kirby  Flower  Smfth,  the  last  Acting  Director  of  the  School  of  Classi- 
cal Studies. 

The  present  Acting  Director  is  Professor  Sanders  of  the  University  of 
Michigan.  In  spite  of  the  war,  the  School  is  in  full  operation  with  nine 
regular  students,  four  of  them  Fellows  of  the  Academy  in  Classical  Studies 
and  the  other  five  are  travelling  Fellows  of  various  American  universities. 
Beginning  with  next  October  Professor  Charles  Upson  Clark  of  Yale 
University  will  become  the  first  permanent  Director  of  the  Classical  School. 
We  are  greatly  to  be  congratulated  on  securing  his  services. 

Beginning  with  next  year  the  principal  officers  of  the  American  Academy 
in  Rome,  will  be  as  follows:  Jesse  Benedict  Carter,  Director  of  the  Acad- 
emy; Gorham  P.  Stevens,  Director  of  the  School  of  Fine  Arts;  Charles 
Upson  Clark,  Director  of  the  School  of  Classical  Studies. 

Thus  far  it  has  not  been  possible  to  make  provision  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  women  students  in  residence  as  has  been  done  for  men,  but  as 
soon  as  means  can  be  obtained  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  building  for  the 
comfortable  accommodation  of  women  students  in  the  Classical  School.

undertake  or  promote,  and  by  any  other  means  which  may  from 
time  to  time  be  desirable. 

SEC.  2.  That  the  government  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
vested  hi  a  council  consisting  of  the  following  ex  officio  members : 
The  president,  the  honorary  presidents,  the  vice-presidents,  the 
treasurer,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Institute  and  the  editor-in- 
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chief  and  the  business  manager  of  its  journal,  the  presidents  of 
affiliated  societies  and  the  chairmen  of  the  managing  committees 
of  any  American  schools  founded  by  the  Archaeological  Institute 
of  America  in  foreign  countries  for  classical  or  archaeological 
studies  and  research  (including  those  now  affiliated  with  the 
voluntary  association  known  as  the  Archaeological  Institute  of 
America),  and  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  American 
Archaeology,  and  of  additional  members  annually  chosen  by  the 
members  of  affiliated  societies,  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws. 

SEC.  3.  That  said  corporation  may  make  all  by-laws,  rules, 
and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law  that  may  be  necessary 
or  expedient  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  its  creation;  and  it 
may  hold  real  estate  and  personal  property  in  the  United  States 
and  any  foreign  country  for  the  necessary  use  and  purposes  of 
said  organization  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one  million  dollars. 
The  principal  office  of  said  corporation  shall  be  in  Washington, 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  its  annual  meetings  may  be  held 
in  such  places  as  its  by-laws  may  provide.

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REGULATIONS 

Adopted  October  11, 1884.    Revised  May  8, 1897,  May  10, 1902,  December  30, 

1907,  December  31, 1908,  December  31, 1909,  December  23,  1910, 

December  29,  1911,  December  29,  1914. 

I.  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA,  consisting  of 
a  number  of  Affiliated  Societies,  is  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  and  directing  archaeological  investigation  and  research, 
— by  sending  out  expeditions  for  special  investigation,  by  aiding 
the  efforts  of  independent  explorers,  by  publication  of  archaeo- 
logical papers  and  of  reports  of  the  results  of  the  expeditions  which 
the  Institute  may  undertake  or  promote,  and  by  any  other  means 
which  may  from  time  to  time  appear  desirable. 

II.  The  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  consists  of  members 
duly  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Institute  or 
of  one  of  the  Affiliated  Societies,  of  the  following  classes: 

(a).  Annual  Members,  who  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  ten 
dollars  ($10),  receive  the  publications  in  accordance  with  Regu- 
lation XVIII,  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  membership  in  the 
Institute. 

(b).  Life  Members,  who  shall  contribute  at  one  time  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  the  funds  of  the  Institute,  and 
shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  membership. 

Persons  who  shall  have  contributed  five  hundred  dollars  ($500) 
or  more  to  the  endowment  of  the  Institute  or  to  any  of  the 
undertakings  directly  controlled  by  the  Institute  may  be  classed 
as  Patrons  by  vote  of  the  Council  and  shall  have  all  the  privileges 
of  life  members. 

Foreign  Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Council,  but 
the  number  shall  not  exceed  twelve. 

III.  The  government  of  the  Institute  shall  be  vested  in  a  Council, 
consisting  of  the  following  ex-officio  members:  the  President,  the 
Honorary  Presidents,  the  Vice-Presidents  (one  of  whom  shall  be 
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the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Canada),  the  Treasurer,  the 
General  Secretary,  the  Secretaries  and  the  Recorder  of  the  Insti- 
tute; the  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archae- 
ology; the  Presidents  of  the  Affiliated  Societies;  the  Chairmen 
of  the  Managing  Committees  of  the  Schools  of  Classical  Studies 
at  Athens,  of  the  School  in  Jerusalem,  of  the  School  of  Ameri- 
can Archaeology,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
School  of  Classical  Studies  in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome; 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance 
Studies;  the  four  elective  members  of  the  Executive  Committee; 
and  of  additional  members  annually  chosen  by  the  members  of 
the  Affiliated  Societies  as  follows: 

Any  local  archaeological  society,  consisting  of  not  less  than  fifty 
members  of  the  Institute,  may,  by  vote  of  the  Council,  be  affili- 
ated with  the  Institute,  and  shall  then  have  the  right  to  elect  one 
member  to  the  Council  in  addition  to  any  ex-offido  member  or  mem- 
bers, provided  the  Society  shall  contribute  in  fees  to  the  treasury 
of  the  Institute  not  less  than  four  hundred  dollars  annually  (life 
members  shall  be  counted  as  contributing  eight  dollars  annually). 
When  the  members  of  such  society  shall  reach  the  number  of  one 
hundred,  and  their  contribution  is  annual  fees  shall  be  not  less 
than  eight  hundred  dollars  annually,  calculated  on  the  same  basis 
as  above,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  select  a  second  member  to 
the  Council,  and  similarly  another  member  for  each  additional  fifty. 

IV.  The  officers  of  the  Institute  and  of  the  Council  shall  be  a 
President,  Honorary  Presidents,  not  less  than  five  Vice-Presidents, 
a  Treasurer,  Associate  Treasurers,  a  General  Secretary,  not  less 
than  three  Secretaries,  and  a  Recorder.     The  President  and  Vice- 
Presidents  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council, 
and  shall  be  eligible  for  reelection.     The  Honorary  Presidents 
shall  be  the  former  Presidents  of  the  Institute.     The  Treasurer, 
the  General  Secretary,  the  Secretaries,  and  the  Recorder  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Council,  and  shall  hold  office  at  its  pleasure.     A 
Treasurer  of  a  Managing  Committee  may  become  an  Associate 
Treasurer  of  the  Institute  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Manag- 
ing Committee  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Council. 

V.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the 
President,  Vice-Presidents  (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Canada),  General  Secretary,  Secretaries, 
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Treasurer,  and  Recorder  of  the  Institute,  ex-officio,  of  the  Chair- 
men of  the  Managing  Committees  of  the  Schools  at  Athens, 
and  Jerusalem,  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology,  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  School  of  Classical  Studies 
in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome,  ex-officio,  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies,  ex-officio, 
of  the  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology, 
ex-officio,  and  of  four  members  of  the  Council,  each  to  serve  for 
the  period  of  four  years,  one  to  retire  annually. 

VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  in  general,  to  act  as 
the  Executive  head  of  the  Institute  in  all  departments  of  admin- 
istration; and  in  particular,  to  supervise  its  work  of  investigation 
and  publication.     He  shall,  moreover,  audit  all  bills  for  expendi- 
tures authorized  by  the  Council  or  Executive  Committee,  or  see 
that  such  bills  are  audited  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  author- 
ized by  him  or  by  the  Executive  Committee.     He  shall  preside 
at  meetings  of  this  Committee  and  of  the  Council,    and  shall 
present  a  Report  on  the  affairs  of  the  Institute  annually  to  its 
members. 

VII.  The  General  Secretary  shall  have  in  charge  all  matters 
relating  to  the  membership  of  the  Institute.     It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  see  that  the  membership  of  existing  societies  shall  be  maintained 
and  if  possible  extended;  to  undertake  the  formation  of  new  socie- 
ties when  and  where  such  shall  be  authorized  by  the  President  or 
Executive  Committee;  to  see  that  the  dues  of  members  are  col- 
lected and  remitted  to  the  treasury  of  the  Institute;  and  to  keep 
the  roll  of  members  in  the  interim  of  publication  in  the  Annual 
Reports. 

The  Recorder  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Council  of  the  Institute  and  also  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

VIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect,  receive,  and  keep  account 
of  all  assessments,  subscriptions,  and  gifts  of  money  to  the  In- 
stitute, shall  make  payments  on  orders  approved  in  writing  by 
the  President  or  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents   acting  under  the 
authority  of  the  President  or  of  the  Council,  and  shall  present 
to  the  Council  at  its  annual  meeting  a  written  statement  of  ac- 
counts.    The  Associate  Treasurers  shall  collect,  receive,  and  dis- 
burse funds  for  the  Managing  Committees  which  they  serve  as 
Treasurers. 
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All  funds  contributed  to  the  Institute  for  endowment  shall  be 
set  aside  as  trust  funds  and  shall  be  invested  under  the  advice 
and  direction  of  a  special  board  of  men  of  financial  ability  and 
standing,  nine  in  number,  who  shall  be  designated  as  "Board  of 
Investment."  Of  this  Board  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  shall 
be  a  member  ex-offido.  The  income  of  the  funds  invested  by  said 
Board  shall  be  available  only  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  fund 
shall  have  been  designated  in  the  conditions  accompanying  the 
gift. 

The  Board  of  Investment  is  authorized  to  make  its  own  by- 
laws for  the  administration  of  its  trust. 

IX.  The  accounts  of  the  Institute  shall  be  submitted  annually 
by  the  Treasurer  to  two  Auditors,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, who  shall  attest  by  their  signatures  the  correctness  of  said 
accounts,  and  report  the  same  at  the  annual  meeting. 

X.  The  Council  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  in  connection  with 
the  general  meeting  of  the  Institute,  in  the  week  following  Christ- 
mas, unless  some  other  time  shall  be  voted  by  the  Council,  at  such 
place  as  may  be  selected  by  its  members  at  the  previous  annual 
meeting.    Any  member  of  the  Council  unable  to  be  present  at 
any  meeting  may  appoint  by  writing  any  other  member  of  the 
Institute  to  act  as  his  proxy.     One-third  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Council  registered  as  present  at  a  meeting  shall  form  a  quorum. 

The  use  of  proxies  shall  be  limited  as  follows:  Proxies  shall  be 
voted  only  on  such  questions  as  have  been  previously  submitted 
to  all  members  of  the  Council  in  a  docket,  which  shall  be  issued 
by  the  officers  of  the  Institute  not  later  than  December  10.  On 
questions  not  contained  in  such  docket  no  proxies  shall  be  voted; 
on  such  questions  a  three-fourths  vote  of  those  present  shall  decide. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  receive  proxies  sent  to  him, 
tabulate  instructions  sent  with  the  proxies,  and  vote  them  when 
necessary. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  called  by  the  General 
Secretary,  upon  direction  of  the  President,  or  at  the  written  request 
of  one-third  of  its  members. 

XI.  The  Institute  shall  meet  annually,  as  a  whole,  for  the  read- 
ing and  discussion  of  scientific  papers  by  its  members.     The  exact 
time  and  the  place  of  this  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Council  at  its  annual  meeting. 
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General  meetings  of  the  Institute  may  be  called  from  time  to 
time,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council. 

XII.  The  Council  shall  have  full  power  to  determine  the  work 
to  be  undertaken  by  the  Institute,  and  the  mode  of  its  accomplish- 
ment; to  employ  agents,  and  to  expend  all  the  available  funds  of 
the  Institute  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  formed;  but  it  shall 
not  have  the  power  to  incur  any  debt  on  behalf  of  the  Institute. 
It  shall  have  no  other  jurisdiction  over  the  regulations  or  actions 
of  the  Affiliated  Societies  than  that  these  Soc'et'es  shall  not 
undertake  any  formal  publicat:on  without  its  consent;  and  any 
moneys  contributed  for  any  object  promoted  by  an  Affiliated 
Society,  approved  by  the  Council,  shall  be  strictly  appropriated 
to  that  object. 

XIII.  Any  collection  of  antiquities  which  may  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  Institute  through  the  explorations  undertaken 
by  it,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Committee  receiving 
the  collection  or  by  the  Council  in  case  of  a  collection  not  received 
through  a  Committee.     The  Institute  has  no  right  of  ownership 
in  any  property  or  collection  of  objects  of  art  or  antiquity  acquired 
by  an  Affiliated  Society. 

XIV.  The  names  of  all  Affiliated  Societies  and  the  officers 
shall  be  printed  with  the  Annual  Reports  which  shall  be  distributed 
to  all  members  of  the  Council. 

XV.  Each  Affiliated  Society  shall  be  designated  by  its  local 
name  in  the  following  style: 

ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA 
BALTIMORE  SOCIETY 

And  it  shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  seal  of  the  Institute  on  its 
official  papers. 

XVI.  Assessments,  subscriptions,  and  donations  may  be  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  or  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Affiliated 
Society   to    which   the    contributing   member    belongs.     Annual 
Members  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  consecutive 
years  shall,  unless  special  action  be  taken  by  the  Affiliated  Society 
to  the  contrary,  be  dropped  from  the  list  of  the  Institute.     The 
year  shall  be  considered  as  closed  on  the  30th  of  June,  and  from  this 
time  the  assessments  of  the  year  then  ensuing  shall  become  due. 
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XVII.  Ten  per  cent  of  all  annual  dues  received  by  each  Affili- 
ated Society  shall  be  held  by  its  Treasurer  for  the  discharge  of 
local  expenses.     In  case  any  Society  does  not  in  any  year  require 
the  whole  of  this  sum,  the  balance  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  be 
passed  into  the  general  funds  of  the  Institute.     Grants  in  aid  of 
Affiliated  Societies  may  be  made  by  the  Council. 

XVIII.  Members  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  two  regular 
publications  of  the  Institute,  the  American  Journal  of  Archae- 
ology and  Art  and  Archaeology,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  Art  and  Archaeology  will  be  sent  to  all  members.     The  sub- 
subscription  to  the  magazine,  which  is  $1.50  for  members  of  the 
Institute,  or  fifty  per  centum  of  the  published  price,  is  included 
in  the  $10.00  annual  dues  paid  by  members  of  the  Institute; 

(2)  The  American  Journal  of  Archaeology  will  be  sent  to  members 
of  the  Institute  only  on  request.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
General  Secretary  to  notify  members  of  the  Institute  once  each 
year  of  this  privilege  and  the  condition  attached  thereto. 

XIX.  The  Institute  commits  to  the  Managing  Committee  of  the 
American  School  of  Classical  at  Athens  the  entire  administration 
of  this  School,  including  the  expenditure  of  its  income,  under  the 
following  provisions : 

1.  The  Chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School 
shall  make  a  report  to  the  Council  annually  on  the  work  of  the 
School  during  the  preceding  year. 

2.  The  President  of  the  Institute  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Managing  and  Executive  Committees  of  the  School,  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School  shall  be  ex- 
officio  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Institute. 

3.  A  copy  of  all  ordinary  publications  of  the  School  shall  be 
sent  to  each  member  of  the  Council  and  the  Institute  shall  bear- a 
proportionate  share  of  the  expense  of  publication  of  the  Papers 
and  Reports  of  the  School. 

4.  The  Institute  shall  maintain  in  the    School  a  fellowship, 
to  be  administered  by  the  Managing  Committee,  of  the  annual 
value  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  for  the  encouragement  of  archae- 
ological studies. 

XX.  Amendments  to  these  regulations  may  be  proposed  by  any 
three  members  at  any  annual  meeting,  and  shall  require  for  adop- 
tion the  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  present  and  voting.

ACTS  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 
1.  RELATING  TO  TRAVELLING  EXPENSES  OF  COUNCILLORS 

Enacted  at  the  Meeting  in  Boston,  December  30,  1904. 

A  sum  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  may  be  appropriated  to  apply 
on  the  railway  expenses,  in  attending  the  Annual  Meeting,  of  one  or  more 
Councillors  representing  any  Affiliated  Society  which  shall  have  paid  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  Institute  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  not  less  than  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1000.00). 

2.  RELATING  TO  THE  PUBLICATION  OF  BOOKS 

Enacted  at  the  Meeting  in  Toronto,  December  31,  1906. 

No  book  shall  be  published  under  the  authority  of  the  Institute  unless 
the  manuscript  has  previously  been  read  and  approved  by  at  least  two  ex- 
perts in  the  special  field  in  which  the  book  belongs. 

3.  RELATING  TO  THE  CONDUCT  OF  WORK  IN  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES 

Enacted  at  the  Meeting  in  Baltimore,  December  31,  1909. 

It  shall  be  the  general  policy  of  the  Institute  to  require  that  all  funds 
which  are  to  be  expended  under  its  auspices  for  exploration  and  excavation 
in  foreign  countries  in  any  year  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
Institute  before  debts  shall  be  contracted  for  the  payment  of  which  such 
funds  shall  be  needed.

GENERAL  MEETING   OF  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL 

INSTITUTE  IN  NEW  YORK,  PRINCETON  AND 

WASHINGTON. 

The  Seventeenth  General  Meeting  of  the  Archaeological  Insti- 
tute of  America,  was  held  in  New  York,  Princeton  and  Wash- 
ington, December  27  to  31,  1915,  in  conjunction  with  The  Ameri- 
can Philological  Association  (Princeton),  The  Society  of  Biblical 
Literature  and  Exegesis  (New  York),  and  the  Nineteenth  Annual 
Congress  of  Americanists  (Washington).  The  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Council  of  the  Institute  occurred  Tuesday  morning  De- 
cember 28,  at  nine-thirty  o'clock,  in  Earl  Hall,  of  Columbia 
University,  followed  by  a  luncheon  given  in  honor  of  the  Council- 
lors, by  the  President  of  the  New  York  Society,  and  by  a  joint 
session  with  the  Biblical  Society. 

The  sessions  in  Princeton  began  with  the  banquet  at  Graduate 
College,  tendered  by  Princeton  University,  to  all  members  of  the 
Philological  Association  and  Archaeological  Institute,  which  was 
followed  by  the  annual  address  of  the  President  of  the  Philological 
Association,  Professor  E.  P.  Morris,  of  Yale  University. 

The  sessions  in  Washington  were  held  on  Friday,  December  31st, 
in  connection  with  the  Second  Pan-American  Scientific  Congress, 
and  the  Nineteenth  International  Congress  of  Americanists.  The 
most  important  action  of  the  Council  was  the  appointment  of  a 
Committee  with  power  to  consider  the  new  plan  presented  for 
the  publication  of  ART  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY,  by  the  James  William 
Bryan  Press  of  Washington,  Baltimore  and  New  York.  This 
Committee  gave  the  plan  full  consideration  and  the  contract  was 
accepted  and  signed  in  Washington,  January  4th.  As  a  result 
of  this  agreement,  ART  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY  issued  its  January 
number  as  a  sixty-four  page,  illustrated  monthly  magazine,  in  a 
larger  and  more  elegant  form.  Professor  F.  W.  Shipley  was 
unanimously  reelected  President  of  the  Institute.  The  program 
of  the  general  meeting  and  the  minutes  of  the  Council  follow:

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Because  of  the  volume  of  business  before  the  Council  the  roll- 
call  of  officers  and  councillors  was  dispensed  with,  the  proper  cre- 
dentials and  proxies  being  in  the  hands  of  the  Recorder. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Thirty-fifth  Annual  Meeting,  which  were  al- 
ready in  print  (BULL.,  Vol.  V,  pp.  94-107),  were  laid  before  the 
Council,  and  on  the  motion  of  D.  M.  Robinson,  seconded  by  D.  F. 
Platt,  were  approved  without  correction.  The  annual  reports  of 
the  officers  of  the  Institute  and  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Managing 
Committees  were  presented  in  printed  form  and  ordered  to  be 
placed  on  file  (see  BULL.,  Vol.  VI,  pp.  3-49). 

The  President  of  the  San  Diego  Society,  Edgar  L.  Hewett,  pre- 
sented a  report  on  the  formation  of  the  New  Mexico  Society.  It 
was  moved  by  Mitchell  Carroll,  seconded  by  F.  W.  Kelsey,  that 
the  New  Mexico  Society  be  received  into  the  Institute  as  soon 
as  the  membership  requirements  were  completed.  This  motion 
was  carried  unanimously. 

Letters  of  regret  from  Honorary  Presidents  Seth  Low  and  John 
Williams  White  were  read  and  placed  on  file. 

President  F  W.  Shipley,  after  a  brief  speech  of  welcome  to  the 
Council,  made  a  supplementary  report  calling  especial  attention 
to  that  part  of  his  printed  report  dealing  with  improved  financial 
conditions  in  the  United  States,  and  to  the  very  satisfactory 
state  of  the  Institute's  finances. 

At  the  request  of  President  Shipley,  The  General  Secretary, 
Mitchell  Carroll,  made  a  supplementary  report  laying  especial 
stress  upon  those  parts  of  his  printed  report  dealing  with  the 
financial  returns,  and  with  the  increased  amount  of  business 
handled  during  the  past  year  in  the  Secretary's  office.  He  spoke 
also  of  the  gratifying  reports  from  the  societies  covering  the  half 
year  since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year. 

President  Shipley  presented  the  supplementary  report  of  the 
Treasurer  which  showed  that  at  the  present  time  there  was  more 
money  in  the  Treasury  than  is  usually  the  case  at  this  time  of 
the  year. 

Vice-President  D.  M.  Robinson  made  a  brief  report  upon  the 
affairs  of  Art  and  Archaeology,  in  his  capacity  as  General  Editor. 
He  spoke  of  the  increase  in  circulation,  of  the  many  letters  he 
had  received  complimenting  the  new  magazine,  and  briefly  of  the 
new  plan  for  the  future  publication  of  Art  and  Archaeology, 
which  was  to  be  presented  later  by  the  Managing  Editor. 
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The  General  Secretary,  Mitchell  Carroll,  as  Managing  Editor 
of  Art  and  Archaeology,  presented  a  very  satisfactory  report  on 
the  financial  status  of  the  magazine. 

Secretary  for  the  Western  States,  H.  R.  Fairclough,  spoke  of 
the  meetings  of  the  Institute  held  the  past  summer  in  San  Diego 
and  San  Francisco,  pointing  out  the  excellence  of  the  papers 
presented,  and  the  great  interest  aroused  in  the  West  by  the 
meetings  of  the  Institute. 

Vice-President  Allison  V.  Armour  made  a  report  on  the  Gyrene 
Excavation  Fund.  He  explained  the  status  of  the  fund,  showing 
that  it  was  a  joint  fund,  now  amounting  to  $26,300,  for  which  he 
held  a  certificate  of  deposit  n  the  Guaranty  Trust  Company  of 
New  York. 

The  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  regard  to  certain 
relations  between  the  Institute  aad  the  School  of  Classical  Studies 
in  Rome  was  submitted  to  tht  Council  for  Confirmation,  as 
printed  in  the  Appendix  to  the  Minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
(BULL.,  Vol.  V,  p.  107). 

Upon  the  motion  of  F.  W.  Kelse^,  seconded  by  W.  N.  Bates, 
the  act  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  unanimously  confirmed. 

The  following  is  a  transcription  of  the  Recorder's  minutes 
under  date  of  July  20,  1915: 

The  following  communication  and  billot  was  sent  out  on  July 
8,  1915,  by  President  Shipley  to  the  nembers  of  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America : 

Mr.  Willard  V.  King,  after  serving  the  Institute  for  many  years  firsi 
as  Treasurer  of  the  American  School  of  Classical  Studies  in  Rome,  and 
then  as  Treasurer  of  the  Institute,  finds  himsdf  compelled  by  pressure  of 
other  duties  to  ask  to  be  released  of  the  treasurership.  This  request  was 
in  fact  presented  two  years  ago,  but,  at  my  earnest  solicitation,  Mr.  King 
kindly  consented  to  continue  in  office  until  a  more  favorable  time,  or  until 
the  right  man  could  be  found  to  succeed  him.  It  is  with  reluctance,  and 
with  grateful  appreciation  of  his  services  to  the  Institute,  that  I  have  at 
last  accepted  his  resignation. 

I  am  asking  the  Executive  Committee  to  ratify  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Charles  Hallam  Keep,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Columbia 
Trust  Company,  New  York,  to  the  position  vacated  by  Mr.  King.  Mr. 
Keep  was  one  of  the  Assistant  Secretaries  of  the  Treasury  at  Washington 
under  the  Roosevelt  administration  and  is  a  man  of  wide  experience  in  the 
financial  world.  His  position  as  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Columbia  Trust  Company  will  render  it  unnecessary  to  make  any  transfer 
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of  the  Institute  accounts  or  to  disturb  any  of  the  existing  arrangements. 
Kindly  indicate  your  approval  on  the  ballot  attached  to  this  sheet  and  mail 
the  same  to  F.  W.  Shipley,  Washington  University,  St.  Louis,  Mo.

President  Shipley  asked  the  Council  to  ratify  the  election  of 
Charles  Hallam  Keep  as  Treasurer  of  the  Institute.  Upon  the 
motion  of  F.  W.  Kelsey,  seconded  by  Allan  Marquand,  the 
ratification  asked  was  unanimously  voted. 

Honorary  President  F.  W.  Kelsey  spoke  of  the  great  services 
to  the  Institute  rendered  by  Former  Treasurer  W.  V.  King,  and 
then  presented  the  following  resolution : 

In  accepting  the  report  of  «;he  Executive  Committee  in  regard  to  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  WillardV.Eing,  as  Treasurer,  the  Council  wishes  to  place 
on  record  its  appreciation  of  ;he  value  of  his  services.  In  the  four  years  in 
which  he  served  the  Institute  as  its  Treasurer,  Mr.  King  was  at  all  times 
ready  to  give  to  its  interests  a  full  measure  of  care  and  attention,  often 
at  no  slight  personal  inconvenience.  His  wise  counsel  was  of  the  greatest 
vfiJ«e,  and  his  helpfulness  contributed  much  to  the  success  of  the  Institute's 
undertakings. 

Upon  the  motion  of  .H.  R.  Fairclough,  seconded  by  Jeremiah 
Zimmerman,  it  was  ordered  that  the  resolution  be  incorporated 
in  the  Minutes. 

President  Shipley  then  called  upon  Fiske  Kimball  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Michigan  to  present  for  the  consideration  of  the  Coun- 
cil a  plan  to  include  Spanish  and  Colonial  Architecture  in  the 
scope  of  the  Institute's  activities.  Considerable  discussion  en- 
sued, in  which  Messrs.  Bates,  Marquand,  Fairclough,  Peterson, 
and  Currelly  took  part,  first,  as  to  the  place  such  a  plan  would 
take  in  relation  to  the  other  activities  of  the  Institute,  and  second, 
as  to  a  proper  and  inclusive  title  to  cover  such  new  activity.  It 
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was  moved  by  D.  M.  Robinson,  seconded  by  H.  R.  Fairclough,  and 
carried : 

That  a  provisional  Committee  be  appointed  to  consider  the  advisability 
of  undertaking  work  in  the  field  of  Colonial  and  National  Art  in  North 
America,  and  to  devise  ways  and  means.  This  body  shall  report  to  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Institute,  which  is  hereby  given  power  to 
create  a  permanent  Committee  ia  this  field,  which  shall  report  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Council. 

Managing  Editor  Mitchell  Carroll  was  next  called  upon  by 
President  Shipley  to  present  to  the  Council  the  new  plan  for  the 
publication  of  Art  and  Archaeology.  This  he  did  in  detail,  showing 
that  the  new  plan  called  for  a  monthly  magazine  with  twice  the 
number  of  pages  of  the  present  issue,  with  superior  illustrations, 
under  a  contract  which  safe-guarded  the  interests  and  the  man- 
agement of  the  Institute.  President  Shipley  said  he  had  the  con- 
tract under  consideration,  and  believed  that  it  offered  to  the 
Institute  a  splendid  opportunity  to  enlarge  the  subscription  list 
of  the  magazine,  and  to  widen  the  field  of  the  Institute's  influence. 
This  new  plan  excited  a  discussion,  and  brought  out  many  ques- 
tions from  members  of  the  Council  regarding  the  scope  of  the 
magazine  and  the  Institute's  responsibility  under  the  new  plan. 
The  Honorable  W.  A.  Clark,  Sir  William  Peterson,  Messrs.  Platt, 
Kelsey,  Harris,  Carroll,  and  Miss  Walton  were  prominent  in  the 
discussion. 

Upon  motion  of  D.  F.  Platt,  second&l  by  J.  T.  Dennis,  and 
carried,  the  following  recommendation  qf  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee was  unanimously  approved  by  the  Council: 

The  President  of  the  Institute  shall  appoint.a  Committee,  of  which  he 
shall  be  the  Chairman,  which  in  conjunction  ^rith  the  Publication  Com- 
mittee shall  take  up  the  proposition  of  James  William  Bryan  of  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.,  for  the  publication  of  Art  and  Archaeology,  and  shall  have 
power  to  sign  a  contract  in  case  the  provisions  are  satisfactory  to  said 
Committee. 

Sir  William  Peterson  presented  the  following  resolution  upon 
the  resignation  of  Professor  H.  N.  Fowler,  to  take  effect  Decem- 
ber 31,  1916,  from  the  Editor ship-in-Chief  of  the  American 
Journal  of  Archaeology: 

Moved,  That  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America 
resolves  to  record  on  its  minutes  an  expression  of  the  great  regret  with 
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which  it  has  heard  of  Professor  H.  N.  Fowler's  intention  to  resign  the  posi- 
tion which  for  the  last  ten  years  he  has  filled  as  Editor  of  the  Journal  of 
the  Institute.  All  the  members  of  the  Council  are  aware  that  it  is  greatly 
owing  to  the  zeal  and  devotion  which  he  has  shown  in  the  discharge  of  his 
editorial  duties  that  the  Institute  is  recognized  throughout  the  world  as 
a  learned  society  turning  out  from  year  to  year  new  and  original  work 
in  the  field  of  archaeological  research  and  investigation.  The  Council 
would  convey  to  Professor  Fowler  this  expression  of  its  high  appreciation 
of  his  painstaking  labours  and  its  sense  of  indebtedness  to  him  for  much 
ungrudging  service. 

That  the  Council  further  resolves  to  remit  the  nomination  of  Professor 
Fowler's  successor  in  the  editorship  o:  the  Journal  to  the  Editorial  Board 
along  with  the  Honorary  Editors. 

Upon  motion  of  Allan  Marqaand,  seconded  by  J.  C.  Egbert, 
the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted,  and  ordered  placed 
upon  the  Minutes. 

Honorary  President  F.  W.  Kelsey  presented  the  following  reso- 
lution upon  the  death  of  Professor  Martin  L.  D'Ooge  of  the 
University  of  Michigan: 

Although  Professor  Martin  L.D'Ooge  had  reached  the  age  of  76  years, 
his  death  seemed  untimely  be3ause  of  the  vigor  of  his  intellectual  interests. 
From  the  beginning,  the  work  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  had  appealed 
to  him,  although  he  was  not  a  charter  member.  He  served  as  Director  of 
the  American  School  of  Classical  Studies  in  Athens  in  1886-'87,  an  event- 
ful year.  He  encouraged  the  formation  of  Affiliated  Societies  of  the  Insti- 
tute in  the  Middle  West,  End  assisted  in  founding  the  Detroit  Society. 
He  lectured  acceptably  foi  the  Institute  and  contributed  to  its  publica- 
tions; his  last  article  in  fact  appeared  in  Art  and  Archaeology  in  January, 
1915.  Of  his  more  extended  writings  the  volume  on  "The  Acropolis  at 
Athens"  is  the  best  known.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  engaged  upon 
a  translation  of  the  books  of  Nicomachus  on  Arithmetic  for  a  volume  de- 
voted to  the  history  of  science.  The  Council  of  the  Institute  gratefully 
treasures  the  memory  of  his  life  as  devoted  to  the  highest  cultural  ideals. 

Upon  motion  of  Allison  V.  Armour,  seconded  by  J.  B.  Hench, 
the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  and  ordered  placed  upon 
the  Minutes. 

At  the  request  of  the  President,  the  General  Secretary  offered 
as  a  substitute  for  class  B — Associate  Members,  etc.,  under  Re- 
vision of  Regulation  II,  which  was  recommitted  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Council  (see  Minutes,  BULL.,  Vol.  V,  1914,  pp.  97-98) 
the  recommendation  contained  in  his  Annual  Report  (see  p.  22) 
that  the  subscribers  to  Art  and  Archaeology  be  organized  as  an

Art  and  Archaeology  League,  under  the  auspices  of  the  Institute 
on  the  ground  that  this  would  satisfy  the  demand  for  an  associate 
membership  at  a  smaller  annual  fee. 

After  discussion  by  Messrs.  Clay,  Currelly,  Egbert,  Emens, 
Harris,  Kelsey,  Marquand,  Peterson,  Platt,  Robinson  and  Wheeler, 
the  recommendation  was  withdrawn  for  presentation  in  greater 
detail. 

President  Shipley  announced  that  in  accordance  with  the  usual 
procedure  he  had  appointed  as  a  committee  on  time  and  place  of 
next  meeting  W.  F.  Harris,  H.  R.  Fairclough,  F.  W.  Kelsey;  and 
as  a  committee  on  resolutions,  Allan  Marquand  and  D.  M. 
Robinson. 

President  Shipley  announced  that  in  accordance  with  the  action 
of  the  Council  at  its,  last  meeting  (BULL.,  Vol.  V,  1914,  p.  100) 
he  had  appointed  as  a  Finance  Committee  from  the  Guarantors  of 
Art  and  Archaeology,  Dan  Fellows  Platt,  Chairman,  Evans 
Browne,  Eckley  B.  Coxe,  Jr.,  James  Teackle  Dennis,  J.  M. 
Wulfing. 

President  Shipley  asked  the  pleasure  of  the  Council  in  nomi- 
nating officers  for  the  ensuing  year.  It  was  moved  by  F.  W. 
Kelsey,  seconded  by  D.  F.  Platt,  and  carried,  that  a  committee 
composed  of  Messrs.  Harris,  Emens,  and  Slaughter,  be  consti- 
tuted a  Nominating  Committee. 

At  the  request  of  President  Shipley,  the  Recorder  read  to  the 
Council  the  five  following  supplementary  recommendations  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  which  were  voted  upon  separately  and  all 
unanimously  adopted : 

I.  The  fellowship  arrangements  made  at  the  last  meeting  to  meet  war 
conditions  shall  be  continued. 

II.  Notwithstanding  existing  arrangements  under  which  the  Canadian 
members  of  the  Board  of  Investment  are  empowered  to  hold  in  trust,  and 
to  expend  as  the  Council  of  the  Department  of  Canada  may  direct,  certain 
funds  raised  for  special  purposes,  including  Life  Membership  subscrip- 
tions, it  is  agreed  that  so  long  as  the  financial  outlook  in  Canada  continues 
to  be  relatively  unsatisfactory,  the  income  derivable  from  all  such  funds 
shall  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  and  shall  be  applied  to 
the  general  expenditure  of  the  Institute. 

III.  Allison  V.  Armour  and  Arthur  Fairbanks,  Commissioners  of  the 
Institute  for  the  Gyrene  Excavation,  shall  be  authorized  to  hold  as  Trus- 
tees of  the  Institute  the  Gyrene  Indemnity  Fund. 
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IV.  The  $600  appropriation  of  the  present  year  for  the  Fellowship  in 
Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies  shall  be  carried  over  in  the  Treasury 
for  1916-1917  to  the  credit  of  the  Fellow  already  appointed,  but  who  was 
prevented  from  entering  upon  the  Fellowship. 

V.  The  Fellowship  in  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies  shall  be  in- 
creased to  $800,  and  the  Fellowship  in  Christian  Archaeology  to  S600  as 
soon  as  the  funds  of  the  Institute  allow. 

Sir  William  Peterson  made  a  brief  supplementary  report  upon 
the  activities  of  the  Department  of  Canada,  and  said  that  all 
operations  must  perforce  be  suspended  during  the  continuance  of 
the  war.  He  suggested  also  that  no  publications  be  sent  during 
the  same  period  to  members  in  Canada  whose  dues  were  unpaid. 

There  were  no  further  additions  to  the  published  reports  of 
various  schools  of  the  Institute,  but  in  connection  with  the  Presi- 
dent's call  for  any  additional  report  from  the  School  at  Athens, 
H.  R.  Fairclough  addressed  a  question  to  Chairman  of  the  Man- 
aging Committee  James  R.  Wheeler  about  living  quarters  for 
women  in  attendance  at  the  School.  Mr.  Wheeler  said  it  was 
only  a  matter  of  finance  that  had  hitherto  made  it  impossible  to 
build  separate  quarters  for  women,  but  that  he  hoped  such 
quarters  could  be  erected. 

The  reports  of  the  Managing  Committees  of  the  Schools  at 
Athens,  Jerusalem,  and  Santa  FC*,  and  of  the  Committee  on 
Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies,  as  published  in  reports  dis- 
tributed at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  (BULL.,  Vol.  VI,  pp.  26- 
48)  were  received. 

It  was  also  ordered  that  a  letter  from  Andrew  F.  West,  Chair- 
man Committee  on  School  of  Classical  Studies  of  the  American 
Academy  in  Rome  be  received  and  placed  on  file  (see  BULL., 
Vol.  VI,  p.  49). 

In  the  absence  of  Dr.  Charles  D.  Walcott,  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  the  proposed  School  in  Peking,  Francis  W.  Kelsey 
reported  informally  as  follows: 

On  account  of  the  continuance  of  disturbed  political  conditions  in 
China,  it  has  not  been  deemed  expedient  to  take  further  steps  toward  the 
perfecting  of  a  permanent  organization  of  the  proposed  School  in  Peking. 
During  the  past  year,  however,  there  has  been  gratifying  evidence  of  an 
increasing  appreciation  of  the  importance  of  the  work  which  lies  ready  to 
be  undertaken  as  soon  as  the  School  can  be  properly  organized  and  Mr. 
Langdon  Warner  is  preparing  to  return  to  China  foi  the  preliminary  exami- 
nation of  promising  sites. 
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Upon  motion  of  W.  F.  Harris,  seconded  by  D.  F.  Platt,  the 
report  was  received,  and  ordered  placed  upon  the  Minutes. 

C.  T.  Currelly,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Museums,  pre- 
sented a  brief  oral  report.  A  motion  was  made  and  carried  that 
the  Committee  be  continued,  and  requested  to  present  a  written 
report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

There  being  no  report  from  the  Committee  on  the  appointment 
of  a  permanent  Committee  on  Egyptian  Archaeology,  J.  H. 
Breasted,  Chairman,  the  present  Committee  was  continued. 

G.  A.  Barton,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  appointment 
of  a  permanent  Committee  in  Mesopotamian  Archaeology,  pre- 
sented the  following  report: 

Your  committee  on  the  appointment  of  a  permanent  Committee  on 
Mesopotamian  Archaeology  has  been  unable  to  complete  its  task  owing 
to  the  disturbed  conditions  of  Mesopotamia  and  uncertainty  as  to  the 
future.  It  seems  probable  that  when  the  war  is  over  the  School  at  Jerusa- 
lem will  be  able  to  erect  a  building  of  its  own.  In  that  case  we  hope  an 
arrangement  may  be  made  to  establish  temporarily  the  headquarters  of 
the  proposed  Bagdad  School  in  the  building  at  Jerusalem  in  connection  with 
the  Palestinian  School,  until  such  time  as  suitable  quarters  can  be  pro- 
vided at  Bagdad.  Dr.  Ward,  who,  as  reported  last  year,  has  contributed 
his  valuable  Assyriological  library  to  a  Mesopotamian  School,  approves 
of  its  temporary  establishment  at  Jerusalem  in  the  manner  suggested. 

The  Committee  requests  to  be  continued,  and  that  Rev.  James  B.  Nies 
be  added  to  it. 

Upon  motion  made  and  carried,  the  report  was  received,  the 
recommendation  for  the  addition  of  a  new  member  adopted,  and 
the  Committee  continued. 

The  Budget  as  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee  was 
next  taken  up,  and  upon  the  motion  of  W.  F.  Harris,  seconded  by 
D.  F.  Platt,  was  unanimously  adopted  in  the  following  form:

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THIRTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PRESI- 
DENT OF  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF 
AMERICA 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

I  beg  to  report  to  you  on  the  affairs  of  the  Institute  from  Novem- 
ber 15,  1915,  to  November  15,  1916.  The  various  activities 
will  be  discussed  in  detail  under  the  usual  headings,  with  a  r&sume* 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  report  setting  forth  the  salient  features 
of  the  year's  developments  and  the  present  condition  of  the 
Institute. 

THE  SCHOOLS 

Full  reports  of  the  Chairmen  of  the  Managing  Committee  of 
the  American  School  of  Classical  Studies  in  Athens,  of  the 
School  for  Oriental  Research  in  Jerusalem,  of  the  School  of  Ameri- 
can Archaeology  at  Santa  Fe,  and  of  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval 
and  Renaissance  Studies  are  printed  in  this  issue  of  the  BULLETIN, 
and  also  a  report  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee 
of  the  School  of  Classical  Studies  in  the  American  Academy  in 
Rome.  I  shall  confine  myself  to  a  brief  general  summary,  with 
a  more  detailed  statement  in  regard  to  a  few  features  of  special 
interest. 

Although  Greece  is  still,  technically  at  least,  outside  the  list 
of  warring  nations,  the  disturbed  conditions  in  the  eastern  Medi- 
terranean have  had  their  effect  in  deterring  students  from  enter- 
ing the  School  at  Athens,  and  even  during  the  fiscal  year  of  1915- 
16,  before  the  situation  in  Greece  became  critical,  there  was  but 
one  student  in  residence.  In  view  of  recent  developments  it 
is. hardly  likely  that  others  will  go  out  before  the  conclusion  of 
peace.  However,  with  the  exception  of  the  annual  professsor, 
who  did  not  go  out,  the  entire  staff  of  the  School  spent  the  year 
in  Greece,  pursuing  their  various  scientific  investigations,  Mr. 
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Dinsmoor  prosecuting  his  work  upon  the  Propylaea,  the  Director 
his  investigations  upon  the  Erectheum,  and  in  conjunction  with 
the  Secretary,  Mr.  Blegen,  the  excavation  of  prehistoric  sites 
at  Corinth.  Lack  of  funds  prevented  the  continuance  of  the 
main  excavation  at  Corinth,  but  the  yield  in  prehistoric  material 
has  proved  very  striking,  and  Corinth  must  now  be  reckoned  as 
one  of  the  important  sites  for  the  early  period,  along  with  Thes- 
saly,  Boeotia,  and  the  Argolid.  The  Chairman  of  the  Managing 
Committee  points  out  that  the  rise  of  prices  in  Greece  is  crippling 
the  School,  and  that  the  $10,000  per  annum,  on  which  the  School 
has  accomplished  such  creditable  work  in  the  past  is  no  longer 
adequate.  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  appeal  of  the  Chairman  for 
financial  support  may  find  response  among  the  members  of  the 
Institute  who  are  interested  in  the  development  of  this  impor- 
tant school. 

In  view  of  conditions  in  Syria,  detailed  in  my  last  report, 
the  work  of  the  School  in  Jerusalem  is  at  a  standstill,  and  must 
continue  so  until  the  end  of  the  war.  The  Managing  Committee, 
however,  is  holding  itself  in  readiness  to  begin  operations  promptly 
as  soon  as  the  war  is  over.  The  Director  and  Fellow  are  both 
under  appointment  and  will  go  out  as  soon  as  conditions  make 
it  possible.  In  view  of  the  difficulty  of  raising  money  for  an  in- 
stitution which  is  temporarily  closed,  the  Managing  Commit- 
tee has  thought  it  wise  to  abandon  the  systematic  campaign  for 
the  raising  of  endowment  for  which  plans  had  been  matured 
in  the  early  summer  of  1914,  but  it  would  greatly  appreciate 
the  receipt  of  subscriptions  toward  this  endowment,  to  be  con- 
ditioned upon  the  opening  of  the  School  when  the  war  is  over. 

The  School  of  American  Archaeology  at  Santa  F6,  the  one  School 
affiliated  with  the  Institute  which  has  not  been  affected  by  the 
war,  has  seen  more  important  developments  during  the  year  1915- 
16  than  at  any  time  since  its  foundation.  The  loan  of  the  Direc- 
tor to  the  Panama-California  Exposition  has  been  repaid  with 
abundant  interest.  The  archaeological  and  anthropological  ex- 
hibit at  San  Diego,  collected  and  installed  under  his  direction, 
has  had  a  wider  influence  than  any  one  could  have  foreseen. 
Not  only  has  it  served  to  create  interest  in  American  Archaeology 
throughout  the  country,  but  is  directly  responsible  for  the  foun- 
dation of  two  strong  societies  of  the  Institute  in  the  Southwest, 
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and  has  led  to  important  developments  in  the  plans  of  the  School 
itself.  The  State  of  New  Mexico,  which  has  already  raised  its 
contribution  to  the  Museum  of  American  Archaeology  from  $5000 
to  $10,000  per  annum,  contributed  $30,000  toward  the  erection 
of  a  second  building  to  be  used  as  an  art  museum,  provided  the 
School  should  raise  a  like  amount.  This  condition  was  promptly 
met  by  friends  of  the  School.  The  new  building  is  now  being 
erected  upon  a  site  granted  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  Santa 
Fe  and  will  be  dedicated  in  August.  Another  outgrowth  of  the 
work  of  the  School  has  been  the  organization  of  a  Museum  of 
Ethnology  at  San  Diego  under  a  local  board  of  directors.  This 
museum  now  has  as  a  nucleus  the  California  Building,  the  Fine 
Arts  Building,  the  Science  of  Man  Building,  and  the  Indian 
Arts  Building  of  the  J3an  Diego  Exposition,  together  with  the 
greater  portion  of  the  exhibits  installed  in  these  buildings  during 
the  Exposition.  'Here  will  be  maintained  an  anthropological 
station  under  the  auspices  of  the  School.  The  buildings,  equip- 
ment, and  collections  at  the  disposal  of  the  School  now  amount 
to  a  half  million  dollars.  They  have  been  provided  by  a  few 
people  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  science  and  art  in  two 
western  communities  comparatively  undeveloped  as  to  population 
and  wealth.  The  permanence  assured  by  the  possession  of  these 
buildings  should  prove  an  important  factor  in  the  securing  of 
endowment  for  salaries,  maintenance,  research,  and  publication. 
An  active  campaign  for  the  securing  of  this  endowment  is  now 
under  way.  In  view  of  the  general  financial  prosperity,  and  the 
interest  aroused  by  the  San  Diego  Exposition,  the  campaign 
should  meet  with  a  generous  response. 

The  field  work  of  the  School  will  be  referred  to  later  under  the 
head  of  Excavation. 

At  the  time  of  the  amalgamation  of  the  American  School  of 
Classical  Studies  in  Rome  with  the  American  Academy  in  Rome, 
the  School  passed  completely  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  In- 
stitute, by  which  it  was  founded.  With  the  object  of  again 
drawing  more  closely  the  relations  between  this  School  and  the 
Institute,  and  the  classical  scholars  in  general,  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Academy  in  Rome  has  authorized  the  creation 
of  an  Advisory  Council  to  consist  of  a  representative  of  each  of 
the  contributing  colleges  and  in  addition  the  President  of  the 
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Institute,  the  Chairman  of  the  School  of  Classical  Studies  of  the 
American  Academy,  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Classical  Fellow- 
ship Jury.  This  Committee  will  hold  its  first  meeting  in  conjunc- 
tion with  a  meeting  of  the  Institute  in  St.  Louis  on  December 
29.  For  the  information  of  classical  men  the  reports  of  the  Chair- 
man and  the  annual  professor  are  printed  in  the  BULLETIN  with 
the  reports  of  the  other  schools  founded  by  the  Institute. 

Definite  plans  for  the  proposed  school  in  Peking,  for  a  school 
of  Mesopotamian  Archaeology  and  for  a  permanent  committee 
on  Egyptian  Archaeology  await  improved  conditions  in  these 
countries;  in  the  case  of  the  two  latter,  however,  some  progress 
has  been  made  and  reports  will  be  presented  at  the  annual  meet- 
ing by  Professors  Barton  and  Breasted,  the  chairmen  of  these 
committees. 

COMMITTEE    ON    COLONIAL    AND    NATIONAL    ART    IN  NORTH 

AMERICA 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  held  last  December  in  New  York 
it  was  voted  that  a  provisional  committee  be  appointed  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  undertaking  work  in  the  field  of  Colonial 
and  National  Art  in  North  America  and  to  devise  ways  and 
means;  that  this  body  should  report  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Institute,  which  was  given  power  to  create  a  permanent 
committee  in  this  field,  which  permanent  committee  should 
present  a  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council.  The  Presi- 
dent appointed  the  following  Committee:  Fiske  Kimball,  Chair- 
man, W.  Sumner  Appleton,  Glenn  Brown,  George  H.  Chase, 
Allan  Marquand,  Charles  Moore.  This  Committee  has  care- 
fully investigated  the  question  referred  to  it  and  finds  that  the 
value  of  accurate  study  of  our  early  works  of  art  is  recognized 
by  a  considerable  body  of  students,  collectors,  historical  organi- 
zations, and  museum  authorities,  who  also  feel  that  the  Archae- 
ological Institute  is  the  appropriate  organization  to  undertake 
the  direction  of  work  in  this  field.  The  Committee  believes  that 
support  can  be  secured  for  a  fellowship,  and  that  it  will  be  feasible 
to  raise  an  endowment  fund  of  $10,000  for  the  publication  of 
monographs;  it  further  believes  that  a  considerable  number  of 
memberships  in  the  Institute  can  be  secured  from  among  the 
various  groups  of  persons  in  this  country  interested  in  this  field. 
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Accordingly  it  has  recommended  the  creation  of  a  permanent 
committee,  similar  to  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renais- 
sance Studies,  with  the  understanding  that,  for  the  present,  no 
new  charge  be  entered  in  the  institute's  budget  by  reason  of 
the  creation  of  this  Committee.  The  report  has  my  complete 
endorsement,  and  has  received  the  approval  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

FELLOWSHIPS 

The  closing  of  the  School  in  Jerusalem,  and  the  disturbed 
condition  in  Greece  and  Italy,  have  prevented  the  sending  out 
of  the  holders  of  foreign  fellowships.  The  only  Institute  Fellow 
in  the  field  was  Thomas  M.  Judson,  Fellow  in  Early  Christian 
Archaeology,  who  continued  his  study  of  Early  Art  in  Christian 
Rome,  especially  in  its  extension  to  the  Abruzzi. 

Professor  Marquand,  in  his  report  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies,  has  compiled  a 
record  of  the  holders  of  the  Fellowship  in  Early  Christian  Archae- 
ology from  1895  to  the  present,  and  of  the  Renaissance  Fellow- 
ship since  its  inception  in  1905.  The  careers  of  such  men  as 
Lowrie,  Meader,  Morey,  Everett,  Centner,  Preston  and  Ber- 
nath  show  beyond  question  the  value  of  giving  to  young  scholars 
of  promise  the  opportunity  of  pursuing  investigation  along  the 
lines  in  which  they  are  interested.  A  compilation  of  the  records 
of  the  other  Fellowships  will  prove  equally  illuminating,  and  that 
in  these  fields  also  the  Institute  Fellowships  are  furnishing  the 
leaders  in  American  scholarship. 

As  stated  in  the  last  paragraph,  the  prospect  is  favorable  for 
the  early  foundation  of  a  Fellowship  in  Colonial  and  National 
Act  in  North  America.  Plans  are  also  under  consideration  for 
the  founding  of  a  Fellowship  in  Egyptian  Archaeology  as  soon 
as  conditions  in  Egypt  make  this  advisable. 

LECTURES 

The  lecture  system  of  the  Institute  is  under  the  direction  of 
the  General  Secretary  and  the  lectures  given  during  1915-16 
are  fully  covered  in  his  report. 
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I  take  this  opportunity,  however,  of  expressing,  on  behalf  of 
the  Institute,  to  those  who  have  lectured  before  its  various  Socie- 
ties during  the  year  1915-16  its  deep  appreciation  of  their  serv- 
ice to  the  Institute:  Henry  Turner  Bailey,  W.  W.  Baker,  Edgar 
J.  Banks,  Clarence  P.  Bill,  Charles  Upson  Clark,  Edward  W.  Clark, 
Albert  T.  Clay,  Chas.  T.  Currelly,  H.  R.  Fairclough,  E.  F.  Foote, 
Karl  P.  Harrington,  Ales  Hrdlicka,  Edgar  L.  Hewett,  Charles 
Knapp,  Stephen  B.  Luce,  Jr.,  Frederick  L.  Monsen,  A.  T.  Mur- 
ray, Gisela  M.  A.  Richter,  Arthur  Stanley  Riggs,  David  M.  Robin- 
son, Clarence  Ward,  Langdon  Warner,  W.  L.  Westerman,  Carl- 
ton  M.  Winslow.  Its  sense  of  obligation  is  all  the  greater  for 
the  reason  that,  in  most  cases,  the  service  was  performed  without 
remuneration.  The  lectures  have  given  general  satisfaction 
and  have  proven  unusually  interesting,  both  in  subject  matter 
and  presentation. 

Three  foreign  scholars  have  been  invited  during  the  past  two 
years  to  deliver  lectures  upon  the  James  Loeb  Foundation.  All 
three  accepted  the  invitation,  but  one  was  unable  to  make  a 
definite  appointment  on  account  of  the  war,  while  the  other 
two  were  refused  leave  by  their  governments.  The  failure  to 
secure  Norton  lectures  has  not  only  proven  a  great  disappoint- 
ment, but  the  uncertainty  seriously  complicates  the  making  of 
the  annual  budget.  The  Norton  lectures  are  charged  to  the  in- 
come of  the  Loeb  Foundation;  the  other  Institute  lectures  are 
chargeable  against  receipts  from  societies.  As  the  societies 
demand  their  usual  quota  of  lectures,  if  the  Norton  Lectures 
are  for  any  reason  omitted,  other  lectures  must  be  substituted, 
thereby  greatly  exceeding  the  budget  estimate  for  regular  lec- 
tures. The  problem  is  one  for  the  Council  to  solve. 

EXCAVATION  AND  EXPLOEATION 

In  view  of  existing  conditions  no  excavations  in  Mediter- 
ranean lands,  at  least  on  any  considerable  scale,  is  now  possible. 
However,  the  Institute  has  at  its  disposal  a  fund  sufficient  for 
a  year's  campaign  on  some  important  site,  and  work  can  be  be- 
gun as  soon  as  peace  has  been  declared  and  permits  can  be  ob- 
tained. It  is  clear  that  in  view  of  the  impoverishment  of  the 
European  governments  which  during  the  past  twenty  or  thirty 
years  have  been  most  active  in  excavations,  it  will  be  the  duty 
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of  America  to  assume  a  larger  share  in  this  field  of  scientific  in- 
vestigation than  heretofore.  The  Institute  should  be  prepared 
to  take  the  lead  in  this  work,  for  which,  if  our  present  prosperity 
continues,  ample  funds  should  be  available.  I  recommend  that 
a  small  committee  be  created  to  formulate  plans  for  such  work, 
and  consider  possible  sites,  to  report  at  the  meeting  of  the  Coun- 
cil in  1917.  It  is  hardly  likely  that  the  war  will  be  prolonged 
much  beyond  that  date. 

The  School  at  Athens,  though  unable  to  carry  on  its  usual  cam- 
paign at  Corinth,  conducted  minor  excavations  on  prehistoric 
sites  in  the  vicinity  with  a  good  yield  of  material  of  the  early 
period. 

In  this  country,  on  the  other  hand,  a  large  amount  of  work 
was  done  in  the  Southwest  either  by  the  School  of  American 
Archaeology  or  more  or  less  directly  under  its  auspices.  The 
Director  excavated  the  East  House  at  Puye  on  the  Pajarito 
plateau;  the  Secretary  and  Mr.  Nusbaum  investigated  the  ruins 
in  the  Manzano  district;  the  School,  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
and  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  have  jointly  undertaken  a  study 
of  the  ruins  in  Chaco  Canyon  to  cover  a  period  of  yearns;  Mr. 
Frank  Springer  completed  the  study  of  the  mural  decorations 
of  the  caves  in  the  Rito  de  lose  Frijoles,  securing  much  material 
for  an  important  publication  on  the  subject.  Mr.  John  P.  Har- 
rington is  now  preparing  for  publication  his  studies  of  the  coast 
and  island  tribes  of  Southern  California .  begun  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  School  and  continued  for  the  Bureau  of  Ethnology. 
In  addition  Dr.  A.  V.  Kidder,  Field  Director  of  Phillips  Exe- 
ter Academy  finished  a  second  successful  season  at  Pecos,  a 
site  owned  by  the  School,  and  Dr.  L.  L.  Wilson  a  second  season's 
work  at  Otowi  for  the  Commercial  Museum  at  Philadelphia,  on 
a  site  relinquished  by  the  School  to  this  Museum. 

PUBLICATION 

The  American  Journal  of  Archaeology  maintains  its  standard 
of  scholarly  excellence  and  its  recognized  position  as  the  chief 
organ  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  for  the  publication  of  the  re- 
searches of  investigators  in  the  archaeological  field.  Much  of 
the  credit  for  the  place  which  it  holds  in  the  world  of  scholarship 
is  due  to  Professor  Harold  North  Fowler,  who  for  the  past  ten 
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years  has  filled  so  capably  the  chair  of  Editor-in-Chief.  It  is 
with  deep  regret  that  the  Institute  accepts  his  decision  to  retire, 
and  with  grateful  appreciation  of  his  distinguished  service. 

One  of  the  most  important  developments  of  the  year  has 
been  the  complete  transformation  of  Art  and  Archaeology,  which 
both  in  form  and  content  now  surpasses  the  highest  hopes  of 
those  who  were  responsible  for  its  foundation.  It  has  now  been 
converted  into  a  monthly,  the  size  of  the  page  has  been  con- 
siderably increased,  the  number  of  pages  has  been  nearly  doubled, 
while  the  great  improvement  in  the  quality  of  the  paper  and  of 
the  illustrations,  and  its  artistic  appearance,  place  it  in  the  front 
rank  among  the  art  magazines  of  the  country.  By  the  end  of 
the  first  five  year  period  it  should  have  a  wide  circulation,  and 
not  only  be  self-supporting,  but  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  Insti- 
tute. Owing  to  the  many  details  to  be  settled  in  connection 
with  its  transformation,  the  campaign  for  enlarged  circulation 
could  not  be  commenced  before  the  summer  holidays,  and  on 
this  account  was  wisely  deferred  until  November.  Subscrip- 
tions are  now  coming  in  very  rapidly.  It  is  still  too  early  to 
say  whether  the  magazine  can  carry  itself  next  year  independ- 
ently of  a  financial  guarantee,  but  if  any  appeal  to  guarantors 
is  necessary,  it  will  be  for  an  amount  considerably  less  than  the 
$5000  per  annum  contributed  for  the  past  three  years.  In  its 
new  dress  the  magazine  is  already  proving  its  value  as  an  asset 
to  the  Institute.  Not  only  has  it  served  to  stimulate  a  wider 
interest  in  archaeology  outside  of  the  Institute  membership, 
but  by  retaining  the  interest  of  members  themselves,  it  has 
tended  to  stabilize  the  membership  of  Societies.  Secretaries 
report  a  marked  falling  off  in  resignations.  The  thanks  of  the 
Institute  are  due  to  the  editors,  who  serve  without  pay,  to  the 
contributors,  who  receive  no  remuneration  for  their  articles,  and 
to  the  guarantors  whose  generosity  has  made  possible  a  much 
needed  non-technical  archaeological  magazine.  Their  generous 
efforts  deserve  to  be  seconded  by  every  member  of  the  Institute 
who,  by  helping  to  increase  the  list  of  subscribers,  can  hasten 
the  day  when  the  magazine  will  become  self  supporting,  or  a 
source  of  revenue. 

The  BULLETIN  has  now  been  converted  into  a  year  book  con- 
taining the  Minutes  of  the  Council  and  Reports.  It  is  printed 
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in  a  very  limited  edition  and  is  issued  only  to  members  of  the 
Council,  the  officers  of  Societies  and  members  of  the  Commit- 
tees listed  in  the  directory,  and  such  other  members  as  request  it. 
Art  and  Archaeology  at  its  inception  was  placed  under  the 
general  jurisdiction  of  a  Board  of  Publication.  For  adminis- 
trative reasons  all  the  publications  of  the  Institute  should  be 
placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  one  board,  and  a  recommenda- 
tion to  this  effect  will  be  laid  before  the  Council  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

FINANCES 

I  am  glad  to  report  that  the  Institute  has  kept  its  expenditures 
within  its  income,  and  has  again  ended  its  fiscal  year  without 
drawing  upon  its  capital  and  without  incurring  a  deficit.  The 
war  still  continues  to  affect  our  finances,  but  as  its  influence 
is  felt  on  both  sides  of  the  account  the  actual  variation  from  the 
budget  has  been  slight.  The  European  sale  of  the  Journal 
and  other  publications  has  shrunk  considerably,  and  receipts 
from  annual  dues  from  Canadian  Societies  have  fallen  far  be- 
low the  figures  of  even  last  year;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  war 
conditions  have  closed  the  School  in  Jerusalem,  and  have  pre- 
vented the  sending  out  of  fellows  to  other  European  countries, 
so  that  the  decrease  in  expenditure  almost  balances  the  decrease 
in  income  due  to  war  conditions.  It  should  be  remarked,  how- 
ever, that,  with  the  coming  of  peace,  the  income  side  of  the  ac- 
count will  respond  more  slowly  to  changed  conditions  than 
that  of  expenditures.  The  Schools  will  naturally  resume  oper- 
ations at  once,  and  the  fellows  now  under  appointment  should 
be  sent  out  as  soon  as  possible.  On  the  other  hand,  it  will  take 
a  year  or  longer  for  that  portion  of  our  income  to  recover,  which 
is  now  affected  by  the  war.  This  is  one  of  the  serious  problems 
with  which  the  administration  will  be  confronted  when  that 
happy  time  arrives. 

The  details  of  income  and  expenditure  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1916,  are  given  in  full  in  the  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
pp.  63-67. 

Exclusive  of  life  memberships  ($2000)  the  current  receipts  were 
$30,258.54,  and  the  current  expenditures  $29,026.83.  The  ex- 
cess of  receipts  over  expenditures  was  therefore  $1,231.71.  From 
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this  sum,  however,  should  be  deducted  $1,206.71,  residuum  of 
the  guarantee  fund  of  Art  and  Archaeology  collected  durin -,  the 
year,  but  applicable  to  the  Art  and  Archaeology  account  of  1916-17. 
This  leaves  a  balance  of  $25.00  in  the  accounts  of  the  year. 

The  total  current  receipts  fell  short  of  the  receipts  estimated 
in  the  budget  for  1915-16  passed  at  the  Philadelphia  meeting  of 
the  Council  by  $1,391.46;  but  the  expenditures  were  also  kept 
below  the  expense  side  of  the  same  budget  by  $1,443.71.  This 
showing  is  most  gratifying,  in  view  of  the  uncertain  financial 
conditions,  and  the  fact  that  the  budget  is  passed  eighteen  months 
before  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year  for  which  it  is  made. 

The  receipts  in  annual  dues,  $15,569.61,  did  not  reach  the  es- 
timate of  $16,500.00  in  the  budget  passed  at  the  Philadelphia 
meeting  of  the  Council  (BULLETIN,  Vol.  V,  p.  103).  The  de- 
crease is  confined  to  the  Department  of  Canada,  and  is  one  of 
the  direct  results  of  the  European  war.  The  receipts  from  Can- 
ada were  only  $290.00  in  1915-16,  as  against  $1304.25  for  1914-15, 
$2,087.50  for  1913-14,  and  $4,389.95  for  1912-13.  It  is  clear  that 
little  revenue  ought  to  be  expected  from  the  Societies  in  Canada 
during  the  duration  of  the  world  struggle.  On  the  other  hand, 
receipts  from  the  Societies  in  the  United  States  have  shown  a 
substantial  increase,  and  reached,  during  the  year  just  closed, 
the  sum  of  $15,279.61  as  against  $14,426.45  in  1914-15,  and  $14,- 
325.00  in  1913-14.  This  increase  is  due  to  two  causes,  namely 
improved  financial  conditions  in  the  Uaited  States,  and  the  in- 
fluence of  Art  and  Archaeology  in  increasing  and  stabilizing  the 
membership  in  local  societies.  As  both  of  these  factors  are  likely 
to  continue  operative  in  the  immediate  future,  there  is  every 
reason  to  believe  that  the  receipts  from  the  United  States  for 
the  current  year,  at  least,  should  exceed  $16,000. 

At  the  end  of  1914-15  the  uninvested  life  membership  fees  in 
the  Treasury  amounted  to  $3,000.00.  To  this  sum  there  has 
been  added  during  the  fiscal  year  $2,000.00  bringing  the  total 
to  $5,000.00.  Of  this  sum  at  least  $2,000.00  should  be  invested 
during  the  current  year,  and  the  rest  as  soon  as  it  can  be  spared 
from  the  working  balance,  which  must  be  kept  above  $6,000.00 
in  order  to  tide  the  Institute  over  the  early  months  of  each  fiscal 
year,  when  expenditures  go  on  as  usual,  although  receipts  do  not 
begin  to  come  in  until  November. 
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The  balance  in  the  bank  on  June  30,  1916,  was  $10,435.59. 
It  includes  $5,000,00  in  uninvested  Life  Memberships;  $2,660.14, 
balance  of  guarantee  fund  of  Art  and  Archaeology;  and  $2,000.00 
unexpended  balance  on  the  James  Loeb  Foundation*  for  1914-15, 
and  1915-16. 

ENDOWMENT 

The  Institute  should  take  advantage  of  the  general  prosperity 
throughout  the  United  States  to  secure  endowment  not  only  for 
the  Schools,  fellowships,  lectureships  and  other  special  purposes, 
but  also  for  general  Institute  expenses.  Our  experience  during 
the  various  periods  of  financial  depression  has  shown  that  the 
income  from  annual  dues,  upon  which  our  financial  system 
mainly  rests,  shows  too  much  fluctuation  to  assure  the  right 
kind  of  permanence  to  important  activities.  Income  of  this 
sort  is  at  its  lowest  ebb  during  periods  of  financial  depression 
when  it  is  practically  impossible  to  supplement  it  by  donations. 
The  logical  course  is  to  endeavor  to  provide,  during  periods  of 
prosperity,  an  endowment  which  will  tide  the  Institute  over 
short  periods  of  depression.  Accordingly  I  am  recommending  to 
the  Council  that  this  question  be  taken  up  at  a  time  when  con- 
ditions are  specially  favorable. 

ADMINISTRATION 

The  office  in  Washington  has  been  severely  taxed  during  the 
past  year  by  the  addition  to  its  usual  routine  the  business  man- 
agement of  Art  and  Archaeology.  The  increase  in  office  expenses 
is  to  be  attributed  to  this  cause.  This  should  be  taken  into 
consideration  in  reckoning  the  expense  of  the  magazine.  A  full 
statement  of  the  work  of  the  office  will  be  found  in  the  General 
Secretary's  Report. 

DE  MORTUIS 

Through  death  the  Institute  has  lost  during  the  year  five  of 
its  former  officers  and  generous  friends:  Seth  Low,  who,  amid

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the  many  important  administrative  positions  which  occupied  his 
busy  life,  was  the  second  President  of  the  Institute,  and  who,  as 
Honorary  President,  continued  to  be  a  helpful  advisor  to  his 
successors,  and  constant  contributor  to  the  Institute's  activities; 
Horace  Davis,  former  President  of  the  San  Francisco  Society, 
and  its  founder;  Eckley  B.  Coxe,  Jr.,  President  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Society;  Lucius  M.  Cuthbert  and  Joel  F.  Vaile,  who  have 
both  been  Presidents  of  the  Colorado  State  Society.  Their  serv- 
ices to  the  Institute  will  be  made  a  matter  of  official  record 
at  the  coming  meeting  of  the  Council  in  appropriate  memorial 
resolutions. 

RlSSUMlS 

From  the  foregoing  paragraphs  it  will  be  seen  that  so  far  as 
foreign  activities  are  concerned  conditions  have  changed  but 
little  from  those  stated  in  the  preamble  to  my  last  report.  Affairs 
in  Greece  are  now  more  perturbed  than  at  any  time,  and,  while 
the  officers  of  the  school  are  in  residence  and  continue  their  in- 
vestigations, students  are  unwilling  to  assume  the  risk  of  going 
out;  the  School  in  Jerusalem  remains  closed;  no  new  foreign 
fellows  have  been  sent  out,  although  last  year's  holder  of  the 
Early  Christian  Fellowship  remains  in  Italy,  and  continues  his 
studies  in  Early  Christian  Art;  plans  for  establishing  two  addi- 
tional foreign  schools  remain  in  abeyance;  the  prosecution  of 
the  important  excavation  in  the  eastern  Mediterranean,  for  which 
funds  are  available,  is  necessarily  postponed;  owing  to  the  war, 
societies  in  Canada  have,  for  the  most  part,  suspended  their 
activities,  and  their  remittances  have  been  greatly  reduced. 
These,  in  summary,  are  the  effects  of  the  world  struggle  upon 
our  foreign  relations  and  activities. 

On  the  other  hand,  conditions  at  home  justify  the  optimism 
expressed  in  my  last  report.  The  improved  financial  situation 
in  this  country  has  been  reflected  in  the  growth  of  the  affiliated 
societies.  In  consequence,  the  revenues  of  the  Institute  from  this 
source  have  shown  a  substantial  increase,  which  partially  off- 
sets the  decrease  in  Canada,  and,  thanks  to  this  and  to  decreased 
expenditure  as  regards  activities  affected  by  the  war,  we  have 
again  concluded  a  year  without  a  deficit.  With  its  other  avenues 
of  activity  closed  the  Institute  has  followed  the  domestic  program 
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outlined  in  my  last  report.  Notable  progress  has  been  made  in 
the  development  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology  at  Santa 
Fe,  and  a  new  Anthropological  Station  has  been  established 
under  its  auspices  at  San  Diego.  The  favorable  report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  to  con- 
sider the  advisability  of  undertaking  work  in  the  field  of  National 
and  Colonial  Art  will  no  doubt  lead  to  the  establishment  of  a 
permanent  committee  parallel  to  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval 
and  Renaissance  Studies.  During  the  year  Art  and  Archaeology 
has  been  converted  into  a  monthly,  the  size  has  been  increased 
to  64  pages,  and  its  illustrations  and  external  appearance  have 
been  greatly  improved.  It  is  at  last  realizing  the  hope  of  the 
Institute  in  founding  it,  by  creating  an  interest  in  archaeology, 
winning  us  friends  among  the  laymen,  and  by  serving  to  increase 
and  stabilize  the  membership  of  affiliated  societies.  Since  Novem- 
ber 15th,  subscriptions  have  been  coming  in  very  rapidly.  An- 
other year  should  place  all  these  departments  of  the  Institute's 
activity  on  a  sound  footing,  and  it  will  then  be  in  a  better  posi- 
tion to  avail  itself  of  the  opportunity  offered  by  the  close  of  the 
war,  and  take  a  larger  place  than  heretofore  in  the  promotion  of 
archaeological  investigation  in  the  Old  World.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  my  annual  report  as  General 
Secretary  of  the  Institute  for  the  fiscal  year  July  1,  1915- June  30, 
1916. 

THE  WASHINGTON  OFFICE 

The  steady  increase  of  the  business  of  the  Institute  as  a  result 
of  growing  demands  incident  to  the  publication  of  Art  and 
Archaeology  emphasizes  the  need  of  more  office  room  and  of  a 
larger  clerical  staff.  Though  the  work  of  promotion  of  the  maga- 
zine now  falls  primarily  to  the  James  William  Bryan  Press  by 
the  contract  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council,  the 
subscription  lists,  book-keeping  and  handling  of  checks  are 
still  in  our  keeping.  The  Institute  at  present  employs  three 
clerks,  whose  duties  are  systematized  under  the  heads  of  member- 
ship, lectures  and  publications  respectively.

The  considerable  increase  in  general  correspondence  of  over 
4000  letters  received  and  mailed  more  than  during  the  preceding 
year  gives  some  idea  of  the  demands  made  upon  the  energy  and 
efficiency  of  our  clerical  staff. 

I.    DEPARTMENT  OF  SOCIETIES  AND  MEMBERSHIP 

An  increased  net  membership  in  the  following  Societies  is 
deserving  of  mention:  New  York,  Baltimore,  Pennsylvania, 
Detroit,  Wisconsin,  Connecticut,  Washington,  Iowa,  Pittsburgh, 
Oxford,  Rochester,  San  Francisco,  Buffalo,  St.  Paul,  San  Diego, 
Los  Angeles,  Richmond,  Santa  Fe. 

It  is  gratifying  to  report  that  in  spite  of  the  rapid  increase  in 
the  cost  of  living  there  has  been  added  to  our  rolls  in  the  United 
States  23  life  and  307  annual  members.  The  number  of  new 
life  members  is  more  than  double  that  of  the  preceding  year, 
and  the  net  increase  in  annual  members  more  than  trebles  that 
of  1914-1915.  This  is  due  partly  to  the  decrease  in  the  number 
of  losses  by  resignation.  We  feel  that  we  owe  chiefly  to  Art  and 
Archaeology  the  increasing  hold  we  have  on  our  members,  and  the 
greater  attractions  of  membership  in  the  Institute.  Our  prob- 
lem is  now  to  "wrestle  with  tomorrow,"  and  we  can  face  the 
future  with  the  confident  expectation  that  there  will  be  a  steady 
growth  in  membership  from  year  to  year.  A  study  of  the  finan-

The  program  of  lectures  for  the  season  of  1915-1916  has  been 
generally  regarded  as  the  most  satisfactory  yet  offered  by  the 
Institute.  There  were  more  lectures  given  and  on  a  greater 
variety  of  topics  than  ever  before.  Owing  to  the  growing  number 
of  professional  lecturers  appearing  before  art  societies  and  kin- 
dred organizations  in  our  cities,  our  societies  are  becoming  more 
exacting  in  their  demands  both  as  respects  the  quality  of  the 
lecture  and  the  artistic  character  of  the  illustrations.  As  we 
cannot  yet  pay  adequate  honorariums  to  lecturers  of  the  Institute 
it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  compete  with  other 
organizations  which  use  their  funds  primarily  for  lectures.  For 
this  reason  we  are  all  the  more  grateful  to  the  lecturers  who  have 
so  freely  devoted  time  from  their  regular  duties  to  the  service  of 
the  Institute.  If  we  value  each  lecture  at  the  regular  university 
honorarium  of  fifty  dollars,  our  Department  of  Lectures  would 
represent  a  capitalization  of  about  fifteen  thousand  dollars.

2.  Bulletin  of  the  Archaeological  Institute 

The  BULLETIN  OF  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE,  Vol.  VI, 
dated  December,  1915,  and  appearing  shortly  after  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Council  contained  the  annual  reports,  minutes, 
directory  and  other  useful  information.  It  was  published  in  an 
edition  of  1000  and  was  distributed  to  all  whose  names  appeared 
in  the  Directory  and  to  members  of  the  Institute  who  asked  for 
it. 
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Art  and  Archaeology 

Art  and  Archaeology  continues  to  grow  in  the  esteem  of  mem- 
bers of  the  Institute  and  the  general  public.  During  1915-1916, 
$5450.00  was  paid  into  the  Guaranty  Fund,  distributed  among 
the  societies  as  given  in  the  membership  table,  page  19. 

The  assets  of  Art  and  Archaeology  in  the  treasury  of  the  Insti- 
tute for  the  fiscal  year  closing  June  30,  1916,  were:  Guaranty 
Fund,  $5450.00;  Institute  appropriation,  $750.00;  subscriptions 
remitted  Treasurer,  $3800.00.  The  total  cost  of  Volume  II  was 
$1621.01;  Volume  III,  $5040.00;  general  expenses,  $2132.28; 
leaving  a  balance  on  hand  July  1,  1916,  of  $2660.14.  (For  details 
see  statement,  BULLETIN,  pp.  70-71.)

This  represents  a  net  gain  in  circulation  during  the  fiscal  year 
of:  members,  120;  subscribers,  479;  total,  599. 

The  principal  event  of  the  year  was  the  transformation  of 
Art  and  Archaeology  from  a  bi-monthly  to  a  monthly  magazine 
through  the  adoption  of  the  contract  with  the  James  William 
Bryan  Press  (see  President's  report,  page  10),  and  its  publica- 
tion in  a  larger  and  more  elegant  form,  beginning  with  January, 
1916.  Volume  III,  completed  before  the  close  of  the  period 
embraced  in  this  report,  speaks  for  itself. 

By  the  contract  our  new  publishers  have  charge  also  of  the 
subscription  and  advertising  departments  of  the  magazine.  As 
the  first  six  months  of  the  year  were  spent  chiefly  in  bringing 
Art  and  Archaeology  up  to  its  present  high  standard  as  a  speci- 
men of  the  printer's  art,  and  in  planning  the  most  effective  way 
of  presenting  its  merits  to  its  logical  clientele,  the  statements 
concerning  the  extension  of  circulation  will  be  deferred  until  the 
meeting  of  the  Council. 
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FIELD  WORK 

The  General  Secretary  has  spent  considerable  time  in  the  field 
visiting  many  of  the  Societies  on  the  Eastern  and  Central  cir- 
cuits. The  Secretary  of  the  Western  States  presents  his  own 
report  of  the  activities  and  needs  of  the  Societies  in  his  territory. 
The  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Canada  reports  the  suspen- 
sion of  activities  of  his  Department  during  the  period  of  the 
great  war.  I  feel  under  many  obligations  to  the  Secretaries  of 
the  Institute  and  the  officers  of  the  affiliated  societies,  whose 
whole-hearted  and  effective  cooperation  has  maintained  the  work 
of  the  Institute  during  the  past  year. 

Membership  in  the  Institute  was  never  more  desirable  than 
now,  and  with  the  improved  financial  conditions  throughout  the 
country  I  feel  that  we,  should  enter  upon  an  organized  campaign 
to  double  our  membership  and  financial  resources  and  secure 
10,000  subscribers  for  Art  and  Archaeology  within  the  next  few 
years.  By  united  effort  this  can  surely  be  accomplished  by  the 
time  of  our  fortieth  anniversary  in  1919. 

RETROSPECT 

The  Act  of  Incorporation  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of 
America  passed  both  houses  of  Congress  and  was  approved  by 
President  Roosevelt,  May  26,  1906.  With  the  close  of  this  fiscal 
year  we  have  therefore  completed  one  decade  of  our  history  as 
an  incorporated  body.  During  that  period  the  number  of  affili- 
ated societies  has  increased  from  21  to  44;  the  life  membership 
list  from  207  to  420;  the  annual  membership  list  from  1902  (in- 
cluding the  southwest  society)  to  2532;  and  the  total  receipts 
from  the  members  of  societies  from  $11,808.43  to  $23,119.69- 
"Good  business  building  is  gradual;  the  most  lasting  results  are 
those  attained  by  steady  and  persistent  growth." 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  General  Secretary  necessarily  coin- 
cides with  the  fiscal  year  of  the  Institute.  A  supplementary 
report  will  be  submitted  to  the  Council,  outlining  the  work  of  the 
first  half  of  the  present  fiscal  year.

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REPORT   OF   THE   SECRETARY   FOR   THE   WESTERN 

STATES 

To  the  President  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

In  the  course  of  the  past  year  I  have  been  enabled  to  visit  all 
but  one  of  the  Pacific  Coast  Societies  of  the  Institute.  Of  these, 
the  strongest  both  in  numbers  and  in  genuine  interest  in  archaeo- 
logical work  is  undoubtedly  that  in  San  Diego.  This  is  due 
largely  to  the  stimulus  given  by  the  Panama-California  Exposi- 
tion, and  to  the  presence  of  Dr.  Edgar  L.  Hewett,  Director  of 
the  American  School  of  Archaeology,  who  has  been  mainly 
instrumental  in  establishing  the  nucleus  of  an  important  archaeo- 
logical museum  in  San  Diego.  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Kraemer,  who  has 
served  so  faithfully  as  secretary  of  the  San  Diego  Society  since 
its  foundation,  having  left  town  for  the  purpose  of  continuing 
her  University  studies,  her  place  has  been  filled  for  the  time  being 
by  the  appointment  of  Mrs.  Morgan. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  several  of  the  Societies  hold  regular 
meetings  during  the  season,  independently  of  the  lectures  pro- 
vided by  the  Institute  at  large.  The  San  Francisco  Society 
announces  for  December  1  and  2,  1916,  its  "third  scientific 
meeting "  in  conjunction  with  the  Anthropological  Section  of  the 
Pacific  Division  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Science.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  other  Societies  of  the 
Institute  will  pursue  a  similar  course. 

A  new  Society  has  recently  been  formed  in  Santa  Fe,  the  charter 
register  comprising  seventy-eight  members.  In  view  of  the 
great  importance  of  Santa  Fe  as  an  archaeological  center,  we 
may  expect  this  Society  to  maintain  a  position  as  one  of  the 
strongest  in  the  Institute. 

Art  and  Archaeology  has  met  with  a  warm  reception  in  the 
west,  and  is  undoubtedly  strengthening  the  various  Societies. 

The  Institute  as  a  whole,  and  the  San  Francisco  Society  in 
particular,  have  suffered  a  serious  loss  in  the  death,  last  July,  of 
Hon.  Horace  Davis,  who  was  always  deeply  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  Institute.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  American  School  of  Classical  Studies  at 
Athens: 

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  report  to  you  on  the  affairs 
of  the  School  for  the  year  ending  August  31,  1916. 

The  death  of  Professor  Fitz  Gerald  Tisdall  of  the  College  of 
the  City  of  New  York,  one  of  the  oldest  members  of  the  Man- 
aging Committee,  occurred  on  November  11,  1915.  Professor 
Tisdall  was  elected  to  the  Committee  in  1886.  In  the  earlier 
years  of  the  School  he  attended  the  annual  meetings  regularly 
and  took  an  active  part  in  the  discussions  which  determined  the 
policies  of  the  School  that  have  since  become  traditional. 

One  new  member  has  been  added  to  the  Committee  during 
the  year — Professor  Henry  Lamar  Crosby  of  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania. 

The  conditions  produced  by  the  European  war  have  of  course 
greatly  affected  the  work  of  the  School,  so  far  as  students  are 
concerned.  There  has  been  but  one  in  residence,  Mr.  Ralph 
Walker  Scott,  and  though  there  are  indications  that  with  the 
advent  of  peace  we  may  expect  a  full  renewal  of  our  numbers, 
it  is  hardly  likely  that  others  will  go  out  before  that  time. 

The  absence  of  any  number  of  students  made  it  possible  for 
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the  Director  and  Secretary  to  take  their  vacations  during  the 
academic  year  instead  of  in  the  summer,  leaving  the  School  in 
charge  of  Mr.  Dinsmoor,  and  this  enabled  them  to  attend  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  in  Princeton,  and 
to  speak  on  the  results  of  the  recent  excavations.  The  present 
unrest  in  Greece  itself  has  unfortunately  prevented  a  similar 
arrangement  of  work  this  year.  The  studies  of  the  officers  of 
the  School  have  suffered  less  through  the  interruptions  of  the 
war  than  might  be  expected.  Mr.  Dinsmoor  has  about  completed 
his  work  on  the  Propylaea,  and  his  last  report  has  many  new 
and  interesting  observations  on  the  problem  of  the  projected 
north-east  and  south-east  wings  of  the  gateway.  He  was  also 
engaged  in  work  at  Corinth  for  a  time.  The  Director  has  spent 
some  time  at  Corinth  this  year,  but  since  returning  to  Greece 
from  this  country,  he  has  been  mostly  in  Athens,  occupied  with 
questions  about  the  Erechtheum.  Mr.  Blegen  has  continued 
the  excavation  of  prehistoric  sites  at  Corinth  with  marked  suc- 
cess. Owing  to  lack  of  funds  no  work  on  the  main  Corinthian 
excavation  was  attempted,  but  the  yield  in  prehistoric  material 
has  proved  very  striking,  and  Corinth  must  now  be  reckoned 
as  one  of  the  important  sites  for  the  early  period  along  with 
Thessaly,  Boeotia  and  the  Argolid. 

In  the  matter  of  publication  it  may  be  noted  that,  since  the 
last  report,  two  articles,  one  by  Miss  Walker  and  Miss  Goldman, 
and  one  by  Miss  Goldman,  on  their  excavations  at  Halae  have 
been  published  in  the  Journal  of  Archaeology,  and  Mr.  Swift 
h?s  begun  in  the  same  journal  the  publication  of  some  of  the  sculp- 
ture recently  found  at  Corinth. 

A  plan  for  the  purchase  of  some  land  fronting  on  Speusip- 
pos  Street,  opposite  the  School,  has  been  brought  forward  re- 
cently, and  some  of  the  friends  of  the  School  who  are  especially 
interested  in  getting  a  building  for  the  residence  of  women  stu- 
dents are  now  seeking  to  secure  the  site.  We  are  particularly 
indebted  to  Miss  Goldman  and  to  President  Thomas  of  Bryn 
Mawr  for  their  activity  in  this  matter.  At  the  time  of  the  prep- 
aration of  this  report  gifts  have  been  received  toward  the  pur- 
chase of  this  land  from  Mrs.  Mary  Clark  Thompson  ($500), 
Mr.  Julius  Goldman  ($1,000),  Mr.  Samuel  Sachs  ($250),  Miss 
F.  L.  Stetson  ($100),  Mr.  Felix  Warburg  ($250),  and  Mr.  Paul  J. 
Sachs  ($50).  These  are  now  gratefully  acknowledged. 
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The  most  pressing  problem  for  the  moment  before  the  Mana- 
gers of  the  School  is  a  financial  one.  The  constant  rise  in  prices 
has  now  reached  a  point  where  our  income  is  no  longer  sufficient 
to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  administration,  and  we  are 
confronted  with  the  alternative  of  increasing  our  resources  or 
of  curtailing  our  work.  The  latter  course  would  be  most  unfor- 
tunate, for  during  recent  years  the  publications  of  the  School 
have  included  much  of  high  scientific  value,  and  to  have  such 
work  cut  down  would  be  a  calamity.  The  whole  history  of  the 
School  is  a  demonstration  of  what  excellent  scientific  and  edu- 
cational results  may  be  obtained  with  a  very  moderate  outlay 
of  money.  That  an  institution  which  for  thirty-five  years  has 
accomplished  what  the  American  School  at  Athens  has,  on  an 
annual  expenditure  for  its  fixed  charges  within  $10,000,  is  cer- 
tainly a  creditable  record.  But  this  can  no  longer  be  done,  and 
for  these  fixed  charges  we  ought  now  to  spend  about  $15,000. 
It  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  the  friends  of  higher  learning  may 
appreciate  the  careful  economy  which  has  borne  such  good  fruit, 
and  give  us  the  much  needed  assistance. 

The  School  acknowledges  with  many  thanks  gifts  during  the 
past  year  from  Mr.  Allison  Armour  ($100),  Mr.  Albert  Gallatin 
($50),  Mrs.  Jesse  Metcalf  ($250),  and  Mrs.  E.  G.  Radeke  ($100). 
Other  gifts  will  be  acknowledged  later  when  the  full  annual 
report  is  printed. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  May,  Mr.  Dinsmoor  and  Mr.  Blegen 
were  reflected  respectively  Architect  and  Secretary  of  the  School, 
and  Mr.  Hill,  whose  term  had  expired,  was  reflected  Director 
without  term.  Owing  to  the  conditions  entailed  by  the  war, 
Professor  Charles  Forster  Smith  did  not  go  out  to  Athens  as 
the  annually  appointed  professor.  When  peace  comes,  we  hope 
he  may  take  up  his  long  deferred  duties.

FIFTEENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGING 
COMMITTEE  OF  THE  AMERICAN  SCHOOL  OF  ORI- 
ENTAL RESEARCH  IN  JERUSALEM 

To  the  Council  of  The  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

GENTLEMEN — The  work  of  the  School  in  Jerusalem  is  at  a 
standstill  because  of  present  conditions  in  Syria.  Professor 
Hinke  is  still  under  appointment  as  Director,  and  plans  for  re- 
suming work  are  being  made,  so  far  as  this  is  possible. 

Letters  from  Mr.  Gelat,  received  early  in  the  year,  gave  us 
reason  to  believe  that  Jhe  property  owned  or  used  by  the  School 
is  being  well  cared  for. 

The  examinations  for  the  Thayer  Fellowship  were  held  in 
March,  and  the  successful  candidate  was  Mr.  William  F.  Albright, 
of  Johns  Hopkins  University.  It  is  the  understanding  that  his 
appointment  is  for  the  first  year  in  which  the  School  is  able  to 
resume  its  work. 

The  Committee  in  charge  of  publications  has  in  project  a  third 
volume  of  papers  by  recent  Directors  and  members  of  the  School. 

The  attempt  to  continue  the  campaign  for  an  endowment 
fund  proved  inopportune.  It  is  now  quite  evident  that  any 
systematic  effort  of  the  kind,  including  the  distribution  of  the 
circulars  which  had  been  prepared,  must  wait  until  conditions 
in  the  Near  East  are  more  settled  than  at  present.  It  is  probable 
that  the  School  will  have  to  meet  new  expense  arising  from  the 
war,  and  the  Committee  therefore  had  asked  that  those  of  our 
supporting  institutions  which  were  able  to  do  so  would  continue 
their  subscriptions  during  the  period  of  suspended  activity. 
We  acknowledge  very  gratefully  the  generous  response  which 
this  request  has  received,  but  under  the  present  circumstances 
\ve  do  not  feel  justified  in  repeating  the  request  for  the  coming 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School  of  Oriental  Research  in 
Jerusalem: 

GENTLEMEN: — The  School  has  been  closed  since  December, 
1914.  The  last  word  received  from  Mr.  Gelat  was  in  the  spring 
of  the  present  year.  At  that  time,  our  property  was  in  good 
condition.  The  greater  part  of  the  fund  which  had  been  depos- 
ited in  the  Deutsche  Palastina  Bank  has  now  been  drawn  out  and 
applied  to  local  expenses. 

Professor  Hinke,  of  Auburn  Seminary,  is  counted  on  to  open 
the  School  whenever  this  becomes  practicable. 

The  examinations  for  the  Thayer  Fellowship  were  held  in 
March,  1916,  and  the  successful  candidate  was  Mr.  William  F. 
Albright,  of  Johns  Hopkins  University.  It  is  the  understand- 
ing that  his  appointment  is  for  the  first  year  in  which  the  School 
is  able  to  resume  its  work. 

The  School  has  suffered  a  severe  loss  in  the  death  of  President 
Francis  Brown,  of  Union  Theological  Seminary,  He  was  always 
deeply  interested  in  the  School  and  one  of  its  wisest  counsellors. 
During  his  term  of  office  as  Director  he  did  us  especially  valu- 
able service  in  establishing  friendly  relations  with  the  German 
Institute.  This  he  accomplished,  both  by  personal  interviews 
in  Berlin  and  by  his  efforts  in  Jerusalem,  with  a  degree  of  success 
which  could  hardly  have  been  attained  by  any  other  who  could 
have  represented  our  interests. 

The  attempt  to  raise  an  endowment  for  the  School  was  tem- 
porarily suspended  by  the  advice  of  men  of  affairs  whose  opin- 
ion was  asked.  It  now  seems,  however,  that  the  time  for  re- 
newed attempt  is  at  hand,  and  careful  consideration  of  the  meas- 
ures to  be  taken  is  in  order.  As  the  first  step  in  this  direction  a 
new  Committee  on  the  Endowment  Fund  should  be  appointed 
at  once. 

Until  peace  has  been  restored  in  the  Turkish  Empire,  no  fur- 
ther steps  can  be  taken  to  secure  the  School's  title  to  its  property 
in  Jerusalem.  At  the  first  possible  opportunity  the  necessary 
measures  must  be  taken.  A  question  which  should  be  brought 
up  soon  for  renewed  consideration  is  whether  it  is  not  desirable, 
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under  any  circumstances,  to  secure  incorporation,  instead  of 
leaving  our  property  as  at  present  in  the  hands  of  the  Archaeo- 
logical Institute  of  America. 

At  the  request  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Clar- 
ence S.  Fisher,  an  architect  of  unusual  qualifications,  formerly 
under  appointment  as  Field  Director  in  the  School  in  Jerusalem 
and  now  engaged  in  work  of  excavation  in  Egypt,  has  made  new 
plans  of  a  School  building  differing  in  some  important  particu- 
lars from  those  which  were  made  some  years  ago.  The  building 
which  he  has  in  mind  is  possibly  too  large  and  elaborate  for  our 
present  needs,  but  the  plans  deserve  careful  consideration  and  will 
certainly  be  found  helpful.  The  Chairman  would  propose  that 
a  Committee  be  appointed  to  consider  carefully  the  plans  sub- 
mitted up  to  this  time,,  in  consultation  with  an  architect  and  a 
representative  of  the  American  School  in  Athens.  Any  member  of 
the  Managing  Committee  may  obtain  copies  of  either  the  earlier 
or  the  later  plans  by  applying  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee. 

Plans  in  regard  to  a  Field  Director  can  of  course  be  only  ten- 
tative at  present.  It  is  of  the  greatest  importance,  however, 
that  provision  for  the  support  of  such  a  Director  should  be  made 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  Professor  Sprengling,  of  the 
University  of  Chicago,  has  expressed  himself  as  willing  to  keep 
the  matter  of  his  appointment  under  favorable  consideration. 
If  we  can  make  such  provision  for  the  office  as  we  hope  and  ex- 
pect, it  is  very  likely  that  he  would  be  available.  The  Chair- 
man of  your  Committee  hopes  to  have  a  conference  with  Pro- 
fessor Sprengling  in  St.  Louis,  during  the  Christmas  holidays. 

In  addition  to  the  Field  Director  it  is  our  plan  to  send  out 
each  year  a  Professor  on  an  annual  appointment,  and  to  provide 
for  a  Librarian  and  a  Dragoman  as  the  other  members  of  the 
permanent  staff  of  the  School. 

The  Executive  Committee  has  under  consideration  the  prepa- 
ration of  a  volume  of  Papers  of  the  School,  the  purpose  being  to 
make  this  to  consist  not  of  reprints,  as  in  the  former  cases,  but  of 
new  material  not  to  be  found  elsewhere.  Publication  should 
eventually  be  one  of  the  most  important  activities  of  the  School, 
and  your  Committee  believes  that  it  has  within  reach  material 
for  a  volume  that  would  be  not  unworthy  of  a  place  in  such  a 
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series  as  that  which  is  contemplated.  The  present  time  seems 
particularly  favorable  for  the  proposed  publication,  in  case  the 
necessary  arrangements  can  be  made. 

It  is  believed  that  the  time  has  now  come  for  laying  some 
definite  plans  for  the  School's  larger  work,  to  be  undertaken  as 
soon  as  the  opportunity  arrives.  The  past  achievements  of  our 
Directors  and  students  have  been  very  creditable  in  view  of  the 
great  disadvantages  under  which  the  work  has  been  done.  Just 
as  soon,  however,  as  a  Field  Director  can  be  sent  out  we  should 
be  ready  to  begin  new  and  more  important  undertakings.  These 
should  include : 

(1)  Excavation. 

The  claims  of  such  sites  as  the  Temple  of  Eshmun  in 
Sidon,  the  unexcavated  portions  of  the  mound  of  Samaria, 
and  the  unoccupied  part  of  Tell  el-Qadi  (Dan),  could  profit- 
ably be  considered  at  the  present  time,  and  possibly  a  defi- 
nite plan  might  be  made  even  before  the  end  of  the  war  is 
in  sight.  Mr.  Fisher  has  more  than  once  suggested  the 
possibility  of  cooperating  with  us  in  any  work  of  excava- 
tion which  we  might  undertake. 

(2)  Archaeology. 

We  might  already  make  plans  looking  toward 

(a)  Adequate  preservation  of  the  antiquities  which  are  now 

being  allowed  to  perish  in  the  city  of  Jerusalem. 

(b)  Collection  or  conservation  in  some  way  of  the  movable 

antiquities  of  Palestine  which  are  now  neglected  and 
in  danger  of  destruction. 

(c)  Preparation  of  classified  lists  of  all  the  monuments  of 

ancient  Palestine  which  are  now  in  situ,  with  the 
necessary  photographs  and  drawings,  and  full  topo- 
graphical description. 

(d)  Special  and  minute  study  of  some  one  class  of  relics;  for 

instance,  of  the  Syrian  ruins  dating  from  the  time  of 
the  Crusades,  with  the  purpose  of  making  a  complete 
and  fully  illustrated  corpus  of  this  important  material. 

(3)  Topographical  Surveys. 

Here  we  might  well  choose  some  small  field,  making  a 
modest  beginning  in  this  work  which  greatly  needs  to  be  done. 
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The  Executive  Committee  has  held  no  meeting  during  the 
past  year,  and  has  not  elected  officers.  Professor  Bacon,  whose 
term  of  office  as  a  member  of  the  Committee,  and  as  its  Secre- 
tary, terminated  July  first  of  this  year,  kindly  consented  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  time  of  the  December 
meeting.  The  Managing  Committee  will  elect  at  this  meeting 
five  members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  as  usual,  and  at  a 
meeting  to  be  held  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  will  elect  its  officers.  The  present  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  who  has  held  the  office  for  a  decade  and  has 
found  its  duties  often  a  burden  greater  than  he  could  well  carry, 
will  present  his  resignation  at  that  time,  with  the  request  that  it 
be  accepted.

NINTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  OF  AMERICAN 
ARCHAEOLOGY  AT  SANTA  FE 

MR.  WILLIAM  H.  HOLMES, 

Chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee, 
National  Museum,  Washington,  D.  C. 

DEAR  SIR: 

In  view  of  the  extended  account  of  the  plans  and  progress  of 
the  School  appearing  in  the  December  number  of  Art  and  Archae- 
ology I  shall,  with  your  permission,  omit  from  this  report  many 
details  which  otherwise  should  be  recorded.  Those  who  are 
sufficiently  interested  to  desire  more  particular  information 
with  reference  to  the  School  we  may  refer  to  the  magazine. 

I.    FIELD   WORK 

The  School  has  this  year  finished  the  excavation  of  the  East 
House  at  Puye  on  the  Pajarito  Plateau.  Ninety  rooms  con- 
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etituting  the  original  ground  floor  of  the  structure  forming  the 
east  side  of  the  great  community  quadrangle  were  cleared.  Two 
kivas  were  completely  excavated,  one,  the  main  sanctuary  of  the 
East  House,  situated  to  the  east  within  a  few  feet  of  its  outer 
wall;  the  other,  on  the  upper  terrace  of  the  Puye  cliff  at  the  head 
of  the  south  trail.  This  was  doubtless  a  clan  kiva.  A  third,  of 
great  size,  probably  one  of  the  two  main  tribal  sanctuaries  of 
Puye,  situated  on  the  talus  of  the  lower  terrace,  was  partially 
excavated.  The  reservoir  west  of  the  great  quadrangle  was 
examined  and  surveyed.  The  work  at  Puye  was  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Director  assisted  by  the  Summer  School  class  of 
twenty,  and  fifteen  of  the  Tewa  Indians  of  the  San  Ildefonso 
Pueblo. 

The  Executive  Secretary,  Mr.  Paul  A.  F.  Walter,  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Construction,  Mr.  Jesse  L.  Nusbaum,  inves- 
tigated the  condition  of  the  ruins  in  the  Manzano  district  with 
special  reference  to  Quarai,  Tabira  (Gran  Quivira)  and  Abo. 
The  results  are  published  in  Number  35,  Papers  of  the  School 
of  American  Archaeology. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  between  the  Smithsonian 
Institution,  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  of  Toronto,  Canada, 
and  the  School  of  American  Archaeology  to  undertake  jointly 
a  systematic  and  definitive  study  of  the  ruins  of  Chaco  Canyon, 
New  Mexico,  and  continue  the  same  for  a  number  of  years. 
The  work  will  be  under  the  direction  of  a  Commission  consist- 
ing of  William  H.  Holmes  of  the  National  Museum,  F.  W.  Hodge 
of  the  Bureau  of  American  Ethnology,  C.  T.  Currelly  of  the 
Royal  Ontario  Museum  and  the  Director  of  the  School  of  Ameri- 
can Archaeology.  The  collaboration  of  these  three  institutions 
insures  a  combination  of  scientific  and  financial  forces  com- 
mensurate with  the  importance  of  the  undertaking 

Mr.  Frank  Springer  and  party  extended  and  finished  their 
examination,  commenced  a  year  ago,  of  the  mural  decorations  in 
the  caves  of  the  Rito  de  los  Frijoles.  Material  has  been  secured 
for  an  important  publication  on  this  subject. 

The  excavations  necessary  for  the  foundations  of  the  new  art 
museum  of  the  School  have  added  important  data  for  the  archae- 
ological history  of  Santa  Fe.  A  fairly  complete  exhibit  can  now 
be  made  of  the  historical  stratification  of  the  place  from  the 
earliest  times  to  the  present. 
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On  account  of  the  continuation  of  the  Exposition  at  San  Diego 
for  a  second  year,  requiring  the  presence  of  the  Director  and  mem- 
bers of  the  staff  in  looking  after  the  anthropological  and  archae- 
ological exhibits,  it  was  impossible  to  resume  the  excavations 
in  Guatemala.  It  is  hoped  that  this  may  be  done  during  the 
coming  winter. 

Other  expeditions  were  conducted  in  the  Southwest  with  which 
the  School  is  intimately  related.  The  studies  of  Mr.  John  P. 
Harrington  on  the  Coast  and  Island  Tribes  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, maintained  by  the  School  for  three  years  and  now  by  the 
Bureau  of  American  Ethnology,  are  being  prepared  for  publi- 
cation. It  has  been  a  work  of  much  greater  magnitude  than 
was  originally  anticipated.  Dr.  A.  V.  Kidder,  Field  Director 
for  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  has  finished  his  second  success- 
ful season  at  Pecos,  New  Mexico,  a  site  owned  by  the  School. 
A  second  expedition  at  Otowi  was  conducted  by  Dr.  L.  L.  W. 
Wilson  on  behalf  of  the  Commercial  Museum  of  Philadelphia, 
the  concession  for  this  site  having  been  relinquished  by  the  School 
to  the  cooperating  institution. 

The  amount  of  systematic  research  done  during  1916  was  the 
largest  and  most  important  in  the  history  of  the  Southwest. 

II.   MUSEUM 

The  amount  of  Museum  work  that  has  developed  has  given 
the  School  a  larger  place  in  scientific  education  than  was  ex- 
pected of  it,  though  this  was  anticipated  by  its  founders.  Through 
this  agency  it  serves  a  large  constituency  and  provides  more 
complete  facilities  for  students  than  can  be  afforded  by  field 
work  alone. 

The  Museum  in  Santa  Fe  will   inevitably  develop  into  four 
units,  namely: 
-  The  Museum  of  Southwestern  Archaeology. 

The  Art  Museum. 

The  Museum  of  Ethnology. 

The  Central  American  Museum. 

The  first  is  installed  in  the  Palace  of  the  Governors  though 
not  yet  in  systematic  form.  The  second  becomes  possible  with 
the  completion  of  the  building  now  under  construction.  It  will 
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require  two  more  quadrangles  to  provide  for  the  additional  de- 
velopment predicted  and  we  may  look  forward  to  their  con- 
struction within  a  reasonable  time. 

The  Museum  at  San  Diego,  growing  out  of  the  work  done 
by  the  School  for  the  Panama-California  Exposition,  has  been 
permanently  organized  under  a  local  Board  of  Directors.  It  will 
consist  of  the  following  divisions  in  which  substantial  beginnings 
are  already  made  and  for  which  accommodations  are  available. 

The  Art  Gallery  in  the  Fine  Arts  Building. 

The  Art  of  Ancient  America  in  the  California  Building. 

The  Indian  Museum  in  the  Indian  Arts  Building. 

Anthropology  in  the  Science  of  Man  Building. 

The  first  two  buildings  mentioned,  comprising  the  California 
Quadrangle  are  fireproof.  The  last  two  are  not,  but  with  a 
small  expenditure  for  concrete  foundations,  steel  lining  of  in- 
teriors 'and  metal  conduits  for  electric  wires,  both  buildings  can 
be  made  reasonably  safe.  The  anthropological  station  has 
quarters  for  its  laboratories  in  the  fireproof  quadrangle. 

III.   ART 

The  developments  in  art  in  the  Southwest  during  the  past 
five  years  have  been  phenomenal.  About  forty  artists,  Ameri- 
can and  foreign,  have  sojourned  in  New  Mexico  in  recent  months, 
mainly  in  Sante  Fe  and  Taos,  for  the  purpose  of  painting  the 
Southwest.  The  output  of  art  has  been  greater  from  this  than 
from  any  other  section  of  the  United  States. 

Eighteen  art  exhibitions  have  been  held  in  the  Palace  during 
the  past  twelve  months.  Their  character  has  been  such  as  to 
attract  favorable  comment  from  such  magazines  as  Scribners' 
and  many  other  publications. 

The  School  is  endeavoring  to  encourage  this  movement  by 
extending  its  facilities  to  artists  and  by  helping,  through  its 
various  activities,  to  bring  them  into  intimate  touch  with  the 
phases  of  life  and  nature  which  artists  are  finding  of  such  absorb- 
ing interest.  Besides  the  work  in  the  studios  of  Chapman  and 
Vierra  reaching  over  a  term  of  years,  the  School  has  this  year 
been  able  to  extend  the  courtesies  of  its  studios  to  Robert  Henri, 
Harry  Berlin,  Warren  E.  Rollins,  Gerald  Cassidy,  William  Pen- 
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hallow  Henderson  and  Sheldon  Parsons.  This  plan  of  offering 
studio  facilities  to  artists,  but  little  practised  outside  of  a  few 
European  cities,  will  be  extended  as  rapidly  as  possible.  It  is 
intended  that  eventually  not  less  than  a  dozen  studios  shall 
be  maintained.  The  four  that  we  now  have  are  in  con- 
stant service  and  twelve  could  be  used  to  good  advantage.  It 
is  the  purpose  of  the  School  to  in  time  have  as  many  studios  for 
artists  and  architects  as  it  does  laboratories  for  students  of  archae- 
ology and  anthropology. 

The  completion  of  the  new  gallery  will  prove  a  great  stimulus 
to  art  in  the  Southwest.  Unsurpassed  facilities  can  then  be  offered 
for  exhibitions.  Well  lighted  galleries  will  be  had  for  perma- 
nent acquisitions.  There  will  be  an  excellent  auditorium  for 
lectures  with  ample  rooms  for  conference  and  class  work. 

The  artists  who  are  working  in  the  Southwest  are  showing  their 
cordial  appreciation  of  what  the  School  is  endeavoring  to  do 
for  art.  Valuable  gifts  of  paintings  have  been  received  from  or 
are  in  process  of  preparation  by  Robert  Henri,  Joseph  Henry 
Sharp,  Gerald  Cassidy,  Warren  E.  Rollins,  Sheldon  Parsons, 
Harry  Berlin,  and  others  have  signified  their  desire  to  have  a 
part  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  new  gallery. 

IV.    EXPOSITION 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1915  the  management  of  the  Panama- 
California  Exposition  decided  upon  a  continuation  for  a  second 
year.  This  made  it  necessary  for  the  School  to  consider  the 
question  of  maintaining  its  exhibits  in  archaeology  and  anthro- 
pology. The  prominence  given  the  sciences  of  man  during  the 
previous  year  made  it  seem  obligatory  upon  the  School  to  keep 
up  its  Exposition  work.  This  was  done  though  not  as  extensively 
as  the  year  before.  The  Central  American  collections  in  the 
Qalifornia  building  were  retired  in  order  to  make  way  for  the 
official  exhibits  of  France.  The  display  in  physical  anthropology 
was  continued  without  change  as  was  that  in  the  archaeology 
of  the  Southwest.  The  whole  was  strengthened  by  the  addi- 
tion of  the  ethnological  groups  and  other  collections  of  the  Smith- 
sonian Institution  which  had  been  previously  installed  at  the 
Exposition  in  San  Francisco.  In  the  administration  at  San

Diego  during  the  year  the  Director  was  assisted  by  Wesley  Brad- 
field  of  the  regular  Museum  staff  in  Santa  Fe  and  Mrs.  Donald 
Ray  Morgan.  During  the  month  of  August,  Mrs.  Morgan  and 
Mrs.  Wilson  of  the  Museum  in  Santa  Fe  exchanged  positions. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Exposition  will  permanently  close 
and  be  succeeded  by  the  Museum  of  San  Diego  which  has  already 
been  referred  to,  which  takes  over  the  collections  in  anthropology 
and  archaeology  for  permanent  installation  in  the  buildings 
which  will  be  retained  for  them. 

A  final  report  on  the  work  of  the  School  at  the  Exposition 
is  in  course  of  preparation  but  will  require  some  years  for 
publication. 

V.    SUMMER   SCHOOL 

The  regular  sessiorf  of  the  Summer  School  was  this  year  held 
entirely  in  the  field  in  connection  with  the  excavations  at  Puye, 
which  have  been  referred  to  in  a  preceding  section.  The  class 
was  limited  to  twenty  and  the  maximum  number  was  enrolled. 

The  subject  upon  which  all  the  work  of  the  Summer  School 
was  concentrated  was  "The  Pueblos,  Ancient  and  Modern." 
The  work  consisted  of  the  following  course  attacked  as  a  series 
of  problems : 

PUEBLOS,  ANCIENT  AND  MODERN 
Problems. 

1.  The  construction  of  a  typical  pueblo  of  the  pre-Spanish  period. 
Social  organization;  dual  order;  clan  system;  architecture. 

2.  Reconstruction  of  a  section  (300  feet  long)  of  the  Puye  cliff  showing 

the  two  levels  of  villages  and  the  great  community  house  above. 

3.  Study  of  a  typical  summer  ceremony  of  the  Rio  Grande  Pueblos. 
Religious  life;  archaic  dress;  symbolism. 

4.  Study  of  the  whole  process  of  pottery  making. 
Technical  processes;  decoration;  symbolism. 

5.  Distribution,  ancient  and  modern. 

Environment;  contact  with  European  culture. 

6.  Transition  from  cliff  and  mesa  dwellings  to  present  sites. 
Climatic  influences  and  changes;  intermixture  of  culture. 

7.  Food  Quest. 

Preparation  of  a  cliff  dweller's  feast. 
Notes. 
The  course  included, 

A.  Visits  to  the  Pueblos  of  Taos,  Santa  Clara,  Santo  Domingo,  and 
San  Ildefonso,  with  lectures  and  readings. 
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B.  Study  of  the  ancient  cliff  community  of  Puye  with  excavations 
and  lectures  on  the  ground. 

C.  Study  of  the  major  summer  ceremonies  at  the  Keres  Pueblo, 
Santo  Domingo  and  the  Tewa  Pueblo,  Santa  Clara. 

D.  Study  of  the  pottery  making  of  the  pueblos  as  demonstrated 
by  Indian  women  from  San  Ildefonso. 

E.  Daily  lectures   (two  hours)   on  anthropology  and  archaeology 
with  special  reference  to  the  Pueblos. 

For  credit,  papers  of  not  less  than  1000  words  each,  with  ac- 
ceptable illustrations  were  required  on  four  of  the  problems, 
with  notes  on  the  lectures,  field  work  and  readings. 

"VI.    PUBLICATION 

The  School  issues  regularly  its  magazine,  El  Palacio,  edited 
by  Mr.  Walter,  and  published  particularly  for  the  benefit  of  the 
members  of  the  New  Mexico  Archaeological  Society,  a  local  or- 
ganization, numbering  452  members.  The  circulation  of  the 
magazine  has  of  late  however,  become  almost  national  in  char- 
acter showing  the  wide  extent  of  interest  in  the  archaeology  in 
the  Southwest.  Mr.  Walter  has  also  distributed  regularly 
through  the  medium  of  the  daily  press  and  periodicals  through- 
out the  country,  the  most  important  items  of  information  re- 
lating to  the  work  of  the  Institute  in  all  its  fields.  The  value  of 
this  educational  propaganda  can  hardly  be  over-estimated. 

The  following  publications  of  the  work  of  the  School  have  now 
been  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  American  Ethnology: 

Physiography  of  the  Rio  Grande  Valley,  by  Hewett,  Hender- 
eon  and  Robbins. 

The  Ethnogeography  of  the  Tewa  Indians,  by  John  P.  Harrington. 

The  Ethnozoology  of  the  Tewa  Indians,  by  Harrington  and 
Henderson. 

The  Ethnobotany  of  the  Tewa  Indians,  by  Robbins,  Harring- 
ton and  Miss  Freire-Marreco. 

With  the  completion  of  the  fifth  volume,  The  Archaeology  of 
the  Pajarito  Plateau,  by  the  Director,  this  series  will  form  a 
complete  anthropological  survey  of  the  most  important  section 
of  the  Southwest.  It  will  serve  as  a  model  for  the  treatment 
of  other  districts.  The  papers  of  the  School  of  American  Archae- 
ology have  now  reached  Number  36. 
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VII.    ENDOWMENT 

It  is  believed  that  a  solid  foundation  for  the  endowment  of 
the  School  has  now  been  laid  in  the  development  of  permanent 
buildings  and  equipment  necessary  for  its  administration  and 
the  prosecution  of  its  activities  in  archaeology  and  art.  A  cash 
contribution  of  $30,000  to  the  School  of  American  Archaeology 
enabled  it  to  take  advantage  of  a  like  amount  offered  by  the 
state  of  New  Mexico  and  a  site  valued  at  $25,000  adjacent  to 
the  headquarters  of  the  School  in  the  Palace  of  the  Governors, 
donated  by  the  people  of  Santa  Fe  through  an  arrangement  of 
the  City  Board  of  Education  and  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
sioners. The  cost  of  the  building  completed  and  equipped  will 
be  approximately  $100,000.

The  agreement  between  the  contributing  parties  was  conditioned 
upon  the  use  of  the  new  building  as  well  as  that  of  the  Palace  of 
the  Governors,  being  granted  in  perpetuity  to  the  School  of 
American  Archaeology,  thus  putting  the  arrangement  on  the 
basis  of  a  permanent  endowment.  To  this  must  be  added  the  per- 
manent appropriation  of  $10,000  a  year  (the  income  on  $250,000 
at  4  per  cent)  by  the  state  of  New  Mexico  for  the  support  of  the 
local  establishment. 

In  order  that  the  records  of  the  Institute  may  show  all  condi- 
tions of  the  transactions  above  referred  to,  the  following  com- 
munication and  resolutions  are  here  set  forthwith  in  full. 

SANTA  FE,  April  12,  1916. 
To  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Museum  of  New  Mexico: 

GENTLEMEN — Referring  to  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Mexico 
entitled  "An  Act  providing  for  the  reproduction  in  permanent  form  of  the 
New  Mexico  Building  of  the  Panama-California  Exposition,"  approved 
March  18,  1915,  I  am  authorized  to  offer  to  your  Honorable  Board,  for  and 
on  behalf  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology,  the  sum  of  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars  ($30,000)  being  the  amount  required  by  said  Act  to  be  furnished 
from  sources  other  than  the  state,  applicable  to  the  construction  of  the 
building  in  said  Act  provided  for,  in  order  to  render  the  state*  appropria- 
tion of  one  half  the  cost  thereof  available — this  offer  being  made  subject 
to  certain  provisions  and  conditions  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  acceptable  to 
your  Board,  and  which  are  as  follows: 

1.  That  in  consideration  of  the  furnishing  of  the  said  sum  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology 
to  insure  the  construction  of  the  said  building  as  and  for  a  part  of  the 
Museum  of  New  Mexico,  the  Board  of  Regents  of  said  Museum  grants  in 
perpetuity  and  free  of  rent  or  other  charge  to  the  School  of  American 
Archaeology  the  use  of  the  said  Building  so  to  be  constructed  according 
to  the  provisions  of  said  Act,  and  situated  upon  the  ground  donated  for 
that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Santa  Fe,  fronting 
upon  Palace  and  Lincoln  Avenues,  as  and  for  a  part  of  the  seat  of  its  School 
and  Museum,  together  with  the  like  use  of  the  building  known  as  the 
Old  Palace  in  Santa  Fe  in  all  respects  as  provided  in  the  Act  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  New  Mexico  entitled  "An  Act  to  establish  a  Museum  for  the 
Territory  of  New  Mexico  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  February  19, 
1909. 

2.  That  the  said  building  so  to  be  constructed  is  declared  to  be  an  Annex 
to  the  Palace  of  the  Governors,  built  for  the  accommodation  of  the  Museum 
of  New  Mexico  and  School  of  American  Archaeology  as  provided  in  the 
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Act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Mexico,  approved  February  19,  1909  as 
amended;  and  it  shall  be  devoted  to  the  uses  specified  in  that  Act  and  in 
the  Act  of  said  Legislature  approved  March  18,  1915,  as  well  as  in  the  agree- 
ment between  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  City  of  Santa  Fe,  and  the 
Board  of  Regents  of  the  Museum  of  New  Mexico,  dated  September  4,  1915, 
and  no  other. 

3.  That  it  is  further  declared  and  agreed  that  no  part  of  the  premises 
provided  for  the  use  of  the  Museum  of  New  Mexico  and  School  of  American 
Archaeology  by  either  of  said  Acts  of  the  Legislature  can  ever  be  leased  or 
tenure  thereof  given  to  any  organization  not  under  the  control  of  their 
regularly  constituted  governing  Boards,  nor  can  any  private  or  corporate 
business  enterprises  be  permitted  on  said  premises. 

4.  That  the  acceptance  of  the  said  sum  of  money  and  of  the  foregoing 
provisions  and  conditions  numbered  1,  2,  and  3,  by  resolution  of  said  Board 
of  Regents  spread  upon  its  records  shall  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a 
grant  of  the  use  of  the  two  buildings  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  of  any 
additions  or  improvements  that  may  be  made  thereto,  to  the  said  School 
of  American  Archaeology,  and  of  a  declaration  and  agreement  in  relation 
to  the  uses  and  purposes  to  which  said  buildings  and  premises  shall  be 
devoted,  which  grant,  declaration  and  agreement  shall  be  binding  and 
irrevocable  so  long  as  the  said  buildings  and  premises  shall  continue  to  be 
used  by  said  School  of  American  Archaeology  for  the  purposes  contemplated 
by  said  Acts  of  the  Legislature. 

5.  That  the  said  proposed  building  be  constructed  substantially  after 
the  architectural  plans  prepared  by  I.  H.  and  W.  M.  Rapp,  Architects,  as 
shown  by  the  sketches  herewith  submitted,  subject  to  such  minor  changes 
as  may  be  made  from  time  to  tune  with  the  approval  of  the  Director  or 
the  Building  Committee — such  construction  to  be  under  the  supervision 
of  Jesse  L.  Nusbaum,  now  the  superintendent  of  construction  on  the  Mus- 
eum staff,  and  to  be  at  a  cost  which  shall  be  limited  to  the  sum  of  sixty 
thousand  dollars  ($60,000),  unless  further  expenditure  be  afterward  author- 
ized by  the  Board,  or  provided  by  private  contribution. 

6.  That  a  Building  Committee  be  appointed,  to  consist  of  the  Director 
and  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  Board  may  decide,  who 
shall  have  control  of  the  expenditures,  contracts,  purchases  of  material, 
and  all  other  matters  not  specifically  provided  for  by  resolution  of  the 
Board. 

This  fund  of  $30,000,  for  the  construction  at  Santa  Fe  of  a 
building  which  shall  be  substantially  a  replica  of  the  New  Mexico 
State  Building  at  the  San  Diego  Exposition,  as  and  for  a  part  of 
the  Museum  of  New  Mexico,  to  be  applied  under  the  auspices 
of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology,  being  the  sum  required 
by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  to  be  provided  from  private  sources 
before  the  fund  appropriated  by  the  State  can  become  available, 
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is  contributed  by  a  small  group  of  men  and  women,  residents  of 
or  interested  in  the  State,  whose  names  will  be  furnished  later, 
who  desire  in  this  manner  to  attest  their  loyalty  to  New  Mexico, 
their  solicitude  for  its  progress,  and  their  appreciation  of  the 
benefits  which  its  opportunities  have  afforded  them.

Following  this  communication  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the 
Museum  of  New  Mexico  unanimously  adopted  the  accompany- 
ing resolution. 

WHEREAS,  the  provisions  and  conditions  in  said  offer  above  mentioned, 
in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  are  in  conformity  with  the  intent,  meaning 
and  purposes  of  the  several  acts  of  the  legislature  in  relation  to  the  Museum 
of  New  Mexico,  are  within  the  powers  conferred  upon  the  Board  by  said 
acts,  and  are  also  advisable  and  to  the  interest  of  the  Museum  of  New 
Mexico; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  Museum  of  New 
Mexico: 

1.  That  the  offer  of  the  sum  of   Thirty  Thousand  Dollars  ($30,000) 
so  as  aforesaid  made  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  School  of  American  Archae- 
ology, in  the  terms  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  be  and  the  same  hereby  is 
accepted  together  with  the  provisions  and  conditions  therein  specified. 

2.  That  in  consideration  of  the  furnishing  of  the  said  sum  of  thirty 
thousand  dollars  by  and  on  behalf  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology, 
the  provisions  and  conditions  numbered  One  (1),  Two  (2)  and  Three  (3) 
in  said  offer  contained,  and  which  are  accepted  as  aforesaid,  are  hereby 
adopted  and  declared  to  have  the  force  and  effect  of  a  grant  and  agree- 
ment of  the  tenor  and  effect  in  said  offer  recited  which  shall  be  binding 
and  irrevocable  so  long  as  the  said  premises  in  said  offer  mentioned  shall 
continue  to  be  used  by  the  School  of  American  Archaeology  for  the  purposes 
contemplated  in  the  acts  of  the  legislature  of  New  Mexico  heretofore  passed 
IH  relation  to  the  said  Museum ;  and  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions,  duly 
certified  by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  this  Board,  be  furnished  to  the 
chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School  of  American  Archae- 
ology as  lawful  and  sufficient  evidence  of  such  declaration,  grant  and 
agreement. 

Be  it  further  resolved  That  the  said  proposed  building  shall  be  constructed 
substantially  according  to  the  architectural  plans  prepared  by  I.  H.  and 
W.  M.  Rapp,  architects,  as  shown  by  the  sketches  submitted  in  connection 
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with  said  offer,  subject  to  such  minor  changes  as  may  be  made  from  time 
to  time  with  the  approval  of  the  Director  or  the  Building  Committee,  and 
that  such  construction  shall  be  had  and  done  under  the  supervision  of 
Jesse  L.  Nusbaum,  the  superintendent  of  construction  upon  the  Museum 
staff,  the  same  to  proceed  with  all  convenient  speed,  and  such  construction 
to  be  limited  to  the  sum  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000),  unless  further 
expenditure  be  hereafter  authorized  by  the  Board  or  provided  by  private 
contributions. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  That  a  Building  Committee,  to  consist  of  the 
Director  and  two  members  of  this  Board,  to  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
is  hereby  created,  and  such  committee  shall  have  control  of  expenditures, 
contracts,  purchases  of  material  and  all  other  matters  pertaining  to  the 
construction  of  said  building  and  the  equipment  thereof  which  are  not 
specifically  provided  for  by  resolution  of  the  Board. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  construction  of  the 
new  art  museum  as  above  provided  for  is  well  along,  and  that  it 
will  be  finished  in  June,  1917. 

The  building  adjoining  the  new  Museum  on  the  north,  formerly 
one  of  the  official  residences  of  Fort  Marcy,  has  been  secured 
and  remodeled  for  the  Director's  residence.  The  money  for 
this  purpose  was  advanced  by  Mr.  Frank  Springer  who  holds 
the  title  to  the  property.  A  plan  for  its  purchase  by  the  School 
will  be  submitted  to  the  Managing  Committee  at  its  next  meet- 
ing. The  final  cost  will  be  within  $10,000. 

No  account  is  here  given  of  the  provisions  being  made  for  the 
development  of  the  .anthropological  station  in  San  Diego,  since 
arrangements  there  are  not  yet  far  enough  along  to  warrant  pub- 
lication. It  is,  however,  confidently  expected  that  the  estab- 
lishment there  will  be  as  well  provided  for  in  proportion  to  its 
importance  as  is  the  parent  organization  in  Santa  Fe.  The  col- 
lections costing  $100,000  assembled  by  the  School  for  the  Exposi- 
tion have  been  made  permanently  available  for  our  work 
together  with  ample  laboratories  in  the  fireproof  California 
Quadrangle. 

There  is  now  at  the  disposal  of  the  School  for  the  convenience 
of  its  future  work,  buildings,  equipment  and  collections  which 
may  be  conservatively  valued  at  $500,000  all  of  which  has  been 
provided  by  a  few  people  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  science 
and  art,  in  two  western  communities  that  are  comparatively 
undeveloped  as  to  population  and  wealth,  assisted  by  a  number 
of  generous  friends  from  the  outside.  The  permanence  assured 
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by  the  possession  of  excellent  buildings  and  equipment  should 
be  an  important  factor  in  securing  cash  endowments  for  main- 
tenance, research  and  publication.

IX.    GENERAL 

The  experience  of  the  School  during  the  past  few  years  in 
securing  foundations  and  equipment  and  testing  its  initial  ideals 
have  justified  the  belief  that  there  was  an  important  place  to  be 
filled  in  the  service  of  science  and  art  by  such  an  institution 
and  that,  in  the  efforts  of  the  School  in  this  direction,  the  Archae- 
ological Institute  of  America  has  received  the  service  that  it 
expected.  There  has  been  in  the  last  ten  years  an  increase  in 
archaeological  activity  throughout  the  United  States  far  beyond 
that  anticipated  when  the  School  was  organized.  The  credit 
for  this  belongs,  to  some  extent,  to  the  School.  The  fact  that 
so  many  of  the  large  enterprises  in  archaeology  are  being  directed 
by  men  who  found  tjieir  opportunities  through  the  School  is 
significant  of  its  part  in  the  general  advancement.  It  will  not 
be  out  of  place  to  mention  some  of  those  who  after  their  initial 
experience  with  the  School  have  come  into  'mportant  under- 
takings with  which  their  names  will  be  permanently  associated. 

John  P.  Harrington :  The  Ethnology  of  Southwestern  and  South- 
ern California  Tribes,  now  being  carried  on  for  the  Bureau  of 
American  Ethnology. 

Sylvanus  G.  Morley:  Archaeology  of  Central  America,  now 
being  carried  on  as  Research  Associate  of  the  Carnegie  Institution. 

A.  V.  Kidder:  The  Excavation  of  Ancient  Pecos;  carried  on 
as  Field  Director  for  Phillips  Academy  at  Andover. 

Jesse  L.  Nusbaum:  Builder  of  the  "Painted  Desert"  buildings 
for  the  Santa  Fe  Railway  Co.  and  of  the  new  Art  Museum  in 
Santa  Fe. 

Kenneth  M.  Chapman:  The  Study  of  Ancient  American  Art; 
artist  on  the  St.  Francis  mural  paintings  in  the  Santa  Fe  Art 
Museum. 

Carlos  Vierra:  artist  on  the  St.  Francis  mural  paintings  in 
the  Santa  Fe  Art  Museum. 

Neil  M.  Judd :  assistant  in  the  division  of  archaeology,  United 
States  National  Museum. 

Barbara  Freire-Marreco :  Fellow  and  lecturer,  Summerville

for  the  American  Museum  of  Natural  History. 

Donald  Beauregard:  artist  in  charge  of  mural  decoration  for 
the  School.  (Died  April  30,  1914.) 

Ralph  Linton:  in  charge  of  mound  excavations  in  the  Missis- 
sippi Valley. 

In  the  field  of  art  the  School  has  had  something  to  do  with 
the  stimulation  of  the  great  movement  of  the  past  five  years 
which  has  placed  the  Southwest  in  the  foremost  rank  in  the  pro- 
duction of  new  art  in  the  United  States. 

The  School  has  performed  a  service  to  the  state  of  New  Mexico 
in  becoming  the  official  custodian  of  such  of  its  antiquities  as 
are  not  cared  for  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States.  These 
are  being  entrusted  to  the  School  for  excavation,  repair  and  pres- 
ervation and  this  service  to  the  state  may  be  likewise  considered 
important  to  the  nation. 

The  help  of  the  School  in  stimulating  interest  in  the  general 
work  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  is  illustrated  by  the  develop- 
ment of  the  two  Societies  under  its  immediate  influence,  namely, 
that  at  San  Diego,  with  90  members  and  the  one  at  Santa 
Fe  with  120  members.  It  also  fosters  the  local  New  Mexico 
Society  with  452  members.  This  circle  can  be  widened  as  rapidly 
as  the  officers  of  the  School  can  find  time  to  give  personal  atten- 
tion to  the  Societies  already  existing  and  to  the  development  of 
new  centers  of  interest. 

The  remarks  of  Mr.  Frank  Springer  on  taking  the  chair  as 
President  of  the  Santa  Fe  Society  of  the  Institute  are  significant 
for  every  western  state.  I  take  the  liberty  of  quoting. 

"I  wish  to  offer  a  word  of  felicitation  upon  the  remarkable  success 
which  has  attended  the  establishment  of  this  branch  of  the  Archae- 
ological Institute  of  America.  The  readiness  with  which  it  has  been 
accomplished,  and  the  rapid  growth  of  the  society,  speak  powerfully  for 
*he  enlightened  spirit  which  animates  the  people  of  this  state ;  and  it  means 
more  for  the  good  name  of  New  Mexico  among  cultured  communities  of 
our  nation  and  of  other  nations  on  this  continent,  than  you  may  perhaps 
as  yet  imagine." 

On  the  same  occasion  in  speaking  of  the  connection  of  the 
School  of  American  Archaeology  with  the  development  of  this 
Society,  Mr.  Springer  said: 
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It  must  be  further  noted  that  this  society  is  the  direct  outgrowth  of 
another  distinctively  New  Mexican  institution,  the  School  of  American 
Archaeology,  located  here  by  invitation  of  this  commonwealth,  and  sup- 
ported by  the  co-operation  of  New  Mexico  with  an  enlightened  liberality 
which  has  gained  for  the  state  the  respect  and  admiration  of  serious- 
minded  people  throughout  the  United  States  and  Canada  to  a  greater 
degree  than  any  other  act  as  yet  done  by  us.  In  the  usual  episodes  and 
activities  connected  with  the  building  of  a  new  state,  we  have  fol- 
lowed substantially  in  the  footsteps  of  other  and  older  western  states. 
But  in  thus  assuming  the  promotion  and  fostering  care  of  an  institution 
for  active  and  purely  scientific  research',  upon  the  most  vital  of  all  sub- 
jects— the  birth,  growth  and  decay  of  peoples — whose  scope  is  not  only 
of  state  and  national  extent,  but  also  continental  in  its  character,  this 
commonwealth  has  done  a  thing  far  beyond  the  ordinary,  which  has  already 
redounded  enormously  to  its  credit,  and  whose  benefits  to  us,  both  in  an 
intellectual  and  a  material  way,  are  only  just  beginning  to  be  perceived, 

Coming  from  the  gentleman  who  has  been  the  most  generous 
benefactor  of  the  School,  who,  moreover  sees  the  situation  from 
the  viewpoint  of  the  man  of  business,  the  patron  of  art,  the 
scientist  and  statesman,  these  observations  are  most  encouraging. 

Thanks  to  the  devotion  of  a  remarkably  capable  staff,  I  am 
able  to  report  to  the  Managing  Committee  a  satisfactory  state 
of  progress.  Under  the  systematic  management  of  Mr.  Walter, 
Executive  Secretary,  and  in  my  absence  Acting  Director,  the 
business  affairs  of  the  School,  now  large  and  exacting,  have  been 
put  in  perfect  order.  The  construction  of  the  new  Art  Museum 
by  Mr.  Nusbaum  is  a  masterwork  and  its  mural  decorations  by 
Mr.  Chapman  and  Mr.  Vierra  involving  patient  scholarly  study 
as  well  as  artistic  power  are  attracting  most  favorable  notice. 
Mrs.  Wilson  is  now  devoting  practically  her  entire  time  to  the 
library  with  the  result  that  it  is  giving  increasingly  valuable  serv- 
ice to  scholars.  Mr.  Bradfield  has  put  the  San  Diego  Museum 
in  excellent  shape  and  together  with  Mrs.  Morgan  has  made  it 
a  source  of  interest  and  information  to  a  constituency  that  is 
virtually  nation-wide.  It  is  an  especial  pleasure  to  commend 
to  the  Committee  these  workers  who,  with  the  generous  support 
of  your  Committee  are  building  the  School  of  American  Archae- 
ology.

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

GENTLEMEN — I  take  pleasure  in  transmitting  the  report  of 
Professor  Sanders  as  Acting  Director  of  the  School  of  Classical 
Studies  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome  for  the  academic 
year  1915-1916  to  be  published  for  the  information  of  the  Archae- 
ological Institute  of  America. 

With  the  opening  of  the  present  year  in  October  Professor 
Charles  Upson  Clark  of  Yale  University  assumed  his  duties 
as  the  first  permanent  Director  of  the  School  of  Classical  Studies 
in  Rome.  Professor  Tenny  Frank  is  also  on  hand  as  visiting 
professor.  The  work  of  the  School  is  proceeding  with  the  full 
quota  of  Fellows  and  other  students.  The  first  volume  of  the 
new  series  called  Memoirs  of  The  Academy,  has  just  been  printed 
in  Italy,  .and  copies  will  be  received  in  this  country  about  the 
first  of  January.  It  is  an  important  volume  of  original  contribu- 
tion coming  almost  entirely  from  the  School  of  Classical  Studies. 
It  will  be  placed  on  sale  at  the  office  of  the  American  Academy 
in  Rome,  101  Park  Avenue,  New  York  City.  Material  for  a 
second  volume  of  Memoirs  is  now  being  collected  by  the  Com- 
mittee, of  which  the  Chairman  is  Professor  E.  K.  Rand  of  Har- 
vard University. 

The  Jury  on  Classical  Fellowships  for  the  present  year  remains 
the  same  as  last  year  with  Professor  J.  C.  Egbert  of  Columbia 
University  as  Chairman.  To  bring  the  contributing  colleges 
and  classical  interests  of  the  country  generally  into  closer  and 
more  effectual  relation  with  the  School  of  Classical  Studies,  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome  has 
authorized  the  creation  of  an  Advisory  Council  to  consist  of  a 
representative  from  each  of  the  contributing  colleges,  and  in 
addition  the  President  of  the  Archaeological  Institute,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  School  of  Classical  Studies  of  the  American  Academy 
in  Rome  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Classical  Fellowship  Jury. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  first  meeting  of  this  new  Advisory  Council 
can  be  held  in  St.  Louis  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Institute.

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To  the  Trustees  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome: 

SIRS — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  my  report  as  Act- 
ing Director  of  the  School  of  Classical  Studies  of  the  American 
Academy  in  Rome  for  the  year  ending  September  30,  1916. 

I  arrived  in  Rome  on  October  1,  1915,  and  found  already 
assembled  a  larger  number  of  classical  students  than  had  been 
expected.  Work  was  begun  at  once.  My  first  lecture  course 
was  on  Greek  and  Latin  Palaeography  and  was  continued  two 
hours  a  week  until  February.  All  of  the  classical  students  at- 
tended this  course  and  at  times  art  students  were  present.  The 
course  took  up  not  only  the  development  of  the  Greek  and  Latin 
systems  of  writing,  book  formation  and  decoration,  use  of  writ- 
ing materials,  etc.,  but  also  the  history  of  the  book-trade  and  of 
libraries  as  well  as  the  principles  of  textual  criticism,  on  which 
the  use  of  manuscript  evidence  is  baked.  Latin  palaeography 
was  taken  up  first  and  more  time  was  devoted  to  it,  because  of 
its  more  general  interest.  At  the  request  of  three  of  the  students, 
who  had  had  little  or  no  practice  in  reading  manuscripts,  this 
course  was  supplemented  by  two  exercises  a  week  in  reading 
facsimiles  of  manuscripts  with  more  detailed  descriptions  of 
the  various  styles  of  writing  used  and  practiced  in  dating  manu- 
scripts. This  course  was  continued  into  March  and  was  taken 
in  full  by  Drs.  McCartney  and  Harriman,  and  in  large  part  by 
Mr.  Reardon. 

On  the  first  of  February  I  began  a  second  lecture  course  on 
the  "Sources  of  Roman  History  and  Historians,  including  Meth- 
ods of  Source  Study."  This  course  was  given  at  the  request 
of  the  Classical  Fellows  instead  of  the  course  announced  on  Ro- 
man Political  Institutions  and  Provincial  Administration,  and 
was  very  well  attended.  The  lectures  were  interrupted  on  April 
1  by  a  trip  to  Southern  Italy  and  Sicily,  which  was  taken  by 
practically  all  of  the  students  and  by  myself  and  family.  This 
was  a  substitute  for  the  annual  trip  to  Greece,  which  was  this 
year  impossible.  On  the  return  of  the  students  at  the  end  of 
April  the  lectures  on  Historical  Sources  were  resumed  and  com- 
pleted in  May.  Though  this  subject  had  formerly  been  my  chief 
line  of  study,  I  had  neglected  it  for  some  years.  The  task  of 
revising  my  lectures  and  bringing  them  up  to  date  was  more 
extensive  then  expected,  but  was  a  most  welcome  opportunity, 
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as  also  the  chance  to  incorporate  more  fully  and  accurately  the 
work  of  the  chief  Italian  scholars  in  this  line,  such  as  Pais  and 
Costa. 

In  addition  to  these  formal  courses  much  time  was  devoted 
to  consultation  with  the  various  students  and  especially  to  direct- 
ing and  encouraging  them  in  their  individual  investigations. 
Fortunately  most  of  them  were  already  very  advanced,  so  that 
this  part  of  my  duties  was  quite  as  profitable  and  pleasant  for 
me  as  for  them. 

Dr.  McCartney  completed  his  study  of  the  Etruscan  Influence 
on  Roman  Military  Affairs  begun  last  year,  and  it  has  now  ap- 
peared in  Volume  I  of  the  Memoirs  of  the  Academy. 

Mr.  Wright,  last  year's  Fellow,  stayed  on  until  February  and 
consulted  with  me  often  about  his  work  on  the  Sacrifices  in  Ovid's 
Fasti,  but  owing  to  the  condition  of  his  health  he  did  not  get  his 
investigation  in  shape  to  pass  in  for  a  thorough  examination. 

Dr.  Peterson  worked  at  first  on  a  palaeographical  subject  in 
the  Vatican  Library,  but  owing  to  the  impossibility  of  getting 
access  to  needed  books  of  reference,  this  had  to  be  abandoned 
for  the  present.  He  then  took  up  a  study  of  the  Cults  of  Cam- 
pania, on  which  he  was  making  excellent  progress  at  the  end 
of  the  year. 

Dr.  Harriman  worked  with  Mr.  Curtis  in  arranging  and  cata- 
loguing the  Museum  early  in  the  year,  and  later  was  engaged 
in  a  topographical-historical  study  connected  with  the  Via  Sacra. 
He  also  continued  his  study  of  "The  Spread  of  Latin  in  Egypt 
under  the  Roman  Empire,"  which  had  been  his  thesis  subject 
at  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

Of  the  Associate  Fellows,  Mr.  Bassett  worked  at  first  on  the 
History  of  the  Quaestorship  in  the  Roman  Empire.  Later  the  dis- 
covery of  a  recent  English  book  on  the  Imperial  Civil  Service  of 
Rome,  which  seemed  to  encroach  extensively  on  his  field,  made 
.him  desirous  of  changing  his  subject.  Though  I  thought  there 
was  still  room  for  a  thesis  subject  in  his  original  field  of  study, 
I  appreciated  his  position,  a  college  professor  on  leave  of  absence 
for  a  single  year,  and  assigned  him  as  a  new  subject  the  "Sources 
for  the  Life  of  the  Emperor  Macrinus."  On  this  investigation 
he  made  most  excellent  progress  during  the  year,  in  addition  to 
being  one  of  the  most  regular  attendants  at  all  lectures,  classes 
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and  excursions  offered  in  the  Classical  School.  His  studies 
took  him  also  into  the  field  of  Numismatics,  where  he  had  the 
advice  and  direction  of  Professor  Van  Buren.  Mr.  Bassett 
has  made  a  very  complete  and  valuable  collection  of  material, 
which  I  expect  he  will  soon  present  as  a  thesis  at  the  University 
of  Michigan. 

Mr.  Knipfing  came  from  Columbia  University  with  a  thesis 
well  advanced.  He  was  already  a  trained  worker  in  the  histori- 
cal field  and  needed  little  advice.  He  attended  many  of  the 
lectures  and  courses  offered  in  the  School. 

Mr.  Plaisted  came  from  Harvard  University  and  his  field 
of  study  was  Art  History.  He  naturally  got  quite  as  much  in- 
spiration from  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  as  from  the  Classical 
School  and  worked  much  with  the  Art  men.  He  attended  lec- 
tures and  joined  in  the  excursions  offered.  Mr.  Lothrop  was 
able  to  be  of  special  assistance  to  him  and  the  lectures  of  Professor 
Venturi  gave  valuable  help. 

Mr.  Reardon,  from  Dartmouth  College,  put  in  a  hard  year's 
work  and  is  becoming  well  acquainted  with  Rome  and  with 
spoken  Italian. 

Mr.  Judson,  Harvard  Fellow  of  the  Archaeological  Institute 
of  America,  spent  his  year  in  Florence  and  had  no  connection 
with  the  Academy.  Mr.  Savage,  from  Harvard  University, 
enrolled  as  a  regular  student  but  did  not  live  at  the  Academy; 
and  spent  his  time  in  carrying  on  his  own  independent  palaeo- 
graphical  work. 

The  School  of  Classical  Studies,  had  this  year  a  most  excellent 
and  extensive  combination  of  lectures  and  courses  for  study. 
Dr.  Carter  gave  his  usual  lecture  course  on  the  Roman  Forum 
in  October,  and  in  February  four  lectures  on  Lucretius,  Seneca, 
St.  Augustine,  and  St.  Francis.  Both  courses  were  open  to  non- 
students  also  on  invitation  and  were  largely  attended. 

Professor  Van  Buren  conducted  excursions  to  most  of  the  in- 
teresting archaeological  sites  within  reach  of  Rome.  His  pre- 
liminary lectures  as  well  as  his  explanatory  talks  among  the  ruins 
were  admirable.  Nearly  every  pleasant  Saturday  of  the  year 
was  used  for  these  excursions  and  there  were  a  few  longer  trips 
requiring  two  days.  I  was  fortunately  able  to  join  in  most  of 
these  trips  and  found  them  very  helpful.  I  consider  them  one 
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of  the  most  valuable  features  of  the  work  for  the  classical  students. 
Professor  Van  Buren  gave  also  a  series  of  lectures  in  the  Museums 
on  Greek  Art,  a  private  reading  course  in  the  Greek  and  Latin 
poets,  and  a  brief  course  in  Numismatics. 

In  December  Commendatore  Marucchi  gave  four  lectures  of 
two  hours  each  at  the  Academy  on  the  Catacombs  and  com- 
pleted the  series  with  an  afternoon  interpreting  the  monuments 
in  the  Catacombs  of  St.  Calixtus.  In  March  and  April  Mr. 
Lothrop  gave  a  series  of  well  illustrated  lectures  on  Italian  Paint- 
ers, who  worked  in  Rome  up  to  the  beginning  of  the  sixteenth 
century,  and  in  the  same  months  Professor  Adolfo  Venturi  gave 
a  series  of  ten  illustrated  lectures  on  Italian  Art,  dealing  par- 
ticularly with  the  study  of  individual  characteristics  as  a  key  to 
identification  and  to  the  detection  of  copies  and  spurious  works. 
All  of  these  lecture  courses  were  open  on  invitation  to  friends 
of  the  Academy  and  were  well  attended.  In  addition  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Academy  and  their  friends  were  enabled  through 
the  courtesy  of  Commendatore  Boni  to  see  the  excavations  on 
the  Palatine  under  his  able  guidance. 

Mr.  Stevens  of  the  School  of  Fine  Arts  secured  for  all  mem- 
bers of  the  Academy  admission  to  the  recent  excavations  in  the 
Golden  House  of  Nero,  Senator  Lanciani  admitted  to  his  lec- 
tures and  excursions  the  various  students  whom  I  introduced 
to  him,  and  Cardinal  Gasquet,  in  charge  of  the  Revision  of  the 
Vulgate,  showed  his  photographic ,  material  and  explained  his 
method  of  work  to  my  palaeographical  students. 

A  course  of  public  lectures  on  the  Manuscripts  and  Text  His- 
tory of  the  Bible,  which  I  had  expected  to  give,  were  on  the 
advice  of  Dr.  Carter,  omitted  because  of  the  large  number  of 
lectures  given  this  year  and  the  congestion  of  work  in  February 
.and  March.  The  lecture  on  the  Psalms  was  however  given  be- 
fore the  British  and  American  Archaeological  Society  of  Rome. 
Before  the  same  society  Mr.  Curtis  delivered  two  lectures,  one 
>on  Cyrene,  and  the  other  on  Etruscan  Antiquities.  The  stu- 
dents of  the  Academy  were  invited  to  all  the  lectures  of  the  Society 
and  attended -others  as  well  as  those  just  mentioned. 

In  my  private  work  I  was  occupied,  especially  early  in  the  year, 
with  the  completion  and  publication  of  my  study  of  the  manu- 
script of  the  Psalms  in  the  Freer  Collection,  a  work  of  over  two 
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hundred  pages.  Later  I  was  engaged  in  studying  the  Biblical 
text  of  Beatus  of  Liebana,  a  work  which  I  have  now  extended 
so  as  to  include  the  text  of  the  Commentary  of  Beatus  on  the 
Apocalypse  and  the  history  of  the  manuscripts.  For  this  pur- 
pose, I  have  visited  and  studied  the  manuscripts  in  Turin,  Gerona, 
Valladolid,  Escorial,  Madrid  and  Lisbon.  I  have  been  able  to 
make  quite  satisfactory  studies  of  seven  manuscripts  and  to  see 
and  make  notes  on  several  others.  This  promises  to  be  a  rich 
field  of  investigation  for  some  time  to  come. 

I  wish  at  this  place  to  express  my  extreme  satisfaction  with  the 
opportunities  enjoyed  during  this  year  in  Rome.  The  Academy 
building  is  admirably  adapted  for  its  purposes.  For  one  who 
was  there  but  a  single  year,  the  apartment  in  the  Academy  was 
fully  as  pleasant  and  more  practical  than  a  villa  outside.  What 
we  missed  in  Roman  society  owing  to  war  conditions  and  the  im- 
possibility of  entertaining  properly  in  our  modest  apartment, 
we  fully  made  up  by  the  better  opportunity  given  to  entertain 
and  establish  relations  of  friendship  with  the  students  of  the  two 
schools.  Our  colleagues  and  their  families  were  most  pleasant 
and  decidedly  assisted  in  making  our  year  an  enjoyable  as  well 
as  profitable  one.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  EARLY 
CHRISTIAN,   MEDIAEVAL  AND   RENAIS- 
SANCE STUDIES 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

GENTLEMEN — Your  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance 
Studies  receives  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Professor  William 
W.  Rockwell  of  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  and  to  fill  his 
place,  announces  the  election  of  the  Rev.  Harold  H.  Tryon,  In- 
structor in  the  New  Testament  and  Church  History,  from  the 
same  Seminary. 

Our  Fellow  in  Early  Christian  Archaeology,  Mr.  Thomas  M. 
Judson,  continued  his  study  of  the  Early  Art  in  Christian  Rome, 
especially  in  its  extension  to  the  Abruzzi.  He  writes  as  follows: 

This  art  of  the  Abruzzi  is  comparatively  unknown,  yet  is  an  important 
link  in  the  chain  of  evidence  by  which  a  fair  estimate  of  the  influence  of  the 
Byzantine  in  Rome  may  be  gained.  Its  extant  monuments,  I  find,  are 
remarkably  well  preserved  and  seem  to  show  a  combination  of  the  influence 
of  the  Byzantine  coming  from  Ravenna  and  from  the  South,  or  Italia 
Meridionale.  Though  somewhat  crude  at  times,  this  Abruzzese  art  shows 
considerable  power,  both  in  sculpture  and  painting.  The  relationship 
between  the  Abruzzi  and  Naples  through  the  counts  of  the  Abruzzi  and 
the  Angevin  kings  of  Naples  I  have  found  quite  fruitful.  In  Rome  the 
situation  is  fascinating,  by  reason  of  the  relatively  small  number  of  extant 
examples  of  very  early  art  which  are  unspoiled  by  the  Barocco  additions; 
yet  from  the  many  fragments  of  altars,  choir  screens,  pulpits,  capitals 
and  the  early  cloisters  and  frescoes,  one  is  enabled  to  gain  a  fair  estimate 
of  the  School,  which  contains  two  distinct  currents,  the  classic  tradition 
and  the  Byzantine,  often  side  by  side,  each  with  sporadic  instances  of 
great  beauty  almost  bespeaking  a  "de"tante"  school  in  Rome;  of  those  who 
worked  in  the  pure  classic  tradition  this  is  especially  true. 

Architecture  and  sculpture  constitute  the  chief  examples  of  my  study 
with  certain  larger  frescoes  of  the  Abruzzi  and  the  great  cycles  at  Farfa 
and  S.  Elia,  and  other  scattered  instances  in  the  city  of  Rome.  As  a  most 
interesting  collateral  subject  I  have  found  the  study  of  the  early  Lombard 
architecture  most  interesting  and  the  growth  and  development  of  the 
monastic  art  of  Central  Italy  by  the  French  Cistercians  and  the  School  of 
Fossanuova  especially  fruitful,  as  it  seemed  to  complete  and  supplement 
the  influence  of  the  earlier  monasteries  of  Grotta  Ferrata,  Subiaco  and 
Monte  Cassino. 
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In  following  up  my  studies,  I  have  visited  practically  every  town  from 
Naples  to  Florence,  where  I  might  find  examples.  I  have  been  helped  and 
advised  in  my  work  by  His  Excellency,  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction, 
Dr.  Corrado  Ricci,  Professor  Venturi,  Professor  Lanciani,  Dr.  Mufioz 
and  Dr.  Rivoira,  and  at  the  Vatican  Library  it  has  been  facilitated  by  Mon- 
signor  Ratti  and  His  Eminence  Cardinal  Gasquet.  At  the  present  1  have 
much  material  which  I  purpose  to  review  and  study,  confining  myself  to 
one  or  two  specific  phases  of  the  "Art  of  the  City  and  Province  of  Rome" 
within  the  period  I  indicated  above,  and  preparing  the  same  for  publication. 

Our  Fellow  Elect  in  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies, 
M.  Ernest  T.  Dewald,  did  not  venture  to  go  abroad,  hence  his 
Fellowship  was  postponed,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the 
Council.  He,  however,  pursued  his  studies  at  Princeton  Uni- 
versity, where  he  took  a  Ph.D.  degree.  His  thesis  on  Pietro 
Lorenzetti  awaits  verification  and  further  study  in  Italy.  He 
published  in  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology,  an  article  on 
The  Iconography  of  the  Ascension,  and  prepared  a  paper  on 
Spanish  Influences  in  the  Arch  of  Aragon.  For  the  year  1916- 
1917  he  was  appointed  to  a  Procter  Fellowship  at  Princeton  and 
is  preparing  himself  for  special  work  in  'the  field  of  Spanish  Art. 

Professor  Venturi,  as  usual,  gave  before  the  Academy  a  course 
of  lectures.

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REPORT   OF   THE   COMMITTEE   ON   COLONIAL   AND 
NATIONAL  ART  IN  NORTH  AMERICA 

To  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America: 

GENTLEMEN — The  provisional  Committee  on  Colonial  and 
National  Art  in  North  America,  consisting  initially  of  Messrs. 
Marquand,  Chase  and  Kimball,  with  the  President,  was  enlarged 
on  recommendation  of  these  gentlemen  by  the  addition  of  Mr. 
W.  Sumner  Appleton  of  Boston,  Mr.  Glenn  Brown  of  Washing- 
ton, and  Mr.  Charles  *Moore  of  Detroit. 

The  Committee  found  that  its  own  belief  in  the  value  of  ac- 
curate historical  study  of  our  early  monuments  and  works  of  art 
is  shared  by  a  considerable  body  of  students,  collectors,  histori- 
cal and  artistic  organizations,  and  museum  authorities.  Their 
feeling  was  perhaps  best  expressed  by  Mr.  R.  T.  Haines  Halsey, 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  American  Art  of  the  Metropoli- 
tan Museum  in  New  York,  who  has  promised  his  cordial  support 
of  the  programme  of  the  Committee.  He  emphasized  the  im- 
portance of  such  work  in  the  creation  of  a  national  consciousness, 
and  the  necessity  of  establishing  a  permanent  organization  for 
the  encouragement  of  serious  study.  That  the  Archaeological 
Institute  is  the  appropriate  organization  to  undertake  the  direc- 
tion of  this  work  seemed  also  to  be  generally  agreed.  Other  ex- 
isting organizations,  so  far  from  resenting  the  extension  of  the 
Institute's  scope  in  this  direction,  prove  to  welcome  its  entry  into 
the  field,  as  assuring  exactitude  of  study,  and  as  providing  a 
clearing  house  for  co-operative  efforts  such  as  those  it  has  organ- 
ized in  other  branches  of  research. 

Appropriate  activities  of  a  permanent  committee  of  the  Insti- 
tute in  the  field  were  felt  to  include:  maintenance  of  an  annual 
fellowship  for  the  study  of  problems  in  American  art;  assistance 
in  the  publication  of  the  researches  of  its  fellows  and  if  possible 
of  other  meritorious  manuscripts;  aid  in  the  preservation  of 
American  monuments,  stimulation  of  museums  to  develop  their 
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collections  of  early  American  art  and  handicraft,  and  encourage- 
ment of  public  authorities  to  undertake  an  inventory  of  fixed 
monuments,  on  the  lines  established  in  foreign  countries. 

Although  it  proved  that  many  of  the  present  members  of  the 
Institute  already  take,  personally,  an  active  interest  in  the  field 
of  the  Committee,  the  Committee  did  not  feel  justified,  under 
present  conditions,  in  asking  for  any  support  from  the  existing 
funds  of  the  Institute.  It  proposed  the  maintenance  of  a  fellow- 
ship through  the  annual  contributions  from  a  group  of  institu- 
tions in  the  manner  already  employed  by  the  School  in  Jerusalem, 
and  by  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies. 
It  proposed  also  the  raising  of  an  endowment  fund  of  $10,000  for 
the  work  of  the  Committee,  principally  as  a  publication  fund, 
which  it  found  would  be  sufficient  to  insure  the  issue  of  a  volume 
a  year  in  a  series  of  monographs  on  early  American  art  under  the 
editorial  supervision  of  the  Committee.  Finally  the  Committee 
felt  it  might  justly  share  in  the  proceeds  of  new  memberships  in 
the  Institute  resulting  from  the  proposed  increase  in  the  scope  of 
its  work.  Accordingly  the  Committee  made  its  report,  as  pro- 
vided by  the  resolution  establishing  it,  to  the  Executive  Committee 
of  the  Institute,  and  recommended: 

"That  the  Committee  on  Colonial  and  National  Art  in  North 
America  be  made  a  permanent  Committee  of  the  Archaeological 
Institute." 

Following  favorable  action  on  this  recommendation  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  has  been  engaged  in  lecturing  before  the 
Societies  of  the  Institute  on  the  field  and  the  program  of  the  Com- 
mittee with  a  view  of  arousing  general  interest  and  securing 
memberships,  before  attempting  to  secure  support  of  the  pro- 
posed fellowship  and  to  raise  the  endowment  fund.

An  Act  Incorporating  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled , 

That  Simeon  E.  Baldwin,  Frederic  C.  Bartlett,  William  N.

name  shall  have  perpetual  succession  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
moting archaeological  studies,  by  investigation  and  research 
in  the  United  States  and  foreign  countries,  by  sending  out  ex- 
peditions for  special  investigation,  by  aiding  the  efforts  of  inde- 
pendent explorers,  by  publication  of  archaeological  papers  and 
reports  of  the  results  of  the  expeditions  which  the  Institute  may 
undertake  or  promote,  and  by  any  other  means  which  may  from 
time  to  time  be  desirable. 

SEC.  2.  That  the  government  of  said  corporation  shall  be 
vested  in  a  council  consisting  of  the  following  ex  officio  members: 
The  president,  the  honorary  presidents,  the  vice-presidents,  the 
treasurer,  and  the  secretary  of  the  Institute  and  the  editor-in- 
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chief  and  the  business  manager  of  its  journal,  the  presidents  of 
affiliated  societies  and  the  chairmen  of  the  managing  committees 
of  any  American  schools  founded  by  the  Archaeological  Institute 
of  America  in  foreign  countries  for  classical  or  archaeological 
studies  and  research  (including  those  now  affiliated  with  the 
voluntary  association  known  as  the  Archaeological  Institute  of 
America),  and  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  American 
Archaeology,  and  of  additional  members  annually  chosen  by  the 
members  of  affiliated  societies,  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws. 

SEC.  3.  That  said  corporation  may  make  all  by-laws,  rules, 
and  regulations  not  inconsistent  with  law  that  may  be  necessary 
or  expedient  to  accomplish  the  purposes  of  its  creation;  and  it 
may  hold  real  estate  and  personal  property  in  the  United  States 
and  any  foreign  country  for  the  necessary  use  and  purposes  of 
said  organization  to  an  amount  not  to  exceed  one  million  dollars. 
The  principal  office  of  said  corporation  shall  be  in  Washington, 
in  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  its  annual  meetings  may  be  held 
in  such  places  as  its  by-laws  may  provide. 

THEODOKE  ROOSEVELT.

I.  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA,  consisting  of 
a  number  of  Affiliated  Societies,  is  formed  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  and  directing  archaeological  investigation  and  research, 
—by  sending  out  expeditions  for,  special  investigation,  by  aiding 
the  efforts  of  independent  explorers,  by  publication  of  archaeo- 
logical papers  and  of  reports  of  the  results  of  the  expeditions  which 
the  Institute  may  undertake  or  promote,  and  by  any  other  means 
which  may  from  time  to  time  appear  desirable. 

II.  The  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  consists  of  members 
duly  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Institute  or 
of  one  of  the  Affiliated  Societies,  of  the  following  classes: 

(a).  Annual  Members,  who  shall  pay  an  annual  fee  of  ten 
dollars  ($10),  receive  the  publications  in  accordance  with  Regu- 
lation XVIII,  and  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  membership  in  the 
Institute. 

(b).  Life  Members,  who  shall  contribute  at  one  time  not  less 
than  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  to  the  funds  of  the  Institute,  and 
shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges  of  membership. 

(c).  Subscribing  members,  who  shall  pay  three  dollars  ($3.00) 
a  year  and  receive  the  magazine  ART  AND  ARCHAEOLOGY.  Affiliated 
Societies  may,  if  they  so  desire,  organize  subscribing  members  as 
a  special  class  in  the  local  society. 

Persons  who  shall  have  contributed  five  hundred  dollars  ($500) 
or  more  to  the  endowment  of  the  Institute  or  to  any  of  the 
undertakings  directly  controlled  by  the  Institute  may  be  classed 
as  Patrons  by  vote  of  the  Council  and  shall  have  all  the  privileges 
of  life  members. 

Foreign  Honorary  Members  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Council,  but 
the  number  shall  not  exceed  twelve.

III.  The  government  of  the  Institute  shall  be  vested  in  a  Council, 
consisting  of  the  following  ex-officio  members:  the  President,  the 
Honorary  Presidents,  the  Vice-Presidents  (one  of  whom  shall  be 
the  Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Canada) ,  the  Treasurer,  the 
General  Secretary,  the  Secretaries  and  the  Recorder  of  the  Insti- 
tute; the  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  American   Journal  of  Archae- 
ology; the  Presidents  of  the  Affiliated  Societies;  the  Chairmen 
of  the  Managing  Committees  of  the  Schools  of  Classical  Studies 
at  Athens,  of  the  School  in  Jerusalem,  of  the  School  of  Ameri- 
can Archaeology,  and  the   Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the 
School  of  Classical  Studies  in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome; 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance 
Studies;  the  four  elective  members  of  the  Executive  Committee; 
and  of  additional  members  annually  chosen  by  the  members  of 
the  Affiliated  Societies  as  follows: 

Any  local  archaeological  society,  consisting  of  not  less  than  fifty 
members  of  the  Institute,  may,  by  vote  of  the  Council,  be  affili- 
ated with  the  Institute,  and  shall  then  have  the  right  to  elect  one 
member  to  the  Council  in  addition  to  any  ex-officio  member  or  mem- 
bers, provided  the  Society  shall  contribute  in  fees  to  the  treasury 
of  the  Institute  not  less  than  four  hundred  dollars  annually  (life 
members  shall  be  counted  as  contributing  eight  dollars  annually). 
When  the  members  of  such  society  shall  reach  the  number  of  one 
hundred,  and  their  contribution  is  annual  fees  shall  be  not  less 
than  eight  hundred  dollars  annually,  calculated  on  the  same  basis 
as  above,  they  shall  have  the  right  to  select  a  second  member  to 
the  Council,  and  similarly  another  member  for  each  additional  fifty. 

IV.  The  officers  of  the  Institute  and  of  the  Council  shall  be  a 
President,  Honorary  Presidents,  not  less  than  five  Vice-Presidents, 
a  Treasurer,  Associate  Treasurers,  a  General  Secretary,  not  less 
than  three  Secretaries,  and  a  Recorder.     The  President  and  Vice- 
Presidents  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Council, 
and  shall  be  eligible  for  reelection.     The  Honorary  Presidents 
shall  be  the  former  Presidents  of  the  Institute.     The  Treasurer, 
the  General  Secretary,  the  Secretaries,  and  the  Recorder  shall 
be  chosen  by  the  Council,  and  shall  hold  office  at  its  pleasure.     A 
Treasurer  of  a  Managing  Committee  may  become  an  Associate 
Treasurer  of  the  Institute  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Manag- 
ing Committee  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Council. 

V.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  consisting  of  the 
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President,  Vice-Presidents  (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Canada),  General  Secretary,  Secretaries, 
Treasurer,  and  Recorder  of  the  Institute,  ex-officio,  of  the  Chair- 
men of  the  Managing  Committees  of  the  Schools  at  Athens, 
and  Jerusalem,  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology,  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  School  of  Classical  Studies 
in  the  American  Academy  in  Rome,  ex-officio,  of  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Mediaeval  and  Renaissance  Studies,  ex-officio, 
of  the  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology, 
ex-officio,  and  of  four  members  of  the  Council,  each  to  serve  for 
the  period  of  four  years,  one  to  retire  annually. 

VI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President,  in  general,  to  act  as 
the  Executive  head  of  the  Institute  in  all  departments  of  admin- 
istration; and  in  particular,  to  supervise  its  work  of  investigation 
and  publication.     He' shall,  moreover,  audit  all  bills  for  expendi- 
tures authorized  by  the  Council  or  Executive  Committee,  or  see 
that  such  bills  are  audited  by  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents  author- 
ized by  him  or  by  the  Executive  Committee.     He  shall  preside 
at  meetings  of  this  Committee  and  of  the  Council,    and  shall 
present  a  Report  on  the  affairs  of  the  Institute  annually  to  its 
members. 

VII.  The  General  Secretary  shall  have  in  charge  all  matters 
relating  to  the  membership  of  the  Institute.     It  shall  be  his  duty 
to  see  that  the  membership  of  existing  societies  shall  be  maintained 
and  if  possible  extended;  to  undertake  the  formation  of  new  socie- 
ties when  and  where  such  shall  be  authorized  by  the  President  or 
Executive  Committee;  to  see  that  the  dues  of  members  are  col- 
lected and  remitted  to  the  treasury  of  the  Institute;  and  to  keep 
the  roll  of  members  in  the  interim  of  publication  in  the  Annual 
Reports. 

The  Recorder  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  meetings  of  the 
Council  of  the  Institute  and  also  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

VIII.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect,  receive,  and  keep  account 
of  all  assessments,  subscriptions,  and  gifts  of  money  to  the  In- 
stitute, shall  make  payments  on  orders  approved  in  writing  by 
the  President  or  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents   acting  under  the 
authority  of  the  President  or  of  the  Council,  and  shall  present  to 
the  Council  at  its  annual  meeting  a  written  statement  of  accounts. 
The  Associate  Treasurers  shall  collect,  receive,  and  disburse  funds 
for  the  Managing  Committees  which  they  serve  as  Treasurers. 
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All  funds  contributed  to  the  Institute  for  endowment  shall  be 
set  aside  as  trust  funds  and  shall  be  invested  under  the  advice 
and  direction  of  a  special  board  of  men  of  financial  ability  and 
standing,  nine  in  number,  who  shall  be  designated  as  "Board  of 
Investment."  Of  this  Board  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  shall 
be  a  member  ex  officio.  The  income  of  the  funds  invested  by  said 
Board  shall  be  available  only  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  fund 
shall  have  been  designated  in  the  conditions  accompanying  the 
gift. 

The  Board  of  Investment  is  authorized  to  make  its  own  by- 
laws for  the  administration  of  its  trust. 

IX.  The  accounts  of  the  Institute  shall  be  submitted  annually 
by  the  Treasurer  to  two  Auditors,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent, who  shall  attest  by  their  signatures  the  correctness  of  said 
accounts,  and  report  the  same  at  the  annual  meeting. 

X.  The  Council  shall  hold  an  annual  meeting  in  connection  with 
the  general  meeting  of  the  Institute,  in  the  week  following  Christ- 
mas, unless  some  other  time  shall  be  voted  by  the  Council,  at  such 
place  as  may  be  selected  by  its  members  at  the  previous  annual 
meeting.     Any  member  of  the  Council  unable  to  be  present  at 
any  meeting  may  appoint  by  writing  any  other  member  of  the 
Institute  to  act  as  his  proxy.     One-third  of  all  the  members  of  the 
Council  registered  as  present  at  a  meeting  shall  form  a  quorum. 

The  use  of  proxies  shall  be  limited  as  follows:  Proxies  shall  be 
voted  only  on  such  questions  as  have  been  previously  submitted 
to  all  members  of  the  Council  in  a  docket,  which  shall  be  issued 
by  the  officers  of  the  Institute  not  later  than  December  10.  On 
questions  not  contained  in  such  docket  no  proxies  shall  be  voted; 
on  such  questions  a  three-fourths  vote  of  those  present  shall  decide. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to  receive  proxies  sent  to  him, 
tabulate  instructions  sent  with  the  proxies,  and  vote  them  when 
necessary. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Council  may  be  called  by  the  General 
Secretary,  upon  direction  of  the  President,  or  at  the  written  request 
of  one-third  of  its  members. 

XI.  The  Institute  shall  meet  annually,  as  a  whole,  for  the  read- 
ing and  discussion  of  scientific  papers  by  its  members.     The  exact 
time  and  the  place  of  this  meeting  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Council  at  its  annual  meeting. 
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General  meetings  of  the  Institute  may  be  called  from  time  to 
time,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council. 

XII.  The  Council  shall  have  full  power  to  determine  the  work 
to  be  undertaken  by  the  Institute,  and  the  mode  of  its  accomplish- 
ment; to  employ  agents,  and  to  expend  all  the  available  funds  of 
the  Institute  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  formed;  but  it  shall 
not  have  the  power  to  incur  any  debt  on  behalf  of  the  Institute. 
It  shall  have  no  other  jurisdiction  over  the  regulations  or  actions 
of  the  Affiliated  Societies  than  that  these  Societies  shall  not 
undertake  any  formal  publication  without  its  consent;  and  any 
moneys  contributed  for  any  object  promoted  by  an  Affiliated 
Society,  approved  by  the  Council,  shall  be  strictly  appropriated 
to  that  object. 

XIII.  Any  collection  of  antiquities  which  may  come  into  the 
possession  of  the  Institute  through  the  explorations  undertaken 
by  it,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  disposed  of  by  the  Committee  receiving 
the  collection  or  by  the  Council  in  case  of  a  collection  not  received 
through  a  Committee.     The  Institute  has  no  right  of  ownership 
in  any  property  or  collection  of  objects  of  art  or  antiquity  acquired 
by  an  Affiliated  Society. 

XIV.  The  names  of  all  Affiliated  Societies  and  the  officers 
shall  be  printed  with  the  Annual  Reports  which  shall  be  distributed 
to  all  members  of  the  Council. 

XV.  Each  Affiliated  Society  shall  be  designated  by  its  local 
name  in  the  following  style: 

ARCHAEOLOGICAL  INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA 

BALTIMORE  SOCIETY 

And  it  shall  have  the  right  to  use  the  seal  of  the  Institute  on  its 
official  papers. 

XVI.  Assessments,  subscriptions,  and  donations  may  be  paid 
to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute  or  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Affiliated 
Society   to    which   the    contributing   member   belongs.     Annual 
Members  who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  consecutive 
years  shall,  unless  special  action  be  taken  by  the  Affiliated  Society 
to  the  contrary,  be  dropped  from  the  list  of  the  Institute.     The 
year  shall  be  considered  as  closed  on  the  30th  of  June,  and  from  this 
time  the  assessments  of  the  year  then  ensuing  shall  become  due. 
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XVII.  Ten  per  cent  of  all  annual  dues  received  by  each  Affili- 
ated Society  shall  be  held  by  its  Treasurer  for  the  discharge  of 
local  expenses.     In  case  any  Society  does  not  in  any  year  require 
the  whole  of  this  sum,  the  balance  shall,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  be 
passed  into  the  general  funds  of  the  Institute.     Grants  in  aid  of 
Affiliated  Societies  may  be  made  by  the  Council. 

XVIII.  Members  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  two  regular 
publications  of  the  Institute,  the  American  Journal  of  Archae- 
ology and  Art  and  Archaeology,  subject  to  the  following  conditions: 

(1)  Art  and  Archaeology  will  be  sent  to  all  members.     The  sub- 
subscription  to  the  magazine,  which  is  $1.50  for  members  of  the 
Institute,  or  fifty  per  centum  of  the  published  price,  is  included 
in  the  $10.00  annual  dues  paid  by  members  of  the  Institute; 

(2)  The  American  Journal  of  Archaeology  will  be  sent  to  members 
of  the  Institute  only  on  request.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
General  Secretary  to  notify  members  of  the  Institute  once  each 
year  of  this  privilege  and  the  condition  attached  thereto. 

XIX.  The  Institute  commits  to  the  Managing  Committee  of  the 
American  School  of  Classical  at  Athens  the  entire  administration 
of  this  School,  including  the  expenditure  of  its  income,  under  the 
folio  whig  provisions: 

1.  The  Chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School 
shall  make  a  report  to  the  Council  annually  on  the  work  of  the 
School  during  the  preceding  year. 

2.  The  President  of  the  Institute  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Managing  and  Executive  Committees  of  the  School,  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School  shall  be  ex- 
officio  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Institute. 

3.  A  copy  of  all  ordinary  publications  of  the  School  shall  be 
sent  to  each  member  of  the  Council  and  the  Institute  shall  bear  a 
proportionate  share  of  the  expense  of  publication  of  the  Papers 
and  Reports  of  the  School. 

-  4.  The  Institute  shall  maintain  in  the  School  a  fellowship, 
to  be  administered  by  the  Managing  Committee,  of  the  annual 
value  of  eight  hundred  dollars,  for  the  encouragement  of  archae- 
ological studies. 

XX.  Amendments  to  these  regulations  may  be  proposed  by  any 
three  members  at  any  annual  meeting,  and  shall  require  for  adop- 
tion the  affirmative  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  present  and  voting. 
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ACTS  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 
1.  RELATING  TO  TRAVELLING  EXPENSES  OF  COUNCILLORS 

Enacted  at  the  Meeting  in  Boston,  December  30,  1904. 

A  sum  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  may  be  appropriated  to  apply 
on  the  railway  expenses,  in  attending  the  Annual  Meeting,  of  one  or  more 
Councillors  representing  any  Affiliated  Society  which  shall  have  paid  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  Institute  in  the  preceding  fiscal  year  not  less  than  one 
thousand  dollars  ($1000.00). 

2.  RELATING  TO  THE  PUBLICATION  OF  BOOKS 

Enacted  at  the  Meeting  in  Toronto,  December  31,  1906. 

No  book  shall  be  published  under  the  authority  of  the  Institute  unless 
the  manuscript  has  previously  been  read  and  approved  by  at  least  two  ex- 
perts in  the  special  field  in  which  the  book  belongs. 

3.  RELATING  TO  THE  CONDUCT  OF  WORK  IN  FOREIGN  COUNTRIES 

Enacted  at  the  Meeting  in  Baltimore,  December  31,  1909. 

It  shall  be  the  general  policy  of  the  Institute  to  require  that  all  funds 
which  are  to  be  expended  under  its  auspices  for  exploration  and  excavation 
in  foreign  countries  in  any  year  shall  be  deposited  in  the  Treasury  of  the 
Institute  before  debts  shall  be  contracted  for  the  payment  of  which  such 
funds  shall  be  needed. 


GENERAL  MEETING  OF  THE  ARCHAEOLOGICAL 

INSTITUTE  OF  AMERICA  IN  ST.  LOUIS, 

DECEMBER,  1916. 

The  Eighteenth  General  Meeting  of  the  Archaeological  Insti- 
stute  of  America  was  held  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  December  27-30, 
1916,  in  conjunction  with  the  American  Philological  Association, 
and  on  the  29th  with  the  College  Art  Association  of  America. 

The  Thirty-Seventh  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Council  of  the  In- 
stitute occurred  Saturday  morning,  December  28,  at  9.30  o'clock 
in  the  Buckingham  Hotel,  followed  by  a  luncheon  given  in  honor 
of  the  Council  by  the  St.  Louis  Society  of  the  Institute.  Wash- 
ington University,  where  most  of  the  sessions  were  held  and  the 
St.  Louis  Society,  were  the  hosts  of  the  occasion. 

Important  acts  of  the  Council  were: 

The  approval  of  the  contract  for  the  publication  of  ART  AND  AR- 
CHAEOLOGY with  the  James  William  Bryan  Press;  the  adoption 
of  a  class  of  membership  to  be  called  subscribing  membership  at 
$3  a  year  (including  in  its  perquisites  only  subscription  to  ART 
AND  ARCHAEOLOGY);  resolutions  in  memory  of  deceased  members; 
the  adoption  of  recommendations  from  the  Managing  Committee 
of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology  authorizing  the  change  of 
name  to  the  "School  of  American  Research"  and  incorporation  of 
the  School  in  New  Mexico;  the  adoption  of  the  Committee  on 
Colonial  and  National  Art  in  North  America  as  a  permanent 
committee  of  the  Institute;  and  the  approval  of  the  budget  for 
1917-1918.

ING OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  THE  INSTITUTE 

The  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  met 
in  the  Buckingham  Hotel,  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  December  30,  1916, 
at  nine  thirty  o'clock  a.m.  The  President,  F.  W.  Shipley,  was 
in  the  chair.

Because  of  the  volume  of  business  before  the  Council  the  roll- 
call  of  officers  and  councillors  was  dispensed  with,  the  proper 
credentials  and  proxies  being  in  the  hands  of  the  acting  Recorders, 
H.  R.  Fairclough  and  G.  R.  Throop. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Thirty-sixth  Annual  Meeting,  which  were 
already  in  print  (BULL.,  Vol.  VI,  pp.  99-111),  were  laid  before  the 
Council,  and  were  approved  without  correction.  The  annual 
reports  of  the  officers  of  the  Institute  and  of  the  Chairmen  of  the 
Managing  Committees  were  presented  in  printed  form  and 
ordered  to  be  placed  on  file  (see  BULL.,  Vol.  VII,  pp.  3-94). 

The  New  Mexico  Society  was  presented  to  the  Council  by  W. 
H.  Holmes,  acting  as  proxy  for  the  Hon.  Frank  Springer.  Upon 
a  motion,  made  by  Mitchell  Carroll,  and  seconded  by  W.  H. 
Holmes,  which  was  carried  unanimously,  the  New  Mexico  Society 
was  admitted  as  one  of  the  Societies  of  the  Institute. 

President  F.  W.  Shipley,  after  extending  a  welcome  from  St. 
Louis  and  Washington  University  to  the  Council,  made  a  brief 
supplementary  report.  The  General  Secretary,  Mitchell  Car- 
roll, also  made  a  supplementary  report.  Secretary  H.  R.  Fair- 
clough reported  for  the  Western  States,  and  President  Shipley 
for  the  Treasurer  of  the  Institute.  The  General  Secretary  made 
a  supplementary  report  for  the  Treasurer.  It  was  moved  by 
W.  W.  Baker,  seconded  by  B.  L.  Ullman,  and  carried,  that  the 
Supplementary  Reports  of  the  Officers  be  accepted. 

Reports  were  next  made  upon  the  affairs  of  Art  and  Archaeology 
by  David  M.  Robinson,  in  his  capacity  as  Editor-in-Chief,  by 
William  H.  Holmes,  as  Art  Editor,  and  by  Mitchell  Carroll,  as 
Managing  Editor.  Suggestions  about  and  offers  of  illustrations 
for  the  magazine  were  made  by  G.  J.  Laing,  and  G.  C.  Pier. 
Miss  Alice  Walton  presented  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Boston  Society  criticising  the  style 
of  advertising  used  in  increasing  the  circulation  of  Art  and 
Archaeology. 

President  Shipley,  in  the  absence  of  the  Recorder,  read  to  the 
Council  the  following  proposed  amendment  to  Regulation  II, 
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offering  it  as  a  recommendation  from  the  Executive  Committee 
for  confirmation  by  the  Council: 

In  addition  to  the  regular  membership  of  the  Institute  at  $10.00  a  year 
(including  membership  in  one  of  the  affiliated  societies,  subscription  to 
Art  and  Archaeology,  subscription,  if  desired,  to  the  American  Journal  of 
Archaeology  and  voting  privilege)  there  shall  be  established  a  class  of  mem- 
bership to  be  called  subscribing  membership,  at  $3.00  a  year  (including  in 
its  perquisites  only  subscription  to  Art  and  Archaeology). 

Local  societies  may,  if  they  so  desire,  organize  subscribing  members 
as  a  special  class  in  the  local  societies. 

The  first  of  these  two  paragraphs  is  a  copy  of  the  postal  ballot 
sent  by  the  President  to  the  Executive  Committee  in  January, 
1916,  and  the  second  is  the  amendment  added  by  the  Executive 
Committee  at  its  meeting  on  December  27,  1916.  After  a  pro- 
longed discussion  in  which  Messrs.  Hench,  Ullman,  Wulfing, 
Anderson,  Laing,  Sanders,  Bryce,  Tarbell,  Robinson,  Kimball, 
Johnson,  Mepham,  Miss  Buckingham,  Miss  Walton  took  part, 
and  after  several  amendments  had  been  voted  down,  it  was 
moved  by  W.  W.  Baker,  seconded  by  H.  A.  Sanders,  and  carried 
by  a  vote  of  14  to  8,  that  the  amendment  offered  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  be  incorporated  with  the  original  recommenda- 
tion. The  recommendation  as  thus  amended  was  then  thrown 
open  to  debate  by  the  motion  of  H.  A.  Sanders,  seconded  by  D. 
M.  Robinson,  that  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  confirmed  by  the  Council.  W.  W.  Baker,  seconded 
by  W.  H.  Holmes,  moved  to  amend  Professor  Sanders'  motion 
by  adding,  as  a  proviso,  the  following  words: 

The  Council  shall  request  the  Officers  of  the  Institute,  in  the  circula- 
tion of  its  literature,  to  take  special  care  to  distinguish  between  classes  of 
membership. 

It  was  moved  by  H.  A.  Sanders,  seconded  by  G.  C.  Pier,  that 
the  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee,  with  amend- 
ment offered  by  Mr.  Baker  be  adopted.  Upon  the  request  of 
the  minority  in  the  previous  vote,  the  President  permitted  the 
use  of  proxies.  H.  A.  Sanders'  motion  was  then  put  to  vote  and 
carried  by  a  vote  of  25  to  11.  Regulation  II  of  the  Institute 
regarding  membership,  therefore,  after  (a)  and  (b)  reads: 
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(c).  Subscribing  Members,  who  shall  pay  $3.00  a  year,  and  receive  the 
magazine  Art  and  Archaeology.  Affiliated  societies  may,  if  they  so  desire, 
organize  Subscribing  Members  as  a  special  class  in  the  local  society. 

It  was  moved  by  H.  A.  Sanders,  seconded  by  C.  C.  Torrey,  and 
carried,  that  pursuant  to  the  recommendation  of  the  Executive 
Committee : 

The  Committee  on  Colonial  and  National  Art  in  North  America  is  here- 
by made  a  permanent  Committee  of  the  Institute. 

Upon  the  motion  of  D.  M.  Robinson,  seconded  by  G.  C.  Pier, 
the  following  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  to 
the  Council  was  confirmed: 

There  shall  be  created  an  Advisory  Committee  on  Publications  to 
advise  with  the  President  of  the  Institute  as  to  all  matters  relating  to  the 
administration  of  the  various  publications  of  the  Institute.  This  Com- 
mittee shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  President  of  the  Institute. 

W.  H.  Holmes  presented  the  following  resolution  on  the 
Cahokia  mound: 

To  His  Excellency,  Hon.  Frank  0.  Lowden,  Governor  of  Illinois: 

The  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  in  annual  session  assembled 

at  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  December  30,  1916,  unanimously  adopted  the  following 

resolution : 

Resolved,   that  the  Institute  urgently  recommend  that  the  State  of 

Illinois  provide  for  the  permanent  preservation  of  the  Cahokia  group  of 

prehistoric  mounds  in  Madison  County. 

Upon  the  motion  of  D.  M.  Robinson,  seconded  by  W.  H. 
Holmes,  it  was  ordered  that  the  resolution  be  incorporated  in 
the  Minutes,  and  that  a  copy  be  sent  to  Governor  Lowden. 

A  letter  was  read  from  Professor  E.  D.  Perry  of  the  New  York 
Society  informing  the  Council  of  the  action  of  the  New  York 
Society  at  its  annual  meeting  in  regard  to  a  "  resolution  dealing 
with  the  proper  recognition  by  the  Institute  of  the  services  in  its 
behalf  of  the  late  Mr.  Seth  Low."  The  following  resolution  was 
presented  to  the  Council  by  G.  C.  Pier,  Councillor  of  the  New 
York  Society: 

Resolved,  That  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  place  on  record 
its  high  appreciation  of  the  services  rendered  to  it  and  to  the  cause  of 
archaeological  study  in  America  by  the  late  Seth  Low,  LL.D.,  President 
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of  the  Institute  from  1890  to  1897,  and  an  Honorary  President  from  1897 
to  his  death  in  September,  1916. 

While  not  an  archaeologist  by  profession,  Mr.  Low  brought  to  the 
Presidency  of  the  Institute  the  earnest  desire  to  further  a  work  of  public 
utility  and  enlightenment,  the  warm  sympathy  with  the  pursuit  of  learn- 
ing, and  the  complete  fidelity  to  an  undertaken  responsibility,  which  were 
characteristic  of  him  in  all  his  dealings.  The  Institute  has  every  reason 
to  be  grateful  to  him  for  the  fidelity  and  interest  with  which  he  discharged 
the  duties  of  the  Presidency  during  his  incumbency  of  that  office. 

Resolved,  That  this  resolution  be  spread  upon  the  minutes  of  the  Council, 
and  that  a  copy  of  it  be  sent  to  Mrs.  Low. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

President  Shipley  presented  the  following  resolution  on  the 
death  of  Mr.  Eckley  B.  Coxe,  Jr.,  late  President  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Society  of  the  Institute,  prepared  by  Dean  Andrew  F. 

West: 

The  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  hereby  places 
on  record  its  sense  of  loss  in  the  death  of  Mr.  Eckley  B.  Coxe,  Jr.  His 
liberal  and  devoted  service  to  the  cause  of  archaeology  has  earned  the 
gratitude  of  all  true  scholars,  his  gentle  personal  traits  endear  his  mem- 
ory to  all  who  knew  him,  and  his  noble  benefactions  will  perpetuate  his 
work  and  memory  for  centuries. 

The  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

H.  R.  Fairclough  presented  to  the  Council  the  following  reso- 
lutions on  the  deaths  of  Horace  Davis,  Joel  F.  Vaile,  and  Lucius 
M.  Cuthbert: 

In  the  death  last  July  of  Horace  Davis,  member  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  San  Francisco  Society,  the  Institute  has  lost  one  of  its  most 
earnest  and  devoted  members.  It  was  at  Mr.  Davis'  home  that  the  San 
Francisco  Society  was  first  organized,  and  from  the  first  he  gave  the  In- 
stitute his  most  loyal  and  intelligent  support.  Though  a  man  of  many 
public  and  social  interests,  and  in  control  of  a  large  commercial  corpora- 
tion, Mr.  Davis  always  maintained  that  close  hold  upon  intellectual  life 
which  in  early  manhood  he  had  cultivated  at  his  alma  mater,  Harvard 
University.  It  was  this  that  led  at  one  time  to  his  selection  as  President 
of  the  University  of  California,  and  at  another  as  member  and  President 
of  the  original  Board  of  Trustees  of  Stanford  University;  and  it  was  also 
this  that  prompted  him  to  become  a  founder  and  first  president  of  the  San 
Francisco  Society  of  the  Institute.  The  Council  of  the  Institute  hereby 
places  on  record  its  deep  sense  of  the  loss  sustained  in  his  death,  and 
its  sincere  appreciation  of  the  important  services  he  rendered  to  the 
Institute. 
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Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America 
give  official  expression  to  its  appreciation  of  the  services  of  two  of  the 
Councillors  of  the  Colorado  Society,  Joel  F.  Vaile  and  Lucius  M.  Cuth- 
bert,  whom  it  has  lost  by  death  during  the  past  year. 

Mr.  Vaile  had  been  since  1908  President  of  the  Colorado  Society,  and 
Mr.  Cuthbert  was  for  several  years  President  of  the  Denver  branch.  Both 
these  gentlemen  were  deeply  interested  in  all  the  activities  of  the  Insti- 
tute and  contributed  generously  of  their  time  and  means  to  its  support. 
All  our  members  who  know  them  will  cherish  the  memory  of  the  fidelity 
and  wisdom  with  which  they  discharged  their  duties  as  officers  of  the  Col- 
orado Society  of  the  Institute. 

These  resolutions  were  adopted  by  a  rising  vote. 

G.  C.  Pier  presented  to  the  Council  a  letter  from  Miss  Gisela 
M.  A.  Richter  of  the  Metropolitan  Museum  in  regard  to  addi- 
tional financial  support  of  the  Journal.  Remarks  on  the  matter 
were  made  by  Miss  Buckingham,  Messrs.  Fowler  and  Robin- 
son. Upon  motion  made  by  George  Bryce  the  letter  was  re- 
ferred to  the  Board  of  Publication. 

The  Council  at  its  last  meeting  authorized  the  appointment 
by  the  President  of  a  Committee  to  examine  into  the  printing 
contract  for  Art  and  Archaeology  (BULL.,  Vol.  VI,  1915,  p.  103). 
The  President  announced  the  personnel  of  the  committee  just 
before  the  adjournment  of  the  Council  as  the  " Board  of  Publi- 
cation and  Messrs.  Chase,  Fairclough,  Harris,  and  Platt"  (BULL., 
Vol.  VI,  1915,  p.  111).  The  following  memorandum  of  the  mat- 
ter sent  to  the  Recorder  by  the  President  should  be  a  matter  of 
printed  record: 

January  11,  1916. 
MY  DEAE  MR.  MAGOFFIN: 

I  am  sending  you  the  following  memorandum  in  regard  to  the  contract 
with  the  James  William  Bryan  Press  for  the  printing  and  publishing  of 
Art  and  Archaeology. 

In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Council  by  which  the  President 
of  the  Institute  was  authorized  to  sign  a  contract  with  the  James  William 
Bryan  Press  for  the  printing,  publishing,  circulation,  etc.,  of  Art  and 
Archaeology,  after  consultation  with  a  committee  to  be  appointed  by 
him,  the  President  reports  that  the  contract  was  carefully  considered  by 
the  following  committee:  the  President  of  the  Institute,  the  General 
Editor,  the  Managing  Editor,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Guar- 
antors, Allan  Marquand,  W.  F.  Harris,  George  H.  Chase,  H.  R.  Fair- 
clough, and  was  by  them  approved  in  its  essential  features,  with  a  few 
minor  modifications,  and  the  President  was  instructed  to  conduct  final 
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negotiations  and  sign  the  document.  Subsequently  the  contract  was  fur- 
ther inspected  at  the  President's  request  by  F.  W.  Kelsey,  John  B.  Larner, 
Evans  Browne,  and  the  contract  was  executed  in  the  presence  of  the  two 
latter.  It  may  be  added  that  Mr.  Larner  has  long  acted  as  legal  counsel 
for  the  Institute  and  that  Mr.  Browne  is  a  member  of  the  Committee  of 
Guarantors.  (Signed)  F.  W.  SHIPLEY. 

President  Shipley  announced  that  he  had  added  to  the  com- 
mittee F.  W.  Kelsey  and  C.  T.  Currelly. 

G.  J.  Laing,  chairman,  H.  R.  Fairclough,  J.  M.  Wulfing,  as  a 
Committee  on  Time  and  Place  of  next  meeting,  and  D.  M.  Rob- 
inson, chairman,  and  H.  A.  Sanders,  as  a  Committee  on  Reso- 
lutions, were  appointed  by  the  Chair,  and  asked  to  have  their 
reports  ready  before  the  Council  adjourned. 

At  the  request  of  President  Shipley,  the  acting  Recorder  read 
to  the  Council  the  /our  following  supplementary  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Executive  Committee,  which  were  voted  upon  sepa- 
rately, and  all  unanimously  adopted: 

I.  A  Committee  on  the  By  Laws  shall  be  created  to  report  at  the  1917 
meeting  of  the  Council.    This  Committee  shall  be  constituted  as  fol- 
lows: The  President  and  General  Secretary  of  the  Institute,  ex  officio,  the 
Hon.  John  B.  Larner,  who  drafted  the  charter,  and  Hon.  Frank  Springer, 
with  power  to  call  in  such  other  legal  advice  as  may  be  necessary. 

II.  Past  Presidents  shall  be  made  ex  officio  members  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

III.  The  President  of  the  Institute  shall  be  and  hereby  is  empowered 
to  appoint  a  committee  of  five,  to  select  sites,  and  to  report  at  the  Council 
meeting  in  1917  such  places  as  prospective  sites  for  excavation  after  the 
war. 

IV.  The  President  of  the  Institute  shall  be  and  hereby  is  empowered 
to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Nominations  and  General  Policy. 

There  was  no  formal  report  from  the  Department  of  Canada, 
but  Dr.  George  Bryce,  Councillor  of  the  Winnipeg  Society, 
made  an  informal  statement.  Upon  motion  of  J.  B.  Hench, 
seconded  by  H.  R.  Fairclough,  Dr.  Bryce  was  asked  to  present 
the  friendly  greetings  of  the  Council  to  the  Societies  in  Canada 
and  to  encourage  them  to  carry  on  such  activities  as  are  possible 
during  the  war. 

Charles  C.  Torrey,  Chairman,  in  presenting  the  report  of  the 
Managing  Committee  of  the  American  School  of  Oriental  Re- 
search in  Jerusalem  (BuLL.,Vol.VII,  p.  31),  made  some  remarks  on 
the  outlook  for  endowment  and  the  plan  for  the  publication  of  a 
volume  of  papers  by  members  of  the  School.

The  reports  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School  of 
Athens,  of  the  Committees  on  Early  Christian,  Mediaeval  and 
Renaissance  Studies,  and  on  Colonial  and  National  Art  in  North 
America,  and  the  informational  report  from  the  School  of  Clas- 
sical Studies  of  the  American  Academy  in  Rome,  as  published 
in  reports  distributed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Council  (BULL.,  Vol. 
VII,  p.  58)  were  received. 

The  report  of  the  Director  of  the  School  of  American  Archae- 
ology (BULL.,  Vol.  VII,  p.  36)  showed  the  splendid  work  which  has 
been  done  in  that  School,  and  the  opportunities  which  are  before 
it,  due  to  the  liberality  of  the  State  of  New  Mexico  and  to  the 
contributions  of  generous  donors.  The  Chairman  of  the  Man- 
aging Committee  of  the  School,  W.  H.  Holmes,  made  a  state- 
ment of  the  whole  matter,  speaking  of  the  great  services  of  the 
Hon.  Frank  Springer  in  connection  therewith,  and  offering  the 
recommendation  of  the  Managing  Committee  of  the  School  of 
American  Archaeology  by  unanimous  vote  of  its  Executive  Com- 
mittee at  its  meeting  in  Washington,  December  6,  1916.  The 
resolutions  as  recommended  were  read  to  the  Council  by  Acting 
Recorder  Fairclough,  and  are  as  follows: 

J.  Name.  That  the  official  name  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology 
shall  hereinafter  be  the  School  of  American  Research,  and  all  acts  of  the 
Council  of  the  Institute  relative  to  said  school  shall  apply  to  it  under  its 
amended  name. 

II.  Plan.  That  the  revised  plan  of  organization  of  the  School  of  Amer- 
ican Archaeology,  adopted  by  the  Council  of  the  Institute  December 
31,  1908,  as  amended  by  action  of  the  Council  December  30,  1910,  is 
amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

1.  Purpose.     The  School  of  American  Research  is  established  to  conduct 
the  researches  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America  in  the  American 
field,  and  to  afford  opportunities  for  field  work  and  training  to  students 
of  Archaeology  and  related  Sciences. 

2.  Work.    The  School  will  direct  the  expeditions  of  the  affiliated  soci- 
eties of  the  Institute  in  their  respective  fields,  maintain  researches  in  the 
various  culture  areas  of  the  American  continent,  direct  the  work  of  Fel- 
lows, and  collaborate  with  universities  and  other  scientific  organizations 
both  at  home  and  abroad  in  the  advancement  of  the  Science  of  Man. 

3.  Committee.    The   Committee   heretofore   known    as    the    Managing 
Committee  of  the  School  of  American  Archaeology,  with  additional  mem- 
bers as  hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  be  the  Managing  Committee  of  the 
School.    The  Committee  shall  consist  of  twenty-eight  elective  members, 
and    the    following  ex  officio  members:  The  President,   past  Presidents, 
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and  General  Secretary  of  the  Institute,  the  past  Chairmen,  the  Director, 
Recorder,  Secretary,  and  Treasurer  of  the  School.  The  Committee  shall 
have  power,  with  the  ratification  of  the  Council,  to  elect  its  own  members 
and  fill  all  vacancies  in  its  membership.  The  term  of  office  shall  be  four 
years,  and  the  terms  of  not  more  than  seven  members  shall  expire  in  any 
one  year.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  which  shall  consist  of 
the  Chairman,  past  Chairmen,  Recorder,  Director,  Secretary,  and  Treas- 
urer of  the  Managing  Committee;  the  President  and  General  Secretary 
of  the  Institute,  and  three  elective  members,  which  shall  be  vested  with 
all  the  powers  of  the  Managing  Committee  during  the  intervals  between 
its  meetings,  subject  to  its  approval.  The  Managing  Committee  shall 
appoint  the  Director  of  American  Research,  who  shall  beits  executive  offi- 
cer and  Director  of  the  School.  The  Managing  Committee  is  authorized 
to  maintain  fellowships,  research  stations,  publications,  and  the  various 
lines  of  work  herein  provided  for,  and  to  raise  funds  for  the  support  of  the 
same.  Its  funds  shall  be  held  by  a  Treasurer  elected  by  the  Managing 
Committee  and  confirmed,  by  the  Council  as  Associate  Treasurer,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  regulations  of  the  Institute;  he  shall  receive  funds  and  dis- 
burse them  on  the  order  of  the  Chairman. 

III.  Incorporation.  Inasmuch  as  it  appears  to  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee and  the  Council  that  in  order  to  secure  funds  for  the  endowment 
of  the  School  of  American  Research  it  is  necessary  that  the  School  have  a 
legal  status,  with  power  to  acquire  and  hold  property,  and  that  such  status 
can  be  readily,  conveniently  and  effectually  attained  by  incorporation  as 
a  body  corporate  for  scientific  purposes  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Mexico,  in  which  the  headquarters  of  the  School  are  already  estab- 
lished; in  such  a  manner,  and  under  such  regulations  that  the  operations 
of  the  School  will  be  carried  on  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  plan 
now  in  force:  it  is  ordered  that  the  Managing  Committee  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  take  the  needful  steps  to  effect  such  incorporation,  with  the  under- 
standing that  the  governing  body  of  the  corporation  shall  consist  of  the 
members  of  the  Managing  Committee  now  in  office  or  authorized,  and  their 
successors,  and  that  the  general  plan  of  organization  and  operation  shall 
be  substantially  as  has  been  provided  by  the  Acts  of  the  Council;  and  that 
when  such  corporation  shall  have  been  organized,  and  empowered  to  act 
in  a  corporate  capacity,  all  acts  taken  by  the  Council  in  relation  to  the 
School  of  American  Research  under  its  present  status  shall  be  deemed  to 
apply  with  the  same  force  and  effect  to  such  corporation  under  the  same 
name,  and  all  power  and  authority  now  vested  in  said  School,  and  all 
funds  allotted  or  appropriated  to  it,  shall  be  deemed  vested  in  and  ap- 
propriated to  such  corporation, — such  change  to  be  effected  by  proper 
orders  of  the  President  of  the  Institute  to  that  effect. 

Upon  the  motion  of  W.  H.  Holmes,  seconded  by  J.  B.  Hench, 
that  the  "Proposed  Reorganization  of  the  American  School  of 
Archaeology"  be  adopted,  and  after  discussion  by  Miss  Buck- 
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ingham,  Messrs.  Bryce,  Fowler,  Holmes,  Mepham,  Robinson, 
and  Wulfing,  the  motion  was  put,  and  was  carried  unanimously. 
G.  A.  Barton,  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  the  Establish- 
ment of  a  School  of  Mesopotamian  Archaeology,  sent  the  follow- 
ing report,  which  was  read  to  the  Council  by  the  Acting 
Recorder: 

The  Committee  on  the  establishment  of  a  school  of  Mesopotamian 
Archaeology  has  been  compelled  to  pass  another  year  of  comparative 
inactivity  owing  to  the  uncertainties  as  to  the  future  of  Mesopotamia. 
A  plan  is  under  consideration  for  the  establishment  of  such  a  school,  if 
conditions  at  the  end  of  the  war  warrant  it.  During  the  year  Dr.  William 
Hayes  Ward,  a  member  of  the  committee,  has  passed  away.  It  was  re- 
ported two  years  ago  that  he  had  contributed  his  Assyriological  library 
to  the  school.  This  gift  is  confirmed  by  his  will.  It  is  recommended 
that  the  surviving  members  of  the  committee  be  continued.

Upon  motion  made  and  seconded  by  H.  A.  Sanders  and  G.  C. 
Pier,  the  report  was  adopted. 

The  following  letter  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on 
Egyptian  Archaeology  was  read  by  President  Shipley  to  the 
Council: 

DEAR  PRESIDENT  SHIPLEY  : 

Owing  to  the  unsettled  conditions  in  the  Near  Orient,  and  especially 
the  dangers  of  travel  in  the  Eastern  Mediterranean,  there  has  seemed  to 
be  little  purpose  in  endeavoring  to  call  together  the  Committee  of  the 
Institute  on  Egypt. 

The  British  government  has,  since  the  organization  of  the  Committee, 
entirely  closed  the  doors,  and  refuses  all  access  to  Egypt  to  any  one  apply- 
ing, no  matter  what  the  nature  of  the  traveler's  business  may  be. 

Meantime,  the  Committee  has  suffered  an  irreparable  loss  in  the  death 
of  Eckley  B.  Coxe,  who  was  greatly  interested  in  Egyptian  research,  and 
to  whom  the  Committee  has  confidently  looked  for  interest  and  encour- 
agement, especially  in  the  establishment  of  a  fellowship  or  two,  in  Egypt. 

Although  it  is  impossible  to  gain  entrance  into  Egypt,  two  American 
expeditions  are  now  at  work  there:  the  Boston-Harvard  Expedition,  and 
that  of  the  Philadelphia  Museum.  If  the  Institute  could  secure  the  funds 
for  two  fellowships  intended  to  support  young  men  attached  to  such  ex- 
peditions as  these,  the  training  thus  secured,  and  the  assistance  to  the 
excavators  would  be  very  desirable  results.  The  reopening  of  Egypt 
at  the  close  of  the  War  will  offer  to  Americans  unusual  opportunities  in 
this  field,  and  if  these  fellowships  could  be  secured  now,  they  would  con- 
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tribute  materially  toward  enabling  us  to  take  advantage  of  the  coming 
opportunity.

Upon  the  motion  of  J.  B.  Hench,  seconded  by  M.  Carroll, 
Professor  Breasted's  report  was  adopted. 

In  pursuance  of  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of 
the  Council  which  remitted  "the  nomination  of  Professor  Fow- 
ler's successor  in  the  editorship  of  the  Journal  to  the  Editorial 
Board  along  with  the  Honorary  Editors"  (BULL.,  Vol.  VI.  1915, 
p.  104),  H.  N.  Fowler,  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  American  Journal 
of  Archaeology  in  the  name  of  the  Committee  presented  to  the 
Council  as  his  successor  in  office,  Professor  James  M.  Paton,  of 
Boston.  J.  B.  Hench  moved  that  the  nominations  be  closed. 
It  was  then  moved  by  C.  C.  Torrey,  seconded  by  H.  A.  Sanders, 
that  the  Secretary  be  instructed  to  cast  the  unanimous  ballot 
of  the  Council  for  the  nominee  of  the  Committee.  The  motion 
was  carried.  The  following  resolution,  moved  by  H.  A.  San- 
ders, and  seconded  by  G.  J.  Laing  as  a  vote  of  thanks  and  ap- 
preciation, was  brought  forward: 

Resolved,  That  the  Council  of  the  Archaeological  Institute  of  America 
take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  appreciation  of  the  high  quality 
of  the  services  rendered  to  the  Institute  by  Professor  H.  N.  Fowler  in  his 
capacity  of  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  American  Journal  of  Archaeology. 
Under  Professor  Fowler's  editorship  the  Journal  has  attained  a  standard 
that  makes  it  one  of  the  most  important  and  valuable  journals  in  the 
archaeological  field.  This  is  amply  attested  not  only  by  the  character 
of  the  articles  printed,  but  by  the  frequency  with  which  the  Journal  is 
cited  in  foreign  publications.  The  Institute  is  deeply  indebted  to  Pro- 
fessor Fowler  for  the  unswerving  fidelity  to  the  highest  ideals  with  which 
he  has  filled  the  office  of  editor  for  so  many  years. 

The  resolution  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  and  Professor 
Fowler  briefly  responded. 

On  motion  of  George  S.  Mepham,  seconded  by  W.  H.  Holmes, 
C.  C.  Torrey  and  H.  N.  Fowler  were  appointed  a  committee  to 
bring  in  nominations  for  Officers  of  the  Institute  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

The  Budget  as  recommended  by  the  Executive  Committee  was 
next  taken  up,  and  upon  the  motion  of  J.  B.  Hench,  seconded  by 
H.  A.  Sanders,  was  unanimously  adopted  in  the  following  form:

Williams  of  the  Baltimore  Society,  Patron  of  the  Institute,  offer- 
ing a  second  donation  of  $500  for  Art  and  Archaeology.
